SiR. The edition of the Navigation Laws for 1907 has been pre 
pared in substantially the same form ns the editions of 1895, 1899, and 
1903, which proved to be convenient for the use of collectors of cus- 
toms, shipping commissioners, the masteis, owners, and agents of 
vessels, seamen and others directly interested in vessels, their olEcei’s, 
crews, passengers, and cargo 

As in the three former editions, the effort has been made to include 
in this volume only laws actually in force Mdiere sections of the 
Revised Statutes or other laivs have been specifically repealed or 
amended by subsequent legislation the repealed portions of the law 
are omitted, and the present, not the original, reading of amended 
sections is adopted 

The effort has been made to confine the law included in this volume 
to the navigation law, meaning by that term the law relating to ves- 
sels, with which owners, masters, and agents should be acquainted. 
The line between this law and the customs law is not always clearly 
defined. The laws directly relating to duties on imports and to in- 
voices are not included in this volume, while those relating to entry, 
clearance, manifests, and transportation by water have been comprised 
within its limits. The respective juri.sdictions of the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Secretary of Commerce and Labor are more clearl}^ 
defined than when the edition of 1903 was i.ssued. 

To reduce the size of the book, some parts and paragraphs 
formerly published have been omitted. Thus, the part entitled “ Slave 
Trade ” is not included, as the evil against which the laws were 
directed has ceased. The part entitled “ Chinese Immigration ” is 
also omitted, as very few vessels carry Chinese immigrants, and for 
the use of such a special pamplilet is available. 

The scheme of arrangement will appear from the table of con- 
tents. The law has been divided into large divisions by subjects, 
called parts, while these parts have been subdivided into headed 
paragraphs.

For ful'ther convenience of reference is published a table of laws, 
giving the sectioins of the Revised Statutes and subsequent laws which 
have been included in this coiniiilation, the date of enactment and 
amendment, together with the page of this compilation on which 
they may be found Tlie table of laws may be found at the end of 
the volume, together with the usual alphabetical index A maiginal 
reference gives the number of the .section of the Revised Statutes 
jiicliided 111 each paragraph, or the date and section of the act, if 
enacted subsequent to the Revised Statutes, with the date of amenda- 
tory acts which have been incorporated, if practicable, m the para- 
graph. tiniere reference is made in a paragraph to a title or chap- 
ter of the Revi.sGd Statutes the numbers of the sections comprised 
111 such title or chapter have been printed m brackets. Reference to 
the table of laws, at the end of the volume, will show which of those 
sections have been included iii this volume as pertinent or in force, 
and Avill also show the page where they may be found. Fees, payable 
by the masters and owners of vessels of the United States, were in 
most instances abolished in 1886 and 1800, and accordingly the stat- 
utes imposing such fees are not retained in this compilation, though 
they furnish a basis on which officers are compensated from the 
Treasury for services

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1. Definition of vessel 

The word “ vessel ” includes every description of water- 
craft or other artificial contrivance used or capable of 
being used as a means of transportation on water. 

2 Vessels of the United States. 

Vessels registered pursuant to law and no others, except 
.such as shall be duly qualified accordmg to law for carry- 
ing on the coasting or fishing trade, shall be deemed ves- 
sels of the United States, and entitled to the benefits and 
privileges appei taming to such vessels; but no such vessel 
shall enjoy such benefits and privileges loiigei than it 
.shall continue to be wholly owned by a citizen or citizens 
of the United States or a corporation created under the 
laws of any of the States thereof, and be commanded by 
a citizen of the United States And all the officers of 
vessels of the United States who shall have charge of a 
watch, including pilots, shall in all cases be citizens of tlie 
United States. [See also qualifications of officers, page 
53] 

No vessel which has been recorded or registered as an 
American vessel of the United States, pursuant to law, 
and which was licensed or otherwise authorized to sail 
under a foreign flag, and to have the protection of any 
foreign government durmg the existence of the rebellion, 
shall be deemed or registered as a vessel of the United 
States, or shall have the rights and jirivileges of vessels of 
the United States, except mider provisions of law espe- 
cially authorizing such registry. 

3 Registered vessels. 

Vessels built within the United States, and belonging 
wholly to citizens thereof, and vessels which may be cap- 
tured in war by citizens of the Umted States, and law- 
fidly condemned as prize, or which may be adjudged to 
be forfeited for a breach of the laws of the United States, 
being wholly owned by citizens, and no others, may be 
registered as directed in this title [E. S., 4131^305]. 
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i! M , -1106 X ve&sel registered pursuant to law, which by sale has 
to" 10 become the proijerty of a foreignei, shall be entitled to a 
new registei upon afterwards becoming American prop- 
erty, unless it has been enlarged or undergone change in 
build outside of the United States. 

4 Whaling vessels. 

K s , 433!) All vessels which may clear with registers for the pur- 
pose of engaging in the whale fishery shall be deemed to 
have lawful and sufficient papers for such voyages, secur- 
ing the privileges and rights of registered vessels, and the 
privileges and exemptions of vessUs enrolled and licensed 
for the fisheries.

Vessels of twenty tons and upward, enrolled in pursu- 
ance of this Title [E S , 4311-4390], and having a license 
111 force, or ve.ssels of less than twenty tons, which, 
although not enrolled, have a license in force, as required 
by this Title, and no others, shall be deemed vessels of the 
XJnited States entitled to the privileges of vessels em- 
ployed in the coasting-trade or fisheries 

Any steamboat employed or intended to be employed 
only 111 a river or bay of the United States, owned wholly 
or 111 part by an alien resident within the United States, 
may be enrolled and licensed, as if the same belonged to a 
citizen of the United States, subject to all the provisions 
of this Title fE. S., 4311-4390], except that, in such case, 
no oath .shall be inquired that the boat belongs to a citizen 
of the United States 

Such resident alien, owner of any steamboat, upon 
application for enrollment or license, shall give boml lo 
the collector of the di.strict, for the use of the Uniteil 
States, in the iienalty of one thousand dollars, with suffi- 
cient surety, conditioned that the boat shall not be em- 
ployed in other waters than the rivers and bays of the 
TTnited States. 

Any vessel of the United States, navigating the waters 
on the northern, northeastern, and northwestern frontiers, 
otherwise than by sea, shall be enrolled and licensed in 
such form as other vessels; such enrolltneilt and license 
shall authorize any such vessel to be employed either in 
the coasting or foreign trade on such frontiers, and no 
certificate of registry shall be required for vessels so em- 
ployed. Snell vessel shall be, in every other respect, liable 
to the regulations and penalties relating to registered and 
licensed vessels. 


6 Licensed vessels under twenty tons. 

Before any vessel, of the burden of five tons, and less 
than twenty tons, Shall be licensed, the same measurement 
shall be made of such vessel, and the same provisions 
observed relative thereto, as are to be observed in case of 
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measuring vessels to be registered or enrolled; but in all 
cases, where such vessel or any other licensed vessel shall 
have been once measured, it shall not be necessary to meas- 
ure such vessel anew, for the purpose of obtaming another 
enrollment or license, unless such vessel shall have under- 
gone some alteration as to her burden, subsequent to the 
time of her former license. 

7 TJndoeumented vessels 

The act [E. S., 4311-4386] to which this is a supplement 
shall not be so construed as to extend the jirovisions of the 
said act to canal boats or boats employed on the internal 
waters or canals of any State ; and all such boats, except- 
ing only such as are provided with sails or prope llin g 
machinery of their own adapted to lake or coastwise navi- 
gation, and excepting such as are employed in trade with 
tlie Canadas, shall be exempt from the provisions of the 
said act, and from the payment of all customs and other 
fees under any act of Congi’ess 

The provisions of title fifty [E. S., 4311-4390] of the 
Eevised Statutes of the United States .shaE not be so con- 
strued as to require the payment of any fee or charge for 
the enrolluig or licensing of vessels, built in the United 
States and owned by citizens thereof, not propelled by sail 
or by internal motive power of their own, and not in any 
case carrying passengers, whether navigating the interne 
waters of a State or the navigable waters of the Umted 
States, and not engaged in trade with contiguous foreign 
territory, nor shah, this or any existing law be construed to 
require the enrolling, registering or licensing of any flat 
boat, barge or like craft for the carriagq of freight, not 
propelled by sail or by internal motive power of its own, 
on the rivers or lakes of the United States 

Nothing in this Title [E. S., 4311-4390] shall be con- 
strued to extend to any boat or lighter not being masted, 
or if masted and not decked, employed in the harbor of 
any town or city. 

8. Yachts. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor may cause yachts 
used and employed exclusively as pleasure vessels or de- 
signed as models of naval architecture, if built and owned 
in compliance with the provisions or sections forty-one 
hundred and thirty -three to forty-one hundred and thirty- 
five, to be licensed on terms which will authorize them to 
proceed from port to port of the Umted States, and by 
sea to foreign ports, without entering or clearing at the 
custom-house, such hcense shall be in such form as the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor may prescribe. Such 
vessels, so enrolled and licensed, shall not be allowed to 
transport merchandise or carry passengers for pay. Such 
vessels shall have their name and p^ort placed on some 
conspicuous portion of theii’ hulls. Such vessels shall, in

No licensed yacht shall engage in any trade, nor in any 
way violate the revenue laws of the United States, and 
every such yacht shall comply with the laws in all re- 
spects. Any master or owner violating the provisioius of 
the preceding section shall be liable to the penalty of (wo 
hundred dollars, in addition to any other penalty iin- 
Eeb 14, 1803 posed by law The Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
Sec 10 shall have power to remit or mitigate any such penalty if 
in his opinion it was incurred without negligence or in- 
tention of fraud. 

R s,42i7 For the identification of yachts and their owners, a 
commissidn to sail for pleasure in any designated yacht 
belonging to any regularly orgamzed and iiicorporateci 
yacht club, stating the exemptions and jirivileges enjoyed 
Feb 14,1003 under it, may be issued by the Secretary of Commeice 
and Labor, and shall be a token of credit to any United 
States official, and to the authorities of any foreign power, 
for privileges enjoyed under it 
All such licensed yachts shall use a signal of the form, 
size, and colors prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy ; 
and the owners thereof shall at all times jiermit the naval 
architects in the employ of the United States to examine 
and copy the models of such yachts. 

Yachts, belonging to a regularly organized yacht club 
of any foreign nation which shall extend like privileges 
to the yachts of the United States, shall have the iirivilege 
of entering or leaving any port of the United States with- 
out entering or clearing at the custom-house thereof or 
Feb 5, 180T paying toimage tax- Provided, That the privileges of 
this section shall not extend to any yacht built outside of 
the United States^ and owned, charteied, or used by a 
citizen of the United States, unless such ownership or 
charter was acquired prior to the passage of this Act. 
[See also Tonnage tax, paragraph 155, page 146.] 

Every yacht visiting a foreign country under the pro- 
visions of the four preceding sections shall, on her return 
to the United States, make due entry at the custom-house 
of the port at wluoh, on such return, she shall arrive.

Commissioner of Navigation shall have power, 
’ -under such regulations as he shall prescribe, to establish 
and provide a system of numbering vessels so registered, 
enrolled, and licensed ; and each vessel so numbered shall 
have her number deeply carved or otherwise permanently 
June 18, 1888 marked on her main beam; and if at any time she shall 
« cease to be so marked, such vessel shall be liable to a fine 
of thirty dollars on every arrival m a port of the United 
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States if she have not her proper official iniiiiber legally 
carved or permanently marked 

10. name of vessel 

The name of every documented vessel of the United 
States shall be marked upon each bow and upon the stern, 
and the home port shall also be marked upon the stern. 
These names shall be painted or gilded, or consist of cut or 
carved or cast roman letters in light color, on a dark 
ground, or m a dark color on a light ground, secured m 
place, and to be distinctly visible" The smallest letters 
used shall not be less in size than four inches. If any such 
vessel shall be found without these names being so marked 
the owner or owners shall be liable to a penalty of ten dol- 
lars for each name omitted The word “ port,” as usedan 
section forty-one hundred and seventy-eight shall be con- 
strued to mean either the port where the vessel is regis- 
tered or enrolled, or the place in the same district where 
the vessel was built or where one or more of the owners 
reside. 

Every steam vessel of the United States, m addition to 
having her name painted on her stern, shall have the same 
conspicuously placed in distinct, plain letters, of not less 
than six inches in length on each outer side of the pilot- 
house, if it has such, and in case the vessel has side wheels, 
also on the outer side of each wheel-house ; and if any such 
steamboat be found without having her name placed as 
required, she shall be subject to the same penalty as pro- 
vided by law in the case of a vessel of the United States 
found without having her name, and the name of the port 
to which she belongs, pamted on her stern. 

11, OJiangQ of name 

No master, owner, or agent of any vessel of the United 
States shall in any way change the name of such vessel, 
or by any device, advertisement, or contrivance deceive or 
attempt to deceive the piibh^ or any officer or agent of the 
United States, or of any State, or any corporation or 
agent thereof, or any person or persons, as to the true 
name or character of such vessel, on pain of the forfeiture 
of such vessel. 

The Commissioner of Navigation shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, be empow- 
ered to change the names of vessels of the United States, 
under such restrictions as may have been or shall be pre- 
scribed by act of Congress. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor bo, and hereby 
is, authorized to permit the owner or owners of any vessel 
duly enrolled and found seaworthy and free from debt to 
change the name of the same, when, in his opmion, there 
shall be sufficient cause for so doing. The Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor shall establish such rules and regu-

The bottom 
of .each numeral shall indicate the draught to that line. 
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13. Measurement. . 

Befoi’e any vessel shall be registered, she shall be mens- ^ ® 
nred by a surveyor, if there be one, or by the person lie 
shall appoint, at the port or place where the vessel may be, 
and if there be none, by such person as the collector of the 
district ■within which she may be shall appoint But in 
all cases where a vessel has before been registered as a 
vessel of the United States, it shall not be necessary to 
measure her ane'w, for the purpose of obtaining another 
register ; unless such vessel has undergone some alteration 
as to her burden, subsequent to the time of her former 
registry 

The officer or person by whom such measurement is s., 4i49. 
made shall, for the information of and as a voucher to the 
officer by whom the registry is to be made, grant a certifi- 
cate, specifying the build of the vessel, her number of 
docks and masts, her length, breadth, depth, the number 
of tons she measures, and such other particulars as are 
usually descriptive of the identity of a vessel, and that 
her name, and the place to which she belongs, are painted 
on her stern in manner required by this Title [R. S., 
4131-4305] ; which certificate shall be coimtersigned by an 
owner, or by the master of such vessel, or by some other 
person who shall attend her admeasurement, on behalf of 
her owner or owners, in testimony of the truth of the 
particulars therein contained ; without -which the certifi- 
cate shall not be vabd. 

The registry of every vessel shall express her length and R s , 41 bo 
breadth, together witli her depth and the height under 
the third or spar deck, which shall be ascertained in the 
following maimer. The tonnage deck, in vessels ha-ping 
three or more decks to the hull, shall be the second deck 
from below ; in all other cases the upper deck of the hull 
IS to be the tonnage-deck. The length from the fore 
of the outer planking on the side oi the stem to the after

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part of the mam steni-po&t of screw-steamers, and to the 
after part of the rudder-post of all other vessels measured 
on the top of the tonnage-deck, shall be accounted the 
vessel’s lengtli. The breadth of the broadest part on the 
outside of the vessel shall be accounted the vessel’s breadth 
of beam A measure from the under side of the tonnage- 
deck plank, amidships, to the ceiling of the hold, (average 
thicluiess,) sliall be accounted the depth of hold If the 
vessel has a third deck, then the height from the top of 
the tonnage-deck plank to the under side of the upper- 
deck plank shall be accounted as the height under the 
spar-deck. All measurement to be taken in feet and 
fractions of feet; and all fractions of feet shall be 
expressed in decimals 

B s , 4151 No part of any vessel shaU be required by the preceding 
section to be measured or registered for tonnage that is 
used for cabins or state-rooms, and* constructed entirely 
above the first deck, which is not a deck to the hull. 

14 Gross tonnage. 

R s , 4153 T]i(3 register tonnage of every ve.ssel built within the 

United States or owned by a citizen or citizens thereof 
shall bo her entire internal cubical capacity in tons of one 
hundred cubic feet each, to be ascertained as follows: 
Measure the len^h of the ves.sel in a straight line along 
the upper side or the tonnage-deck, from the inside of the 
inner plank, average thickness, at the side of the stem to 
the inside or the plank on the stern-timbers, average thick- 
ness, deducting from this length what is due to the rake 
of the bow in the thiclmess of the deck, and what is due to 
the rake of the stern-timber m the thickness of the deck, 
and also what is due to the rake of the stern-timbei m one- 
third of the round of the beam ; divide the length so taken 
into the number of equal parts required by the following 
table, according to the class m such table to which the 
vessel belongs : 

Claas one Vessels of which the tonnage length accord- 
ing to the above measurement is fifty feet or under . into 
SIX equal parts. 

Class two. Vessels of which the tonnage length accord- 
ing to the above measurement is above Mty feet and not 
exceeding one hundred feet • into eight equal parts. 

Class three. Vessels of which the tonnage length accord- 
ing to the above measurement is above one hundred feet, 
and not exceeding one hundred and fifty feet ; into ten 
equal parts. 

Class four. Vessels of which the tonnage length accord- 
ing to tlie above measurement is above one hundred and 
fifty feet, and not exceeding two hundred feet : into twelve 
equal parts. 

Class five. Vessels ot which the tonnage length accord- 
ing to the above measurement is above two hundred feet, 
and not exceeding two hundred and fifty feet : into four- 
teen equal parts. ' 
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Class six. Vessels of which the tonnage length accord- 
ing to the above measurement is above two hundred and 
fifty feet : into sixteen equal parts. 

Then, the hold being sufficiently cleared to admit of the 
required depths and breadths bemg properly taken, find 
the transverse area of such vessel at each pomt of division 
of the length as follows : 

Measure the depth at each point of division from a 
point at a distance of one-third of the round of the beam 
below such deck; or, in case of a break, below a line 
stretched in continuation thereof, to the upper side of 
the floor-timber, at the mside of the limber-stoake, after 
deducting the average thickness of the ceiling, winch is 
between the bilge-planlrs and limber-strake ; then, if the 
depth at the midship division of the length do not exceed 
sixteen feet, divide each depth into four equal parts ; then 
measure the mside horizontal breadth, at each of the three 
points of division, and also at the upper and lower points 
of the depth, extending each measurement to the average 
thickness of that jiart of the ceiling which is between the 
points of measm’ement ; number these breadths from 
above, numbering the upper breadth one, and so on down 
to the lowest breadth ; multiply the second and fourth by 
four, and the third by two , add these products together, 
and to the sum add the first breadth and the last, or fifth ; 
multiply the quantity thus obtained by one-third of the 
common interval between the breadths, and the product 
shall be deemed the transverse area ; but if the inidship 
depth exceed sixteen feet, divide each depth into six equal 
parts, instead of four, and measure as before directed, 
the horizontal breadths at the five points of division, and 
also at the upper and lower points of the depth ; number 
them from above as before, multiply the second, fourth, 
and sixth by four, and the third and fifth by two ; add 
these products together, and to the sum add the first 
breadth and the last, or seventh; multiply the quantities 
thus obtained by one-third of the common interval be- 
tween the breadths, and the product shall be deemed the 
transverse area. 

Having thus ascertained the transverse area at each 
point of division of the length of the vessel, as required 
above, proceed to ascertain the register tonnage of the 
vessel in the following manner : 

Number the areas successively one, twoj three, and so 
forth, number one bemg at the extreme limit of the length 
at the bow, and the last number at the extreme limit of 
the length at the stern ; then, whether the length be di- 
vided according to the table into six or sixteen parts, as 
in classes one and six, or any intermediate number, as in 
classes two, three, four, and five, multiply the second, and 
eimry even-numbered area by four, and the third, and 
every odd-nnmbered area, except the first and last, by 
two ; add these products together, and to the sum add the 
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first and last if they yield anything; ninltiply the quanti- 
ties thus obtained by oiie-third of the common inlorval be- 
tween the areas, and the product will bo the cubical con- 
tents of the space under the tonnage-deck; divide this 
product by one hundred, and the quotient, being the ton- 
nage under the tonnage-deck, shall be deemed to be the 
register tonnage of the vessel subject to tfie additions 
hereinafter mentioned. 

15. Deck-houses, breaks, etc 

If there be a break, a poop, or any other permanent 
i'(hT^ closed-m space on the upper deck, available for cargo, or 
stores, or for the berthing or accommodation of passen- 
gers or crew, the tonnage of that space shall be ascer- 
tamed as follows and added to the gross tonnage : 

Measure the internal mean length of such space in feet, 
and divide it into an even mniiber of equal parts of which 
the distance asunder shall be most nearly equal to those 
into which the length of the tonnage-deck has been di- 
vided; measure at the middle of its height the inside 
breadths; namely, one at each end and at each of the 
points of division, numbering them successively one, two, 
three, and so forth ; then to the sum of the end breadths 
add four times the sum of the even-numbered breadths 
and twice the sum of the odd-numbered breadths, except 
the first and last, and multiply the ivhole sum by one- 
third of the common interval between the breadth's ; the 
product will give the mean horizontal area of such apace ; 
then measure the mean height between the planks of the 
decks, and multiply by it uie mean horizontal area ; di- 
vide the product by one hundred, and the quotient shall 
be deemed to be the tonnage of such space, and shall be 
added to the tonnage under the tonnage-decks, ascertained 
as aforesaid: Provided^ That nothing shall be added to 
the gross tonnage for any sheltered space above the upper 
deck which is under cover and open to the weather ; that 
is, not inclosed. 

16. Between-deoks. 

If a vessel has a third deck, or spar deck, the tonnage 
of the space between it and the tonnage-deck shall be 
ascertained as follows • 

Measure in feet the inside length of the space, at the 
middle of its height, from the plank at the side of the 
stem to the plank on the timbers at the stern, and divide 
the length into the same number of equal parts into which 
the len^h of the tonnage-deck is divided ; measure, also at 
the middle of its height, the inside breadth of the space 
at each of the points of division, also the breadth of the 
stem and the breadth at the stem ; number them succes- 
sively one, two, three, and so forth, commencing at the 
stem: multiply the second, and all other even-numbered 
breadths, by four, and the third, and aU the other odd- 
numbered breadths, except the first and last, by two; to 
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the sum of these products add the first and last breadths, 
multiply the whole sum by one-third of the common in- 
terval between the breadths, and the result will give, m 
superficial feet, the mean horizontal area of such space; 
measure the mean height between the plaiilc of the two 
decks, and multiply by it the mean horizontal area, and 
the product will be the cubical contents of the space ; 
divide this product by one hundred, and the quotient 
shall be deemed to be the tomiage of such space, and shall 
be added to the other tonnage of the vessel ascertained 
as above directed. And if the vessel has more than three 
decks, the tonnage of each space between decks, above the 
tonnage-deck, shall be severally ascertained m the manner 
above described, and shall be added to the tonnage of the 
vessel, ascertained as above directed. 

17. Open vessels. 

In ascertaining the tonnage of open vessels the upper ^ 
edge of the upper strake is to form the boundary-line of 
measurement, and the depth shall be taken from an 
athwartship line, extending from the upjier edge of such 
strake at each division of the length 

18. Water ballast 

In the case of a ship constructed with a double bottom 2. isso 
for water ballast, if the space between the inner and outer 
plating thereof is certified by the collector to be not avail- 
able for the carriage of cargo, stores, or fuel, then the 
depth of the vessel shall be taken to be the upper side of 
the inner plating of the double bottom, and that upper 
side shall for the purposes of measurement be deemed to 
represent the floor limber. 

19. Net tonnage. 

From the gross tonnage of every vessel of the United Aug s, 1882 
States there shall be deducted — 

20. Crew accommodations. 

(a) The tonnage of the spaces or compartments occu- 2. issb 
pied by or appropriated to the use of the crew of the 
vessel. Every place appropriated to the crew of the vessel 
shall have a Space of not less than seventy-two cubic feet 
and not less than twelve superficial feet, measured on the 
deck or floor of that place, for each seaman or apprentice 
lodged therein. The provisions of this Act requiring a 
ciew space of seventy-two cubic feet per man shall apply 
only to vessels the construction of which shall be begun 
after June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and ninety -five. , 

Such place shall be securely constructed, properly lighted, 
drained, and ventilated, properly protected from weather 
and sea, and as far as practicable properly shut off and 
protected from the efiluvium of cal'go or bilge water ; and 
failure to comply with this provision shall subject the 
owner to a penalty of five hundred dollars. Every place 
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so occupied shall be kept free from goods or stores of any 
kind not being the personal property of the crew in use 
during the voyage; and if any •such place is not so kept 
free tlie master shall forfeit and pay to each seaman or 
apprentice lodged in that place the sum of fifty cents a 
day for each day during which any goods or stores as 
aforesaid are kept oi stored in the place after complaint 
has been made to him by any two or more of the seamen 
so lodged. Ko deduction from tonnage as aforesaid shall 
be made tuiless there is permanently cut in a beam and 
over the doorway of every such place the number of pien 
it is allowed to accommociate with these words, “ Certified 
to accommodate seamen.” 

1, 1807 Every place appropriated to the crew of a seagoing ves- 
sel of the United States, except a fishing vessel, yacht, a 
pilot boat, and all ves.se]s uncler two hundred tons regis- 
ter, shall have a space of not less than seventy-two cubic 
feet and not less than twelve square feet measured on the 
deck or floor of that place for each seaman or apprentice 
lodged therein; Proinded, That any such seagoing sailing 
vessel, built or rebuilt after June thirtieth, eighteen hun- 
dred and iiinetj'--eig]it, shall have a space of not less than 
one hundied cubic feet and not less than sixteen square 
feet measured on the deck or floor of that space for each 
seaman or apprentice lodged therein. Such place shall be 
securely constructed, properly lighted, drained, heated and 
ventilated, properly protected from weather and sea, and, 
as far as practicable, properly sliut off and protected 
from the effluvium of cargo or bilge water 

Fishing vessels, yachts, and pilot boats are hereby ex- 
empted from the provisions of section one of chapter one 
hundred and seventy-three of the laws of eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-five, entitled “An Act to amend section 
one of chapter three hundred and ninety-eight of the laws 
of eighteen hundred and eighty-two, entitled ‘An Act to 
provide for deductions from the gross tonnage of vessels 
of the United States,’ ” so far as said section prescribes the 
amount of space which shall be appropriated to the crew 
and provides that said space shall oe kept free from goods 
or stores not being the personal property of the crew in 
use during the voyage. 

Every steamboat of the United States plying upon the 
Mississippi Eiver or its tributaries shall furnish an ap- 
propriate place for the crew, which shall conform to the » 
requirements of this section so far as they shall be ap- 
plicable thereto by providing sleeping rooin in the engine 
room of the steamboats properly protected from the cold, 
winds, and rain by means of suitable awnings or screens 
on either side of the guards or sides and forward, reach- 
ing from the boiler deck to the lower or main deck, under 
the direction and approval of the Supervising Inspector- 
General of Steam vrasels, and shall be properly heated. 
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Any failure to comply with tins section shall subject the 
owner or owners to a penalty of five hundred dollars. 

21. Deductions for other purposes. 

(b) Any space exclusively for the use of the master cer- Mm 
tified by the collector to be reasonable in extent and prop- 
erly constructed, and the words “ Certified for the accom- 
modation of master ” to be permanently cut in a beam and 
over the door of such space. 

(c) Any space used exclusively for the working of the 
helm, the capstan, and the anchor gear, or for keeping the 
charts, simals, and other instruments of navigation and 
boatswaims stores, and the words “ Certified for steering 
gear,” or “ Certified for boatswain’s stores,” or “ Certified 
chart house,” as the case may be, to be permanently cut m 
the beam and over the doorway of each of such spaces. 

S The space occupied by the donkey engine and 
if connected with the mam pumps of the ship. 

(e) In the case of a' ship propelled wholly by sails any 
space, not exceeding two and one-half per centum of the 
gross tonnage, used exclusively for storage of sails • Fw- 
■mded^ That spaces deducted shall be certified by the col- 
lector to be reasonable m extent and properly and effi- 
ciently constructed for the purposes for which they are 
intended, and the woids “ Certified for storage of sails” 
to be cut on the beam and over the doorway of such space. 

22 Deductions for propelling power. 

(f) In tlie case of a ship propelled by steam or other Mnr 
power requiring engine room, a deduction for the space 
occupied by the propelling piower .shall be made, as 
follows • 

In ships propelled by paddle wheels in which the ton- 
nage of the space occupied by and necesaary for the proper 
working of the boilers and machinery is above twenty jier 
centum and under thirty per centum of the gross tonnage, 
the deduction shall be thirty-seven per centum of the gross 
tonnage ; and in ships propelled by screws in which the 
tonnage of the space is above thirteen per centum and 
under twenty per centiirti of the gross tonnage, the deduc- 
tion shall be thirty-two per centum of the gross tonnage 
In the case of screw steamers the contents of the trunk 
shaft shall be deemed spaces necessary for the proper 
working of the machinery. 

(g) In the case of other vessels in which the actual 
space occupied by the propelling machmery amounts m 
the case of paddle vessms to twenty per centum or under 
and m the case of screw vessels to thirteen per centum or 
under of the gross tonnage of the ship, the deduction shall 
consist in the case of paddle vessels of once and a half the 
tonnage of the actual machinery space and in the case of 
screw vessels of once and three-fourths the tonnage oi the 
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actual machinery space But if the actual machinery 
space is so large as to amount in the case, of paddle vessels 
to thii'ty pel centum or above, and in the case of screw ves- 
sels to twenty pei centum or above of the gross tonnage 
of the ship, tlie deduction shall consist of thirty-seven ]ier 
centum of the gross tonnage of the ship in the ease of a 
paddle ves.sel and thirty-two per centum of the gross ton- 
nage in the case of a screw vessel ; or if the owner prefers 
there shall bo deducted from the gross tonnage of the ves- 
sel the tomiage of the space or spaces actually occupied by 
or required to be inclosed for the pioper working of the 
boilers and machinery, including the trunk shaft or alley 
in screw steamers, with the addition in the case of vessels 
propelled with paddle wheels of fifty per centum, and in 
the case of vessels propelled by screws of seventy-five per 
centum of the tonnage of such space 

(i) On a request in writing to the Commissioner of 
Navigation by the owners of a ship the tonnage of such 
portion of the space or spaces above the crown of the 
engine room and above the upper deck as is framed in for 
ihe machinery or for the admission of light and air and 
not required to be added to gross tonnage shall, for the 
purpose of ascertaining the tonnage of the space occu- 
pied by the propelling power, be added to the tonnage of 
the engine apace; but it shall then be included in the 
gross tonnage ; such space or spaces must be reasonable in 
extent, safe, and seaworthy, and can not be used for any 
purpose other than the mnohinery or for the admission of 
light and air to the machinery or boilers of the ship. 

33 . Register tonnage 

Aiig s. issa And the proper deduction from the gross tonnage hav- 
ing been made, the remainder shall be deemed the net or 
register tonnage of such vessels. 

a. s , 4153 The register of the vessel shall express the number of 
decks, the tonnage under the tonnage-deck, that of the 
between-decks, above the tonnage-deck; also that of the 
poop or other inclosed spaces above the deck, each sepa- 
ratmy. 

Aug 5 , 1882 The register or other official certificate of the tonnage 
or nationality of a vessel of the United States, in addition 
to what is now required by law to be expressed therein, 
shall state separately the deductions made from the gross 
tonnage, and shall also state the net or register tonnage 
of the vessel. 

But the outstanding registers or enrollments of vessels 
of the United States shall not be rendered void by the 
addition of such new statement of her tonnage, unless 
voluntarily surrendered; but the same may be added to 
the ' outstanding document or by an appendix thereto, 
with a_ certificate of a collector of customs that the origi- 
nal estimate of tonnage is amended. 
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^ In every vessel documented as a vessel of the United 
States the number denoting her net tonnage shaH be 
deeply carved or otherwise permanently marked on her 
main beam, and shall be so continued ; and if the number 
at any time cease to be continued such vessel shall be sub- 
ject to a fine of thirty dollars on every arrival in a port 
of the United States if she have not her tonnag'e number 
legally carved or permanently marked. 

Under the direction of the Secretarj^ of Commerce and 
Labor the Commissioner of Navigation shall make regu- 
lations needful to give effect to the provisions of this 
Act. The Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall estab- 
lish and promulgate a proper scale of fees to be paid for 
the readmeasurement of the miaces to be deducted from 
the gross tonnage of a vessef, on the basis of the last 
sentence of section forty-one hundred and eighty-six of 
the Eevised Statutes, beginning with the words “But the 
charge for the measurement.” 

34. Appendix of measurement. 

Upon application by the owner or master of an Ameri- 
can vessel m foreign trade, collectors of customs, under 
regulations to be approved by the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor, are authorized to attach to the register of such 
vessel an appendix stating separately, for use in foreign 
ports, the measurement of such space or spaces as are 
permitted to be deducted from gross tonnage by the rules 
of other nations and are not permitted by the laws of the 
United States. 

This Act shall not be construed to require the remeas- 
urement of any American vessel duly measured before 
April first, eighteen hundred and ninety-five; but upon 
application by the owner of any such vessel collectors of 
customs shall cause such vessel, or the spaces to be de- 
ducted, to be measured according to the provisions of this 
Act, and if a new register is not issued the statement of 
such remeasurement diall be attached by an appendix to 
the outstanding register or enrollment with a certificate of 
the collector of customs that the original estimate of ton- 
nage IS amended pursuant to this Act. 

20. Vessels exempt from measurement. 

The provisions foregoing relating to the measurement 
of vessels shall not be deemed to apply to any vessel not 
required by law to be registered, or enrolled, or licensed, 
unless otherwise specially provided. 

26 Measurement of foreign vessels. 

Wlienever it is made to appear to the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor tliat the rules concerning the measure- 
ment for tonnage of vessels of the United States have been 
substantially adopted by the government of any foreign 
country, he may direct that the vessels of such foreign 
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country be deemed to be of the tonnage denoted in tlieir 
certificates of register or other national papers, and there- 
upon it shall not be necessary for such vessels to be 
remeasured at any port in the TJnited States ; and when it 
shall be necessary to ascertain the tonnage of any vessel 
not a vessel of the United States, the said tonnage shall be 
ascertained in the manner provided by law for the meas- 
urement of vessels of the Umted States. 
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37. Carpenter's certificate 

In order to the registry of any vessel built within the ® 

United States, it shall be necesspy to produce a certifi- 
cate, under the hand of the principal or master carpenter, 
by whom or under whose direction the vessel has been 
built, testifying that she was built by hun or under his 
direction, and specifying the place where, the 'time when, 
and the person for whom, and describing her build, num- 
ber of decks and masts, length, breadth, depth, tonnage, 
and such other circumstances as are usually descriptive 
of the iclentity of a vessel , which certificate shall be suffi- 
cient to authorize the removal of a new vessel from the 
district where she may be built to another district in the 
same or an adjoining State, where the owner actually 
resides, provided it be with ballast only. 

38. Oath, of owner. 

In order to the registry of any vessel, an oath shall be R s , 4142, 
taken and subscribed by the owner, or by one of the 
owners thereof, before the officer authorized to make such 
registry, declaring, according to the best of the knowledge 
and belief of the person so swearing, the name of such 
vessel, her burden, the place where she was built, if bmlt 
within the United States, and the year in which she was 

31 
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built; or that she has been captured in war, specifying 
the tune, by a citizen of the United States, and lawfully 
condemned as prize, producing a copy of the sentence of 
condemnation, authenticated m the usual forms; or that 
she has been adjudged to be forfeited for a breach of the 
laws of the United States, producing a like copy of the 
adjudication of forfeiture; and declaring Ins name and 
place of abode, and if he be the sole owner of the vessel, 
that such IS the case; or if there be another owner, that 
there is such other owner, specifying his name and jilaco 
of abode, and that he is a citizen of the TJnited States, and 
specifying the proportion belonging to each owner ; and 
where an owner resides in a foreign country, m the capac- 
ity of a consul of the United States, or as an agent for 
and a partner in a house or copartnership consisting of 
citizens of the United States, actually carrying on trade 
within the United States, that such is the case, that the 
person so swearmg is a citizen of the United States, and 
that there is no subject or citizen of any foreign prince 
or state, directly or indirectly, by way of trust, confidence, 
or otherwise, mterested in such vessel, or in the profits or 
issues thereof; and that the master thereof is a citizen, 
naming the master, and stating the means whereby or 
manner in which he is a citizen. 

R s , 4143 If any of the matters of fact alleged in the oath taken 
bjr an owner to obtain the registry of any vessel, which 
within the knowledge of the party so swearing are not 
true, there shall be a forfeiture of the vessel, together with 
her tackle, apparel, and furniture, in respect to which the 
oath shall have been made, or of the value thereof, to be 
recovered, with the costs of suit, of the person by whom 
the oath was made. 

29. lyiaster’s oath, of citizenslilp. 

R. s., 4 i 44. If the master of a vessel is within the district where a 
registry thereof is to be made, when application is made 
for registermg the same, he shall lumself, instead of the 
owner, or of the agent or attorney, as hereinafter men- 
tioned, make oath touching his being a citizen, and the 
means whereby or manner in which he is a citizen; in 
which case, if the master shall knowingly swear to any- 
thing untrue, no forfeiture of the vessel, on account of 
such false oath, shall be mcurred, but the master shall be 
liable to a penalty of one thousand dollars. 

30. Place of registry-. 

R. s., 4141. Uvery vessel, except as is hereinafter provided, shall be 
registered by the collector of that collection district which 
includes the port to which such vessel shall belong at the 
time of her registry ; which port shall be deemed to be that 
at or nearest to which the owner, if there be but one, or, 
if more than one, the husband -or acting and managing 
owner of such vessel, usually resides,

Whenever any citizen of the United States purchases or ® ® 
becomes owner of any vessel entitled to be registered, such 
vessel being within any district other than the one in 
which he usually resides, such vessel shall be entitled to be 
registered by the collector of the district where she may 
be, at the time of his becoming owner thereof, upon his 
complying with the provisions herembefore prescribed, in 
order to the registry of vessels. And the oath which is 
required to be taken may, at the oiition of such owner, be 
taken either before the collector of the district compre- 
hending the port to which such vessel may belong, or be- 
fore the collector of the district within which such vessel 
may be, either of whom is hereby empowered to admin- 
ister such oath. 

Whenever any vessel, registered in pursuance of the ^ 
provisions of the preceding section, shall arrive within 
the district comprehending the port to which she belongs, 
the certificate of registry, so obtained, shall be dehvered 
up to the collector of such district, who upon the requi- 
sites of this Title [E. S., 4131-f305] in order to the regis- 
try' of vessels, being complied with, shall grant a new one 
in lieu of the first. The certificate so delivered up shall 
forthwith be returned by the collector who receives the 
same, to the collector who granted it. If the first-men- 
tioned certificate of registry is not delivered up, as above 
directed, the owmer and the master of such vessel, at the 
tune of her arrival within the district comprehending the 
port to which she may belong, shall severally be liable to 
a penalty of one himdred dollars, and the certificate of 
registry shall be thenceforth void. 

Wlienever any vessel entitled to be registered is pnr- ® s , 4iei, 
chased by an agent or attorney for or on account of a citi- 
zen of the United States, such vessel being in a district of 
the United States more than fifty miles distant, taking the 
rearest usual route by land, from the one comprehending 
the port to which, by virtue of such purchase, and by 
force of this Title [E S., 4131-A:305], such vessel ought 
to be deemed to belong, it shall be lawful for the collector 
of the district where such vessel may be, and he is hereby 
required upon the application of such agent or attorney, 
to proceed to the registering of the vessel, the agent or 
attorney first complying, on behalf and hi the stead of the 
owner thereof, with the requisites prescribed by this Title 
in order to the registry of vessels^ except that, ui the oath 
taken by the agent or attorney, instead of swearing that 
he is owner or an owner of such vessel, he shall swear that 
he is agent or attorney for the owner thereof, and that he 
has, in good faith, purchased the vessel for the person 
whom he names and describes as the owner thereof. 

Whenever any vessel registered m pursuance of the pro- e- s , 4102 
visions of the preceding section, shall arrive withm the 
district comprehending the port to which she belongs, the 
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certificate of registry so obtained shall be delivered np to 
the collector of such district, who, upon the requirements 
of this Title [R. S., 4131-4305] in order to the registry of 
vessels being complied with, shall grant a new one in lieu 
of the first. The certificate, so delivered up, shall forth- 
with be returned to the collector, who shall transmit the 
same to the collector who granfed it If the first- men- 
tioned certificate of registry is not delivered up, as above 
directed, the owner and the master of such vessel, at the 
time of her arrival within the district comprehending the 
port to which she may belong, shall severally be_ liable to 
a penalty of one hundred dollars, and the certificate of 
registry shall be thenceforth void. 

E s , 4183 Qf matters of fact alleged in the oath taken 

by an agent or attorney to obtain the registry of a vessel 
which are within the Imowledge of the party so swearing, 
are not true, there shall be a forfeiture of vessel, together 
with her tackle, apparel, and furniture, in respect to 
winch the same was made, or of the value thereof, to be 
recovered, with costs of suit, of the person bj"- whom such 
oath was made. 

31. Form of register. 

R. s , 4106 When the several matters hereinbefore required, in or- 
der to the registering of any vessel, have been complied 
with, the collector of the district comprehending the port 
to which she belongs shall make and keep in some proper 
book a registry thereof, and shall grant a certificate of 
such registry, as nearly as may be, in the form following : 

In pursuance of chapter one. Title XL VIII, “ Regula- 
tion or Commerce and Navigation,” of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, (inserting here the name, 
occupation, and place of abode of the person by whom the 
oath was made), having taken and subscribed the oath 
required by law, and having sworn that he (or she, and if 
more than one owner, adding the words, “ together with,” 
and the name or names, occupation or occupations, place 
or places of abode, of the owner or owners, and the part 
or proportion of such vessel belonging to each owner) is 
(or are) the only owner (or owners) of the vessel called 
the (inserting here her name), of (inserting here the, 
port to which she may belong) , whereof (inserting here 
the name of the master) is at present master, and is a 
citizen pi the United States, and that the said vessel was 
(inserting here when and where built), and (inserting 
here the name and office, if any, of the person by whom 
she shall have been surveyed or measured) having certi- 
fied that the said vessel has (inserting here the number of 
decks) and (inserting here the number of masts), and 
that her length iS (inserting here the number of feet) , her 
breadth (inserting here the number of feet) , her depth 
(inserting here the number of feet) , and that she meas- 
ures (inserting here her number of tons) ; that she is 
(describing here the particular kind of vessel, whether 
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Jiip, brigantine, snow, schooner, sloop, or whatever else, 
together with her build, and specifying whether she has 
any or no galleiy or head) ; and the said (naming the 
owner, or the master, or other person acting in behmf of 
the owner oi owners, by whom the certificate of measure- 
ment has been countersigned, as aforesaid) having agreed 
to the descrijitioii and measurement above specified, ac- 
cording to law, the said vessel has been duly registered at 
the port of (naming the port where registered) . Given 
under my hand and seal, at (naming the said port) , this 
(mserting the particular day) day of (naming the 
month), m the year (specifying the number of the year, 
in words, at length) 

Wlien the master of such vessel himself makes oath 
touching his being a citizen, the wording of the certificate 
shall be varied so as to be comforniable to the truth of the 
case. Where a new certificate of registry is granted in 
consequence of any transfer of a vessm, the words shall be 
so varied as to refer to the former certificate of registry 
for her measurement 

The collector of each district shall progressively num- 
ber the certificates of the registry by him granted, begin- 
ning anew at the commencement oi each year, and shall 
enter an exact copy of each certificate m a book to be kept 
for that puniose ; and shall, once in three months, trans- 
mit to the Commissioner of Navigation copies of all the 
certificates which shall have been granted by him, includ- 
ing the number of each. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor to cause to be provided blank certificates of regis- 
try, and such other papers as may be necessary, executed 
111 such manner and with such marks as he may direct. 
No certificate of registry shall be issued, except such as 
shall have been so provided and marked 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall cause to 
be transmitted, from time to tune, to the collectors of 
the several districts, a sutficieiit number of forms of the 
certificates of registry, attested under the seal of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor and the hand of the 
Commissioner of Navigation, with proper blanks, to be 
filled by the collectors, respectively, by whom also the 
certificates shall be signed and sealed, before they are 
issued ; and where there is a naval officer at any port, they 
shall bo countersigned by him ; and where there is a sur- 
veyor, but no naval officer, they shall be countersigned by 
him. A copy of each certificate issiied shall be trans- 
mitted to the Commissioner of Navigation, who shall 
cause a record to be kept of the same. 

33. Custody and surrender of register, 

A certificate of registry shall be solely used for the ves- 
sel for which it is gi’anted, and shall not be sold, lent, or 
otherwise disposed of, to any person whomsoever ; and in 
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case the vessel so registered shall be lost, or taken by an 
enemy, burned, or broken up, or shall be otheriviso ]ire- 
vented from returning to the port to which she may 
belong, the certificate, if preserved, shall be delivered up 
within eight days after the arrival of the master or person 
having th^e charge or command of such ve.ssel within any 
district of the United States, to the collector of such dis- 
trict; and if any foreigner, oi any person for the use 
and benefit of such foreigner, shall purchase or otherwise 
become entitled to the whole, or any part or share of, or 
interest in such vessel, the .same being within a district of 
the United States, the certificate shall, within seven days 
after such purchase, change, or transfer of property, be 
deliveied uji to the collector of the district; and if any 
such purchase, change, or transfer of property shall hap- 
pen when such vessel shall be at any foreign port or place, 
or at sea, then the master or person having the charge or 
command thereof shall, within eight days after his arrival 
within any district of the United States, deliver up the 
certificate to the collector of such district. Any master or 
owner violating the provisions of this section shall be 
liable to a penalty of not exceeding five hundred dollars, 
and the certificate of registry shall be thenceforth void. 
The Secretary of Commerce and Labor shgll have the 
power to remit or mitigate such penalty if in Ins opinion 
it was incurred without willful negligence or intention of 
fraud. 

33 Eeglsters to corporations. 

Eegisters for vessels owned by any incorporated com- 
pany may be issued in the name of the president or secre- 
tary of such company; and such register shall not be 
vacated or affected by sales of any shares of stock in such 
company. 

UiDon the death, removal, or resignation of such presi- 
dent or secretary of any incorporated company owning 
any vessel, a new register shall be taken out for such 
vessel. 

Previous to granting a register for any vessel owned by 
any incorporated company, or by an individual or ludi- 
viAnals, the president or secretary of such company, or 
any other officer or agent thereof, duly authorized by said 
company in writing, atte.sted by the corporate seal there- 
of, to act for the company in this behalf, or the managing 
owner, or his agent duly authorized by power of attorney, 
when such ves,sel is owned by an individual or individ- 
uals, shall swear to the ownership of the vessel without 
designating the names of the persons composing the com- 
pany, when such vessel is owned by a corporation, and 
the oath of either of said officers or agents shall be deemed 
sufficient without requiring the oath of any other person 
mterested and concerned in such vessel. 
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34 Change of owner 

Whenever it appears, by satisfactory ]proof, to the k s , 4 i 64 
Commissioner of Navigation that any vessel has been sold July b. 
and transferred by process of law, and that the register Sec 2 
of such vessel is retained by the former owner, the Com- 
missioner may direct the collector of the district to which 
such vessel may belong to grant a new register, under 
such sale, on the owners complymg with such terms and 
conditions as are by law required for granting such 
papers; excepting only the delivering up of the former 
certificate of registry. But nothing in this section shall 
be construed to remove the liability of any person to any 
penalty for not surrendering the papers belonging to any 
vessel, on a transfer or sale of the same 
"Vnien any vessel, registered pursuant to any law of the b. s., 410a 
United States, shall, while she is without the limits of 
the United States, be sold or transferred in whole or in 
part to a citizen of the United States, such vessel on her 
first arrival in the United States thereafter, shall be enti- 
tled to all the privileges and benefits of a vessel of the 
United States • Pro}4ded, That all the requisites of law, in 
order to the registry of vessels, shall be complied with, 
and a new certificate of registry obtained for such vessel, 
within three clays from the time at which the master or 
other person having the charge or command of such vessel 
is required to make his final report upon her first arrival 
afterward. 

36. Change of huild. 

Wlienever any vessel, which has been registered, is, in b s , 4170 
whole or in part, sold or transferred to a citizen of the 
United States, or is altered 111 form or burden, by being 
lengthened or built upon, or from one denomination to 
another, by the mode or method of rigging or fitting, the 
vessel shall be registered anew, by her former name, ac- 
cording to the directions hereinbefore contained, otherwise 
she shall cease to be deemed a vessel of the United States. 

The former certificate of registry of such vessel shall be 
delivered up to the collector to whom application for such 
new registry is made, at the time that the same is made, to July 5, is84 
be by him transmitted to the Commissioner of Navigation, 
who shall cause the same to be canceled. In every such 
case of sale or transfer, there shall be some instrument of 
writing, in the nature of a bill of sale, which shall recite, 
ah length, the certificate ; otherwise the vessel shall be 
incapable of being so registered anew. 

36. Onange of master. 

Wlien the master or person havmg the charge or com- 
mand of a registered vessel is changed, the owner, or one 
of the owners, or the new master of such vessel, shall 
report such change to the collector of the district where 
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the same has happened, or where the vessel shall first be 
after the same has happened, and shall produce to him the 
certificate of registry of such vessel, and shall make oath, 
showing that such new master is a citizen of the United 
States, and the manner in which or means whereby he is 
so a citizen Thereupon the collector shall indorse upon 
the certificate of registry a inenioraiiduin of such change, 
specifying the name of such new master, and shall sub- 
scribe the memorandum with his name ; and if other than 
the collector of the district by whom the certificate of reg- 
istery was granted, shall transmit a copy of the memoran- 
dum to him, with notice of the particular vessel to which 
it relates; and the collector of the district, by whom the 
certificate shall have been granted, shall make'a like mem- 
orandum of such change in Ins book of registers, and shall 

Tuiy 5, lass, transmit a copy thereof to the Commissioner of Naviga- 
^ tion. If the change is not reported, or if the oath is not 
taken, as above directed, the registry of such vessel shall 
be void, and the master or person having the charge or 
command of her shall be hahle to a penalty of one hun- 
dred dollars. 

37. Mortgage and bill of sale. 

R s , 4in2. No bill of sale, mortgage, hypothecation, or conveyance 
of any vessel, or part of any vessel, of the United States, 
sliall bo valid against any person other than tlie grantor or 
mortgagor, his heirs ancl devisees, and persons having 
actual notice thereof, unless such bill of sale, mortgage, 
hypothecation, or conveyance is recorded in the office of 
the collector of the cusloms where such ve,ssel is registered 
or enrolled. The hen by bottomry on any vessel, created 
during her voyage, by a loan of money or materials neces- 
sary to repair or enable her to prosecute a voyage, shall 
not, however, lose its priority, or bo in any way affected 
by the provisions of this section. 

R s , 410.1, -ppq collectors of the customs shall record all such bills 
of sale, mortgages, hypothecations, or conveyances, and, 
also, all certificates for discharging and canceling any 
such conveyances, in books to be kept for that purpose, in 
the order of their reception; noting in such books, and 
also on the biU of sale, mortgage, hypothecation, or con- 
veyance, the time when the same was received; and shall 
certify on the bill of sale, mortgage, hypothecation, or 
conveyance, or certificate of discharge or cancellation, the 

juneifl.isso. number of the book and page whore recorded ; but no bill 
of sale, mortgage, hypothecation, conveyance, or discharge 
of mortgage or other incumbrance of any vessel, 'Shall be 
recorded, unless the same is duly acknowledged before a 
notary public or other officer authorized to take acknowl- 
edgment of deeds. 

R. s., 4104, collectors of the customs sliall keep an index of 

such records, inserting alphabetically the names of the 
vendor or mortgagor, and of the purchaser or mortgagee, 
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and shall permit such index and books of records to be 
inspected during office hours, under such reasonable regu- 
lations as they may establish, and shall, when required, 
furnish to any person a certificate, setting forth the names 
of the owners of any vessel registered or enrolled, the 
parts or proportions owned by each, if inserted in the 
register or enrollnicnt, and also the material facts of any 
existing bill of sale, mortgage, hypothecation, or other 
incumbrance upon such vessel, recorded since the issuing 
of the last register or enrollment, viz, the date, amount 
of such incumbrance, and from and to whom or in whose 
favor made. 

The collectors of the customs shall furnish certified 
copies of such records, on the receipt of fifty cents for each 
bill of sale, mortgage, or other conveyance. 

All bills of sale of vessels registered or em-olled, shall 
set forth the part of the vessel owned by each person sell- 
ing, and the part conveyed to each person jiurchasing. 

38. Sale to alien. 

If any vessel registered as a vessel of the United States 
shall be sold or transferred, m whole or in part, by way 
of trust, confidence, or otherwise, to a subject or citizen of 
any foreign prince or state, and such sale or transfer shall 
not be made known, as hereinbefore directed, such vessel, 
together ivitli her tackle, apparel, and furniture, shall be 
forfeited. If such vessel, however, be so owned in part 
only, and it is made to appear to the jury before whom the 
trial for such forfeiture is had, that any other owner of 
such vessel, being a citizen or the United States, was 
wholly ignorant of the sale or transfer to or ownership of 
such loreign subject or citizen, the share or interest of 
such citizen of the United States shall not be subject to 
such forfeiture, and the residue only shall be so forfeited 

39 IjObs of register. 

Wlienever the certificate of the registry of any vessel is 
lost, destroyed, or mislaid, the master, or other person hav- 
ing the charge or command thereof, may make oath before 
the collector of the district where such vessel shall first be 
after such loss, destruction, or mislaymg, in the form fol- 
lowing; “ I, (inserting here the name of^the person swear- 
ing), being master (or having the charge or command) 
of the ship or vessel called the (inserting the name of the 
vessel), do swear (or affirm) that the said vessel hath 
been, as I verily believe, registered according to law, by 
the name of (inserting again the name of the vessel) , and 
that a certificate thereof was granted by the collector of 
the district of (naming the district where registered), 
which certificate has been lost (or destroyed, or umnten- 
tionally and by mere accident mislaid, as the case may 
be) ; and (except where the certificate is alleged to have 
been destroyed) that the same, if found again, and within 
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my power, shall be delivered up to the collector of the dis- 
trict in which it was granted.’’ Such oath shall be sub- 
scribed by the party making the same ; and ujion such oath 
being made, and tlie other requisites of this Title [E,. S., 
4131^306] in order to the registry of vessels being com- 
plied with, it shall be lawful for the collector of the dis- 
trict before whom such oath is made, to grant a new 
register, inserting therein that the same is issued in lieu of 
the one lost or destroyed. 

Whenever a register is granted in lieu of one lost or 
destroyed, by any other than the collector of the district 
to which the vessel actually belongs, such register shall, 
within ten days after her first arrival within the district 
to Avliich she belongs, be delivered up to the collector of 
such district, who shall, thereupon, grant a new register m 
lieu thereof. And in case the master or commander shall 
neglect to deliver up such register within the time above 
mentioned, he shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred 
dollars; and the foi'mer register shall become null and 
void. 

40 Failure to deliver former register 

In every case in which a vessel is required to be regis- 
tered anew, if she shall not be so registered anew, she shall 
not be entitled to any of the privileges or benefits of a ves- 
sel of the United States. And if her former certificate of 
registry is not delivered up, except where the same may 
have been destroyed, lost, or unintentionally mislaid, and 
an oath thereof shall have been made, ns hereinbefore pre- 
scribed, the owner of such vessel shall be liable to a pen- 
alty of five hundred dollars, to be recovered, with costs of 
suit. 

41. Oaucellation of register. 

Every certificate of registry which is delivered up to a 
collector on the loss, destruction, or capture of a vessel, or 
the transfer thereof to a foreigner, shall be forthwith 
transmitted to the Commissioner of Navigation to be can- 
celed; who, if the same shall have been delivered up to a 
collector other than of the district in which it was granted, 
shall cause notice of such delivei’y to be given to the col- 
lector of such district. 

Wlienever the master or owner of a vessel shall deliver 
up the register of such vessel, agreeably to the provisions 
01 this Title [R. S., 4131-4806] , if to the collector of the 
district where the same was granted, the collector shall 
thereupon cancel the bond which shall have been given at 
the time of granting such register ; or if to the collector of 
any other district, such collector shall grant to the master, 
commander, or owner, a receipt or acknowledgment that 
such register has been delivered to him, and the time when ; 
and upon such receipt being produced to the collector by 
whom the I’ogister was granted, he shall cancel the bond 
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of the party, as if the register had been returned to him. 
[Note. — Bonds abolished January 16, 1895. This section 
applies only to outstanding bonds ] 

43 Special registry law. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor is hereby author- 
ized and directed to grant registers, as vessels of the 
United States, to such foreign-built steamships now en- 
gaged in freight and passenger business, ancf sailing in 
an established line from a port m the United States, as 
are of a tonnage of not less than eight thousand tons, and 
capable of a speed of not less than twenty knots per hour, 
according to the existing method of Government test for 
speed, of wdiich not less than ninety per centum of the 
shares of the capital of the foreign corporation or asso- 
ciation owning tlie same was owned January first, eight- 
een hundred and nmetyj and has continued to be owned 
until the passage of this act by citizens of the United 
States, including as such citizens corporations created 
under the laws of any of the States thereof, upon the 
iGnerican owners of such majority interest obtaining a 
full and complete transfer and title to such steamships 
from the foreign corporations owning the same: Fro- 
vicfed, That such American owners shall, subsequent to 
the date of this law, have built, or have contracted to 
builcl, in American shipyards, steamships of an aggregate 
tonnage of not less in amount than that of the steamships 
so aclmitted to registry. Each steamship so built or con- 
tracted for to be of' a tonnage of not less than seven 
thousand tons. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor, on bemg satis- 
fied that such steamships so acquired by American citi- 
zens, or by such corporation or corporations as above set 
forth, are such as come within the provisions of this act, 
and that the American owners of such steamships, for 
which an American registry is to be granted under the 
provisions hereof, have built or contracted to build in 
American shipyards steamships of an aggregate tonnage 
as set forth in the first section hereof, shall direct the bills 
of sale or transfer of the fore^-budt steamships so ac- 
quired to be recorded in the office of the collector of cus- 
toms of the proper collection district, and cause such 
steamships to be registered as vessels of the United States 
by said collector 

‘ After which, each of such vessels shall be entitled to all 
the rights and privileges of a vessel of the United States, 
except that it shall not be employed in the coastwise 
trade of the United States. 

No further or other inspection shall be required for the 
said steamship or steam^ips than is now required for 
foreign steamships cariwmg passengers under the exist- 
ing laws of the United States, and a special certificate of 
inspection may be issued for each steamship registered 
under this act; and before issuing the registry to any 
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such steamship as a vessel of the United States the col- 
lector of customs of the proper collection district shall 
cause such steamship to be measured and described in 
accordance with the laws of the United States, which 
measurement and description shall be recited in the 
certificate of registry to be i.ssued under this act. 

Any steamship so registered under the provisions of 
this act may be taken and used by the United States as 
cruisers or transports upon payment to the owners of the 
fair actual value of the same "at the time of the taking, 
and if there shall be a disagreement as to the fair actual 
value at the time of taking between the United States 
and the owners, then the same shall be determined by 
two impartial appraisers, one to be ap^iointed by each of 
Raid parties, who, in case of disagTeeinent, shall select a 
third, the award of any two of the three so chosen to be 
final and conclusive. 

[Note. — The application of this act was limited in efl'ect 
to the iVeifl York and Pari.s*.] 

43 Change of trade. 

The collectors of the several districts may eriroll and 
license any vessel that may be registered, upon such regis- 
try being given up, or may register any vessel that inajy be 
enrolled, upon sucli enrollment and license bemg given 
up. 

When any vessel shall be in any other district than the 
one to which she belongs, the collector of such district, _ on 
the application of the master thereof, and upon his taking 
an oath that, according to his best knowledge and belief, 
the property remains as exjiressed in the register or en- 
rollment proposed to be given up, shall make the exchange 
of an enrollment for a register or a register for an enroll- 
ment; but in every such case, the .collector to whom the 
register or enrollment and license may be given up shall 
transmit the same to the Commissioner or Navigation; 
and the register, or enrollment and license, granted in lieu 
thereof, shall, within ten days after the arrival of such 
vessel witlun the district to which she belongs, be deliv- 
ered to the collector of the district, and be by him can- 
celed. If the master shall neglect to deliver the register 
or enrollment and license wifliiii such time, he shall be 
liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars. 

44. Method of enrollment and license. 

In order for the enrollment of any vessel, she shall pos- 
sess the same qualifications, and the same requirements in 
all respects shall be complied with, as are required before 
registering a vessel; and the same powers and duties are 
conferred and imposed upon all officers, respectively, and 
the same proceedings shall be had, in enrollment of ves- 
sels, as are prescribed foi* similar cases in registering ; and 
vessels enrolled, with the masters or owners thereo:^ shall 
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bo subject to tlie .same requirements as are prescribed for 
registered vessels. 

45 Oath of master and owner. 

No licensed vessel shall be employed in any trade where- 
by the revenue laws of the United States shall be de- 
frauded. The master of every such vessel shall swear 
that he is a citizen of the United States, and that such 
license .shall not be used for any other vessel or any other 
employment than that for which it was specially granted, 
or in aiw trade or business whereby the revenue of the 
United States may be defrauded; and if such vessels be 
less than twenty tons burden, the husband or managing 
owner shall swear that she is wholly the property of 
citizens of the Umted States; whereupon it shall be the 
duty of the collector of the district comprehending the 
port whereto such vessel may belong to grant a hcense. 
Any master or owner violating the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be liable to the peumty of two hundred dollars, 
in addition to any other penalty imposed by law. The 
Seciptary of Commerce and Labor shall have power to 
remit or mitigate any such ^lenalty if in lus opinion it was 
incurred Avithout negligence or intention of maud. 

46 Pees. 

All vessels subject to enrollment or license shall be liable 
to the payment of the fees established by law for services 
of customs officers incident thereto. [See paragraph 467.] 

47. Porm of enrollment. 

The record of the enrollment of a vessel shall be made, 
and an abstract or copy thereof granted, as nearly as may 
bo in the following form ; [“] Enrollment. In conformity 
to Title L, [R. S. 4311^390] ‘ Regulation of vessels in 
DOMESTIO COMMERCE,’ of the Revised Statutes of the 
Umted States, (inserting here the name of the person, 
with his occupation and place of abode, by wliom the oath 
or affirmation is to be made,) having taken and siihsoribed 
the oath (or affii’mation) required by law, and having 
sworn (or affirmed) that he (or she, and if more than one 
owner adding the words ‘ together with,’ and the name or 
names, occupation or occupations, place or places of 
abode [,] of the owner or owners, and the part or propor- 
tion of such vessel belongmg to each owner) is (or are) a 
Citizen (or citizens) of the United States, and sole owner 
(or owners) of the ship or vessel called the (mserting 
here her name) , of (insertmg here the name ot the port 
to which she may belong), whereof (msertmg here the 
name of the master) is at present master, and is a citizen 
of the United States, and that the said snip or vessel was 
(inserting here when and where) built, and (inserting 
here the name and office, if any, of the person by whom she 
shall have been surveyed and measured) , havmg certified 
that the said ship or vessel has (inserting here the number 
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of (leeks), and ^mserling here the number of masts), and 
that her length is (inserting hei e the number of feet) , her 
breadth (inserting here the number of feet) , her depth 
(inserting here the number of feet), and that she meas- 
ures (inserting here her number of tons) ; that she, is (de- 
scribing here the particular land of vessel, vhether ship, 
brigantine, snow, schooner, sloop, oi- whatever else, to- 
gether with her build, and specifying whether she has any 
or no gallery or head), and the said (naming the owner 
or the master, or other person acting in bmialf of the 
owner or owners, by whom the certificate of measurement 
shall have been countersigned) , having agreed to the de- 
scription and measurement above specified, according to 
Jan, 18,1896 the Said Title, the said ship or vessel has been duly en- 
rolled at the port of (naming the port where enrolled). 
Given under my hand and seal, at (naming the said port) , 
this (inserting the particular day) day of (naming the 
month) , in the year (specifying the number of the year, 
m words, at length) .” 

Apr 24,1900 Under the direction of the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor the Commissioner of Navigation is hereby author- 
ized and directed from time to time to consoliclate into 
one document in the case of any vessel of the United Stales 
of twenty net register tons or over, the form of enrollnient 
presciibod by section forty- three hundred and nineteen of 
the Revised Statutes and the form of license prescribed 
by section forty-three hundred and twenty-one of the Re- 
vised Statutes, and such consolidated form shall hereafter 
be issued to a vessel of the United States in lieu of the 
separate enrollment and license, now proscribed by law, 
and shall be deemed sufficient compliance with the re- 
quirements of laws relating to the subject. 

Sec .3 , This Act shall not be construed to amend any law now 
in force concerning the compensation of ofiicers of the 
customs for service connected with the enrollment and 
license of vessels. 

48. Eorm of license. 

R s , 4821 The form of a license for carrying on the coasting- 
Apr 24, 1900 qj. flshei'ies shall be as follows . 

“ License for carrying on the (here insert ‘ coasting 
trade,’ ‘ whale-fishery',’ ‘ mackerel-fishery,’ or ‘ cod-fishery’, 
as the case may be). 

“ In pursuance of Title L [R. S., 4311-4390], ‘ Regula-

The collector of each district shall progressively number 
the licenses by him granted, begmning anew at the com- 
mencement of each year, and shall make a record thereof 
in a book, to be by him kept for that purpose, and shall, 
once in three months, tran.smit to the Commissioner of 
Navigation copies of the licenses which shall liave been so 
granted by him ; and also of such licenses as shall have 
been given up or returned to him, respectively, in pur- 
suance of this Title [R. S., 4311-4390]. "Whenever any 
vessel is licensed or enrolled anew, or bemg licensed or 
enrolled is afterward registered, or bemg registered is 
afterward enrolled or licensed, she shall, in every such 
case, be enrolled, licensed, or registered by her former 
name 

49 Dmatlott of license. 

No license, granted to any vessel, shall be considered in 
force any longer than such vessel is owned, and of the 
description set forth in such license, or for carrying on 
any other business or employment than that for which 
she is specially licensed. 

50. Surrender of license. 

The license granted to any vessel shall be presented 
for renewal by endorsement to the collector of customs of 
the district in which the vessel then may be within three 
clays after the expiration of the time for which it was 
granted, or, if she be absent at that time, within three 
clays from her first arrival_ within a district. In case of 
change of bnild, OAvnership, district, trade, or arrival 
under temporary papers in the district where she belongs 
the license shall be sm’rendered. If the master shall fail 
to deliver the license he shall be liable to a penalty of ten 
dollars, which shall not be mitigated. 
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This Act shall not he construed to amend any law now 
in force concerning the compensation of officers of the 
customs for service connected with the enrollment and 
license of vessels. 

If such license, however, shall have been previously 
given up to the collector of any other distiict, as author- 
ized by this Title [R S., 4311-43901, and a certificate 
thereof under the hand of such collector be produced by 
such master, or if such license be lost, or destroyed, or 
unintentionally mislaid so that it cannot he found, and 
the master of such vessel shall make and subscribe an oath 
that such license is lost, destroyed, or unmtontionally mis- 
laid, as he verily believes, and that the same, if found, 
shall be delivered up, as is herein required, then the pen- 
alty prescribed m the preceding section shall not be in- 
ciured. If such license shall be lost, destroyed, or unin- 
tentionally mislaid, before the expiration of the time for 
which it was granted, upon the like oath being made and 
siibsciibed by the master of such vessel, the collector, 
upon application being made therefor, shall license such 
vessel anew. 

The owner of any licensed vessel may return such 
license to the collector who granted the same, at any time 
within the year for Avhicli it was granted ; and thereupon 
the collector shall cancel the same, and shall license such 
vessel anew, upon the application of the owner, and ujpoii 
the conditions hereinbefore required being comphed with. 

51. Enrollment and license to corporations. 

Enrollments and licenses for vessels owned by any in- 
corporated company may be issued in the name of the 
president or secretary of such company ; and such enroll- 
ments or licenses shall not be vacated or affected by any 
sale of shares of stock in such company. 

Previous to granting enrollment and license for aiiy 
vessel owned by any mcorpoiated company, or by an indi- 
vidual or individuals, the president or secretary of such 
company, or any other officer or agent thereof, duly au- 
thorized W said company in writing, attested by the cor- 
porate seal thereof, to act in its behalf, or the managing 
owner, or lus agent duly authorized by power of attorney, 
when such vessel is owned by an individual or individuals, 
shall swear to the ownership of such I'^essel without desig- 
nating the names of the pereons composing such company, 
when such vessel is owned by a corporation, which oath 
shall be deemed sufficient without requiring the oath of 
any other person interested or concerned in such vessel. 

Upon the death, removal, or resignation of the presi- 
dent or secretary of any incorporated company owning 
any steamboat or vessel, a new enrollment and license 
shall be taken out for such steamboat or vessel.

'Wlienever it appears, by satisfactory proof, to the Com- 
missioner of Navigation that any vessel has been sold and 
transferred by process of law, and that the certificate of 
enrollment or license of such vessel is retained by the for- 
mer owner, the Commissioner may direct the collector of 
the district to which such vessel belongs to grant a new 
certificate of enrolhiieiit or license, on the owner’s, under 
such sale, complying -with such terms and conditions as are 
by law required for granting of such papers, excepting 
only the delivering uji of the former certificate of enroll- 
ment or license.

72. Definitions. 

n s,i 6 i 2 In the construction of this Title [K. S., 4601-4G18], 
every person having the command of any vessel belonging 
to any citizen of the United States shall be deemed to be 
the “master” thereof; and every person (apprentices 
excepted) who shall be employed or engaged to serve in 
any capacity on hoard the same shall be deemed and taken 
to be a “ seaman ; ” and the term “ vessel ” shall be under- 
stood to comprehend every description of vessel navigat- 
ing on any sea or channel, lake or river, to which the pro- 
visions of this Title may be applicable, and the term 
“ owner ” shall he taken and understood to comprehend 
all the several persons, if more than one, to whom the ves- 
sel shall belong 

73. Exemption from nulitia duty. 

Jan, 20 , 1903 Pilots, mariners actually employed in the sea service of 
any citizen or merchant within the United States, and all 
persons who are exempted by the laws of the respective 
68 
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States 01' Territories Ksliall bo exempted from militia duty, 
without regard to age. 

74 Naturalization and citlzensliip of seamen. 

Every seaman, being a foreigner, who deelare.s his in- 
tention of beeoming ii citizen of the United States in any 
competent court, and shall have served three years on 
board of a merchant vessel of the United States subse- 
quent to the date of such declaration, may, on lus applica- 
tion to any competent court, and the production of hi.s 
certiticate of discliaige and good conduct during that 
time, together wutli the certificate of his declaration of 
intention to become a citizen, be admitted a citizen of the 
United States; and every seaman, being a foreigner, 
shall, after Ins declaration of intention to become a citi- 
zen of the United States, and after he shall have served 
such three years, be deemed a citizen of the United States 
for the purpose of manning and serving on board any 
merchant-vessel of the United States, anything to the 
contrary in any act of Congress notwithstanding; but 
such seaman shall, for all purpose.s of protection as an 
American citizen, be deemed such, after the filing of his 
declaration of intention to become such citizen 

The collectoi of every district shall keep a book or 
books, in winch, at the request of any seaman, bemg a 
citizen of the United States of America, and producing 
proof of his citizenship, authenticated in the manner 
hereinafter directed, he shall enter the name of such sea- 
man, and shall deliirer to him a certificate, in the follow- 
ing form, that is to say : “ I, A. B , collector of the dis- 
trict of D., do hereby certify, that E F , an American 

.seaman, aged . years, or thereabouts, of the height 

of feet inches, (describing the said seaman 

as paitieuhirly as may be,) has, this day, produced to me 
pi oof m the maimer directed by law; and I do hereby 
certify that the said E F. is a citizen of the United States 
of America. In witness whereof, I have hereunto set my 

hand and seal of office, this day of .” It 

shall be the duty of the collectors to file, and preserve the 
proofs of citizenship so produced. 

The collector of every port of entry in the United 
States shall send a list of the seamen to whom certificates 
of citizenship have been granted, once every three months, 
to the Secretary of State [together with an account of 
such impressments or detentions, as shall appear, by the 
protests of the masters, to have taken place], 

YS, snipping offtoers 

The general duties of a shipping-commissioner shall be. 

First. To afford facilities for engaging seamen by keep- 
ing a register of their names and cWracters. 

Second. To superintend their engagement and dis- 
charge, in manner pre.scribed by law. 
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Third. To provide means for securing the presence on 
board at the proper time.s of men who are so engaged. 

Fourth. To facilitate the making of apprenticeships 
to the sea service. 

Fifth. To perform such other duties i elating to mer- 
chant seamen or merchant ships as are now or may here- 
after be required by law. 

In any port in which no shipping-commissioner shall 
have been appointed, the whole or any part of the business 
of a shipping-commissioner shall be conducted by the col- 
lectoi or deputy collector of customs of such port ; and in 
respect of such bu.smess .such custom-house shall be 
deemed a shipping-office, and the collector or deputy col- 
lector of customs to whom such business shall be com- 
mitted, shall, for all purposes, bo deemed a shipping-com- 
missioner within the meaning of this Title [R. S , 4501-

Every sluxiping-commissioner, and every clerk or em- 
ploy4 in any shipping-office, who demands or receives any 
remuneration whatever, either directly^ or indirectly, foi 
hiring or supplying any seaman for any merchant-vessels, 
excepting the lawful fees payable under this Title [R. S.. 
4501-4613], shall, for every such offense, be liable to a 
penalty oi not more than two hundred dollars. [Fees

76. Illegal shipments. 

inioever, with intent that any person shall perform 
service or labor of any kind on board of any vessel en- 
gaged in trade and commerce among the several States or 
with foreign nations, or on board of any vessel of the 
United States engaged in navigating the high seas or any 
navigable water of the United States, shall x^’ocure or 
induce, or attcinjit to jirocure or induce, another, by force 
or threats or by rejpresentations which he knows or be- 
lieves to be untrue, or while the person so procured or 
induced is intoxicated or under the influence of any drug, 
to go on board of any such vessel, or to simi or in any 
wise enter into any agreement to go on board of any such 
vessel to perform service or labor tliereon, or whoever shall

All shipments of seamen made contrary to the x>rovi- 
sions of any act of Congress shall be void ; and any sea- 
man so shipped may leave the service at any time, and 
shall be entitled to recover the highest rate of wages of 
the port from which the seaman was shipped, or the sum 
agreed to be given him at his shipment. 
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77. O-wneis or masters may sliip seamen, in certain cases 

Aaiy person other than a commissioner under this Title R ^ , isoi 
[E. S., 4501-4613] , who shall perform or attempt to per- 
xoim, either directly or indirectly, the duties which are by 
this Title set forth as pertaimng to a shipping-coramis- 
sioiier, shall be liable to a penalty of not more than five 
hundred dollars. 

Nothing in this Title [E S., 4501-4618] , however, shall 
prevent the owner, or consignee, or master of any vessel 
except vessels bound from a port in the United States to 
any foieign port, other than vessels engaged in trade be- 
tween the United States and the .British North American 
possessions, or the West India Islands, or the republic of 
Mexico, and vessels of the burden of seventy -five tons or 
upward bound from a port on the Atlantic to a port on 
the Pacific, or vice versa, from performing, himself, so far 
as his vessel is concerned, the duties of sliipjnng-commis- 
sioner under tins Title.

78 Apprentices. 

Every shipping-comiiiis&ioner appointed under this e s , 4609. 
Title [E S , 4501-4613] shall, if applied to for the pur- 
pose of apprenticing boys to the sea-service, by anj^ master 
or owner of a vessel, or by any person legally qualified, 
give such assistance as is in his power for facilitating the 
making of such apprenticeships; but the shipping-com- 
missioner shall ascertain that the boy has voluntarily con- 
sented to be bound, and that the parents or guardian of 
such boy have consented to such apprenticeship, and that 
he has attained the age of twelve years, and is of suffi- 
cient health and strength, and that the master to whom 
such boy is to be bound is a proper person for the purpose. 

Such apprenticeship shall teniiinate when the apprentice 
becomes eighteen years of age The shipping-commis- 
sioner shall keep a register of all indentures of apprentice- 
ship made before him. 

The master of every foreign-going vessel shall, before b a. 4510 
carrying any apprentice to sea from any place 111 the 
United States, cause such apprentice to appear before the 
shipping-commissioner before whom the crew is engaged, 
and shall produce to him the indenture by which siich ap- 
prentice is bound, and the assignment or assignments 
thereof, if any; and the name of the apprentice, with the 
date of the indenture and of the assignment or assignments 
thereof, if any, shall he entered on the agreement ; which 
shall be in the form, as near as may be, given in the table 
marked “A” in the schedule annexed to this Title [E _ S., 
4501-4613] ; and no such assignment shall be made with- 
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out the approval of a commissioner, of the apprentice, 
and of Ins jiarents or his guardian For any violation of 
this section, the master shall be liable to a penalty of not 
more than one hundred dollars. 

79 Agieement to sMp in foxeign trade 

The ma,ster of every ve.s.sel bound fi'om a jmi't in tlie 
United States to any foreign port other than vessels en- 
gaged 111 trade betiveen the United States and the British 
North American possessions, or the West India Islands, or 
the lepublic of Mexico, or of any vessel of the burden of 
seventy-five tons or upward, bound from a port on the 
Atlantic to a port on the Pacific, or vice versa, shall, be- 
fore he proceeds on such voyage, make an agreement, in 
writing or in print, with every seaman whom Tie carries to 
sea as one of the crew, in the manner hereinafter men- 
tioned ; and every such agreement shall be, as near as may 
be, in the form given in the table marked A, in the sched- 
ule annexed to this Title [P S., 4601-4013], and shall bo 
dated at the time of the fir.st signature thereof, and shall 
be signed by the master before any seamen signs the same, 
and shall contain the following •particulars 

First. The nature and, as far as practicable, the dura- 
tion of the intended voyage or engagement, and the port 
or country at which the voyage i.s 1o terminate 

Second. The number and description of the crow, speci- 
fying their respective employments. 

Third. The time at which each seaman is to be on board, 
to begin work 

Fourth. The capacity in wlneli each seaman is to serve 

Fifth, Tlib amount of wages winch each seaman is to 
receive 

Sixth. A scale of the pi’ovisions which are to bo fur- 
nished to each .seaman. 

Seventh Any legulatioiis as to conduct on board and 
as to fines, short allowances of provisions, or other lawful 
piunshments for misconduct, which may be sanctioned by 
Congress or authorized by the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor not contrary to or not otherwise provided for by 
law, which the xiarties agree to adopt 

Eighth Any stipulations in reference to allotment of 
wages, or other matters not contrary to law [Eepealed 
.so far as relates to allotments in trade between the United 
States, Dominion of Canada, Newfoundland, the West 
Indies and Mexico, and coasting trade of the United 
States, except between Athintie and Paeifio xiorts, by sec. 
25 of Act of December 21, 1898.] 

The following rules shall be observed with res^iect to 
agreements : 

First. Every agreement except such as arc otherwise 
specially provided for, shall be signed by each seaman in 
the presence of a ahippmg-commissioner. 
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, Second. When the crew is first engaged the agreement 
shall be signed in duplicate, and one part shall be retained 
by the shipping-commissioner, and the other part shall 
contain a special place or form for the description and 
signatures of persons engaged subsequently to the first 
departure of the ship, and shall be delivered to the master. 

Third Every agreement entered into before a shipping- 
commissioner .shall be acknowledged and certified under 
the hand and official .seal of such commissioner The cer- 
tificate of acknowledgment shall be indorsed on or an- 
nexed to the agreement, and shall be in the following 
form : 

State of , County of : 

“ On this day of , personally appeared be- 

fore me, a .sliippnig-commishioner m and for the .said 
county, A B., C. D , and E. F., severally known to me to 
bo the same persons who executed the foregoing instru- 
ment, who each for himself acknowledged to me that he 
had read or had heard read the same; tliat he was by me 
made acquainted with the conditions theieof, and imder- 
stood the same , and that, while sober and not in a state of 
intoxication, he signed it freely and voluntarily, for the 
uses and purposes therein mentioned.” 

Section 4511 shall not apply to masters of vessels where 
the seamen are by custom or agreement entitled to par- 
ticipate in the profits or result of a cruise or voyage, 
nor to masters of coastwise nor to masters of lake-going 
vc.ssels that touch at foreign ports; hut seamen may, by 
agreement, serve on board such vessels a definite time, or, 
on the return of any vessel to a port m the United States, 
may reship and sail in the same vessel on another voyage, 
■without the payment of additional fees to the shipphig- 
conmiissioner. 

[Note. — Section 4511, however, does apply in part to 
masters of coastwise vessels whose crews are shipped 
under provisions of the act of February 18, 1895.] 

The master shall, at the commencement of every voy- 
age or engagement, cause a legible copy of the agreement, 
omitting signatures, to be placed or jicsted up in such iiart 
of the vessel as to be accessible to the crew ; and on de- 
fault shall be liable to a penalty of not more than one 
hundred dollars. 

80. Peiiod of engagement 

A master of a vessel m the foreign trade mav engage a 
seaman at any port m the United States, in the manner 
provided by law, to serve on a voyage to any port, or for 
the round trip from and to the }5ort_of departure, or for a 
definite time, whatever the destination. The master of a 
vessel making regular and stated trips between the United 
States and a foreign country may engage a seaman for 
one or more round trips, or for a definite time, or on the 
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return of said vessel to the United States may reship such 
seaman for another voyage in the same vessel, in the man- 
ner provided by law, without the payment of additional 
fees to any officer for such reshipment or re-engagement. 

81. Penalty for slupment witNout agreement 

If any person shall be carried to sea, as one of the crew 
on board of any vessel making a voyage as hereinbefore 
specified, without entering into an agreement with the 
master of such vessel, in the form and manner, and at the 
place and times in such cases reqiiiied, the vessel shall be 
held liable for each such offense to a penalty of not more 
than two hundred dollars. But the vessel shall not be 
held liable for any person carried to sea, who shall have 
secretly stowed away himself without the knowledge of 
the master, mate, or of any of the officers of the vessel, or 
who shall have falsely personated himself to the master, 
mate, or officers of the vessel, for the purpose of bemg 
cairiod to sea. 

If any master, mate, or other officer of a vessel know- 
ingly receives, or accepts, to be entered on board of any 
merchant-vessel, any seaman who has been engaged or 
supplied contrary to the provisions of this Title [K. S., 
4501-4613'1, the vessel on board of which such seaman 
shall be found shall, for every such seaman, be liable to a 
penalty of not more than two hundred dollars 

82. Xrndermaiming. 

In case of desertion or casualty lesiilting in the loss of 
one or more seamen, the master must ship, if obtainable, a 
number equal to the number of those whose services he has 
been deprived of by desertion or casualty, who must be of 
the same grade or rating and equally expert with those 
whose place or position they refill, and report the same 
to the United States consul at the first port at which he 
shall arrive, without incurring the penalty prescribed by 
the two precechng sections. [This section shall not apply 
to fishing or whaling vessels or yachts, Dec. 21, 1898, 
sec 26.] 

83. SWpmeiLt in foreign ports before consuls. 

Every master of a merchant-ycssel who engages any 
seaman at a place out of the United States, m which there 
is a consular officer or commercial agent, shall, before 
carrying such seaman to sea, procure the sanction of such 
officer, and shall engage seamen in his presence ; and the 
rules governing the engagement of seamen before a ship- 
ping-commissioner in the United States, shall apply to 
such engagements made before a consular officer or com- 
mercial agent ; and upon every such engagement the con- 
sular officer ov commercial agent shall indorse upon the 
agreement his sanction thereof, and an attestation to the 
effect that the same has been signed in his presence, and 
otherwise duly made. 
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Every master -who engages any seaman in any place in 
whicli there is a consiilar olScer or commercial agent, 
otherwise than as required by the preceding section, shall 
incur a penalty of not more than one hundred dollars, for 
Avluch penalty the vessel shall be held liable. 

Every master of a vessel m the foreign trade may en- 
gage any seaman at any port out of the United States, in 
the manner provided by law, to serve for one or more 
round trips from and to the port of departure, or for a 
definite time, whatever the destination ; and the master of 
a vessel clearmg from a port of the United States with 
one or more seamen engaged in a foreign port as herein 
provided shall not be required to reship in a port of the 
United States the seamen so engaged. 

84 Crew list. 

Before a clearance is granted to any vessel bound on a 
foreign voyage or engaged in the whale-fishery, the mas- 
ter thereof shall deliver to the collector of the customs a 
list containmg the names, places of birth and residence, 
and description of the persons who compose his ship’s 
company; to which list the oath of the captain shall be 
annexed, that the list contains the names of his crew, 
together with the places of their birth and residence, as 
far as he can ascertam them; and the collector shall 
deliver him a certified copy thereof. 

In all cases of private vessels of the United States sail- 
ing from a port in the United States to a foreign port, 
the list of the crew shall be examined by the collector for 
tJie district from which the vessel shall clear, and, if ap- 
proved of by him, shall be certified accordingly No 
person shall be admitted or employed on board of any 
such vessel unless his name shall have been entered in the 
list of the crew, approved and certified by the collector 
for the district from which the vessel shall clear. The 
coUectorj before he dehvers the list of the crew, approved 
and certified, to the master or proper officer of the vessel 
to which the same belongs, shall cause the same to be 
recorded in a book by him for that purpose to be pro- 
vided, and the record shall be open for the inspection of 
all persons, and a certified copy thereof shall be admitted 
in evidence in any court in winch any question may arise 
under any of the provisions of tliis Title [R. S., 4601- 
4613]. 

86. Eailure to produce crew. 

The master of every vessel bound on a foreign i^oyage 
or engaged in the whale fishery shall exhibit the certified 
copy of the list of the crew to the first boarding officer at 
the first port m the United States at which he shall arrive 
on his return, and also produce the persons named therein 
to the boardmg officer, whose duty it shall be to examine 
the men with such list and to report the same to the col-

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lector; and it shall be the duty of the collector at the port 
of arrival, -where the same is different from the port from 
■which the vessel originally sailed, to transmit a copy of 
the list so reported to him to the collector of the port 
from which such vessel originally saded. For each fail- 
ure to produce any person on the certified copy of the list 
of the crew the master and owner shall be severally liable 
to a penalty of four hundred dollars, to be sued for, prose- 
cuted, and disposed of m such manner as penalties and 
forfeitures which may be incurred for offenses against 
the laws relating to the collection of duties; but such 
penalties shall not be incurred pn account of the master 
not producing to the first boarding officer any of the per- 
sons contained in the list who may have been discharged 
in a foreign country with the consent of the consul, vice 
consul, commercial agent, or vice-commercial agent there 
residing, certified in writing, under liis hand and official 
seal, to be produced to the collector with the other persons 
composing the crew, nor on account of any such person 
dying or absconding or being forcibly impressed into 
other service of which satisfactory proof shall also be 
exhibited to the collector. 

86. Papers relating to ciew. 

The following rules shall be observed with reference to 
vessels bound on any foreign voyage • 

First, The duplicate list of the ship’s company, re- 
quired to be made out by the master and delivered to the 
collector of the customs, under section forty-five hundred 
and seventy-three, shall be a fair copy in one uniform 
handwriting, without erasure or inferlineation. 

Second. It shall be the duty of the owners of every such 
vessel to obtain from the collector of the customs of the 
district from which the clearance is made, a true and certi- 
fied copy of the shipping-articles, containing the names of 
the crew, which shall be written in a uniform hand, with- 
out erasures or interlineations. 

Third These documents, which shall be deemed to con- 
tain all the conditions of contract with the crew as to their 
ser'vice, pay, voyage, and all other things, shall be pro- 
duced by the master, and laid before any consul, or other 
commercial agent of the United States, whenever he may 
deem their contents necessary to enable him to discharge 
the duties imposed upon him by law toivard any mariner 
app^lying to him for his aid or assistance. 

Fourth. All interlineations, erasures, or writing in a 
hand different from that in which such duplicates were 
originally made, shall be deemed fraudulent alterations, 
working no change in such papers, unless satisfactorily 
explained in a manner consistent with innocent purposes 
and the provisions of law which guard the rights of 
mariners. 
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Fifth. If any master of a Tessel shall proceed on a for- 
eign voyage without the documents herein required, or re- 
fuse to produce them when required, or to perform the 
duties imposed by this section, or shall violate the provi- 
sions thereof, he shall be liable to each and every individ- 
ual injured thereby in damages, to be recovered in any 
court of the United States in the district where such de- 
linquent may reside or be found, and in addition thereto 
be punishable by a fine of one hundred dollars for each 
offense. 

Sixth. It shall be the duty of the boarding-officer to 
report all violations of this section to the collector of the 
port where any vessel may arrive, and the collector shall 
report the same to the Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
and to the United States attorney in his district. 

8T. Shipmeiit of seamen In the coasting or near-hy foreign 
trade. 

None of the provisions of an act entitled “An act to 
authorize the appointment of shipping commissioners by 
the several circuit courts of the United States to superin- 
tend the shipping and discharge of seamen engaged in 
merchant ships belonging to the United States, and for 
the further protection of seamen ” shall ajoply to sail or 
steam vessels engaged in the coastwise trade, (except the 
coastwise trade between the Atlantic and Pacific coasts,) 
or in the lake-gohig trade touching at foreign ports or 
otherwise, or in the trade between the United States and 
the British North American possessions, or in any case 
where the seamen are by custom or agreement entitled to 
participate in the profits or result of a cruise, or voyage. 

Shipping commissioners may ship and discharge crews 
for any vessel engaged in the coastwise trade, or the trade 
between the United States and the Donunion of Canada, 
or Newfoundland, or the West Indies, or the Kepublic of 
Mexico, at the request of the master or owner of such 
vessel, the shipping and discharging fees in such cases to 
be one-half that prescribed by section forty-six hundred 
and twelve of the Revised Statutes, for the purpose of 
determining the compensation of shipping commissioners. 

When a crew is shipped by a shipping commissioner for 
any American vessel in the coastwise trade, or the trade 
between the United States and the Donunion of Canada, 
or New Foundland, or the West Indies, or Mexico, as 
authorized by section two of an Act approved June nine- 
teenth, eighteen hundred and eighty-six, entitled “An Act 
to abolish certain fees for official services to American ves- 
sels, and to amend the laws relatmg to shipping commis- 
sioners, seamen, and owners of vessels, and for other 
purposes,” an agreement shall be made with each seaman 
engaged as one of such crew in the same manner as is pro- 
vided by Sections four thousand five hundred and eleven 
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and four thousand five hundred and twelve of the llevised 
Statutes, not however including the sixth and eighth items 
of Section four thousand five hundred and eleven, and 
such agreement shall be posted as provided in Section 
four thousand five hundred and nineteen, and such seamen 
shall be discharged and receive their wages as provided by 
the first clause of Section four thousand five hundicd and 
twenty-nine and also by Sections four thousand five hun- 
dred and twenty-six, four thousand five hundred and 
twenty-seven, four thousand five hundred and tventy- 
eight, four thousand five hundred and thirty, four thou- 
sand five hundred and thirty-five, four thousand five hun- 
dred and thirty-six, four thousand five hundred and 
forty-two, four thousand five hundred and forty-three, 
four thousand five hundred and forty-four, four thousand 
five hundred and forty-five, four thousand five hundred 
and forty-six, four thousand five hundred and forty- 
seven, four thousand five hundred and forty-nine, four 
thousand five hundred and fifty, four thousand five hun- 
dred and fifty-one, four thousand five hundred and fifty- 
two, four thousand five hundred and fifty-three, four 
thousand five hundred and fifty-four and four thousand 
SIX hundred and two of .the Eevised Statutes ; but in all 
other respects such shipment of seamen and such shipping 
agreement shall be regarded as if both shipment and 
agreement had been entered into between the master^ of 
a vessel and a seaman without going before a shipping 
commissioner. 

88. AgTeement In coasting trade not before commissioner. 

Every master of any vessel of the burden of fifty tons 
or upward, bound from a port in one State to a port in 
any other than an adjoining State, except vessels of the 
burden of seventy-five tons or upward, bound from a port 
on the Atlantic to a port on the Pacific, or vice versa, 
shall, before he proceeds on such voyage, make an agree- 
ment in writing or in print, with every seaman on board 
such vessel except such as shall be apprentice or servant 
to himself or owners, declaring the voyage or term of time 
for which such seaman shall be shipped 

If any master of such vessel of the burden of fifty tons 
or upward shall carry out any seaman or mariner, except 
apprentices or servants, without such contract or agree- 
ment being first made and signed by the seamen, such 
master slnul pay to every such seaman the highest price 
or wages which shall have been given at the port or place 
where such seaman was shipped, for a similar voyage, 
within three months next before the time of such sliip- 
ping, if such seaman shall perform such voyage; or if 
not, then for such time ns he shall continue to do duty on 
board such vessel ; and shall moreover be liable to a pen- 
alty of twenty dollars for every such seaman, recoverable, 
one-half to the use of the person prosecuting for the same, 
and the other half to the use of the United States. Any 
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seaman wlio has not signed sucli a contract shall not be 
bound by the regulations nor subject to the penalties and 
forfeitures contamed in this Title [E. S., 4501^613]. 

At the foot of every such contract to ship upon such a 
vessel of the burden of fifty tons or upward there shall be 
a memorandum in writing of the day and the hour when 
such seaman who shipped and subscribed shall render 
himself on board to begin the voyage agreed upon If 
any seaman shall neglect to render himself on board the 
vessel for which he has shipped at the time mentioned in 
such memorandum without giving twenty-four hours’ 
notice of his niability to do so, and if the master of the 
vessel shall, on the day m which such neglect happened, 
make an entry in the log book of such vessel of the name 
of such seaman, and shall in like manner note the time 
that he so neglected to render himself after the time ap- 
pointed, then every such seaman shall forfeit for every 
hour which he shall so neglect to render himself one-half 
of one day’s pay, according to the rate of wages agreed 
upon, to be deducted out of the wages. If any such sea- 
man shall wholly neglect to render himself on board of 
such vessel, or having rendered himself on board shall 
afterwards desert, he shall forfeit all of his wages or 
emoluments which he has then earned. [This section 
shall not apply to fishing or whaling vessels or yachts, 
Dec. 21, 1898, sec. 26.] 

89 Agreement with, fishermen. 

The master of any vessel of the burden of twenty tons 
or upward, qualified according to law for carrymg on the 
bank and other cod fisheries, or the mackerel-fisherjy, 
bound from a port of the United States to be employed in 
any such fishery, at sea, shall, before proceeding on such 
fishing-voyage, make an agreement in writing with every 
fisherman who may be employed therein, except only an 
apprentice or servant of himself or owner, and, m addi- 
tion to such terms of shipment as may be agreed on, shall, 
in such agreement, express whether the same is to con- 
tinue for one voyage or for the fishing-season, and shall 
also express that the fish or the proceeds of such fishing- 
voyage or vaj^ges winch may appertam to the fishermen 
shall be divided among them in proportion to the quanti- 
ties or number of .such fish which they may respectively 
have caught. Such agreement shall be indorsed or coun- 
tersigned by the owner of such fishmg-vessel or his agent. 

If any fisherman, havmg engaged himself for a voyage 
or for the fishing season m any fishing-vessel and signed 
an agreement therefor, thereaiter and while such agree- 
ment remains in force and to be performed deserts or 
absents himself from such vessel without leave of the 
master thereof, or of the owner or his agent, such deserter 
shall be liable to the same penalties as deserting seanuen 
are subj'ect to in the merchant service, and may in the like 
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manner, and upon the like complaint and proof, be appre- 
hended and detained; and all costs of process and com- 
mitment, if paid by the master or owner, shall be deducted 
out of the share of fish or proceeds of any fishing-voyage 
to which such deserter had or shall become entitled. 
Every fisherman, having so engaged himself, who during 
such fishing- voyage refu&e.s or neglects hi.s proper duty on 
board the nshuig-ve.ssel, being thereto ordered or required 
by the master thereof, or otherwise resists his just com- 
mands to the hindrance or detriment of such voyage, be- 
sides being answerable for all damages arising thereby, 
shall forfeit to the use of the owner of such vessel his 
share of any public allowance which may be paid upon 
such voyage 

■^Vlienever an agreement or contract is so made and 
signed for a fishing- voyage or for the fishing-season, and 
any fish caught on board such vessel duruig the same are 
delivered to the owner or to his agent, for cure, and sold 
by such owner or agent, such vessel shall, for the term of 
SIX months after such sale, be liable for the master’s and 
every other fisherman’s share of such fish, and may be 
jiroceeded against in the same form and to the same effect 
as any other vessel is by law liable, and may be proceeded 
against for the wages of seamen or manners in the mer- 
chant service Upon such proceeding for the value of a 
share oi shares of the proceeds of fish so delivered and 
sold it shall bo incumbent on the owner or his agent to 
produce a just account of the sales and division of such 
fish according to such agreement or contract; otherwise 
the vessel shall be answerable upon such proceeding for 
what may be the highest value of the shares demanded. 
But 111 all cases the owner of such vessel or his agent, ap- 
pearing to amswer in such proceeding, may offer there- 
upon his account of geneial supplies made for such fish- 
ing-voyage and of other supplies therefor made to either 
of the demandants, and shall be allowed to produce evi- 
dence thereof in answer to their demands respectively; 
and judgment shall be rendered upon such proceedmg for 
the respective balances which upon such an inquiry shall 
appear. 

When process shall be issued against any vessel so lia- 
ble, if die owner thereof or Ins agent will give bond to 
each fisherman in whose favor such process shall be insti- 
tuted, with sufficient security, to the satisfaction of two 
justices of the peace, of whom one shall be named by such 
owner or agent, and the other by the fisherman or fisher- 
men pursuing such process, or ii either party shall refuse, 
then the justice first appointed shall name his associate, 
with condition to answer and pay whatever sum shall bo 
recovered by him or them on such process, there shall be 
an immediate discharge of such vessel. Nothing in this 
or the preceding section shall prevent any fisherman from 
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having his action at common law for his share or shares 
of fish or the proceeds thereof 

90 Discliarge m foreign trade. 

All seamen discharged in the United States from mer- 
chant vessels engaged in voyages from a port in the 
Umted States to any foreign port, or, being of the burden 
of seventy-five tons or upward, from a port on the Atlan- 
tic to a port on the Pacific, or vice versa, shall be dis- 
charged and receive their wages in the presence of a duly 
authorized shipping-commissioner under this Title [E.. S., 
4501^613], except in cases where some competent court 
otherwise directs; and any master or owner of any such 
vessel who discharges any such seaman belonghig tliereto, 
or pays his wages witlun the Umted States in any other 
manner, shall be liable to a penalty of not more than fifty 
dollars. 

Every master shall, not less than forty-eight hours be- 
fore paying off or discharging any seaman, deliver to 
him, or, if he is to be discharged before a shipping-com- 
missioner, to such shippmg-commissioiier, a full and true 
account of his wages, and all deductions to be made there- 
from on any account whatsoever; and in default shall, 
for each offense, be liable to a penalty of not more than 
fifty dollars No deduction from the wages of any sea- 
man except 111 respect of some matter happening after 
such delivery shall be allowed, unless it is included in the 
account delivered ; and the master shall, during the voy- 
age, enter the various matters in respect to which such 
deductions are made, with the amounts of the respective 
deductions as they occur, in the official log-book, and 
shall, if required, produce such book at the tune of the 
payment of wages, and, also, upon the hearing, before any 
competent authority, of any complaint or question relat- 
ing to such payment. 

Upon the discharge of any seaman, or upon payment of 
his wages, the master shall sign and give him a certificate 
of discharge, specifying the xieriod of his service and the 
time and place of liis discharge, in the form marked Table 
B in the schedule annexed to this Title [E. S., 4501-4613] ; 
and every master who fails to sign and ^ve to such sea- 
man such certificate and discharge, shall, for each such 
offense, incur a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars. But 
whenever the master sliall discharge ms crew or any part 
thereof in any collection district, where no shipping com- 
missioner has been appointed, he may perform for himself 
the duties of such commissioner. 

91. Disoliarge in foreign poits. 

Upon the application of the master of any vessel to a 
consular officer to discharge a seaman, or upon the appli- 
cation of any seaman for his own discharge, if it appears 
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to such officer that said seaman has completed his ship- 
ping agreement, or is entitled to his discharge under any 
act of Congre.ss or according to the general principles or 
usages of maritime law a,s recognized m the United 
States, such officer shall discharge said seaman, and re- 
quire from the master of said yessel, before such discharge 
shall be made, payment of the wages which may then be 
due said seaman , but no payment of extra wages shall be 
required by any consular officer upon such discharge of 
any seaman except as provided in this act. 

If any consular officer, when discharging any seaman, 
shall neglect to require the payment of and collect the 
arrears of ivages and extra wages required to be paid in 
the case of the discharge of any seaman, he shall be ac- 
countable to the United States for the full amount thereof. 
The master shall provide any seaman so discharged with 
employment on a vessel agreed to by the seaman, or shall 
provide him with one month’s extra wages, if it shall be 
shown to the satisfaction of the consul that such seaman 
was not discharged for neglect of duty, incompetency, or 
injury incurred on the vessel. If the seaman is dis- 
charged by voluntary consent before the consul, he shall 
bo entitled to his wages up to the time of his discharge, 
but not for any further period, if the seaman is dis- 
charged on account of injury or illness, incapacitating 
linn for service, the expenses of his maintenance and re- 
turn to the United States shall be paid from the fund for 
the maintenance and transpoi'tation of destitute American 
seamen. 

Wlienever a vessel of the United States is sold in a for- 
eign country and her company discharged, it shall be the 
duty of the master to produce to the consular officer a cer- 
tified list of the ship’s company, and also the shipping 
articles, and besides paying to each seaman or apprentice 
the wages due him, he shall either provide him with ade- 
quate employment on board some other vessel boimd to 
the port at which he was originally shipped, or to such 
other port as may be agreed upon by him, or furnish the 
means of sending him to such port, or provide him with 
a passage home, or deposit with the consular officer such 
a sum of money as is by the officer deemed sufficient to de- 
fray the expense, s of his maintenance and pa,ssag6 home ; 
and the consular officer shall indorse upon the agreement 
with the crew of the ship which the seaman or apprentice 
is leaving the particulars of any payment, provision, or 
deposit made under this section. A failure to comply 
with the provisions of this section shall render the owner 
liable to a fine of not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Whenever on the discharge of a seaman in a foreign 
country by a consular officer on his complaint that the 
voyage is continued contrary to agreement, or that the 
vessel is badly provisioned or unseawortliy, or against the 
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officers for cruel treatment, it shall be the duty of the con- 
sul or consular agent to institute a proper inqmry into the 
matter, and, upon ]iis being satisfied of the truth and jus- 
tice of such complaint, he shall require the master to pay 
to such seaman one month’s wages over and above the 
wages due at the time of discharge, and to provide him 
with adequate cm25loyment on board some other vessel, or 
provide him with a passage on board some other vessel 
bound to the port from which he was origmally shipped, 
or to the most convenient port of entry in the United 
States, or to a port agreed to by the seaman. 

93. Wages. 

No seaman shall, by any agreement other than is pro- S- s,4635, 
vided by this Title [R. S , 4501^613] , forfeit his lien upon 
the ship, or be deprived of any remedy for the recovery 
of his wages to whicli he would otliei'wise' have been en- 
titled ; and every stipulation in any agreement ^consistent 
with any provision of this Title, and every stipulation by 
which any seaman consents to abandon his right to his 
wages in the case of tlie loss of the ship, or to abandon 
any right which he may have or obtain in the nature of 
salvage, shah, be wholly inoperative. 

The following rules shall be observed with respect to R- S-. ^5B2. 
the settlement of wages : 

Fmst. Upon the completion, before a shipping-com- 
missioner, of any discharge and settlement, the master or 
owner and each seaman, respectively, in the presence of 
the shipping-commissioner, shall sign a mutual release of 
all claims for wages in respect of tlie past voyage or en- 
gagement, and the shipping-commissioner shall also sign 
and attest it, and shall retain it in a book to be kept for 
that purpose, provided both the master and seaman as- 
sent to such settlement, or the settlement has been ad- 
justed by the shipping-commissiouer. 

Second Such release, so signed and attested, shall oper- 
ate as a mutual discharge and settlement of all demands 
for wages between the parties thereto, on account of 
wages, ni respect of the past voyage or engagement. 

Third. A- copy of such releasej certified under the hand 
and seal of suffii shipping commissioner to be a true copy, 
shall be given by him to any party thereto requirmg the 
same, and such copy shall be receivable in evidence upon 
any future question touching such claims, and shall have 
all th6 effect of the original of which it purports to be a 

^°^'urth In cases in which discharge and settlement be- 
fore a shipping-commissioner are required, no payment, 
receipt, settlement, or discharge otherwise made shau 
ojperate as evidence of the release or satisfaction of any 

^ Fifth. Upon payment being made by a master before a 
shipping-commissioner, the shipping-commissioner shall, 
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if required, sign and give to such master a statement of 
the whole amount so paid; and such statement shall, be- 
tween the master and his employer, be received as evi- 
dence that he has made the payments therein mentioned. 

Upon every discharge effected before a shipping-com- 
missioner, the master shall make and sign, in the form 
given in the table marked “ B,” in the schedule annexed 
to this Title p. S., 4501-4013] , a report of the conduct, 
character, and qualifications of the persons discharged or 
may state in such form, that he declines to give any opin- 
ion upon such particulars, or upon any of them ; and the 
commissioner shall keep a register of the same, and shall, 
if desired so to do by any seaman, give to liim or indorse 
on his certificate of discharge a copy of so much of such 
report as concerns him. 

A seaman’s right to wages and provisions shall be taken 
to commence either at the time at which he commences 
work, or at the time specified in the a^eement for his 
commencement of work or iiresence on board, whichever 
first happens. 

No right to wages shall be dependent on the earning of 
freight by the vessel ; but every seaman or apprentice who 
would be entitled to demand and receive any wages if the 
vessel on which he has served had earned freight, shall, 
subject to all other rules of law and conditions applicable 
to the case, be entitled to claim and recover the same of 
the master or owner in personam, notwithstanding that 
freight has not been earned. But in all cases of wreck or 
loss of vessel, proof that any seaman or apprentice lias not 
exerted himself to the utmost to save the vessel, cargo, 
and stores, shall bar his claim. 

In cases where the service of any seaman terminates 
before the period contemplated in the agreement, by rea- 
son of the loss or wreck of the vessel, such seaman shall 
be entitled to wages for the time of service prior to such 
termination, but not for any further period. Such sea- 
man shall be considered as a destitute seaman and shall 
be treated and transported to port of shipment as pro- 
Uded in sections forty-five hundred and seventy-seven, 
forty-five hundred and seventy-eight, and forty-five hun- 
dred and seventy-nine of the Kevised Statutes of the 
United States. [Tills section shall not apply to fishing 
or whaling vessels or yachts — Dec. 21, 1898, sec. 26.] 

Any seaman who has signed an agreement and is after- 
ward discharged before the commencement of the voyage 
or before one month’s ivages are earned, without fault on 
his part justify ipg such discharge, and without his con- 
sent, shall be entitled to receive from the master or owner, 
in addition to any wages he may have earned, a sum equal 
in amount to one month’s wages as compensation, and 
may, on adducing evidence satisfactory to the court hear- 
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'ing the case, of having been improperly discharged, re- 
cover such compensation as if it were wages duly earned. 

No seaman or apprentice shall be entitled to wages for 
any period during which he unlawfully refuses or neg- 
lects to work when required, after the time fixed by the 
agreement for him to begin work, nor, unless the court 
hearing the case otherwise directs, for any period during 
which he is lawfully imjirisoned for any offense com- 
mitted by him. 

The master or owner of any vessel maknig coasting voy- 
ages shall pay to every seaman his wages within two days 
after the termination of the agreement under which he 
shipped, or at the time such seaman is discharged, which- 
ever fiirst happens ; and in the case of vessels making for- 
eign voyages, or from a port on the Atlantic to a port on 
the Pacific, or vice versa, within twenty-four hours after 
the cargo has been discharged, or ivithhi four days after 
the seaman has been discharged, whichever first happens ; 
and in all cases the seaman shall, at the time of his dis- 
charge, be entitled to be paid, on account of wages, a sum 
equal to one-third part of the balance due hun. Every 
master or owner who refuses or neglects to make payment 
in manner hereinbefore mentioned without sufficient cause 
shall pay to the seaman a sum equal to one day’s pay for 
each ami every day during which payment is delayed be- 
yond the respective periods, which sum shall be recovera- 
ble as wages in any claim made before the court ; but this 
section shall not apply to the masters or owners of any 
vessel the seamen on which are entitled to share in the 
profits of the cruise or voyage. [This section shall not 
apply to fishing or whaling vessels or yachts — Dec 21, 
1898, sec. 26 — but this section shall apply to all vessels 
engaged in the takmg of oysters — June 28, 1906, sec. 4.J 

Eveiw seaman on a vessel of the United States shall be 
entitled to receive from the master of the vessel to which 
he belongs one-half part of the wages winch shall be due 
him at every port where such vessel, after the voyage has 
commenced, shall load or deliver cargo before the voyage 
IS ended unless the contrary be expressly stipulated in the 
contract; and when the voyage is ended every such sea- 
man shall be entitled to the remainder of the wages which 
shall then be due him as provided in section forty-five 
hundred and twenty-nine or the Eevised Statutes [This 
section shall not apply to fishing or whaling vessels or 
yachts — ^Dec 21, 1898, sec. 26.] 

Whenever the Wages of any seaman are not paid within 
ten days after the time when the same oimht to be paid ac- 
cording to the provisions of this Title [E. S., 1501-4613], 
or any dispute arises between the master and seamen 
touching wages, the district judge for the judicial distr^ 
where the vessel is, or in case his residence be more 
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three miles from the place, or he be absent from the place 
of his residence, then, any judge or justice of the peace, or 
any commissioner of a district court, may .summon the 
master of such vessel to ajipear before him, to show cause 
why process should not issue against such vessel, her 
tackle, apparel, and furniture, according to the course of 
admiralty courts, to ansiver for the wages. 

If the master against whom such summons is issued 
neglects to appear, or, apipearnig, does not show that the 
wages are paid or otherwise satisfied or forfeited, and if 
the matter in dispute is not forthwith settled, the judge 
or justice or coininissioner shall certify to the clerk of the 
district court that there m sufficient cause of complaint 
whereon to found admiralty process; and thereupon the 
clerk of such court shall issue process against the vessel 
In all cases where the matter m demand does not exceed 
one hundred dollars the return day of the monition or 
citation shall be the first day of a stated or special session 
of court next succeedmg the third day after the service of 
the monition or citation, and on the return of process in 
open court, duly served, either party may proceed therein 
to proofs and heax’ing without other notice, and final 
judgment shall be given according to the usual course of 
admiralty courts in such cases. In such suits all the sea- 
men having cause of complaint of the like kind against 
the same vessel may be joined as complainants, and it 
shall be incumbent on the master to produce the contract 
and log book, if required to ascertain any matter in dis- 
pute; otherwise the complainants shall be permitted to 
state the contents thereof, and the burden of proof of the 
contrary shall be on the master. But nothing herein con- 
tained shall prevent any seaman from maintaining any 
action at common law lor the recovery of his wages, or 
having immediate process out of any court having ad- 
miralty jurisdiction wherever any vessel may be found, 
m case she shall have left the port of delivery where her 
voyage ended before payment of the wages, or in case she 
shall be about to proceed to sea before the end of the ten 
days next after the day when such wages are due, in ac- 
cordance with section forty-five hundred and twenty-nine 
of the Kevised Statutes [This section shall not apply to 
fishing or whaling vessels or yachts — Dec. 21, 1898, sec. 
26 — ^but this section shall apply to all vessels engaged in 
the taking of oysters — June 28, 1906, sec. I.] 

Moneys paid under the laws of the United States, by 
direction of consular officers or agents, at any foreign port 
or place, as wages, extra or otherwise, due American sea- 
men, shall be paid in gold or its equivalent, without any 
deduction whatever any contract to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 

Any question concerning the forfeiture of, or deduc- 
tions from, the wages of any seaman or apprentice, may 
be determined in any proceeding lawfully instituted with

respect to such wages, notwithstanding the offense in re- 
spect of which such question arises, though hereby made 
puiiiKshiible by imprisonment as well as forfeiture, has not 
been made the subject of any cnmmal proceeding. 

"iVlienever in any proceeding relating to seamen’s wages 
it IS shown that any seaman or apprentice has, in the 
course of the voyage, been convicted of any offense by 
any competent tribunal, and rightfully punished therefor, 
by imprisonment or otherwise, the court hearmg the case 
may direct a part of the wages due to such seaman not 
exceeding fifteen dollars,' to be applied in reimbursing 
any costs properly incurred by the master in procuring 
such conviction and punishment 

03. Vessels exempt from libel for wages. 

No canal-boat, without masts or steam power, which is 
required to be registered, licensed, or enrolled and licensed, 
shall be subject to be libeled in any of the United States 
courts for the wages of any person who may be employed 
on board thereof, or in navigating the same. 

94 Advances and allotments of wages 

(a) It shall be, and is heieby, made unlawful in any 
case to pay any seaman wages in advance of the time when 
ho has actually earned the same, or to pay such advance 
wages to any other iierson. Any person paying such ad- 
vance wages shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction shall be pum.shea by a fine not less than 
four times the amount of the wages so advanced, and may 
also be imprisoned for a jperiod not exceeding six months, 
at the discretion of the court. The payment of such ad- 
vance wages shall in no case, excepting as herein pro- 
vided, absolve the vessel or the master or owner thereof 
from full payment of wages after the same shall have 
been actually earned, and shall be no defense to a libel, 
suit, or action for the recovery of such wages. If any 
person shall demand or receive, either directly or indi- 
rectly, from any seaman or other person seeking employ- 
ment as seaman, or from any person on his bmialf, any 
remuneration whatever for providing him with employ- 
ment, he shall for every such offense be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor and shall be imprisoned not more than 
six months or fined not more than five hundred dollars. - 

(b) It shall be lawful for any seaman to stipulate in 
his shipping agreement for an allotment of any portion of 
the wages which he may earn to his grand parents, par- 
ents, wife, sister, or children. But no allotment whatever 
shall be allowed in the trade between the ports of the 
United States (except as provided in subdivision c of 
this section) or in trade between ports of tire United 
States and the Uominion of Canada, Newfoundland, the 
West Indies and Mexico 

(c) It shall be lawful for any seaman engaged in a ves- 
sel bound from a port on the Atlantic to a port on the 
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Pacific or vice versa, or lu a vessel engaged in foreign 
trade, except trade between the United States and the 
Dominion of Canada or Newfoundland or the West 
Indies or the Republic of Mexico, to stipulate in his ship- 
ping agreement for an allotment of an amount, to be fixed 
by regulation of the Commissioner of Navigation, with 
the approval of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, 
not exceeding one month’s wages, to an original creditor 
in liquidation of any just debt for board or clothing 
which he may have contracted prior to engagement. 

(d) No allotment note shall be valid unless signed by 
and approved by the shipping coiimiissioner It shall be 
the duty of said commissioner to examine such allotments 
and the parties to them and enforce compliance with the 
law. All stipulations for the allotment of any part of the 
wages of a seaman during his absence winch are made at 
the commencement of the voyage shall be inserted in the 
agreement, and shall state the amounts and tmies of the 
payments to be made and the persons to whom the pay- 
ments are to be made. 

(e) No allotment excejit as provided for in this section 
shall be lawful. Any person who shall falsely claim to be 
such relation as above described of a seaman under this 
section or shall make a false statement of the nature or 
amount of any debt claimed to be due from any seaman 
under this section shall for every such offense be punish- 
able by a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars or im- 
prisonment not exceeding six months, at the discretion of 
the court 

( f ) This section shall apply as well to foreign vessels as 
to vessels of the United States; and any master, owner, 
coiisignecj or agent of any foreign vessel who has violated 
its provisions Siall be liable to the same penalty that the 
master, owner, or agent of a vessel of the United States 
would be for a similar violation • Provided^ That treaties 
in force between the United States and foreign nations do 
not conflict. 

(g) Under the direction of the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor the Commissioner of Navigation shall make 
regulations to carry out this section. [This section shall 
not apply to fishing or whaling vessels or yachts — Dec. 21, 
1§98, sec. 26 — but this section shall apply to all vessels 
engaged in the taking of oysters — June 28, 190G, sec. I.] 

9B. Wages and clothing exempt from attachment. 

No wages due or accruing to any seaman or apprentice 
shall be subject to attachment or arrestment from any 
court j and every paympt of wages to a seaman or ap- 
prentice shall be valid in law, notwithstanding any pre- 
vious sale or assignment of wages, or of any attaeWent, 
incumbrance, or arrestment thereon; and no assignment 
or sale of wages, or of salvage, made prior to the accruing 
thereof, shall bind the party making the same, except such 
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advance securities as are authorized by this Title [R. S., 
4501^613] 

The clothing of any seaman shall he exempt from 
attachment, and any person who shall detain such cloth- 
ing when demanded by the owner shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and shall be imprisoned not more than 
six months or fined not more than five hundred dollars, 
or both. 

No sum exceeding one dollar shall be recoverable fr'om 
any seaman, by any one person, for any debt contracted 
during the tune such seaman shall actually belong to any 
vessel, until the voyage for which such seaman engaged 
shall be ended. 

96. Desertion of seamen abroad. 

It shall be the duty of all consular officers to reclaim 
deserters, discountenance insubordination by every means 
in their power, and, where the local authorities can be use- 
fully employed for that purpose, to lend their aid and use 
their exertions to that end in the most effectual manner. 
In all cases where seamen or officers are accused the con- 
sular officer shall inquire into the facts and proceed as 
provided in section forty -five hundred and eighty-three of 
the Revised Statutes; and the officer discharging such sea- 
men shall enter upon the crew list and shipping articles 
and official log the cause of discharge and the particulars 
m which the cruel or unusual treatment consisted, and 
subscribe his name thereto officially. He shall read_ the 
entry made in the official log to the master, and his reply 
thereto, if any, shall likewise be entered and subscribed 
in the same manner. 

97 Desertion of foreign seamen in the United States. 

On application of a consul or vice-consul of any foreign 
government having a treaty with the United^ States stipu- 
fating for the restoration of seamen deserting, made in 
writing, stating that the person therein named has de- 
serted from a vessel of any such government, while m any 
port of the United States, and on proof by the exhibition 
of the register of the vessel, ship’s roll, or other official 
document, that the person named belonged, at the time of 
desertion, to the crew of such vessel, it shall be the duty 
of any court, judge, commissioner of any circuit court, 
justice, or other magistrate, having competent power, to 
issue warrants to cause such person to be arrested for 
exammation. If, on examination, the facts stated are 
found to be true, the person arrested not being a citizen 
of the United States, shall be delivered up to the consul 
or vice-consul, to be sent back to the dominions of any 
such government, or, on the request and at the expense of 
the consul or vice-consul, shall be detained until the con- 
sul or vice-consul finds an opportunity to send him back 
to the dominions of any such government. No person 
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SO iUTested shall be detained more than two months after 
his arrest ; but at the end of that time shall be set at lib- 
erty, and shall not be again molested for the same cause. 
If any such deserter shall be found to have committed 
any crime or olfen.se, his surrender may be delayed until 
the tribunal before which the case shall be depending, or 
may be cognizable, shall have pronounced its sentence, 
and such sentence shall have been earned into effect 

98 Arbitiatioa before shipping-commissioiLei 

B s , 4664 Every shipping-commissioner shall hear and decide any 
question whatsoever between a master, consignee, agent, 
or owner, and any of his crew, which both parties agree m 
writing to submit to him ; and every award so made by 
him shall be binding on both parties, and shall, in any 
legal proceedings which may be taken in the matter, be- 
fore any court of justice, be deemed to be conclusive as to 
the rights of parties. And any document under the hand 
and official seal of a commissioner purporting to be such 
submission or award, shall be prima-facie evidence 
thereof. 

K s , 4665. In any proceeding relating to the wages, claims, or dis- 
charge of a seaman, carried on before any shipping-com- 
missioner, under the provisions of this Title fR. S , 4-501- 
4613], such shipping-commissioner may call upon the 
owner, or his agent, or iqion the master, or any mate, or 
any other memfo of the crew, to produce any log-books, 
papers, or other documents m their possession or power, 
respectively, relating to any matter m question in such 
proceedings, and may call before him and examine any of 
such persons, being then at or near the place, on any such 
matter; and every owner, agent, master, mate, or other 
member of the crew who, when called upon by the ship- 
pmg-coimnissioner, does not produce any such books, 
papers, or documents, if in his possession or power, or 
does not appear and give evidence, shall, unless he shows 
some reasonable cause for such a default, be liable to a 
penalty of not more than one hundred dollars for each 
offense; and, on application made by the shipping-com- 
missioner, shall be further punished, in the discretion of 
the court, as in other cases of contempt of the process of 
the court, 

99, Solioitlug lodgers 

R s , 4607. If, within twenty-four hours after the arrival of any 

Apr. 13, 1004 vessel at any port m the United States, any person, then 
being on board such vessel, solicits any seaman to become 
a lodger at the house of any person letting lodgings for 
hire, or takes out of such vessel any effects of any seaman, 
except under his personal direction, and with the permis- 
sion of the master, he shall, for every such offense, be 
punishable by a fine of not more than fifty dollars, or by 
imprisonment for not more than three months. This sec- 
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tion shall apply to vessels of the United States engaged 
m the foieign trade and to foreign vessels. 

100. Keturn of seamen, from foieign ports, Alaska, and in- 
sular ports. 

It shall be the duty of the consuls, vice-consuls, com- 
mercial agents, and vice-commercial agents, from time to 
tune, to provide for the seamen of the United Statesj who 
m^ be found destitute witlim their districts, respectively, 
sufficient subsistence and passages to some port m the 
United States, in the most reasonable manner, at the ex- 
pense of the United States, subject to such uistructions as 
the Secretary of State shall give. The seamen shall, if 
able, be bound to do duty on board the vessels in which 
they may be transported, according to their several abili- 
ties. 

Relief and protection of American seamen m foreign 
countries, and shipwrecked American seamen in the Ter- 
ritory of Alaska, in the Hawaiian Islands, Porto Rico, the 
Panama Canal Zone, and the Philippine Islands, thirty 
thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary. 

All masteia of vessels of the United States, and bound 
to some port of the same, are required to take such desti- 
tute seamen on board their vessels, at the request of con- 
sular officers, and to transiiort them to the port in the 
United States to which such vessel may be bound, on such 
terms, not exceeding ten dollars for each person for voy- 
ages of not more than thirty days, and not exceeding 
twenty dollars for each person for longer voyages, as may 
be agreed between the master and the consular officer, 
,when the transportation is by a sailing vessel; and the 
Tegular steerage passenger rate not to 6xceed two cents 
jier mile when the transportation is by steamer ; and said 
consular officer shall issue certificates ror such transporta- 
tion, which certificates shall be assignable for collection. 
If any such destitute seaman is so disabled or ill as to be 
unable to perform duty, the consular officer shall so certify 
in the certificate of transportation, and such additional 
compensation shall be paid as the Comptroller of the 
Treasury shall deem proper. Every such master who 
refuses to receive and transport such seamen on the re- 
quest or order of such consular officer shall be liable to the 
United States in a penalty of one hundred dollars for 
each seaman so refused. The certificate of any such con- 
sular officer, given under his hand and official seal, shall 
be presmnptive evidence of such refusal in any court of 
law having mrisdiction for the recovery of the penalty. 
No master of any vessel shall, however, be obbged to take 
a greater number than one man to every one hundred tons 
burden of the vessel on any one voyage, or to take any 
seaman having a contagious disease. 

Whenever distressed seamen of the United States are 
transported from foreign ports where there is no consular 
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ofilcer of tlio United States, to ports of the United States, 
there shall be allowed to the master or owner of each ves- 
sel, in which they are transported, such reasonable com- 
pensation, in addition to the allowance noiv fixed by law, 
as shall be deemed equitable by the Comptroller of the 
Treasury. 

101. Effects of deceased seamen. 

Wienever any seaman or apprentice belonging to or 
sent home on any merchant vessel, whether a foreign- 
going or domestic vessel, employed on a voyage which is 
to terminate in the United States, dies during such voy- 
age, the master shall take charge of all nionev-s, clothes, 
and effects which he leaves on board, and shall, if he 
thinks fit, cause all or any of such clothes and effects to 
be sold by auction at the mast or other public auction, and 
shall thereupon sign an entry in the official log-book, and 
cause it to be attested by the mate and one of the crew, 
contaiiiiiig the following particulars; 

First. A statement of tlie amomit of money so left by 
the deceased. 

Second. In case of a sale, a description of each article 
sold, and the sum received for each. 

Third. A statement of the sum due to deceased as wages, 
and the total amount of deductions, if any, to be made 
therefrom. 

In cases embraced by the preceding section, the follow- 
ing rules shall be observed: 

First. If the vessel proceeds at once to any port in the 
United States, the master shall, within forty-ei^ht hours 
after his arrival, deliver any such effects remaining un- 
sold, and pay any money which he has taken charge of, or 
received from such sale, and the balance of wages due to 
the deceased, to the shipping-commissioner at the port of 
destination in the United States. 

Second. If the vessel touches and remains at some for- 
eign port before coming to any port in the United States, 
the master shall report the case to the United States con- 
sular officer there, and shall give to such officer any infor- 
mation he requires as to the destination of the vessel and 
probable length of the voyage ; and such officer may, if he 
considers it expedient so to do, require the effects, "money, 
and wages to be delivered and paid to him, and shall, upon 
such dmivery and payment, give to the master a receipt ; 
and the master shall within forty-eight hours after his 
arrival at his port of destination in the United States pro- 
duce the same to the shipping-commissioner there Such 
consular officer shall, in any such case, indorse and certify 
upon the agreement with the crew the particulars with 
reject to such delivery and payment. 

Third. If ^e consular officer does not require such pay- 
ment and delivery to be made to him, the master shall take 
charge of the effects, money, and wages, and ffiiall, within 
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forty-eight hours after his arrival at his port of destina- 
tion in the United States, deliver and pay the same to the 
shipping-commissioner there 

Fourth The master shall, in all cases in which any 
seaman or apprentice dies during the voyage or engage- 
ment, give to such officer or shipinng-commissioner an ac- 
count, m such form as they may respectively require, of 
the effects, money, and wages so to be delivered and paid ; 
and no deductions claimed in such accoimt shall be al- 
lowed unless verified by an entry in the official log-book, 
if there be any; and by such other vouchers, if any, as 
may be reasonably required by the officer or shipping-com- 
missioner to whom the account is rendered 

Fifth Upon due compliance with such of the provisions 
of this section as relate to acts to be done at the port of 
destination m the United States, the shipiomg-conimis- 
sioner shall grant to the master a certificate to that effect. 

No officer or customs shall clear any foreign-gomg vessel 
without the production of such certificate. 

Whenever any master fails to take such charge of the ® 
money or other effects of a seaman or apprentice during a 
voyage, or to make such entries in respect thereof, or to 
procure such attestation to such entries, or to make such 
payment or delivery of any money, wages, or effects of 
any seaman or apprentice dying during a voyage, or to 
give such account in respect thereof as is above directed, 
he shall be accountable for the money, wages, and effects 
of the seaman or apprentice to the circuit court in whose 
Jurisdiction such port of destination is situate, and shall 
pay and deliver the same accordingly; and he shall, in 
addition, for every such offense, be liable to a penalty of 
not more than treWe the value of the money or effects, or, 
if such value is not ascertained, not more than two him- 
dred dollars ; and if any such money, wages, or effects are 
not duly paid, delivered, and accounted for by the master, 
the owner of the vessel shall pay, dehver, and account for 
the same, and such money and wages and the value of 
such effects shall be recoverable from him accordingly; 
and if he fails to account for and pay the same, he shall, 
in addition to his hability for the money and value, be 
liable to the same penalty which is meurred by the master 
for a like offense ; and all money, wages, and effects of any 
seaman or apprentice dying duruig a voyage shall be 
recoverable in the courts and by the modes of proceedhig 
by which seamen are enabled to recover wages due to 
them. 

Whenever any such seaman or apprentice dies at any ^ 
23lace out of the United States, leaving any money or 
effects not on board of his vessel, the consular officer of the 
United States at or nearest the place shall claim and take 
charge of such money and effects, and shall, if he thinks 
fit, sell all or any of such effects, or any effects of any 
deceased seaman or apprentice delivered to him under the 
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provisions of this Title [E. S., 4601-4613], iind shall 
quarterly remit to the circuit court for the circuit embrac- 
ing the port from which such vessel sailed, or the iiort 
where the voyage tei'minates, all moneys belonging to or 
arising from the sale of the effects or paid as the wages of 
any deceased seamen or apprentices which have come to 
his hands; and shall render such accounts thereof as the 
circuit court requires. 

R B , 4542. Wlienever any seaman or apprentice dies in the United 
States, and is, at the time of his death, entitled to claim 
from the master or owner of any vessel in which he has 
served, any unpaid wages or effects, such master or ownei 

Mai', a, 1897 . shall pay and deliver, or account for the same, to the ship- 

sec. 6 ping-cominissioner at the port whore the seaman or 
apprentice was discharged, or was to have been dis- 
charged, or where he died. 

E s,454s Every shipping-commissioner in the United States 
shall, within one week from the date of receiving any such 
money, wages, or effects of any deceased seaman or 
apprentice, pay, remit, or deliver to the circuit court of 
the circuit m which he resides, the money, wages, or 
effects, subject to such deductions as may be allowed )iy 
the circuit court for expenses incurred in respect to siicli 
money and effects; and should any commissioner fail to 
pay, remit, and deliver the same to the circuit court, 
within the tmie hereinbefore mentioned, he shall incur a 
penalty of not more than treble the value of such money 
and oifects. 

B. s , 4S44. If the money and effects of any seaman or apprentice 
paid, remitted, or delivered to the circuit court, including 
the moneys received for any part of his effects which have 
been sold, either before delivery to the circuit court, or by 
its directions, do not exceed in value the sum of three hun- 
dred dollars, then, subject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained, and to all such deductions for expenses m- 
curred in respect to the seaman or apprentice, or of his 
money and effects, as the said court thinks fit to allow, 
the court may pay and deliver the said money and effects 
to any claimants who can prove themselves either to be 
his widow or children, or to be entitled to the effects of 
the deceased under his will, or under any statute, or at 
common law, or to be entitled to procure probate, or take 
out letters of administration or confirmation, although no 
probate or letters of administration or confirmation have 
been taken out, and shall be thereby discharged from all 
further liability in respect of the money and effects so 
paid and delivered; or may, if it thmks fit so to do, re- 
quire probate, or letters or administration or confirma- 
tion, to be taken out, and thereupon pay and deliver the 
said money and effects to the legal personal representa- 
tives of the deceased ; and if sum money and effects ex- 
ceed in value the sum of three hundred dollars, then, sub- 
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ject to deduction for expenses, the court shall pay and 
deliver the same to the legal personal representatives of 
the deceased. 

A circuit court, in its discretion, may at any time direct 
the sale of the whole or any part of the effects of a de- 
ceased seaman or apprentice, winch it has received or may 
hereafter receive, and shall hold the proceeds of such sale 
as the wages of deceased seamen are held. Wlien no 
olaim to the wages or effects or proceeds of the sale of the 
effects of a deceased seaman or apprentice, received by a 
circuit court, is substantiated within six years after the 
receipt thereof by the comd, it shall be in the absolute dis- 
cretion of the court, if any subsequent claim is made, 
either to allow or refuse the same. Such courts shall, 
from time to time, pay any moneys arising from the un- 
claimed wages and effects of deceased seamen, which in 
their opmion it is not necessary to retain for the purpose 
of satisfymg claims, into the Treasury of the United 
States, and such moneys shall form a fund for, and be 
appropriated to, the relief of sick and disabled and desti- 
tute seamen belonging to the United States merchant 
marine service 

102 Offenses and punishments. 

The words “ domestic trade ” in this section shall in- 
clude trade between ports of the United States and trade 
between ports of the United States and the Dominion of 
Canada, Newfoundland, the West Indies, and Mexico. 
The words “ foreign trade ” shall include trade between 
ports of the United States and foreign ports, except as 
above specified, and trade between Atlantic and Pacific 
ports of the United States. Wlienever any seaman who 
has been lawfully engaged or any apprentice to the sea 
service commits any of the following offenses he shall be 
punishable as follows : 

First. For desertion, if the offense occur at a port of 
the United States, or a foreign port in the domestic trade, 
by forfeiture of all or any part of the clothes or effects 
he leaves on board and of all or any part of the wages or 
emoluments which he has then earned. If the offense 
occur at a foreign port in the foreign trade, by forfeiture 
of all or any part of the clothes or effects he leaves on 
board and of all or any part of the wages or emoluments 
which he has then earned; and also, at the discretion of 
the court, by imprisonment for not more than one month. 

Second For neglecting or refusing, without reasonable 
cause, to join his vessel or to proceed to sea in his vessel, 
or for absence without leave at any time within twenty- 
four hours of the vessel’s sailmg from any port, either at 
the commencement or during the progress of any voyage, 
or for absence at any time without leave and without suf- 
ficient reason from his vessel or from his duty, not 
amounting to desertion or not treated as such by the 
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master, if the oftenso occur at a port of the United States 
or a foreign poid ui the domestic trade, by a forfeiture 
from his wa^es of not more than two days’ pay, or suf- 
ficient to defray any expenses winch have been properly 
incuried in hiring a substitute; or if the offense occur at 
a foreign port, in the foreign tiade, by a forfeiture from 
Ins wages of not more than two days’ pay, or, at the 
discretion of the coiut, by imprisonment for not more 
than one month. ' 

Third. For quitting the vessel, in whatever trade en- 
gaged, at a foreign oi domestic port, without leave after 
her arrival at her jiort of delivery and before she i.s 
placed in security, by forfeiture from his wages of not 
moie than one month’s pay. 

Fourth. For willful disobedience to any lawful com- 
mand at sea, by being, at the option of the master, placed 
in irons until such disobedience shall cease, and upon 
arrival iii port, if of the United States, by forfeiture 
from his wages of not more than four days’ pay, or upon 
arrival in a roicigii port by forfeiture from Ins wages of 
not more than four days’ pay, or, at the discretion of the 
court, by imprisonment for not more than one month 

Fifth'. For continued willful disobedience to lawful 
coimnaiid or continued willful neglect of duty at sea by 
being, at the option of the master, placed in irons, on 
bread and water, -with full rations every fifth day, until 
such disobedience shall cease, and upon arrival in port, if 
of the United States, by forfeiture, for every twenty-four 
hours’ continuance of such disobedience or neglect, of 
either a sum of not more than twelve days’ pay or suf- 
ficient to defray any exiienses which have been properly 
incurred in hiring a substitute, or upon arrival in a 
foreign port, in addition to the above penalty, by impris- 
onment for not more than three months, at the discretion 
of the court. 

Sixth For assaultmg any master or mate, in whatever 
trade engaged, by nnpri.sonment for not more than two 
years. 

Seventh. For willfully daniagmg the vessel, or embez- 
zling or willfully damaging any oi the stores or cargo, in 
whatever trade engaged, by forfeiture out of his wages of 
a sum equal in amount to the loss thereby sustamed, and 
also, at the discretion of the court, by imprisonment for 
not more than twelve months. 

Eighth For any act of smuggling for which he is con- 
victed, and whereby loss or damage is occasioned to the 
master or owner, in whatever trade engaged, he shall be 
liable to pay such master or owner such a sum as is suffi- 
cient to reimburse the master or owner for such loss or 
damage; and the whole or any part of his wages may be 
retained in satisfaction pr on account of such liability ; 
and he shall be liable to imprisonment for a period of not 
more than twelve months. 
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Upon the commission of any of the offenses emmierated 
in the preceduig section an entry thereof shall be made in 
the official log hook on the day on which the offense was 
committed, and shall be signed by the master and by the 
mate or one of the crew ; and the offender, if still in the 
vessel, shall, before her next arrival at any port, or, if she 
IS at the time in port, before her departure therefrom, be 
furnished with a copy of such entry, and have the same 
read over distinctly and audibly to him, and may there- 
upon make such a reply thereto as he thinks fit ,* and a 
statement that a copy of the entry has been so furnished, 
or the same has been so read over, together with his reply, 
if any, made by the offender, shall likewise be entered and 
signed m the same manner In any subsequent legal pro- 
ceedings the entries hereinbefore required shall, if practi- 
cable, be produced or proved, and ni default of such pro- 
duction or proof the court hearing the case may, at its 
discretion, refuse to receive evidence of the offense. 

All clothes, effects, and wages which, under the provi- 
sions of this Title [E S , 4501-4613], are forfeited for 
desertion, shall be appliedj m the fiist instance, in pay- 
ment of the expenses occasioned by such desertion, to the 
master or owner of the vessel fi'om which the desertion 
has taken place, and the balance, if any, shall be xiaid by 
the master or owner to any shipiiing commissioner resi- 
dent at the port at which the voyage of such vessel termi- 
nates; and the sluppmg-commissioner shall account for 
and pay over such balance to the judge of the circuit 
court withm one month after the commissioner receives 
the same, to be di.sposed of by him in the same manner as 
is prescribed for the disposal of the money, effects, and 
wages of deceased seamen Whenever any master or 
owner neglects or refuses to jiay over to the shipping- 
commissioner such balance, he shall be liable to a iienalty 
of double the amoimt thereof, recoverable by the commis- 
sioner m the same manner that seamen’s wages are recov- 
ered. In all other cases of forfeiture of wages, the for- 
feiture shall be for the benefit of the master or owner by 
whom the wages are payable. 

Any master of, or any seaman or apprentice belonging 
to, any merchant vessel, who, by willful breach of duty, 
or by reason of drunkenness, does any act tending to the 
immediate loss or destruction of, or serious damage to 
such vessel, or tending immediately to endanger the life 
or limb of any person belonging to or on board of such 
vessel ; or who, by willful breach of duty, or by neglect of 
duty, or by reason^ of drunkenness, refuses or omits to do 
any lawful act proper and requisite to be done by him for 
preserving such vessel from immediate loss, destruction, 
or serious damage, or for preserving any person belong- 
ing to or on board of such ^ip from immediate danger to 
life or limb, shall, for every such offense, be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by imprisonment for 
not more than twelve months. 
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No seaman in the inercliant-service shall ivear any 
sheath-lmife on shipboard It shall be the duty of the 
master of any vessel registered, enrolled, or licensed under 
the laws of the United States, and of the person entering 
into contract for the employment of a seaman upon any 
such vessel, to inform every person offering to ship him- 
self of the provisions of this section, and to require his 
compliance therewith, under a penalty of fifty dollars for 
each omission, to be sued for and recovered m the name of 
the United States, under the direction of the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor; one half for the benefit of the 
informer, and the other half for the benefit of the fund 
for the relief of sick and disabled seamen. 

103. Corporal punishment proMhlted. 

Flogging and all other forms of corporal punishment 
are hereby prohibited on board any vessel, and no form of 
corporal punishment on board any vessel shah, be deemed 
justifiable, and any master or other officer thereof who 
shall violate the aforesaid provisions of this section or 
either thereof shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
punishable by imprisonment not less than three months or 
more than two years. "Vldienever any officer other than 
the master of sucli vessel .shall violate any provision of 
this section, it shall be the, duty of such master to sur- 
render such officer to fhe jiroper authorities as soon as 
practicable. Any failure upon the part of such master to 
comply herewith, which failiu’e shall result iii the escape 
of .suck officer, shall render said master liable in damages 
to the person illegally punished by such officer. 

104 Procedure. 

All penalties and forfeitures imposed by this Title 
[R S., 4601^(513], for the recovery whereof no specific 
mode IS hereinbefore provided, may be recovered, with 
costs, in any circuit court of the United States, at the suit 
of any district attorney of the United States, or at the 
suit of any person by information to any district attor- 
ney in any port of the United States, where or near to 
where the offense is committed or the offender is found; 
and if a conviction is had, and the sum imposed as a 
penalty by the court is not paid either immediately after 
the conviction, or within such period as the court at the 
time of the conviction appoints, it shall be lawful for the 
court to commit the offender to prison, there to be im- 
prisoned for the term hereinbefore provided in case of 
such offense, the commitment to be terminable upon pay- 
ment of the amount and costs ; and all penalties and for- 
feitures mentioned in this Title for which no special 
application is proyided, shallj when recovered, be paid 
and applied in manner following : So much as the court 
shall determine, and the residue 3iall be paid to the court 
and be remitted from time to time, by order of the judge,

109. Sick and disabled seamen. 

The President is authorized to receive donations of real 
or personal property, in the name of the United States, 
for the erection or support of hospitals for sick and dis- 
abled seamen 

The term “ seaman,” vrlierever employed in legislation 
relating to the marine-hospital service, shall be held to 
include any person employed on board in the carCj pres- 
ervation, or navigation of any vessel, or in the service, on 
board, of those engaged in such care, preservation, or 
navigation. 

No person employed in or connected with the naviga- 
tion, management, or use of canal-boats engaged in the 
coasting-trade .sliall by reason thereof be entitled to any 
benefit or relief from the marine-hospital fund. 

Sick and disabled seamen of foreign ve.ssels and of ves- 
sels [not subject to hospital-dues] may be cared for by 
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the manne-hospital service at such rates and under such 
regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury may pre- 
scribe. 

Sick foreign seamen may be admitted to the marine hos- ® 
pitals within the United States, if it can with convenience 
be done, on the application of the master of any foreign 
\ essel to which any such seaman may belong. Each sea- 
man so admitted shall be subject to a charge of [seventy- 3, isre 
five cents] per day for each day he may remain in the sec a 
hospital, which shall be paid by the master of such for- 
eign vessel to the collector of the collection-district in 
which such hospital is situated.

been during the voyage, sufficient and wholesome; theie- 
upon, in any of these or like cases, the consul, or a com- 
mercial agent who may discharge any duties of a consul, 
shall cause to be appointed three peisons, of like qualifi- 
cations with those described in section forty-five hundred 
and fifty-seven, who shall proceed to examine into the 
causes of complamt, and they shall be governed in all 
their proceedings and proceed as provided m section 
forty-five hundred and fifty-seven. [This section shall 
not apply to fishing or whaling vessefis or yachts — Dec

The inspectors appointed by any consul or commercial 
agent, in pursuance of the preceding section, shall have 
full power to examine the vessel and Avhatever is aboard 
of her, so far as is pertinent to their inquiry, and also to 
hoar and receive any other proofs which the ends of jus- 
tice may require; and if, upon a view of the whole pro- 
ceedings, the consul or other commercial agent is satisfied 
therewith, he may approve the whole or any part of the 
report, and shall certify such approval ; or ^f ho dissents, 
ho shall certify his reasons for dissenting

Dec. 21, 1898, vided in any important or essential particular, by neglect 
or design, or through mistake or accident; and in case it 
Avas by neglect or design, and the consular officer approves 
of such finding, he shall discharge such of the creAV as 
request it, and shall require the payment by the master of 
one month’s wages for each seaman over and above the 
Avages then due, or sufficient money for the return of such 
of the crew as desire to be discharged to the nearest and 
most convenient port of the United States, or by furnish- 
ing the seamen who so desire to be discharged Avith em- 
ployment on a ship agreed to by them. But if in the 
opinion of the inspectors the defects or deficiencies found 
to exist hav^e been the result of mistake or accident, and 
could not, in the exercise of ordinary care, have been 
known and provided against before the sailing of the ves- 
sel, and the master shall in a reasonable time remove or 
remedy the causes of eomplaint, then the crew shall re- 
main and discharge their duty. [This section shall not

The master shall pay all such reasonable charges for 
inspection under such complaint as shall be offi-cially cer-

tified to him under the hand of the consul or commercial 
agent ; but in* case the inspectors report that the com- 
plaint IS without any good and sufficient cause, the master 
may retain from the wages of the complainants, in iiro- 
portion to the pay of each, the amount of such charges, 
with such reasonable damages for detention on that ac- 
count as the consul or commercial agent directing the in- 
quiry may officially certify. 

Every master who refuses to pay such wages and 
charges shall be liable to each person injured thereby, in 
damages, to be recovered m any court of the United States 
in the district where such delinquent may reside or be 
found, and in addition thereto be pumshable by a fine 
of one hundred dollars for each offense. 

116 Provisions and water 

Should any master or owner of any merchant vessel 
of the United States neglect to provide a sufficient quan- 
tity of stores to last for a voyage of ordinary duration to 
the port of destination, and in consequence of such neglect 
the crew arc compelled to accept a reduced scale, such 
master or owner shall be liable to a penalty as provided 
in section forty - five hundred and sixty - eight of the 
Eevised Statutes 

Any three or more of the crew of any merchant-vessel 
of the United States bound from a port in the United 
States to any foreign port, or being of the burden of 
.seventy-five tons or upward, and bound from a port on 
the Atlantic to a port on the Pacific, or vice versa, may 
complain to any officer in command of any of the vessels 
of the United States Navy, or consular officer of the 
Uiuted States, or shipping-commissioner or chief officer 
of the customs, that the provisions or water for the use 
of the crew are, at any tune, of bad quality, unfit for use, 
or deficient in ijuantity. Such officer shall thereupon ex- 
amine the provisions or water, or cause them to be exam- 
ined: and if, on examination, such provisions or water 
are round to be of bad quality and unfit for use, or to be 
deficient in quantity, the person making such examination 
shall certify the same in writing to the master of the 
ship If such master does not thereupon provide other 
proper provisions or water, where the same_ can be had, 
in lieu of any so certified to be of a bad quality and unfit 
for use, or does not procure the requisite quantity of any 
so certified to be nisufficient in quantity, or uses any pro- 
visions or water which have been so certified as aforesaid 
to be of bad quality and unfit for use, he shall, in every 
such case, be liable to a penalty of not more than one 
hundred dollars; and upon every such examination the 
officers making or directing the same shall enter a state- 
ment of the result of the examination in the log-book, and 
shall send a report thereof to the district judge for the 
judicial district embracing the port to which such vessel 
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is bound; and such repoi't shall be rec-eived in evidence 
in any legal jn’oceedings. 

If the officer to whom any such complaint in regard to 
the provisions or the water is made certifies in such state- 
ment that there was no reasonable ground for such com- 
plaint, each of the ]mrties so complaining shall forfeit to . 
the master or owner his share of the expense, if any, of 
tlie survey. [This section shall not apply to fishing or 
whaling vessels or yachts — Dec 21, 18f>8, see 2iS ] 

If any seamen, ivliile on board any vessel, shall state to 
the master that they desire to make complaint, in accord- 
ance with the two preceding Sections, in regai d to the pro- 
visions or the water, to n competent officei, against the 
master, the master shall, if the vessel is then at a place 
where there is any such officer, so soon as the service of 
the vessel will permit, and if the vessel i.s not then at such 
a 23lace, so soon after her first arrhuil at such place as the 
service of the vessel will jiermit, allow such, seamen, or 
any of them, to go ashore, or shall send them ashore, in 
proper custody, so that they may he enabled to make such 
complaint ; and shall, in default, be liable to a penalty of 
not more than one hundred dollars. 

If, during a voyage, the allowance of any of the provi- 
sions which any seaman is entitled to under section forty- 
six hundred and twelve of the Revised Statutes is reduced 
except for any tune during which such seaman willfully 
and without sufficient cause refuses or iieglecf s f o perform 
his duty, or is lawfully under confinement for misconduct 
cither on board or on shore; or if it shall be shown that 
any of such jirovisioiis are, or have been during the voy- 
age, bad ill quality or unfit for use, the .seamen shall 
I’cceive, by way of coinpeii.satioii for sucli I'eductioii or 
bad quality, according to the time of its continuance, the 
following sums, to be paid to him m addition to and to 
be recoverable as wages • 

First. If his allowance is reduced by any quantity not 
exceeding one-third of the quantity specified by law, a 
sum not exceeding fifty cents a day. 

Second If his allowance is reduced by more than one- 
third of such quantity, a sum not exceeding one dollar a 

Third. In resjiect to bad quality, a sum not exceeding 
one dollar a day. 

But if it is .shown to the .satisfaction of the court before 
winch the case i.s tried that any provisions, the allowance 
of which has been reduced, could not be iirociired or sup- 
plied in sufficient quantities, or were unavoidably injured 
or lost, or if by I’eason of its innate qualities any article 
becomes unfit tor use and that proper and equivalent sub- 
stitutes were supplied in lieu thereof, the court shall take 
such circumstances into consideration and shall modify or 
refuse compensation, as the justice of the case may re- 
quire. [This section shall not apply to fishing or whaling 
vessels or yachts— Dec. 21, 1898, sec. 2G.] 
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117. ■Weights and measures. 

Every master shall keep on board proper weights and ^ ® 
measures for the purpose of determining the quantities of 
the several provisions and articles served out, and shall 
allow the same to be used at the tune of .serving out such 
provisions and articles, in the presence of a witness, when- 
ever any dispute arises about such quantities, and in de- 
fault shall, for every olfense, be liable to a penalty of 
not more than fifty dollars 

118 Medicines and anti-scorbutics. 

Every vessel belonging to a citizen of the United States, ® ® 
bound from a port in the United States to any foreign 
port, or being of the burden of seventy-five ton.s or up- 
ward, and bound from a port on the Atlantic to a port on 
the Pacific, or vice versa, shall be provided with a chest 
of medicines , and every sailing-vessel bound on a voyage 
across the Atlantic or Pacific Ocean, or around Cape 
Horn, or the Cape of Good Hope, or engaged in the whale 
or other fisheries, or in sealing, shall also be provided 
with, and cause to be kept, a sufficient quantity oi lime or 
lemon juice, and also sugar and vinegar, or other anti- 
scorbutics, to be served out to every .seaman as follows- 
The master of every such vessel shall serve the lime or 
lemon juice, and sugar and vinegar, to the crew, within 
ten days after salt provisions mainly have been served 
out to the crew, and so long afterward as such consump- 
tion of salt iirovisions continue.s ,- the lime or lemon juice 
and sugar daily at the rate of half an ounce each per day ; 
and the vinegar weekly, at the rate of half a pint per 
week for each member of the crew. 

If, on any such vessel, such medicines, medical stores, n s , 45T0 
lime or lemon juice, or other articles, sugar, and vinegar, 
as are required by the preceding section, are not provided 
and kept on board, as required, the master or owner shall 
be liable to a penalty of not more than five hundred dol- 
lars ; and if the master of any such vessel neglects to serve 
out the lime or lemon juice, and sugar and vinegar in the 
case and maimer directed, he .shall for each such offense 
be liable to a penalty of not more than one hundred dol- 
lars; and if any master is convicted in either of the 
offenses mentioned in this section, and it appears that the 
offense is owing to the act or default of the owner, such 
ma.ster may recover the amount of such penalty, and the 
costs incurred by him, from the owner. 

119. Slop-cbeat. 

Every such vessel [E S , 4509] except vessels engaged Junesn, isai, 
in the whaling or fishing busmess shall also be provided 
with a slop-chest, which shall contain a complement of 
clothing for the intended voyage for each seaman em- 
ployed, including boots or .slices, hats or caps, under 
clothing and outei- clothing, oiled clothing, and every- 
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thing neces,gary lor the -wear of a seaman ; also a full sup- 
ply of tobacco and blankets. Any of the contents of the 
slop chest shall be sold, from time to time, to any or 
every seaman applying therefor, for his oivn use, at a 
profit not exceeding ten per centum of the reasonable 
wholesale value of the same at the port at which the 
voyage comnieiiced And if any such vessel is not pro- 
vided, before .sailing, as herein required, the owner shall 
be liable to a penalty of not more than five hundred dol- 
lars. The provisions of this section shall not apply to 
vessels plying between the United States and the Domin- 
ion of Canada, Newfoundland, the Bermuda Islands, the 
Bahama Islands, the West Indies, Mexico and Central 
America. 

ISO Warmth and clothing. 

Every vessel bound on any foreign voyage exceeding in 
length fourteen days shall also be provided with at least 
one suit of woolen clothing for each seaman, and every 
vessel in the foreign or domestic trade shall jirovide a safe 
and warm room for the use of seamen in cold weather 
Failure to make such provision shall subject the owner or 
master to a penalty of not less than one hundred dollars 
[This section shall not apply to fishing or whaluig vessels 
or yachts — Dec. 21, 1898, sec, 26.] 

131. Log-book. 

Every vessel making voyages from a port in the 
United States to any foreign port, or being of the burden 
of seventy-five tons, or upivard, from a port on the At- 
lantic to a port on the Pacific, or vice versa, shall have an 
official log-book; and every master of such vessel shall 
make, or cause to lie made therein, entries of the following 
matters, that is to say * 

First. Every legal conviction of any member of his 
crew, and the punishment inflicted. 

Second. Every offense committed by any member of his 
crew for which it is intended to prosecute, or to enforce a 
forfeiture, together with .such statement concerning the 
reading over such entry, and concerning the reply, if any, 
made to the charge, as is required by the provisions of 
section forty-five liiiiidred and ninety-seven. 

Third. Every offense for which punishment is inflicted 
on board, and the punishment inflicted. 

Fourth. A statement of the conduct, character, and , 
qualifications of each of his crew; or a statement that he 
declines to give an opinion of such particulars. 

Fifth. Every case of illness or injury happening to any 
mernber of the crew, with the nature thereof, and the 
medical treatment. 

Sixth. Every case of death happening on board, with 
the cause thereof. 
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Seventh.^ Every birth happening on board, ■with the 
sex of the infant, and the names of the parents. 

Eighth. Every marriage taking place on board, -with 
the names and ages of the parties. 

Ninth. The name of every seaman or apprentice who 
ceases to be a member of the crew otherwise than by 
death, with the place, time, manner, and cause thereof. 

Tenth. The wages due to any seaman or apprentice wdio 
dies diu’ing the voyage, and the gross amount of all de- 
ductions to be made therefrom 

Eleventh. The sale of the effects of any seaman or ap- 
prentice ■who dies during the voyage, including a state- 
ment of each article sold, and the sum received for it 
_ Twelfth. In every case of colli.sion m which it is prac- isoo 

ticable so to do, the master shall, immediately after the 
occurrence, cause a statement thereof, and of the circum- 
stances under which the same occurred, to be entered in 
the official log book. Such entry shall be made in the 
manner iirescribed in section forty-two hundred and 
ninety-one, and failure to make such entry shall subject 
the offender to the penalties xirescribed by section forty- 
two hundred and ninety-two 

Every entry hereby required to be made m the official ® ® 
log-book shall be simied by the master and by the mate, or 
some other one of the crew, and every entry in the official 
log-book shall be made as soon as possible after the occur- 
rence to which it relates, and, if not made on the same day 
as the occurrence to which it relates, shall be made and 
dated so as to show the date of the occurrence, and of the 
entry respecting it ; and in no case .shall any entry therem, 
in respect of any occurrence happening previously to the 
arrival of the vessel at her final port, be made more than 
twenty-four hours after such arrival 

If in any case the official log-book is not kept in the ® ® 
manner hereby required, or if any entry hereby directed 
to be made in any such log-book is not made at the time 
and 111 the manner hereby directed, the master shall, for 
each such offense, be liable to a penalty of not more than 
twenty-five dollars ; and every person who makes, or pro- 
cures to be made, or assists in making, any entry in any 
official log-book in respect of any occurrence happening 
previously to the arrival of the vessel at her finm port 
of discharge, more than twenty-four hours after such ar- 
rival, shall, for each offense, be liable to a penalty of not 
more than one hundred and fifty dollars.

H, s„ 4281 If any shipper of platina, gold, gold dust, silver, bul- 
lion, or other precious metals, coins, jewelry, bills oi any 
bank or public body, diamonds, or other precious stones, 
or any gold or silver in a manufactured or unmanufac- 
tured state, watches, clocks, or time pieces of any descrip- 
tion, trinkets, orders, notes, or securities for payment of 
money, stamps, maps, writings, title-deeds, printings, 
engravings, pictures, gold or silver plate or plated articles, 
glass, china, silks in a manufactured or unmanufactured 
state, and whether wrought up or not wrought up with 
any other material, furs, or lace, or any of them, contained 
in any parcel, or package, or trunk, sfiall lade the same as 
freight or baggage, on any vessel, without at the time of

Feb 18,1893 shall not be lawful for the manager, agent, master

ment any clause, covenant, or agreement whereby it, he, 
or they shall be relieved from liability for loss or damage 
arising from negligence, fault, or failure in proper load- 
ing, stowage, custoavj care, or proiier delivery of any and 
all lawful mercihandise or property committed to its or 
their charge. Any and all words or clauses of such im- 
port inserted m bills of lading or shipping receipts shall 
be null and void and of no ejJect. 

See. 2 . It shall not be lawful for any vessel transporting mer- 

chandise or property from or between ports of the United 
States of America and foreign ports, her owner, master, 
agent or manager to msert in any bill of ladmg or ship- 
ping document any covenant or agreement whereby the 
obligations of the owner or owners of said vessel to exer- 
cise due diligence, properly equip, man, provision, and 
outfit said vessel, and to make said vessel seaworthy and 
capable of performing her intended voyage, or whereby 
the obligations of the master, officers, agents, or servants 
to careiully handle and stow her cargo and to care for 
and properly deliver same, shall in any wise be lessened, 
weakened, or avoided 

See. 8. If the owner of any vessel transporting merchandise or 
property to or from, any port in the United States of 
America shall exercise due diligence to make the said 
vessel in all respects seaworthy and properly manned, 
equipped, and supplied, neither the vessel, or owners, 
agent, or charterers shall become or be held responsible 
for damage or loss resulting from faults or errors m navi- 
gation or m the management of said vessel, nor shall the 
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vessel, her owner or owners, charterers, agent, or master, 
be held liable for losses arising from dangers of the sea or 
other navigable waters, acts of God, or public enemies, or 
the inherent defect, quality, or vice of the thing carried, 
or from insufficiency of package, or seizure under legal 
process, or for loss resulting from any act or omission of 
the shipper or owner of the goods, liis agent or represen- 
tative, or from saving or attempting to save life or 
property at sea, or from any deviation m rendering such 
service. 

It shall be the duty of the owner or owners, masters, or Sec 4 
agent of any vessel transporting merchandise or property 
from or between ports of the United States and foreign 
ports to issue to shippers of any lawful merchandise a bill 
of lading, or shippmg document, stating, among other 
thmgs, the marks necessary for identification, number of 
packages, or quantity, stating whether it be carrier’s or 
shipper’s weight, and apparent order or condition of such 
merchandise or property delivered to and received bv the 
owner, master, or agent of the imssel for transportation, 
and such document shall be prima facie evidence of the 
receipt of the merchandise therein described. 

For a violation of any of the provisions of this act the ^ 
agent, owner, or master of the vessel guilty of such viola- 
tion, and who refuses to issue on demand the bill of lading 
herein provided for, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
two thousand dollars. , The amount of the fine and costs 
for such violation shall be a lien upon the vessel, whose 
agent, owner, or master is guilty of such violation, and 
such vessel may be libeled therefor in any district court of 
the United States, within whose jurisdiction the vessel 
may be found. One-half of such penalty shall go to the 
party injured by such violation and the remainder to the 
Government of the United States 

This act shall not be held to modify or rejieal sections Sec 0 
forty-two hundred and eighty-one, forty-two himdred 
and eighty-two, and forty-two hundred and eighty-three 
of the Eevised Statutes of the United States, or any 
other statute defining the liability of vessels, their own- 
ers, or i-epreseiitatives. 

Sections one and four of this act shall not apply to the 
transportation of live animals. 

124. General liLel bond. 

Wlien a warrant of arrest or other process in rem is ® 
issued in any cause of admiralty jurisdiction, except m 
cases of seizures for forfeiture under any law or the 
United States, the marshal shall stay the execution of 
such process, or discharge the property arrested if the 
process has been levied, on receiving from the claimant of 
the property a bond or stipulation in double the amount 
claimed by the libelant, with sufficient surety, to be ap- 
proved by the judge of the court where the cause is pend- 
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ing, or, in lus absence, by the collector of the port, con- 
ditioned to answer the decree of the court in such cause. 
Such bond or stipulation shall be returned to the court, 
and judgment thereon, against both the principal and 
smeties, may be. recovered at the time of rendering the 
decree in the original cause And the owner of any ves- 
sel may cause to fje executed and delivered to the marshal 
a bond or stipulation, with suflicient surety, to be ap- 
proved by the judge of the court in winch he is marshal, 
conditioned to ansver the decree of said court in all or 
any cases that shall thereafter be brought ui said court 
against the said vessel, and thereupon the execution of all 
such process against said vessel shall be stayed so long as 
the amount secured by such bond or stipulation shall be 
at least double tbe aggregate amount claimed by the libel- 
ants in such suits which shall be begun and pending 
against said vessel; and like judgments and remedies may 
be had on said bond or stijiulation as if a special bond or 
stipulation had been filed in each of said suits. The 
court may make such orders as may be necessary to carry 
this section into effect, and especially for the giving of 
proper notice of any such suit. Such' bond or .stipulation 
shall be indorsed by the clerk with a minute of the suits

without peril to life ; and the local inspectors shall satisfy 
themselves by thorough examination that said require- 
ments of law and regulations m regard thereto have been 
fully complied with All boilers used on steam vessels 
and constructed of non or steel jilateh, uispected under the 
provisions of section forty-four hundred and thirty, shall 
be subjected to a hydrostatic test, in the ratio of one hun-

[4418] to steamboats used exclusively for towing and car-

misdemeanor, and shall be fined two hundred dollars, and 
may also be imprisoned not exceeding five years. 

131. Water-tight bulkheads. 

R s , 4400 Every sea-going steamer, and every steamer navigating 
the great northern or northwestern lakes, carrying pas- 
sengers, the building of which shall be completed after 
the twenty-emhth day of August, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-one, shall have not less than tliree water-tight 
cross-bulk-heads, such buUr-heads to reach to the main- 
deck: in single-decked vessels, otherwise to the deck next 
below the main-deck; to be made of iron plates, sustained 
upon suitable frame-work ; and to be properly secured to 
the hull of the vessel. The position of such bulk-heads 
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and the strength of material of which the same shall be 
constructed shall be determined by the general rules of 
the board of supervising inspectors. 

Steam-vessels of one hundred tons burden or imder, en- 
gaged in the coastwise bays and harbors of the United 
States, may be licensed by the United States local inspect- 
ors of steam-vessels to carry pa.ssenaers or excursions on 
the ocean or upon the Great Lakes of the North or North- 
west, not exceeding fifteen miles from the mouth of such 
bays or harbors, without being required to have the three 
water-tight cross-bulkheads provided by section forty- 
four hundred and ninety or the Revised Statutes for 
other passenger steamers- Provided., That in the judg- 
ment of the local inspector such steamers shall be safe and 
suitable for such navigation without danger to human 
life, and that they shall have one water-tight collision 
bulkhead not less than five feet abaft the stem of said 
steamer. 

133 Life boats, lines, and preseivers. 

Every steam-vessel navigating rivers only, except ferry- 
boats, freight-boats, canal-boats, and towing-boats, of less 
than fifty tons, shall have at least one good substan- 
tial boat with lines attached, and properly supplied 
with oars, and kept in good condition at all tunes, and 
ready for immediate use, and in addition thereto, every 
such vessel carrying passengers shall have one or more 
metallic life-boats, fireproof, and in all respects good and 
substantial boats, of such dimensions and arrangements 
as the board of supervising inspectors by their regulations 
shall prescribe, which boats shall be carried m the most 
convenient manner to be brought into immediate use in 
case of accident But where the character of the naviga- 
tion is such that, m the opinion of the supervisinp in- 
spector, the metallic life-boats can be dispensed with, be 
may exempt any such vessel from carrying the same; or 
may require a substitute therefor, at his discretion 

Every such steam-vessel carrying passengers shall also 
be provided with a good life-preserver, made of suitable 
material, for every cabin passenger for which she will 
have accommodation, and also a good life-preserver or 
float for each deck or other class passenger which the 
inspector’s certificate shall allow her to carry, including 
the officers and crew ; which life-preservers or floats shall 
be kept in convenient and accessible places on such vessel 
in readiness for immediate use m case of accident. 

Every steamer navigating the ocean, or any lake, bay, 
or sound' of the United States, shall be provided with 
such numbers of lifeboats, floats, rafts, life-preservers, 
line-carrying projectiles, and the means of propelling 
them, and drags, as will best secure the safety of all per- 
sons on board such vessel in case of disaster; and every 
seagomg vessel carrying passengers, and every such ves- 
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sel navigating any of the northern or northwestern lakes, 
shall have the lifeboats required by law, provided with 
suitable boat-disengaging apparatus, so arranged as to 
allow such boats to be safely launched while such vessels 
are under speed or otherwise, and so as to allow such 
disengaging apparatus to be operated by one person, dis- 
engaging both ends of the boat simultaneously from the 
tackles by which it may be lowered to the water. And 
the board of supervising inspectors shall fix and deter- 
mine, by their rules and regulations, the character of life- 
boats, floats, rafts, life-preservers, Ime-carrying pro- 
jectiles, and the means of propelling them, and drags 
that shall be used on such vessels, and also the character 
and capacity of pumps or other appliances for freeing the 
steamer from water in case of heavy leakage, the capacity 
of such pumps or appliances being suited to the naviga- 
tion in which the steamer is employed. Every vessel 
subject to the provisions of this title [R S., 4399-4500] 
shall, while in operation, carry one life-preserver for each 
and every person allow^ed to be carried on said vessel by 
the certificate of inspection, including each member of 
the crew : Provided, however. That upon such vessels and 
under such conditions as are specified in section forty- 
four hundred and eighty-two floats may be substituted 
for life-preservers. Any person who willfully and know- 
ingly manufactures or sells, or offers for sale, or has in 
his possession with intent to sell, life-preservers contain- 
ing metal or other nonbuoyaiit material, for the purpose 
of increasing the weight thereof, or more metal or other 
such material than is reasonably necessary for the con- 
struction thereof, or who shall so manufacture, sell, offer 
for sale, or possess with intent to sell any other articles 
commonly used for preservation of life or the prevention 
of fire on board vessels subject to the provisions of this 
title, which articles shall be so defective as to be inef- 
ficient to accomplish the purposes for which they are 
respectively intended and designed, shall upon conviction, 
be fined not more than two thousand dollars, and may, in 
addition thereto, in the discretion of the court, be impris- 
oned not exceeding five years. 

The owner of any such steamer who neglects or refuses 
” to provide such life-boats, floats, rafts, life-preservers, 
line-carrying projectiles and the means of propelling 
them, drags, pumps, pr appliances, as are, under the pro- 
visions of the jireceding .section, required by the board of 

Pel) 14 , 100 , 1 , supervising inspectors, and approved by the Secretary of 

See 10 Commerce and Labor, shall be fined one thousand dollars. 

133. Stairways and deck room. 

a, s„ 4484 Evety such steam-vessel carrying passengers on the 
main-deck shall be provided with jpermanent stairways 
and other sufficient means, convenient to the passengers, 
for their escape to the upper deck, in case of the vessel 
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sinking or of other accident endangering life ; and in the 
stowage of freight upon such deck where passengers are 
carried, gangways or passages, sufficiently large to allow 
persons to pass freely through them, shall be left open 
both fore and aft of the vessd, and also to and along the 
guards on each side. 

The captain or mate of every such steam- vessel carrying R s , ass 
passengers upon the main-deck shall assign to all deck- 
passengers, when taking passage, the space on deck they 
may occupy during the voyage, and such space shall not 
thereafter be occupied by freight, nor overcrowded by 
other persons, nor shall freight be stowed about the boil- 
ers or machinery, in such a manner as to obstruct or pre- 
vent the engineer from readily attending to his duties. 

For every violation of the provisions of the two preced- ^ s , 4486 
ing sections the owners of the vessel shall be punished by 
a fine of three hundred dollars. 

134. Wire tlllei ropes. 

Every steamer carrying passengers shall bo provided ^ 
with such tiller ropes, tiller rods, or chains for the pur- j 
pose of steering and navigating the vessel, and such bell- 
pulls for signalizing the engineer from the pilot house, 
and such times or other arrangement to repeat back the 
signal to the pilot house, as may be prescribed hy the 
board of supervising inspectons, with the approval of the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor. 

135 Protection against fire 

Every steamer carrying passengers or freight shall be ® s ’/Yso,'- 
provided with suitable pipes and valves attached to the 
boiler to convey steam into the hold and to the difierent 
compartments thereof to extinguish fii’e, or such other 
suitable apparatus as may be prescribed by the regula- 
tions of the board of supervising mspectors, with the ap- 
proval of the Secretaiy of Commeice and Labor, for ex- 
tinguishing fire in the hold and compartments thereof 
by the introduction through pipes into such hold and 
compartments of carbonic acid gas or other fire-extin- 
guishmg gas or vapor ; and every stove used on board of 
any such vessel shall be well and securely fastened, so as 
to prevent it from bemg moved or overthrown, and all 
woodwork or other ignitible substances about the boilers, 
chiimieys, cook houses, and stovepipes, exposed to igni- _ 
tion shall be thoroughly shielded by some incombustible ' 
material in such a manner as to leave the air to circulate 
freely between such material and woodwork or other 
ignitible substance, and before granting a certificate of 
inspection the inspector shall require all other necessary 
provisions to be made throughout such vessel to guard 
against loss or danger from fire. 

Every steamer permitted by her certificate of inspec- ® 
tion to carry as many as fifty passengers, or upward, and 
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every steamer carrying passengers, which also carries 
cotton, hay, or hemp, shall be provided with a good 
double-acting steam fire-pump, or other equivalent appa- 
ratus for throwing water. Such piiinp or other apparatus 
lor throwing water shall be Icept at all times and at all 
seasons of the 3mar in good ordei and ready for immediate 
use, having at least two pipes of suitable dimensions, one 
on each side of the vessel, to convey the water to the 
upper decks, to which pipes there shall be attached, bv 
means of stop-cocks or valves, both between decks and on 
the upper deck, good and suitable hose of sufficient 
strength to stand a pressure of not less than one hundred 
pounds to the square inch, long enough to leach to all 
liarts of the vessel and properly provided with nozzles, 
and kept in good order and ready for iinniediate service. 
Every steamer exceeding two hundred tons burden and 
carrying passengers shall be provided with two good 
double-acting fire-pumps, to be worked by hand; each 
chamber of such pumps, except pumps upon steamers lu 
service on the twenty-eighth day of February, eighteen 
hundred and seventy-one, shall be of sufficient capacity 
to contain not less than one hundred cubic inches of 
water; and such pumps shall be placed m the most suit- 
able parts of the vessel for efficient service, having suit- 
able well-fitted hose to each pump, of at least one-half the 
vessel in length, kept at all times in perfect order, and 
shipped up and ready for immediate use. On every 
steamer not exceeding tivo hundred tons, one of such 
pumps may be dispensed with. Each fire-pump thus pre- 
scribed shall be supplied ivith water by means of a suit- 
able pipe connected therewith, and passing through the 
.side of the vessel so low as to be at all tunes undei' water 

june.io, iflos when she is afloat Every steamer shall also be provided 
Avith a pump which shall be of sufficient strength and 
suitably arranged to test the boilers thereof. 

B. .s., 4477 Every steamer carrying passengers during the night- 
time shall keep a suitable number of watchmen in the 
cabins, and on each deck, to guard agamst fire or other 
dangers, and to give alarm in case of accident or disaster 

E s, 4478 For any neglect to keep the watchmen required by the 
preceding section, the license of the officer in charge of the 
vessel for the time being shall be revoked; and every 
owner of such vessel ivlio neglects or refuses to furnish the 
number of men necessary to keep watch as required, shall 
be fined one thousand dollars. 

H s , 4470. Tiie board of supervising inspectors may require steam- 
ers carrying either passengers or freight to be provided 
with such number and kind of good and efficient portable 
fire-extinguishers as, in the judgment of the board, may 
be necessary to protect them from fire when such steamers 
are moored or lying at a wharf without steam to w'ork the 
pumps. 
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Every such steam vessel carrying passengers shall keep ® 
such fire buckets, axes, and 'water barrels as shall be pre- 
scribed by the regulations established by the board of 
buper'vising inspectors, with the approval of the Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor. The buckets and barrels shall 
be kept in convenient places and filled with water, to be in 
readiness in case of fire, and the axes shall be kept in good 
order and ready for immediate use Tanks of suitable 
dimensions and arrangement, or buckets in sufficient num- 
ber, may be substituted for barrels. 

Every barge carrying passengers, while in tow of any ® 
steamer, shall be subject to the provisions of this titW 
[R S , 4399-1500] relating to fire-buckets, axes, life-pre- 
servers, and yawls, to such extent as shall be prescribed 
by the board of supervising inspectors ; and for any vio- 
lation of this section the penalty shall be two hundred 
dollars, recoverable one-half for the use of the informer. 

136 Inflammable or explosive cargo 

Upon the application of any master or oiriier of any ® 
steam-vessel employed in the carriage of passengers, for a 
license to carry gunpowder, the local inspectors shall 
examine such vessel, and if they find that she is provided 
with a chest or safe composed of metal, or entirely lined 
and sheathed therewith, or if the vessel has one or more 
compartments thoroughly lined and sheathed with metal, 
at a secure distance from any fire, they may gi’ant a cer- 
tificate to that efiect, authorizing such vessel to carry as 
freight, within such chest, safes, or compartments, the 
article of gunpowder 

No loose hay, loose cotton, or loose hemp, camphene, n s 
nitroglycerin, naphtha, benzine, benzole, coal oil, crude or 
refined petroleum, or other like explosive burning fluids, gee 
or like dangerous articles, shall be carried as freight or 
used as stores on anj'^ steamer carrying passengers, nor 
shall balecl cotton or hemp bo carried on such steamers 
unless the bales are compactly pressed and thoroughly 
covered and secured in such manner as shall be prescribed 
by the regulations established by the board of supervising 
iiisjoectors with the approval of the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Laboi , nor Mall gunpowder be carried on any 
such vessel except under special license; nor shall oil of 
vitriol, nitric or other chemical acids be earned on such 
steamers except on the decks or guards thereof or in such 
other safe part of the vessel as shall be prescribed by the 
inspectors. Refined petrolenni, which will not ignite at a 
temperature less than one hundred and ten degrees of 
Fahrenheit tliermometer, may be carried on board such 
steamers upon routes where there is no other practicable 
mode of transporting it, and under such regulations as 
shall be prescribed by the board of supervi.sing inspectors 
with the approval of the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor , and oil or spirits of turpentine may be carried on 
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such steamers when put up in good metallic vessels or 
casks or barrels well and becurer}^ bound with iron and 
stowed in a secure part of the vessel ; and friction matches 
may be carried on such steamers when securely packed in 
.strong, tight chests or boxes, the covers of ■which shall bo 
Avell secured by locks, .screws, or other reliable fastenings, 
and stowed in a safe part of the vessel at a .secure distance 
from any fire or heat All such other provisions shall be 
made on every bteamer carrying passenger.s or frmght, to 
guard against and extinguish fire, as .shall be prescribed 
by the board of supervising inspectors and approved by 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor. Nothing in the 
foregoing or folloM'ing sections of this Act sliall prohibit 
the transportation by steam vessels of gaholme or any oi 
the products of petroleum when carried by motor vehicles 
(commonly known as automobiles) using the same as a 
source of motive power: Proinded, howerer, That all fire, 
if any, in such vehicles or automobiles be extinguished 
iinmediately after entering the said vessel, and that the 
same be not relighted until immediately before said vehi- 
cle shall leave the I’essel: Provided furtjici\ That any 
owner, master, agent, or other person having charge of 
pa,ssenger steam vessels shall have the right to refuse to 
transport automobile vehicles the tanks or which contain 
gasoline, naphtha, or other dangerous burning fluids. 

Provided^ however^ That nothing in the jirovislons of 
tliis Title shall prohibit the transportation by vessels not 
carrying passengers for hire, of gasoline or any of the 
]iroctucts of petrolemn for use ns a source of moti've power 
for the motoi' boats or launches of such vessels. 

Every bale of cotton or hemp that shall be shipped or 
carried on any passenger-steamer, without conforming to 
the pro'visions of the preceding section, shall be subject 
to a penalty of five dollars, and shall be liable to seizure 
and sale to secure the payment of such penalty. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor may grant per- 
mission to the owmer of any steam-vessel, to use any in- 
vention or process for the utilization of petroleum or 
other mineral oils or substances in the production of 
motive-power, and may make and enforce regulations con- 
cerning the application and use of the same for such pur- 
pose. But no such permission shall be granted, unless 
upon the certificate of the supervising inspector of steam- 
boats for the district wherein such vessel is registered, 
and other sati.sfactory proof that the use of the same is 
safe and efficient; and upon such proof, and the apiiroval 
of such certificate by the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor, st special license for the use of such process or in- 
vention shall issue under the seal of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor may permit the 
use of petroleum as fuel on steamers not carrying passen* 
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gers, without the certificate of the supervising inspector 
of the district where the vessel is to be used, subject to 
such conditions and safeguards as the Secretary ot Com- 
merce and Labor in his judgment shall provide. For a 
luolation of any of the conditions imposed by the Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor a penalty of five hundred 
dollars shall be imposed, which penalty shall be a lien 
upon the vessel, but a bond may, as provided in other 
cases, be given to secure the satisfaction of the j'udgment. 

All gunpowder, nitro-glycerine, camphene, naphtha, k. s , 4475 
benzine, benzole, coal-oil, crude or refined petroleum, oil 
of vitriol, nitric or other chemical acids, oil or spirits of 
turpentine, friction-matches, and all other articles of like 
character, when packed or put uii for shipment, shall be 
securely packed and put up separately from each other 
and from all other articles ; and the package, box, cask, 
or other vessel containing the same shall be distinctly 
marked on the outside, with the name or description ot 
the article contained therein 

Every person who packs or puts up, or causes to be ® ® 
packed or put up for shipment, any gunpowder, nitro- 
glycerine, camphene, naphtha, benzine, benzole, coal-oil, 
crude or refined petroleum, oil of vitriol, nitric or other 
chemical acids, oil or spirits of turpentine, friction- 
matches, or other articles of like character otherwise than 
as directed by the preceding section, or who Imowingly 
ships or attempts to ship the same, or delivers the same 
to any such vessels as stores unless duly packed and 
marked, shall be deemed gaiilty of a misdemeanor, and 
punished by a fine not exceeding two thousand dollars, or 
imprisoiunent not exceeding eighteen months, or both; 
one-half of the fine to go to the informer, and the articles 
to be liable to seizure and forfeiture. 

Every person who knoivingly transjiorts, or delivers oi as, 5868 
causes to be delivered, nitro-glycerme, nitroleum or blast' 
ing-oil or nitrated oil, or powder mixed with any such oil, 
or fiber saturated with any such substance or article, on 
board any vessel or vehicle whatever, employed in convey- 
ing passengers by land or water between any place in a 
foreign country and any place within the United States, 
or between a place in one State, Territory, or district of 
the United States and a place in any otlier State, Terri- 
tory, or district thereof, shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than one thousand dollars nor more than ten thousand 
dollars ; one-half to the use of the informer. 

When the death of any person is caused by the explo- a s., 6364 
sion of any quantity of such articles, or either of them, 
while the same is bemg placed upon any vessel or vehicle, 
to be transported m violation of the preceding section, 
or while the same is being so transported, or while 
the same, is being removed from such vessel or vehicle, 
every person who knowuigly placed or aided, or permit- 
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ted the placing of such articles upon such vessel or vehicle, 
to be so transported, is guilty of manslaughter, and shall 
.suffer iinpri,sonmont for a period not less than two years 

Every person ivho knowingly ships, sends, or forwards 
any quantity of the article.s mentioned m section fifty- 
three hundred and fifty-three, or who transports the same 
by any mode of conveyance upon land or water, betiveeii 
any oi' the places specified in that section, unless such arti- 
cles be securely inclosed, deposited, or packed in a metallic 
vessel surrounded by plaster of Pans, or other non-explo- 
sive material when saturated wuth such oil, and separated 
from all other substances, and the outside of the pacicagc 
be marked, printed, or labeled m a conspicuous manner 
Avith the AA’ords “■ nitro-gl3merine ; dangerous,” shall be 
punished b^f a fine of not less than ojie thousand nor moie 
than five thousand dollars; one-half to the use of the 
informer. 

It shall not be lawful to transport, carry, or convey, 
ship, deliver on board, or cause to be delivered on board, 
the substance or article known or designated as nitro- 
glycerine, or glynom oil, nitroleum or blasting oil, or 
nitrated oil, oi poAvder mixed Avith any such oil, or fiber 
•saturated Avith any .such article, or substance, upon or in 
any vessel or A'eliicle used or employed m transporting 
passengers by land or Avator between a place in any for- 
eign countiy and a jilace AVithin the limits of any State, 
Territory, or district of the United States, or betAA’een a 
place in' one State, Territory, or district of the United 
States, and a place in any other State, Territory, or dis- 
trict thereof. 

It shall not be laAvful to ship, send, or forward any 
quantity of the substances or articles named m flic preced- 
ing section, or to tramsport, conveyj ,or carry the same by 
a vessel or vehicle of any description, upon land or 
37ater, between a place m a foreign country and a place 
withm the United States, or between a place in one State, 
Territory, or district of the United States, and a place in 
any other State, Territory, or district thereof, unless the 
•same shall be securely enclosed, deposited, or packed in a 
metallic vessel surrounded by plaster of Pans, or other 
material that will be non-explosive Avhen saturated Avith 
such oil or substance, and separate from all other sub- 
stances, and the outside of the package containing the 
same be marked, printed, or labeled in a con.spicuous man- 
ner with the words “ Nitro-glycerine, dangerous.” 

The two preceding sections shall not be so construed as 
to prevent any State, Territory, district, city, or town 
within the United States from regulating or from prohib- 
iting the traffic in or transportation of those substances, 
between persons or places lying or being within their re- 
^ective territorial limits, or from prombiting the intro- 
duction therebf into such limits, for sale, use, or con- 
sumption therein. 
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137. Carnage of passengers 

The inspectors shall stale in every certificate of inspec- R ^ , 4464 
tion granted to steamers carrying passengers, other than 
ferry-boats, the number of passengers of each cla.ss that 
any such steamer has accommodations for, and can carry 
with prudence and safety 

It shall not be lawful to take on board of any steamer a ® ® 
greater number of passengers than is stated in the certifi- 
cate of uispection ; and for every violation of this provi- 
sion the master or owner shall be liable, to any person 
suing for the same, to forfeit the amount of passage- 
money and ten dollars for each passenger beyond the 
number allovred. 

Any steam vessel engaged in the business of towing vcs- 
sels, rafts, or water craft of any land, also steam vessels ’ 

engaged m oyster dredging and planting, and fishing 
steamers engaged in food fishing on the Great Lakes and 
all other inland waters of the United States, and not carry- 
ing passengers, may be authorized and licensed by the 
su 2 iervising insiiector of the district in which said .steamer 
shall be employed to carry on board such number of per- 
sons, in addition to its crew, as the supervising inspector, 
in his judgment, shall deem necessary to carry on the 
legitimate Dusiiiess of such towing, oyster and fishing 
steamers, not exceeding, however, one person to every 
net ton of measurement of said steamers: Provided, how- 
I ever, That the person so allowed to be carried shall not 
be carried for hire 

Every steam-vessel licen.sed under the foregoing section 
shall carry and have on board, in accessible places, one 
life-preserver for every person allowed to be carried, in 
addition to those provided for the crew of such vessel 

If any passenger-steamer engages in excursions, the 
inspectors shall issue to such steamer a special permit, in 
writing, for the occasion, in which shall be stated the 
additional number of passengers that may be earned, and 
the number and kind of life-saving appliances that shall 
be provided for the safety of such additional passengers ; 
and they shall also, in their discretion, limit the route and 
distance for such excursions 

The master of every passenger-steamer shall keep a cor- ^ ® 
rect list of all the passengers received and delivered from 
day to day, noting the paces where received and where 
landed, which record shall he open to the mspeclion of 
the inspectors and officers of the customs at all times ; and 
the aggregate number of passenger.s shall be furnished to 
inspectors as often'as called for ; but on routes not exceed- 
ing one hundred miles, the nmnlier of passengers, if kept, 
shall be sufficient. 

Every master of any passenger-steamer who fails, ^ s , 4468. 
through negligence or design, to keep a list of passengers, 
as required by the preceding section, shall be liable to a 
penalty pf one hundred dollars, 
mna—os P 
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r. s , The penalties imposed by sections foi'ty-fonr hundred 

and sixty-five and forty-t’onr hundi’ed and sixty-eioht 
shall lie a hen upon tlio vessel in each case ; but a bond 
may, as proinded in other cases, be given to secure the 
satisfaction of the ludgment. 

138. Oartlflcata of inspection. 

H s , 4121 1101611 the inspection of a steam-vessel is completed and 

the inspectors approve the vessel and her equipment 
throughout, they shall make and subscribe a certificate to 
the collector or other chief officer of the cuslonis of the 
district in which such inspection has been made, in accord- 
ance with the form and regulations prescribed by the 
board of supervising inspectors Such certificate shall be 
verified by the oaths of the inspectors signing it, before 
the chief officer of the customs of the district, or any 
other person competent by law to administer oaths If 
the inspectors renise to grant a certificate of approval, 
they shall make a statement in writing, and sign the same, 
giving the reasons for their disapproval 

j\im‘H,inoo Upon such ins2iection and approval, the inspectors 
shall also make and subscribe a temporary certificate, 
which shall set forth siibstantiallv the fact of such inspec- 
tion and aiiproval, and shall deliver the same to the mas- 
ter or owner of (he vessel, and shall Iceep a copy thereof on 
file in their office. The said temporary certificate shall be 
carried and exposed by vessels in the same manner as is 
provided in section forty-four hundred and twenty-three 
for copies of the regnhuq certificate, and the form thereof 
and the period during which it. is to be in force .shall be as 
lirescribed by the board of sniiervising instiectors, or the 
executive committee thereof, as provided in section forty- 
four hundred and five And such temporary certificate, 
during .such period and prior to the delivery to the master 
or owner of tlio copies of the regular certificate, shall take 
the place of, and be a substitute for, such copies of the 
regular certificate of inspection, as required by sections 
forty- four hundred and twenty -three, forty- four hundred 
and twenty-four, and forty-four hundred and twenty-six, 
and for the purposes of said sections, and shall also, dur- 
ing such period, be a substitute for the regular certificate 
of inspection as required by section forty-four hundred 
and ninety-eight luid for the purposes of said section until 
such regular certificate of ins]Dection has been filed with 
the collector or other chief officer of customs. Such tem- 
porary certificate shall also be subject to revocation in 
the manner and under the conditions provided in section 
forty-four hundred and fifty-three. No vessel required 
to be inspected under the provisions of this title shall be 
navigated without having on board an unexpired regular 
certificate of inspection or such temporary certificate. 

R. s , 4428 , Every collector or other chief officer of the customs 
3*’ original certificates of the inspectors 

required to be delivered to him, and shall give to the mas- 
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ter or owner of the vessel therein named' throe certified 
collies thereof, two of which sliall be placed by such mas- 
ter or owner in conspicuous places in the vessel where they 
will be most likely to be observed by passengers and 
others, and there kept at all tunes, framed under glass, 
and the other shall be retained by such master or owner 
as evidence of the authority thereby conferred : Provided, 
however, That where it is not practicable to so expose said 
copies they shall be carried in the vessel in .such manner 
as shall be prescribed by the regulations established by 
the board of supervising inspectors with the approval of 
the Secretary or Commerce and Labor. 

Wlienever any ]passenger IS received on board any steam- ^ ® 
vessel not liavhig the certified copies of the certificate of 
approval placed and kept as required by this Title [E. S., 
4^9-4600], or whenever any passenger steam- vessel re- 
ceives or carries any gunpowder on board, not having a 
certificate authorizing the same, and a certified copy 
thereof placed and kept as required, or .sliall carry any 
gunpowder at a place or in a manner not authorized by 
such certificate, such steam-vessel shall be liable to a 
penalty of one hundred dollars for each offense 

139. ExlLiUit of laws. 

Every master, or commander of any steam-vessel carry- s 
mg passengers shall keep on board of such vessel at least 
two copies of the provisions of this Title [E. S , 4399- 
4500], to be furnished to him by the Secretary of Com- 
nierce and Labor, and if the master or commander iieglecte 
or refuses to do so, or shah unreasonably refuse to exhibit 
a copy of the same to auy jiassenger who asks for it, he 
shall be liable to a penalty of twenty dollars. 

140. Inspectors and officers of steam-vessels. 

Each supervising inspector shall watch over all parts of ® 
the territory assigned to him, shall visit, confer with, and 
examine into the doings of the local' boards of inspectors 
within his district, and shall mstruct them in the proper 
performance of their duties ; and shaU, 'whenever he thinks 
it expedient, visit any vessels hcenaed, and examine into 
their condition, for the purpose of ascertaimug 'v^hether 
the provisions of this Title [E. S., 4S99-4500] have been 
observed, and complied with, both by the board of inspect- 
ors and the master and owners. All masters, engineerb, 
mates, and pilots of .such vessels shall answer all reason- 
able inquiries, and shall give all the information in their 
power in regard to any such vessel so visited, and her 
machinery for steaming, and the maimer of managing 
both. 

Whenever a supervising inspector ascertains to his sat- 
isfaction that any master, mate, engineer, pilot, or owner 
of anv steam-vessel fails to perform his duties according 
to the provisions of this Title [B,. S , 4899-4.500] , he shall 
report the facts m writing to the board of local inspectors 
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Ill the district where the vessel was inspected or belongs , 
and, if need be, he shall cause the negligent or offending 

f iarty to be prosecuted; and if the supervising inspectoi 
las good reason to believe there has been, through negh- 
gence or any other cause, a failure of the board which 
inspected the vessel to do its duty, he shall report the facts 
in writing to the Secretary of Oommerce and Labor who 
shall cause immediate investigation into the truth of the 
complaint, and, if he deems the cause sufficient, shall 
remove any officer found delinquent. 

When any hcensed officer is employed on a steamer in a 
distiict distant fiom any local board of inspectors, such 
inspectors, or the supervising inspector of the district, 
may grant a renewal of his license, without such licensed 
officer being personally present, under such regulations as 
the board of supervising inspectors shall prescribe. 

All officers licensed imder the provisions of this Title 
[R S., 4399-A600] .shall assist the inspectors in their ex- 
amination of any vessel to which .such licensed officers 
belong, and shall point out all defects and iinperfections 
known to them in the hull, equipments, boilers, or ma- 
chinery of such vessel, and also shall make laiown to the 
inspectors, at the earliest opportunity, all accidents or 
occurrences producing serious injury to the A^essel, her 
boilers, her machinery ; and in default thereof the license 
of any such officer so neglectmg or refusing shall be 
revoked. 

If any licensed officer shall, to the hindrance of com- 
merce, wrongfully or unreasonably refuse to serve in his 
official capacity on any vessel as authorized by the terms 
of Ins certificate of license, or shall fail to deliver to the 
applicant for such service at the tune of such refusal, if 
the same shall be demanded, a statement in writing as- 
signing good and sufficient reasons therefor, or if any 
pilot or engineer shall refuse to admit into the pilot house 
or engine room any person whom the master or OAvner of 
the vessel may desire to place there for the purpose of 
learning the profession, his license shall be revoked or 
suspended upon the same proceedhigs as are provided in 
other cases of revocation or suspension of such licenses. 

The local boards of inspectors shall investigate all acts 
of incompetency or misconduct committed by any hcensed 
officer Avhile acting under the authority of his license, and 
shall have power to summon before them any Avitnesses 
Avithin their respectiAm districts, and compel their attend- 
ance by a similar process as in the United States circuit or 
district courts; and they may administer all necessary 
oaths to any mtnesses thus summoned before them ; and 
after reasonable notice in writing, given to the alleged 
delinquent, of the time and place of such investigation, 
such tvitnesses shall be examined, under oath, touching 
the performance of his duties by any such licensed officer ; 
and if the board shall be satisfied that such licensed officer 
is incompetent, or has been guilty of misbehavior, negh- 
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gence, or unskillfulness, or has endaiigered life, or will- 
fully violated any provision of this Title [R. S., 4899- 
4600J, they shall immediately suspend oi revoke his 
license. 

141. Liability for damage. 

Whenever damage is sustained by any passenger, or his 
baggage, from explosion, fire, collision, or other cause, the 
master and the ownei of such vessel, or either of them, 
and the vessel shall be liable to each and every person so 
injured, to the full amount of damage, if it happens 
through any neglect, or failure to comjily with the pro- 
visions of this Title [R. S., 4399-4500], or through known 
defects, or imperfections of the steam apparatus or of 
the hull; ancl any person sustaining loss, or injury 
through the carelessness, negligence, or willful miscon- 
duct of any master, mate, engineer, or pilot, or his 
neglect or refusal to obey the laws governing the naviga- 
tion of such steamers, may sue such master, mate, engi- 
neer, or pilot, and recover damages for any such injury 
caused by any such master, mate, engineer, or pilot. 

142 Enf 01 cement and penalty. 

All collectors, or other chief officers of the customs and 
all inspectors within the several districts, shall enforce 
the provisions of this Title [R. S , 4399-4500] against 
all steamers arriving and departing 

Every collector, or other chief officer of the customs, or 
mspector, who negligently, or intentionally omits any 
duty under the preceding section, shall be liable to re- 
moval from office, and to a penalty of one hundred dol- 
lars for each offense, to be sued for in an action of debt. 

If any vessel propelled in whole or in part by steam be 
navigated without complying with the terms of this title 
[R. S., 4399-4500] , the owner shall be liable to the United 
States in a penalty of live hundred doUars for each 
offense, one-half for the use of the informer, for which 
sum the vessel so navigated shall be liable, and may be 
seized and proceeded against by way of libel in any dis- 
trict court of the United States having jurisdiction of the 
offense. Persons or corporations chartering or engaging 
or contracting for the use of vessels subject to this title, 
under such terms and conditions that they have full and 
exclusive control of the management and operation of 
such vessels, shall be subject to the same penalties for 
violations of the provisions of this title [R. S., 4399-4500] 
as are now imposed upon owners of vessels thereunder, 
and 111 such cases the owners shall not be liable to such 
penalties for such violations by'^such charterers or con- 
tractors. 

The penalty for the violation of any provision of this 
Title [R. S., 4399-4500], not otherwise specially provided 
for, shall be a fine of five hundred dollars, recoverable 
one-half for the use of the iiifoiinei*. 
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143. Acoommodations 

Pew ’"() 1007 shall not be lawful for the master of a steamship or 

Sec 41 ' other vessel whereon emigiant jiassengers, or passengers 

other than cabin passcngens, have been taken at any port 
or place in a foreign country or dominion (ports and 
places in foreign territory contiguous to the United States 
excepted) to bring such vessel and passengers to any port 
or place iii the United States unless the compartments, 
spaces, and accommodations hereinafter mentioned have 
been provided, allotted, maintained, and used for and by 
such passengers during the entire voyage; that is to say, 
ill a steamship, the compartments or spaces, unobstructed 
by cargo, .store.s, or goods, shall be of sufficient dimensions 
to allow for each and every passenger carried or brought 
therein one hundred cubic feet, it the compartment or 
space IS located on the mam deck or on the first deck next 
below the mam deck of the vessel, and one hundred and 
twenty cubic feet for each passenger carried or hi ought 
therein if the compartment or space is located on the .sec- 
ond deck below the main deck of the vessel ; and it shall 
not be lawful to carry or bring passengers on any deck 
other than the decks above mentioned. And in sailing- 
vessels such passengers shall be carried or brought only 
on the deck (not being an orlop deck) that is next below 
the mam deck of the vessel, or in a poop or deck-house 
constructed on the mam deck; and the compartment or 
space, unobstructed by cargo, stores, or goods, shall be of 
sufficient dimensions to allow one hundred and ten cubic 
feet for each and every passenger brought therein. And 
such passengers shall not be carried or brought in any 
betiVeeii-decks, nor m any compartment, space, poop, or 
deck-house, the height of which from declc to deck is less 
than six feet. In computing the number of such passen- 
gers carried or brought in any vessel, children under one 
year of age shall not be included, and two children be- 
tween one and eight years of age shall be counted as one 
passenger; and any person brought in such vessel who

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.^hall have been, during the voyage, taken from any other 
vessel wrecked or in distress on the high seas, or have 
been picked up at sea from any boat, raft, or otherwise, 
shall not be included in such computation The master of 
a vessel coming to a ^lort or place m the United States m 
violation of either of the provisions of this section shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor ; and if the number 
of passengers other than cabin passengers carried or 
brought in the vessel, or in any compartment, space, poop, 
or deck-house thereof, is greater than the nmnber allowed 
to be carried or brought therein, respectively, as hereinbe- 
fore prescribed, the said master shall be fined fifty dollars 
for each and every passenger m excess of the prosier num- 
ber, and may also be imprisoned not exceeding six months. 

[For section one, on and after January first, 1909, sub- 
stitute the following.] It shall not be laivful for the 
master of a steamship or other veasel whereon imnugraiit 
passengers, or passengers other than cabin passengers, 
have been taken at any port or place in a foreign country 
or dominion (ports and places in foreign territory con- 
tiguous to the United States excepted) to bring such ves- 
sel and passengers to any port or place in the United 
States unless the compartments, spaces, and accommoda- 
tions hereinafter mentioned have been provided, allotted, 
maintained, and used for and by such passengers during 
the entire voyage ; that is to say, m a steamship, the com- 
partments or spaces, unobstructed by cargo, stores, or 
goods, shall be of sufficient dimensions to allow for each 
and every passenger carried or brought therein eighteen 
clear superficial feet of deck allotted to his or her use,df 
the compartment or space is located on the mam deck or 
on the first deck next below the mam deck of the vessel, 
and twenty clear superficial feet of deck allotted to his or 
her use for each passenger carried or brought therein if 
the compartment or space is located on the second deck 
below the mam deck of the vessel' Provided, That if the 
height between the low'er passenger deck and the deck 
immediately above it is less than seven feet, or if the aper- 
tures (exclusive of the side scuttles) through which light 
and air are admitted together to the loiver passenger deck 
are less m size than m tlie proportion of three square feet 
to every one hundred superficial feet of that deck, the 
ship shall not carry a greater number of passengers on 
that deck than in the proportion of one passenger to 
every thirty clear superficial feet thereof. It shall not 
be lawful to carry or bring passengers on any deck other 
than the decks above mentioned.

In computing the number of such passengers 
carried or brought in any vessel, children under one year 
of age shall not be included, and two children between 
one and eight years of age shall be counted as one pas- 
senger, and any person brought in any such A^e.ssel who 
shall have been, during the voyage, taken from any other 
vessel wrecked or in distress on the high seas, or have 
been picked up at sea from any boat, raft, or otherwise, 
shall not be included in such computation The master 
of a vessel coming to a port or place m the United States 
in violation of either of the provisions of this section shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor , and if the number of 
passengers other than cabin passengers carried or brought 
111 the vessel, or in anj'' compartment, space, poop, or deck 
house thereof, is greater than the number allowed to be 
carried or brought therein, respectively, as hereinbefore 
proscribed, the said master shall be fined fifty dollars for 
each and every passenger in excess of the proper number, 
and may also be imprisoned not exceeding six months. 
This section shall take effect on January first, nineteen 
hundred and nine. 

Auff 2. iaK2 In every such steamship or other vessel there shall be a 
■ sufficient number of berths for the proper accommodation 
as hereinafter provided, of all such passengers. There 
shall not be on any deck nor in any compartment or space 
occupied by such passengers more than two tiers of berths. 
The berths shall be properly constructed, and be separated 
from each other by partitions, as berths ordinarily are 
separated, and each berth shall be at least two feet in 
width and six feet in length; and the interval between 
the floor or lowest part of the lower tier of berths and the 
deck beneath them shall not be less than six inches, nor the 
interval between each tier of berths, and the interval be- 
tween the uppermost tier and the deck above it, les.s than 
two feet six inches; and each berth shall be occupied by 
not more than one passenger over eight years of age ; but 
double berths of twice the above-mentioned width may be 
provided, each double berth to be occupied by no more 
and by none other than two women, or by one woman and 
tivo children under the age of eight years, or by husband 
and wife, or by a man and two of his oavii children under 
the age of eight years, or by two men personally ac- 
quainted with each other. All the male passengers up- 
wards of fourteen years of age who do not occupy berths 
with their ivives shall be berthed in the fore part of the 
vessel, in a compartment divided off from the space or 
spaces appropriated to the other passengers by a substan- 
tial and well-secured bulkhead ; and unmarried female 
passengers shall be berthed in a compartment separated 
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fi'om the spaces occupied by other passengers by a sub- 
stantial and well-constructed bulkhead, the opening or 
communication from which to an adjoining passenger 
space shall be so constructed that it can be closed and se- 
cured, Families, however, shall not be separated except 
with their consent. Each berth shall be numbered se- 
rially, on the outside berth-board, according to the num- 
ber of passengers that may lawfully occupy the berth; 
and the berths occupied by such passengers shall not be 
removed or taken down until the expiration of twelve 
hours from the time of entry, unless previously inspected 
within a shorter period For any violation of either of 
the provisions of this section the master of the vessel shall 
be liable to a fine of five dollars for each passenger car- 
ried or brought on the vessel. 

144. Light and air 

Every such steamship or other vessel shall have ade- 
quate provisions for affording light and air to the iiassen- 
ger-decks and to the compartments and spaces occupied by 
such passengers, and with adequate means and appliances 
for ventilating the said compartments and spaces. To 
compartments haidng sufficient space for fifty or more of 
such passengers at least two ventilators, each not less than 
twelve inches in diameter, shall be provided, one of which 
ventilators shall be inserted m the forward part of the 
compartment, and the other in the after part thereof, and 
shall be so constructed as to ventilate the compartment; 
and additional ventilators shall be provided for each 
compartment in the proportion of two ventilators for each 
additional fifty of such passengers carried or brought in 
the compartment. All ventilators shall be carried at least 
SIX feet above the uppermost deck of the vessel, and shall 
be of the most approved form and construction. In any 
steamship the ventilating appaxatus provided, or any 
method of ventilation adopted thereon, which has been 
approved by the proper emigration officers at the port or 
place from which said vessel was cleared, shall be deemed 
a compliance with the foregoing provisions; and in all 
vessels carrymg or bringing such passengers there shall be 
properly-constructed hatchways over the compartments 
or spaces occupied by such passengers, which hatchway 
shall be properly covered with houses or booby hatches, 
and the combings or sills of which shall rise at least six 
inches above the deck; and there shall be proper com- 
panion-ways or ladders from each hatchway leading to 
the compartments or spaces occupied by such passengers ; 
and the said comiianion-ways or ladders shall be securely 
constructed, and be provided with hand-rails or strong 
rope, and, when the weather will permit, such passengers 
shall have the use of each hatchway situated over the com- 
partments or spaces appropriated to their use; and every 
vessel carrymg or bringing such passengers shall have a 
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propel ly located and constructed caboose and cooking- 
range, or other cooking apparatus, the dimensions and 
capacity of which shall be sufficient to provide for prop- 
erly cooking and preparing the food of all such passen- 
gers. In every vessel carrying or bringing such passengers 
thei’e shall be at least two water-closets or privies, and an 
additional water-closet or privy for every one hundred 
male passengers on board, for the exclusive use of such 
male passengers, and an additional water-closet or privy 
for every fifty female passengers on board, for the exclusive 
use of the female passengers and young children on board 
The aforesaid water-closets and privies shall be properly 
enclosed and located on each side of the vessel, and shall 
be separated from passengers’ spaces by substantial and 
properlv-constrncted partitions or bulkheads; and the 
water-closets and privies shall be kept and maintained m 
a .serviceable and cleanly condition throughout the voyage. 
For any violation of either of the provisions of this sec- 
tion, or for any neglect to conform to the requirements 
thereof, the master of the vessel shall be liable to a penalty 
not exceeding two hundred and fifty dollars. 

145. Provisions. 

An allowance of good, -wholesome, and proper food, 
with a reasonable quantity of fie.sh provisions, which food 
shall be equal in value to one and a half na-vy rations of 
the United States, and of fresh water, not less than four 
quarts jier day, shall be furnished each of such passengers 
Three meals shall he sened daily, at regular and stated 
hours, of which hours sufficient notice shall be given. If 
any such passengers shall at any time during the imyage 
be put on short allowance for food and Avater, the master 
of the vc.s.sel shall pay to eacli passenger three dollars 
for each and eimry day the passenger may have been put 
on short allowance, except in case of accidents, where the 
captain is obliged to put the passengers on short allow- 
ance. Mothers -with infants and yoimg children shall be 
furnished the necessary quantity of wholesome milk or 
condensed milk for the sustenance of the latter. Tables 
and seats shall be proAuded for the use of passengers at 
regular meals. And for every willful violation of any of 
the provisions of this .section the master of the vessel shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be fined not 
more than five Iiimdred dollars, and be imprisoned for a 
term not exceeding six months. The enforcement of this 
penalty, however, .shall not affect the civil responsibility 
of the 'master and owners of the vessel to such passengers 
as may have suffered from any negligence, breach of con- 
tract, or default on the part of such master and owners 

146, MTadical atteadance. 

In every such steamship or' other vessel there shall be 
properly built and secured, or divided off' from other 
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spaces, two compartments or spaces to be used exclusively 
as hospitals for such passengers, one for men and the 
other for women The hospitals shall be located in a space 
not beloAV the deck next belorv the main deck of the vessel. 
The hospital spaces shall in no case be less than in the 
proportion of eighteen clear superficial feet for every fifty 
such passengers who are carried oi brought on the vessel, 
and such hospitals shall be supplied with proper beds, 
bedding, and utensils, and be kept so supplied throughout 
the voyage. And every steamship or other vessel carry- 
ing or bringing emigrant passengers, or passengers other 
than cabin passengers, exceeding fifty m number, shall 
carry a duly qualified and competent surgeon or medical 
practitioner, who shall be rated as such in the ship's arti- 
cles, and who shall be pronded with surgical instruments, 
medical comforts, and medicines proper and necessary for 
diseases and accidents incident to sea- voyages, and for the 
proper medical treatment of such passengers during the 
voyage, and with such articles of food and nourishment as 
may be proper and necessary for preserving the health of 
infants and young children ; and the services of such sur- 
geon or medical practitioner shall be promptly given, in 
any case of sicleness or disease, to any of the passengers, or 
to any infant or young child of any such passengers, who 
may heed his services. For a violation of either of the 
provisions of this section the master of the vessel shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding two hundred and fifty 
dollars. 

147. Discipline and cleanliness. 

The master of every such steamship or other vessel is 
authorized to maintain good discipline and such habits of 
cleanliness among such passengers as will tend to the 
preservation and promotion of health, and to that end he 
shall cau.se such regulations a.s he may adopt for such pur- 
pose to be posted up on board the vessel, in a place or 
places accessible to such passengers, and shall keep the 
same so posted up during the voyage. The said master 
shall cause the compartments and spaces provided for, or 
occupied by, such passengers to be kept at all times in a 
clean and healthy condition, and to be, as often as may be 
necessary, disinfected with chloride of lime, or by some 
other equally efficient disinfectant Whenever the state 
of the weather aviU permit, such passengers and then- 
bedding shall be musteied on deck, and a clear and suffi- 
cient space on the main or any upper deck of the vessel 
shall be set apart, and so kept, for the use and exercise 
of such passengers during the voyage. For each neglect 
or violation of any of the provisions of this section the 
master of the vessel shall be liable to a penalty not ex- 
ceedmg two hundred and fifty dollars. 
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148. Privacy of passengers 

Neither the officers, seamen, nor other persons employed 
on an}^ such steamship or other vessel shall visit or ire- 
quent any part of the vessel provided or assigned to the 
nse of such passengers, except by the direction or permis- 
sion of the master of such vessel first made or given for 
such purpose ; and every officer, seaman, or other person 
employed on board of such vessel who shall violate the 
provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and may be fined not exceeding one hmidred 
dollars, and be imprisoned not exceeding twenty days, for 
each violation ; and the master of such vessel who directs 
or jiermits any officer, seaman, or other person employed 
on board the vessel to visit or frequent any part of the 
vessel provided for or assigned to tlie use of such jpassen- 
gers, or the compartments or spaces occupied by such 
passengers, except for the purpose of doing or performing 
some necessary act or duty as an officer, seaman, or other 
person employed on board of the vessel, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and may be fined not more than 
one hundred dollars for each time he directs or permits 
the provisions of this section to be violated. A copy of 
this section, written or printed in the language or princi- 
pal languages of the passengers on board, shall, by or 
under the direction of the ma.ster of the vessel, be posted 
in a conspicuous place on the forecastle and in the several 
part.s of the vessel provided and assigned for the use of 
such passengers, and in each compartment or space occu- 
pied by .such passengers, and the same shall be kept so 
posted during the voyage; and if the said master neglects 
.so to do, he .shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall be fined not more than one liiindred dollars 

149 Explosives; cattle 

It sliall not be lawful to take, carry, or have on board of 
any such steamship or other vessel any nitro-glycerine, 
dynamite, or any other explosive article or compound, nor 
any vitriol or like acids, nor gunpowder, except for the 
ship’.s use, nor any article or niunber of articles, whether 
as a cargo or ballast, which, by reason of the nature or 
quantity or mode of storage thereof, shall, eitlier singly 
or collectively, be lilcely to endanger the health or lives of 
tlie pa.s,sengers or the safety of the ve.ssel, and hor.ses, cat- 
tle, or other animals taken on board of or brought in any 
such vessel .shall not be carried on any deck oelow tlie 
deck on which passengers are berthed, nor in any com- 
partment in which passengers are berthed, nor in any 
adjoining compartment except in a vessel built of iron, 
and of which the compartments are divided off by water- 
tight bulkheads extending to the upper declc For every 
violation of any of tlie provisions of this section the mas- 
ter of the vessel shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall be fined not exceeding one thomsand dollars, and 
be imprisoned for a period' not exceeding one year. 
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150. Boarding vessel; passenger list 

It shall not be lawful for the master of any such steam- 
ship or other vessel, not in distress, after the arrival of 
the vessel within any collection di.strict of the United 
States, to allow any iierson or persons, except a pilot, 
oficer of the customs, or health officer, agents of the ves- 
sel, and consuls, to come on board 'of the vessel, or to 
leave the vessel, until the vessel has been taken in charge 
by an officer of the customs, nor, after charge so taken, 
without leave of such officer, until all the passengers, 
with their baggage, have been duly landed from the ves- 
sel; and on the arrival of any such steamship or other 
vessel within any collection district of the United States, 
the master shall submit for inspection to the officer of 
customs who firat makes demand therefor, and shall sub- 
sequently deliver with his* manifest of cargo on entry, a 
correct list, signed and verified on oath by the master, of 
all passengers taken on board the vessel at any foreign 
port or place, specifying, in the in aimer to be prescribed 
from time to tune by the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor, the name of each passenger, age (if a child of 
eight years or under) , sex, maiTied or single, location of 
compartment or space occupied during the voyage (if 
the passenger be other than a cabin passenger) , whether 
a citizen of the United States, number of pieces of bag- 
gage, and if any passenger die on the voyage the list 
shall specify the name, age, and cause of death of each 
deceased passenger For a violation of either of the pro- 
visions or this section, or for permitting or neglecting to 
prevent a violation thereof, the master of the vessel shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to prescribe from time to tune and 
enforce regulations governing the boarding of vessels 
arriving at the seaports of the United States, before such 
vessels nave been properly inspected and placed in se- 
curity, and for that purpose to employ any of the officers 
of that Department. 

Each person viola tuig such regulations shall be subject 
to a penalty of not more than one hundred dollars or 
imprisonment not to exceed six months, or both, in the 
discretion of the court. 

This Act shall be construed as supplementary to sec- 
tion nine of chapter three hundred and .seventy four of 
the Statutes of eighteen hundred and eighty-two, and 
section forty-six hundred and six of the Revised Statutes 

Each and every collector of customs to whom shall be 
delivered the manifests or lists of passengers prescribed 
by the twelfth section of the act aforesaid, approved

161 Death of passenger 

In case there shall have occurred on board any such 
steamship or other vessel any death among such passen- 
gers diiriiiff the voyage, the master or consignees of the 
vessel shall, within forty-eight hours after the arrival of 
the vessel within a collection di.strict of the United States, 
or within twenty-four hours after the entry of the vessel, 
pay to the collector of customs of .such district the sum of 
ten dollars for each and every such passenger above the 
age of eight years who shall have died on the voyage by 
natural disease ; and the master or consignees of any ves- 
sel who neglect or refitse to pay such collector, within the 
times hereinbefore prescribed, the sums of money afore- 
said, shall be liable to a penalty of fifty dollars in addi- 
tion to the sum required to be paid as aforesaid for each 
passenger whose death occiirrecf on the voyage. All sums 
of money paid to any collector under the provisions of 
this section shall be by him paid into the Treasury of the 
United States in such manner and under such regulations 
as shall be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

152. Inspection. 

The collector of customs of the collection district 
within which, or the surveyor of the port at which, any 
such steamship or other vessel arrives, shall direct an 
inspector or other officer of the customs to make an exam- 
ination of the vessel, and to admeasure the compartments 
or spaces occupied liy the emigrant passengers, or pas- 
sengers other than cabin passengers, during the voyage; 
and such measurement shall be made in the manner pro- 
vided by law for admeasuring vessels for tonnage ; and to 
compare the number of such passengers found on board 
with the list of such passengers furnished by the master 
to the customs officer; and the said inspector or other 
officer shall make a report to the aforesaid collector or 
surveyor, stating the port of departure, the time of sail- 
ing, the length of the voyage, the ventilation, the number 
of such passengers on board the vessel, and their native 
country, respectively; the cubic quantity of each comiiart- 
ment or space, and the number of berths and passengers 
in each space, tlie kind and quality of the food furniSied 
to such passengers on the voyage ; the number of deaths, 
and the age and sex of those who died during the vojmge, 
and of what disease; and in case there was any unusual 
siclmess or mortality during the voyage, to report whether 
the same was caus^ by amy neglect or violation of the 
provisions of thi.s act, or by the want of proper care 
against disease by the master or owners of the vessel ; and 
the said reports shall be forwarded to the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor at ’such tiroes and in such manner 
as he shall direct. 
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163. Penalties. 

The provisions of this act shall apply to every steam- Aug 2, isse 
ship or other vessel whereon emigrant passengers, or 
passengers other than cabin passengers, are taken on board 
at a port or place in the United States for conveyance to 
any port or place in a foreign country except foreign ter- 
ritory contiguous to the United States, and shall also 
apply to any vessel whereon such passengers are taken on 
board at any port or place of the United States on the 
Atlantic Ocean or its tributaries for conveyance to a port 
or jilace on the Pacific Ocean or its tributaries, or vice 
versa ; and whether the voyage of said vessel is to be con- 
tinuous from port to port or such passengers are to be con- 
veyed from port to port in part % the way of any over- 
land route through Mexico or Central America ; and the 
said collector of customs may direct an examination of the 
vessel to be made by an inspector or other officer of the 
customs, who shall make the examination and report 
whether the provisions of this act have been complied 
with in respect to such vessel, and the said collector is 
authorized to withhold the clearance of such I'essel until 
the coming in of such report ; and if the said report shall 
.show that any of the provisions of (his act have not been 
complied with, the collector is authorized and directed to 
withhold the clearance of such vessel until the said pro- 
visions are comphed with ; and if any such vessel leaves 
the aforesaid port or place without having been duly 
cleared by the collector of customs, the master shall be

The amount of the several fines and penalties imposed see is 
by any section of this act upon the master of any steam- 
ship or other vessel carrying or bringing emigrant passen- 
gers, or passengers other than cabin jiassengers, for any 
violation of the provisions of this act, shall be liens upon 
such vessel, and such vessel may be libeled therefor in anv 
circuit or district court of the United States where suck 
vessel shall arrive or depart. 
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154 General pilot laws 

Until further iirovision is made Congress, all pilots 
in the bays, inlets, rivers, harbors, and ports of the United 
States shall continue to be regulated in conformity with 
the existing laws of the States respectively wherein such 
pilots may be, or with such laws as the States may respec- 
tively enact for the purpose 

The master of any ve.ssel coming into or going out of 
any port situate upon waters which are the boundary 
betiveen tivo States, may employ any pilot duly licensed 
or authorized by the huvs of either of the States bounded 
on such waters, to pilot the vessel to or from such port. 

No regulations or provisions shall be adopted by any 
State which shall make any discrimination m the rate of 
pilotage or half pilotage between vessels sailing betiveen 
the ports of one State and vessels sailing between the 
ports of different States, oi any discrimination against 
vessels propelled m whole or in part by si cam, or against 
national vessels of the United States; and all existing 
regulations or provisions making any such discrimination 
are annulled and abrogated 

No State or municipal government shall impose upon 
pilots of steam-vessels any obligation to procure a State 
or other license m addition to mat issued by the United 
States, or any other regulation which will impede such 
pilots in the performance of the duties required by this 
Title [E. S., 4S99-4500] ; nor shall any pilot-charges be 
levied by any such authority upon any steamer piloted as 
provided by this Title; and in no case shall the fees 
charged for the pilotage of any steam- vessel exceed the 
customary or legally established rates in _ the State where 
the same is performed. Nothing in this Title shall be 
construed to annul or aflfect any regulation established by 
the laws of any State, requiring vessels entering or leav- 
ing a port in any such State, other than coastwise steam- 
vessels, to take a pilot duly licensed or authorized by the 
laws of such State, or of a State situate upon the waters 
of such State. 

All coastwise sea-going vessels, and vessels navigating 
the great lakes, shall be subject to the navigation laws of 
the United States, when navigating ivithin the jurisdic- 
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tion thereof ; and all vessels, propelled in whole or in part 
by steam, and navigating as aforesaid, shall be subject to 
all the rules and regulations establislied in pursuance of 
law for the government of steam-vessels in passing, as 
provided by this Title [E S , 4399—4500] ; and every 
coastwise sea-going steam-vessel subject to the navigation 
laws of the United States, and to the rules and regula- 
tions aforesaid, not saihng under register, shall, when 
under way, except on the high seas, be under the control 
and direction of pilots licensed by the inspectors of 
steamboats.

R s , 4227 Nothing contained in this Title [R. S., 4131-4305] 
shall be deemed in anywise to impair any rights and privi- 
leges which have been or may be acquired by any foreign 
nation under the laws and treaties of the United States 
relative to the duty on tonnage of vessels, or any other 
duty on vessels. 

n s , 4210 In lieu of the tax on tonnage of thirty cents per ton per 
Hee*i 4 annum imposed prior to July first, eighteen hundred and

The President of the United States shall suspend the 
collection of so much of the duty herein imposed, on ves- 
sels entered from any foreign port, as may be in excess of 
the tonnage and light-house dues, or other equivalent tax 
or taxes, imposed in said port on American vessels by the 
government of the foreign country in which such port is 
situated, and shall, upon the passage of this act, and from 
tune to time thereafter as often as it may become neces- 
sary by reason of changes in the laws of the foreim 
countries above mentioned, indicate by proclamation the 
ports to which such suspension shall apply, and the rate 
or rates of tonna^-duty, if any, to be collected under 
such suspension : Provided, further^ That such procla- 
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niiition shall exclude from the benefits of the suspension 
herem authorized the vessels of any foreign country in 
whose ports the fees or dues of any kind or nature im- 
posed on vessels of the United States, or the import or 
export duties on their cargoes, are in excess of the fees, 
dues, or duties imposed on the vessels of such country, 
or on the cargoes of such vessels 

But this proviso shall not be held to be uiconsistent with 
the special regulation by foreign countries of duties and 
other charges on their own vessels, and the cargoes thereof 
engaged in their coasting trade, or with the existence 
between such countries and other .states of reciprocal 
stipulations founded on special conditions and equiva- 
lents, and thus not within the treatment of American ves- 
sels under the most-favored nation clause in treaties be- 
tween the United States and such countries. 

The President be, and hereby is, directed to cause the 
Governments of foreign countries which, at any of their 
ports, impose on American ve,s.sels a tonnage-tax or light- 
house dues, or other equivalent tax oi taxes, or any other 
fees, charges, or dues, to be informed of the provisions of 
the preceding section, and invited to co-operate with the 
Government of the United States in abolishing all light- 
house dues, tonnage-taxes, or other equivalent tax or taxes 
on, and also all other fees for official services to, the ves- 
sels of the respective nations employed in the trade be- 
tween the ports of such foreign country and the ports of 
the United States. 

No vessel belonging to any citizen of the United States, 
trading from one part within the United States to another 
port vnthin the United States, or employed in the bank, 
whale, or other fisheries, shall be subject to tonnage tax 
or duty, if such vessel be licensed, registered or enrolled. 

In cases of vessels making regular daily trips betAveen 
any port of the United States and any port in the Domin- 
ion of Canada, ivholly upon interior waters not navigable 
to the ocean, no tonnage or clearance fees shall ba charged 
against such vessel by the officers of the United State.?, 
except upon the first clearing of such ve&'sel in each year. 

The mail steamships employed in the mail service be- 
tween the United States and Urazil shall be exenlpt from 
all port-charges and custom-house dues at the port of de- 
parture and arrival in the United States if, and so long 
as, a similar immunity from port-charges and custom- 
house dues is granted by the government of Brazil. 

167 . Disoriimiiattn.g tonnage taxes 

Upon satisfactory proof being given to the President, 
by the government of any foreign nation, that no discrim- 
inating duties of tonnage or imposts are imposed or levied 
in the ports of such nation won vessels wholly belonging 
to citizens of the United States, or upon the produce, 
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manul'actures, or mei'chandise imported in the same from 
the United States or from any foreign country, the Presi- 
dent may issue his proclamation, declaring that the for- 
eign discriminating duties of tonnage and impost witliin 
the United States are suspended and discontinued, so fai' 
as lespects the vessels of such foreign nation, and the 
produce, manufactures, or merchandise imported into the 
United Stales from such foreign nation, or from any 
other foreign country ; the suspension to take effect from 
the time of such notification being given to the President, 
and to continue so long as the reciprocal exemption of 
vessels, belonging to citizens of the United States, and 
Iheir cargoes, shall be continued, and no longer.

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per ton. Upon every vessel not of the United States, 
which shall be entered in one district from another dis- 
trict, having on board goods, wares, or merchandise taken 
in one district to be delivered in another district, duties 
shall be paid at the rate of 50 cents per ton. Nothing in 
this section shall be deemed in any wise to impair any 
rights or privileges which have been or may be acquired 
by any foreign nation luider the laws and treaties of the 
' United States relative, to the duty of tonnage on vessels. 
On all foreign vessels whicli shall be entered in the 
United States from any foreign port or place, to and with 
wdiich vessels of the United States are not ordinarily per- 
mitted to enter and trade, there shall be paid a duty at 
the rate of tw'o dollars per ton; and none of the duties 
on tonnage above mentioned shall be levied on the vessels

pay a tax of fifty cents per ton 

159 Light money (in exceptional oases) 

A duty of fifty cents per ton, to be denominated “ light 
money,” shall be levied and collected on all vessels not of 
the United States, winch may enter the ports of the 
United States. Such light-money shall be levied and col- 
lected in the same manner and under the same regulations 
as the tonnage duties. 

The preceding section shall not be deemed to ^erate 
upon unregistered vessels, owned by citizens of the United 
States, and carrymg a sea-letter, or other regular docu- 
ment, issued from a custom-house of the United States, 
proving the vessel to be American property. Upon the 
entry of every such vessel from any foreign port, if the 
same shall be at the port at which the owner or any of 
the part owners reside, .such owner or part oAvners shall 
make oath that the sea-letter or other regular document 
possessed by suoh vessel contains the name or names of all 
the persons who are then the owners of the vessel ; or if 
any part of such vessel has been sold or transferred since 
the date of .such sea-letter oi document, that such is the 
case, and that no foreign subject or citizen has, to the best 
of his knowledge and belief, any share, by way of trust, 
confidence or otherwise, m such vessel If the owner or 
any part owner does not reside at the port or place at 
which such vessel shall enter, then the master shall make 
oath to the like effect.

refuse to so swear, such vessel shall not be entitled to the 
privileges granted by this section. 

160. Consular tonnage charges 

No consul or consular agent of the United States shall 
exact tonnage fees from any vessel of the United States, 
touching at or near ports in Canada, on her regular voy- 
age from one port to another within the United States, < 
unless such consul or consular agent shall perforin some 
olScial services, required by law for .such vessel, when she 
shall thus touch at a Canadian port. 

161. Refund of tonnage tax. 

Wlienever any fine, penalty, forfeiture, exaction, or 
charge arising under the laws relating to -vessels or sea- 
men has been paid to any collector of customs or consular 
officer, and application has been made within one year 
from .such payment for the refunding or remission of the 
same, the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, if on inves- 
tigation he finds that such fine, penalty, forfeiture, exac- 
tion, or charge was illegally, improperly, or excessively 
imposed, .shall have the power, either before or after the 
same has been covered into the Treasury, to refund so 
much of such fine, penal^, forfeituie, exaction, or charge 
as he may think proper, from any moneys m the Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated. 

On all questions of interpretation ♦ * * relating 
to the collection of tonnage tax, and to the refund of such 
tax Avhen collected erroneously or illegally, his [Commis- 
sioner of Navigation] decision shall be final.

"Whenever any foreign country ivliose vessels have been luueiH.isse 
placed on the same footing in the ports of the United 
States as American vessels (the coastwise trade excepted) 

.shall deny to any vessel of the United States any of the 
commercial privileges accorderl to national vessels in the 
harbors, ports, or waters of such foreign country, ihe 
President, on receiving satisfactory information of the 
continuance of such discriminations against any vessels of 
the United States, is hereby authorized to issue his procla- 
mation excluding, on and after such time as he may indi- 
cate, from the exercise of such commercial privileges in 
the ports of the United States as are denied to American 
vessels in the ports of such foreign country, all vessels of 
such foreign country of a similar character to the vessels 
of the United States thus discriminated against, and sus-

163. Discrinjlnation. against American fis hi ng vessels. 

Whenever the President of the Umted States shall be mw s, isst 
satisfied that American fishing vessels or American fisher- 
men, visiting or being m the waters or at any ports or 
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places of the British Dominions of North America, are 
or then lately have been denied or abridged in the enjoy- 
ment of any rights secured to them by treaty or law, or 
are or then lately have been unjustly vexed or harassed in 
the enjoyment of such rights, or subjected to unreasonable 
restrictions, regulations, or requirements in respect of 
such rights; or otherwise unjustly vexed or harassed in 
said waters, ports, or places ; 

Or Avhenever the President of the United States shall 
be satisfied that any such fishing vessels or fishermen, hav- 
ing a permit under the laws of the United States to touch 
and trade at any port or ports, place or places, in tire 
British Dominions of North America, are or then lately 
have been denied the privilege of entering such port or 
ports, jolace or places, in the same manner and under the 
same regulations as may exist therein applicable to trad- 
ing vessels of the most favored nation, or shall be unjustly 
vexed of harassed, in lespect thereof, or otherwise be 
unjustly vexed or harassed therein, or shall be prevented 
from purchasing such supplies as may there be lawfully 
sold to trading vessels of the most favored nation ; 

Or whenever the President of the United States shall 
be satisfied that any other vessels of the United States, 
their masters or crews, so arriving at or being in such 
Bntish water's or ports or places of the British Dominions 
of North America, are or then lately have been denied any 
of the privileges therein accorded to the vessels, their 
masters or crews, of the most favored nation, or unjustly 
vexed or harassed in respect of the same, or unjustly 
vexed or harassed therein by the authorities thereof, then, 
and III eithei or all of such cases • 

It shall be laivful, and it shall be the duty of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, in his discretion, by proclama- 
tion to that effect, to deny vessels, their masters and crews, 
of the British Dominions of North America, any entrance 
into the waters, ports, or places of, or within the United 
States (with such exceptions in regard to vessels in dis- 
tress, stress of weather, or needing supplies as to the 
President shall seem proper), whether such vessels shall' 
have come directly from said dominions on such destined 
voyage or by way of some port or place in such destined 
voyage elsewhere, and also to deny entry into any jiort or 
place of the United State-s of fresh fish or salt fish or any 
other product of said dominions, or other goods coming 
from said dominions to the United States. 

The President may, m his discretion, apply such procla- 
mation to any part or to all of the foregoing-named sub- 
jects, and, may revoke, qualify, limit, and renew such 
proclamation from time to time as he may deem necessary 
tp the full and just execution of the purposes of this act. 

Every violation of any such proclamation, or any part 
thereof, is hereby declared illegal, and all vessels and 
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goods 30 cbming or being within the waters, ports, or 
lilaces of the United States contrary to such proclamation 
shall be forfeited to the United States; and such forfei- 
ture shall be enforced and proceeded upon in the same 
manner and with the same effect as in the case of vessels 
or goods whose importation or commg to or bemg in the 
waters or ports of the United States contrary to law may 
now be enforced and proceecled upon. 

Every person ‘who shall violate any of the provisions of 
this act, or such loroclamation of the President made in 
pursuance hereof, shall be deemed guilty of a misde-

166. DlBoriminatiou on Canadian canals » 

With a view of securing reciprocal advantages for the JuiyaG.iana. 
citizens, ports, and vessels of the United Stares, on and 
after the first day of August, eighteen hundred and 
ninety-two, whenever and so often as the President shall 
be satisfied that the passage through any canal or lock 
connected with the navigation of the Saint Lawrence 
River, the Great Lakes, or the water ways connecting the 
same, of any vessels of the United States, or of cargoes or 
passengers in transit to any port of the United States, is 
prohibited or is made difficult or burdensome by the impo- 
sition of tolls or otherwise which, in view of the free 
passage through the Saint Marys Falls Canal, now per- 
mitted to vessels of all nations, he shall deem to be recip- 
rocally imjust and unreasonable, he shall have the power,

In such case and during such suspension tolls shall be 
levied, collected, and paid as f olloivs, to wit ; 

Upon freight of ivhalever kind or description, not to 
exceed two dollars per ton ; upon passengers, not to exceed 
five dollars each, as shall be from time to time determined 
by the President: 

Provided, That no tolls shall be charged or collected 
upon freight or passengers carried to and landed at 
Ogdensburg, or any port west of Ogdensburg, and south 
of a line drawn from the northern boundary of the State 
of New York through the Saint Lawrence Eiver,’ the 
Great Lakes, and their connecting channels to the north- 
ei'ii boundary of the State of Minnesota. 

All tolls so charged shall be collected under such regu-

168. Vessels of nations not assimilated by treaty to American 
vess^E. 

No goods, wares, or merchandise, unless in cases pro- 
vided for by treaty, shall be imported into the United 
States from any foreign port or place, except in vessels of 
the United States, or in such foreign vessels as truly and 
wholly belong to the citizens or subjects of that country of 
which the goods are the growth, production, or manufac- 
ture, or fi'om which such goods, wares, or merchandise can 
only be, dr most usually are, first shipped for transporta- 
tion. All goods, wares, or merchandise hnported con- 
trary to tins section, and the veasel wherein the same shall 
be imported, together with her cargo, tackle, ^parel, and 
furniture, shall be forfeited to the United States ; and 
such goods, wares, or merchandise, ship, or vessel, and 
cargo shall be liable to be seized, prosecuted, and con- 
demned in like manner, and under the sam^ regulations, 
restrictions, and provisions as have been heretofore estab- 
lished for the recovery, collection, distribution, and re- 
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mission of forfeitures to the United States by the several 
revenue laivs 

The preceding section shall not apply to vessels or 
goods, wares, or merchandise imported m vessels of a 
foreign nation which does not maintain a .similar regula- 
tion against vessels of the United States, 

167 Discriminating duties. 

A discriminating duty of ten per centum ad valorem, in 
addition to the duties imposed by law, shall be levied, col- 
lected, and paid on all goods, wares, or merchandise which 
shall be imported in vessels not of the United States ; but 
this discriminating duty shall not apply to goods, wares, 
and merchandise which shall be imported m vessels not of 
the United States, entitled, by treaty or any Act of Con- 
gress, to be entered in the ports of the United States on 
payment of the same duties as .shall then be paid on goods, 
wares, and merchandise imported in vessels of the United 
States. 

That a discriminating duty of ten per centum ad va- 
lorem, in addition to the duties imposed by law, shall be 
levied, collected, and paid on all goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise which shall he imported in vessels not of the 
United States, or which being the production or manufac- 
ture of any foreign country not contiguous to the United 
States, shall come into the United States from such con-

The collectors and other officers of the customs shall 
pay due regard to the inspection laws of the States in 
which they may respectively act, in such manner that no 
vessel havmg on board goods liable to inspection shall be 
cleared until the master, or other proper person, shall have 
produced such certificate that all such goods have been 
duly inspected, as the laws of the respective States may 
require to be produced to collectors or other officers of the 
customs. 

173 'Manifests in Alaskan and insular trades 

The provisions of sections four thousand one hundred 
and ninety-seven to four thousand two hundred, inclusive, 
of the Revised Statutes of the United States, requiring 
statements of quantity and value of goods carried by ves- 
sels clearing ri'om the United States to foreign ports, 
shall be extended to and govern, under such regulations 
as the Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall prescribe, 
in the trade between the United States and Hawaii, Porto 
Rico, Alaska, the Philippine Islands, Guam, and its other 
nonconti^ons territory, and shall also govern in the trade 
conducted between said islands and territory, and in ship- 
ments from said islands or territory to other parts of the 
United States: Provided., That this law shall not apply in 
the Philippine Islands during such time as the collectors 
of customs of those islands are under the jurisdiction of 
the War Department. 

174. Bullion and coin 

All vessels belonging to citizens of the United States, 
and bound from any port m the United States to any 
other port therein, or to any foreign port, or from any 
foreign port to any port in the United States, shall, before 
clearance, receive bn board all such bullion, coin, United 
States notes and bonds and other securities, as the Govern- 
ment of the United States or any department thereof, or 
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any minister, consul, vice-consul, or commercial or other 
agent of the United States abroad, shall offer, and shall 
securely convey and promptly deliver the same to the 
proper authorities or consignees, on arriving at the port 
of destination; and shall receive for such service such 
reasonable compensation as may be allowed to other car- 
riers in the ordmary transactions of business. 

175. Iilve-oak timber. 

Collectors of the collection-districts within the States 
of Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, and Louisiana, before 
allowing a clearance to any vessel laden m whole or m 
part with live-oak timber, shall ascertain satisfactorily 
that such timber was cut from wivate lands, or, if from 
IDubhc lands, by consent of the Department of the Navy.

Previous to a clearance being granted to any vessel, out- 
ward bound, the legal fees wmicli shall have accrued on 
such vessel shall be paid at the offices where such fees are 
respectively payable ; and receipts for the same shall be 
produced to the collector or other officer whose duty it 
may be to grant clearances, before a clearance is granted. 

Whenever any clearance is granted to any vessel of the 
United States, duly registered as such, and bound on any 
foreign voyage, the collector of the district shall annex 
thereto, in every case, a copy of the rates or tariffs of fees 
which diplomatic and consular officers are entitled, by the 
regulations prescribed by the President, to receive for 
their services. 

177. Enrolled and licensed vessels In foreign trade 

If any vessel, enrolled or licensed, shall proceed on a 
foreign voyage, without first giving up her enrollment 
and license to the collector of the district comprehendmg 
the port from which she is about to proceed on such voy- 
age, and being duly registered by such collector, every 
such vessel, together with her tactle, apparel, and furni- 
ture, and the merchandise so imported therein, shall be 
liable to seizure and forfeiture. 

If the port from which any vessel, so enrolled or 
licensed is about to proceed on a foreign voyage, is not 
within the district where such vessel is enrolled, the col- 
lector of such district shall give to the master of such ves- 
sel a certificate, specifying that the enrollment and license 
of sucli vessel has been received by him, and the time 
when it was so received ; which certificate shall afterward 
be delivered by the master to the collector who may have 
granted such enrollment and license. 

Whenever any vessel, licensed for carrying on the fish- 
ery, is mtended to touch and trade at any foreign port, it 
shall be the duty of the master or owner to obtain permis- 
sion for that purpose from the collector of the district 
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where such I'essel may be, previous to her departure, and 
the master of every such vessel shall deliver like mani- 
fests, and make like entries, both of the vessel and of the 
merchandise on board, within the same time, and under 
the same penalty, as are by law provided for vessels of the 
United States arriving from a foreign port. 

IVlienever a vessel, licensed for carrying on the fish- 
eries, IS found within thiee leagues of the coast, with 
merchandise of foreign growth or manufacture, exceed-

Upon the entry of oveiw such [unregistered vessel, 
owned by citizens of the United States, and carrying a 
sea-letter, or,' other regular document, issued from a cus- 
tom house of the United States, iiroving the vessel to be 
American property] vessel from any foreign port, if the 
same shall be at the port at wliich the ownei or any of 
the part owners reside, such owner or part owner shall

The register, or other document in lieu thereof, together ® 
with the clearance and other papers granted by the offi- 
cers of the customs to a vessel at her departure fi'oin the 
port from whence she may have arrived, Mediterranean 
passports excepted, shall previous to entry be produced 
to the collector with whom such entry is to be made, and 
shall remain in Ins office; and on the clearance of such 
vessel the register and other documents shall be returned 
to the master or oivner of such vessel. 

The register, or other document in lieu thereof, together ^ 
with the clearance and other papers granted by the offi 
cers of the customs to any foreigi vessel, at her departure 
from the port from which she maj^ have arrived, shall, 
previous to entry in any port of the United States, be pro- 
duced to the collector with whom such entiw is to be made.

districts, for the purpose of demanding the nianifesis, 
and of examining and searching the vessels; and those 
officers respectively shall have free access to the cabin and 
ei’^ery other part of a vessel. 

If any master of a vessel coming into or having arrived 
at any port within the United States shall obstruct or 
hinder or shaU intentionally cause any obstruction or hin- 
lO'l 
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dranee to any officer in lawfully going on board such ves- 
sel for the purpose of cariwing into effect any of the rev- 
enue laws of the United States, he shall for every such 
offense he liable to a penalty of not more than five hun- 
dred dollars nor less than fiity dollars. 

If any box, trunk, chest, cask, or other package shall be 
found in the cabin, steerage, or forecastle of a vessel, or in 
any other place separate from the residue of tlie cargo, 
the officer of the customs shall take a particular account 
of such package, and of the marks and numbers thereof, 
if any, and a description thereof, and, if he judges 
proper, shall seal every such package; and such account 
and descri]itioii shall be by him forwarded without delay 
to the collector of the district to which such vessel is 
bound. If upon her arrival at the port of her entry, the 
packages so described, or any of them, are missing, or if 
any seal put thereon has been broken, the master shall be 
liable to a penalty for every package missing, or on v^hich 
any seal shall be broken, of two hundred dollars. 

183. Seizure of vessels or merchandise 

Every officer or other person authorized to make 
searches and seizures by this Title [R. S , 2517-3129] 
shall, at the time of executing any of the powers coii- 
feired upon him, make known, upon being questioned, 
his character as an officer or agent of the customs or Gov- 
ermnent, and shall have authority to demand of any per- 
son within the distance of three miles to assist him in 
making any arrests, search, or seizure authorized by this 
Title, where such assistance may be necessary; and if such 
person shall, without reasonable excuse, neglect or refuse 
so to assist, upon jiroper demand, he shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of not more 
than two hundred dollars, nor less than five dollars. 

It shall be the duty of the several officers of the customs 
to seize and secure any vessel or merchandise which shall 
become liable to seizure by virtue of any law respecting 
the revenue, as well without as within their respective 
districts 

If any officer, or other person, executing or aiding or 
assisting in the seizure of goods, under any act providing 
for or regulating the collection of duties on imports or 
tonnage, is sued for anything done in virtue of the powers 
given thereby, or by virtue of a warrant gi-anted by any 
judge, or justice, pursuant to law, he may plead the gen- 
eral issue and give such act and the spiecial matter in 
evidence 

In all cases of seizure of property subject to forfeiture 
for any of the causes named in any provision of law relat- 
ing to the customs, or for the registering, enrolling, or 
licensing of vessels, when, in the opinion of the collector 
or other principal officer of the revenue making such seiz- 
ure, the value of the property seized does not exceed five 
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liundreil do]lai’.B, lie .'^liall caiifee a li.st and particular de- 
scription of the property seized to be prepared in dupli- 
cate, and an aiipraiseinent of the same to be made by two 
sworn appraisers under the revenue laws, if there are 
such appraisers at or near the place of seizure; but if 
there are no such appraisers, then by two competent 
and disinterested citizens of the Unilecl States, to be se- 
lected bj’’ him for that purpose, residing at or near the 
place of seizure; which list and appraisement shall bo 
]iroperly atte.sted by such collector or other officer and the 
pei'sons making tlio aioiiraisal. For such services of the 
appraisers they shall be allowed out of the revenue one 
dollar and fifty cents each, for every day necessarily 
employed in such service. 

If the amount of the appraisal of property so seized as 
forfeited shall not exceed the sum of five hundred dollars, 
the collector or other principal officer shall publish a no- 
tice once a week for three successive weeks in some news- 
paper of the county or place where such seizure shall 
have been made, if any newspaper shall be published in 
such county, but if no newspaper shall be published in 
such county, then such notice shall be published in some 
newspaper of the couiitv in which the principal customs 
office of the district shall be situated ; and if no newspa- 
per shall bo published in such county, then notices shall 
be posted in proper public places, which notices shall de- 
scribe the articles seized, and state the time, cause, and 
place of seizure, and shall require any person claiming 
such articles to appear and file with such collector or 
other officer his claim to such articles within twenty days 
from the date of the first pubhcation of such notice. 

Any person claiming the property so seized may, at any 
time within twenty days from the date of such publica- 
tion, file with the collector or other officer a claim, stating 
his iiitere.st in the articles seized, and, upon depositing 
wuth .such collector or other officer a bond to the United 
States in the penal sum of two hundred and fifty dollars, 
with two sureties, to be apiiroved by such collector or 
other officer, conditioned that, iii case of the coiideimia- 
tioii of the articles so claimed, the obligors shall pay all 
the costs and expenses of the proceedings to obtain such 
condemnation. Such collector or other officer shall trans- 
mit the same, with the duplicate list and description of 
the articles seized and chinned, to the United States dis- 
trict attorney for the dustrict, who .shall jiroeeed for a 
condemnation of fhe property in the ordinary mode pre- 
scribed by law. 

If no such claim shall be filed or bond given within the 
twenty days above specified, such collector or other officer 
shall give not less than fifteen days’ notice of the sale of 
the property so seized, by publication in the manner be- 
fore mentioned; and, at the time and place specified iii 
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such notice, he shall sell at public auction the property so 
seized, and shall deposit the proceeds, after deducting the 
actual expenses of such seizure, publication, and sale, in 
the Treasury of the United States, as shall be directed by 
the Secretary of the Treasury. The collector, however, 
shall have power to adjourn such sale from time to time 
for a period not exceeding thirty days in all. 

Any person claiming to be interested in the property 
sold under the provisions of the preceding section may, 
within three months after such sale, apply to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for a remission of the forfeitui e and 
a restoration of the proceeds of such sale, and the same 
may be granted by the Secretary upon satisfactory proof, 
to be furnished in such manner as he shall direct, that the 
applicant, at the time of the seizure and sale of the prop- 
erty m question, did not know of the seizure, and was in 
such circumstances as prevented him from knowing of 
the same, and that such forfeiture was incurred without 
willful negligence or any intention of fraud on the part 
of the owner of such property. [Note — In certain cases 
the application will be made to the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor — Feb 14, 1903, sec. 10 ] 

If no application for such remission or restoration shall 
be made within three months after such sale, the Secretary 
of the Treasury [or Secretary of Commerce and Labor] 
shall then cause the proceeds of such sale to be distributed 
in the same manner as if such property had been con- 
demned and sold in pursuance of a decree of a competent 
court. 

Whenever seizure shall be made of any property which, 
in the opinion of the appraisers, is liable to perish or 
waste, or to be greatly reduced in value by keeping, or 
which cannot be kept without great disproportionate ex- 
pense, whether such property consists of live animals or 
merchandise, and when the property thus seized shall not 
exceed five hundred dollars m value, and when no claim 
.shall have been interposed therefor as is hereinbefore pro- 
mded, the appraisers, if requested by the collector or 
principal officer making the seizure, at the time when such 
appraisal is made, shall certify on oath in their appraisal 
their belief that the property seized is liable to speedy de- 
terioration, or that the expenses of its keeping will largely 
reduce the net proceeds of the sale; aiicl in case the ap- 
praisers thus certify, such collector or other officer may 
proceed to advertise and sell the same at auction, by giv- 
ing notice for such time as he may think reasonable, hut 
not less than one week, of such seizure and intended sale, 
by advertisement as is hereinbefore provided; and the 
proceeds of such sale shall be deposited to the credit of the 
Treasurer of the United States, subject, nevertheless, to 
the payment of such claims as shall he presented wnthin 
three months from the day of sale, and allowed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 
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The collectors of the several districts of the United 
States, in all cases of .seizAire of any merchandise for vio- 
lation of the revenue laws, the appraised value of which, 
111 till' district wherein such seizure shall be made, does 
not exceed one thousand dollars, aie hereby authorized, 
subject to the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
to release such merchandise on payment of the aiipraised 
value thereof 

"llTieiiever any seizure shall be made for the purpose of 
enforcing any forfeiture, the collector or other person 
causing such seizure to be made shall immediately give 
niforination thereof to the Solicitor of the Treasury 

All merchandise or pioperty of any kind seized under 
the provisions of any laiv of the United States relating 
to the customs, shall, unless otherwise provided for by 
law, be placed and remain in the custody of the collector 
or other principal officer of the customs of the district in 
which the seizuie shall be made, to abide adjudication 
by the proper tribunal, or other disposition according to 
law. 

184. Exemption from forfeiture. 

No vessel used by any person or corporation, as common 
carrions, in the tiansaction of their business as such com- 
mon carriens, shall be subject to seizure or forfeiture by 
force of the provisions of Title thirty-four [R. S., SSlT- 
312bj of the Revised Statutes of the United States 
unless it shall appear that the owner or master of such 
vessel at the time of the alleged illegal act uais a consent- 
ing party or privy thereto. 

185. Procedure in cases of fines, penalties, and forfeitiue. 

The .several collectoi's of customs .shall report within ten 
days to the district attorney of the district m which any 
fine, penalty, or forfeiture may be incurred for the mola- 
tion of any law of the United States relating to the 
revenue, a statement of all the facts and circumstances of 
the case within their knowledge, or which may come to 
their knowledge from time to time, stating the names of 
the witnesses, and the provisions of the laiv believed to be 
violated, and on which a reliance may be had for con- 
demnation 01 conviction If any collector .shall in any 
case fail to leiiort to the proper district attorney, as pre- 
scribed ill this section, such collector's right to any com- 
pensation, benefit, or allowance in such case shall be 
forfeited to the United States, and the same may, in the 
discretion of the Secretary of the Treasury, be awaided 
to such persons as may make complaint and prosecute the 
same to judgment' or conviction. 

District attorneys, upon receiving the report of a col- 
lector, shall cause suit and prosecution to be commenced 
and prosecuted without delay for the fines and personal 
penalties by law in such case provided, unless upon in- 
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quiry and examination they shall decide that a conviction 
cannot probably be obtained, or that the ends of public 
justice do not leqiiire that a suit or prosecution should be 
instituted, in which case they shall report the facts to the 
Secretaiy of the Tieasuiy for his direction. For ex- 
pen'^es incurred and services rendered in prosecution for 
such fines and peisonal penalties, they shall receive such 
allowance as the Secretary of the Treasury shall deem 
lust and reasonable, upon the certificate of the ]udge 
before whom such prosecution was had. 

The collector within whose district any seizure shall be 
made or forfeiture incurred for any violation of the duty 
hiAvs IS hereby enjoined to cause suits for the same to be 
commenced Avithout delay, and prosecuted to effect ; and 
is, moreover, authorized to receive from the court within 
Avhich such trial is had, or from the proper officer thereof, 
the sum recovered, after deducting all proper charges to 
be allowed by the court ; and on receipt thereof he shall 
pay and distribute the same without delay, according to 
law. 

Wienei’cr a vessel, or the owner or master of a vessel, 
has become subject to a penalty for a violation of the rev- 
enue lav’s of the United States, such vessel shall be holden 
for the payment of such penalty, and may be seized and 
piocceded against summarily by libel to recover such 
penalty. 

Whenever a seizure, condemnation, and sale of mer- 
chandise takes place within the United States, and the 
value thereof is less than two hundred and fifty dollars, 
that part of the forfeiture which accrues to the United 
States, or so much thereof as may be necessary, shall be 
applied to the payment of the cost of the prosecution. 

180. Moieties, informers’ and customs officers’ awards. 

All provisions of law under which moieties of any fines, 
penalties, or forfeitures, under the customs-revenue laws, 
or any .share therein, or commission thereon, are paid to 
informers, or officers of customs, or othei officers of the 
United States, are hereby repealed ; and from and after 
the date of the passage of this act the proceeds of all such 
fines, jienalties, and forfeitures shall be paid into the 
Treasury of the United States 

It shall hereafter he the duty of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, out of any money specifically appropriated by 
Congress, to make suitable compensation in certain cases 
under the customs revenue laws, as hereinafter provided, 
and not otherwise ; and he shall annually report to Con- 
gress, in detail, all payments by him for such jourpose. 

Whenever any officer of the customs or other person 
shall detect and seize goods, wares, or merchandise, in the 
act of being smuggled, or which have been smuggled, he 
shall be entitled to such compensation therefor as the Sec- 
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retary of tlie Treasury shall award, not exceeding in 
amount one-half of the net proceeds, if any, resulting 
from such seizure, and deducting all duties, costs, and 
charges connected therewith ; 

Promded, That for the pui’iiosea of this act smuggling 
shall be construed to mean the act, with intent to defraud, 
of bringing into the United States, or, with like intent, 
attempting to bring into the United States, dutiable arti- 
cles without passing the same, or the package containing 
the same, through the custom house, or submitting them 
to the officers of the revenue foi examination And when- 
ever any person not an officer of the United States shall 
furnish to a district attorney, or to any chief officer of the 
customs, original information concerning any fraud upon 
the customs-revenue, perpeti’ated or contemplated, which 
shall lead to the recovery of any duties withheld, or of 
any fine, penalty, or forfeiture incurred, whether by im- 
porters or their agents, or by any officer or person em- 
plojmd in the customs-service, such compensation may, on 
such recovery, be paid to such person so furnishing infor- 
mation as .shall be jmst and reasonable, not exceeding in 
any case the sum of five thousand dollars ; which compen- 
sation shall be paid, under the direction of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, out of any money appropriated for that 
purpose. 

Sec Q- No payment shall be made to any person furnishing 

information in any case wherein judicial proceedings shall 
have been instituted, unless his claim to compensation 
shall have been established to tlie satisfaction of the court 
or judge having cognizance of such proceedings, and the 
value of Ins services duly certified by said court or judge 
for the information of the Secretary of the Treasury ; but 
no certificate of the value of .such services shall be conclu- 
sive of the amount thereof And when any fine, penalty, 
or forfeiture shall be collected without ludicial proceed- 
ings, the Secretary of the Treasury shall, before direct- 
ing payment to any person claiming such compensation, 
require satisfactory proof that such person is ]iiatly en- 

, titled thereto. 

Sec. 7 Except in cases of smuggling as aforesaid, it shall not 

be lawful for anj^ officer of the United States, under any 
pretense whatever, directly or indirectly, fo receive, ac- 
cept, or contract for any portion of the money which may, 
under any of the iirdvrsions of this or any other act, 
accrue to any such pemm furnishing information, and 
any such officer who shall so receive, accept, or contract 
for any portion of the money that may accrue as aforesaid 
shall be guilty of a misetemeanor, and, on conviction 
thereof, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding five thou- 
sand dollars, or imprisonment for not more than one 
year, or both, in the discretion of the court, and shall 
not be thereafter eligible to any office of honor, trust, or 
emolument. 
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And any such person so furnislii^ information as 
aforesaid, who shall pay to any such officer of the United 
States, or to any person for his use, directly or indirectly, 
any portion of said money, or any other valuable thing, 
on account of or because of such money, shall have a 
right of action against, such officer or other person, and 
hm legal repiesentatives, to recover back the same, or the 
value thereof. 

No officer, or other person entitled to or claiming com- 
pensation under any proinsion of this act, shall be thereby 
disqualified from becoming a witness in any action, suit, 
or proceeding for the recovery, mitigation, or remission 
thereof, but shall be subject to examination and cross- 
examination in Idee manner with other witnesses, without 
being thereby deprived of any right, title, share, or in- 
terest in any fine, penalty, or forfeiture to which such 
examination may relate; and in every such case the de- 
fendant or defendants may appear and testify and be ex- 
animed and cross-examined m Him manner. 

187 . Procedure. 

In all suits and proceedings other than criminal aris- 
ing under any of the levenue-laws of the United States, 
the attorney representing the Government, whenever, m 
Ins belief, any business-book, invoice, or paper, belonging 
to or under the control of the defendant or claimant, will 
tend to prove any allegation made by the United States, 
may make a Avntten motion, particularly describing such 
book, invoice, or paper, and setting forth the allegation 
which he expects to prove; and thereupon the court in 
which suit or proceedmg is pending may, at its discre- 
tion, issue a notice to the defendant or claimant to pro- 
duce such book, invoice, or paper in court, at a day and 
hour to be specified in said notice, which, together with a 
copy of said motion, shall be served fornialTy on the de- 
fendant or claimant by the United States marshal by 
delivering to him a certified copy thereof, or otherwise 
serving the same as original notices of suit in the same 
court are served; and if the defendant oi claimant shall 
fail or refuse to produce such book, invoice, or paper iu 
obedience to such notice, the allegations stated in the 
said motion shall be taken as confessed unless his failure 
or refusal to produce the same shall lie explained to the 
satisfaction of the court. And if produced, the said 
attorney shall be permitted, under tlie direction of the 
court, to make examination (at which examination the 
defendant or claimant, or his agent, may be present) of 
such entries in said book, invoice, or paper as relate to or 
tend to prove the allegation aforesaid, and may offer the 
same m evidence on behalf of the United State.s. But the 
owner of said books and papers, his agent or attorney, 
shall have, subject to the order of the court, the custody 
of them, except pending their examination in court as 
aforesaid. 
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It shall be the duty of any officer or person employed in 
the custoin.9-revenue service of the United States, upon 
detection of any violation of the customs laws, forthwith 
to make complaint thereof to the collector of the district, 
whose duty it shall be promptly to report the same to the 
district attorney of the distuct in which such frauds shall 
be committed, Tminediately upon the receipt of such 
complaint., if, in his judgment, it can be sustained, it 
shall be the duty of such district attorney to cause investi- 
gation into the facts to be made before a United States 
commissioner having jurisdiction thereof, and to initiate 
proper proceedings to recover the fines and penalties in 
the premises, and to prosecute the same with the utmost, 
diligence to final judgment 

Whenever, for an alleged violation of the customs-rev- 
enue laws, any person who shall be charged with having 
incurred any fine, penalty, forfeiture, or disability other 
than imprisonment, or shall be interested in any vessel 
or merchandise .seized or .subject to .seizure, ivlien the 
appraised value of such vessel, or merchandise is not less 
than one thousand dollars, shall present his petition to 
the judge of the district in which the alleged violation 
occurred, or in which the pi’operty is situated, setting 
forth, truly and particularly, the facts and circumstances 
of the case, and praying for relief, such judge shall, if 
the case, in his judgment, requires, proceed, to inquire, in 
a summary manner into the circumstance.s of the case, at 
such reasonable time as may be fixed by him for that pur- 
pose, of which the distiiet attorney and the collector shall 
be notified by the petitioner, in order that they may at- 
tend and shoAV cause why the petition should be refused. 

The summary investigation hereby provided for may be 
held before the judge to whom the petition is presented, 
or if ho shall so direct, before any United States commis- 
.sioner for such district, and the facts appearing thereon 
shall be stated and annexed to the petition, and, together 
with a certified coiw of the evidence, transmitted to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, who shall thereupon hai’^e 
power to mitigate or remit such fine, penalty, or forfei- 
ture, or remove such disability, or any part thereof, if, in 
his opinion, the same shall have been incurred without 
willful negligence or anj^ intention of fraud in the person 
or persons incurring the same, and to direct the prosecu- 
tion, if any shall have been instituted for the recovery 
thereof, to cease and be discontinued upon such term.s or 
conditions as he may deem reasonable and just 

It shall not be laivful for any officer or officers of the 
United State.s to compromise or abate any claim of the 
United States arising under the customs laws, for any 
fine, penalty, or forfeiture incurred by a violation there- 
of ; and any officer or person who shall so compromise or 
abate any such claim, or attempt to make such compro- 
mise or abatement, or in any manner relieve or attempt to

relieve from such fine, penalty, or forfeiture, shall be 
deemed guilty of a felony, and, on conviction thereof, 
shall suffer imprisonment not exceeding ten years, and be 
fined not exceeding ten thousand dollars. 

Nothing in this section shall be construed to affect any 
authority, power, or right 'which might theretofore have 
been lawfully exercised by any court, judge, or district 
attorney of the United States to obtain the testimony of 
an accomplice in any crime against, or fraud upon the 
customs-revenue laws, on any trial or proceeding for a 
fine, penalty, or forfeiture under said laws, by a discon- 
tinuance or dismissal, or by an engagement to discontinue 
or dismiss any proceedings against such accomphce. 

Provided^ howei'er, That the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall have power to remit any fines, penalties, or forfei- 
tures, or to compromise the same, m accordance with ex- 
istmg law. 

Whenever any application shall be made to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for the mitigation or i emission of 
any fine, penalty, or forfeiture, or the refund of any 
duties, in ease the amount involved is not less than one 
thousand dollars, the applicant shall notify the district 
attorney and the collector of customs of tlie district in 
which the duties, fine, penalty, or forfeiture accrued ; and 
it shall be the duty of such collector and district attorney 
to furnish to the Secretary of the Treasury all practicable 
information necessary to enable him to protect the inter- 
ests of the United States 

188. Oaths of masters and owners. 

Nothing contained in this Title [E.. S., 2517-3094] shall 
be construed to exempt the masters or owners of vessels 
from making and subscribing any oaths required by any 
laws of the United States not immediately relating to the 
collection of the duties on the importation of merchandise 
into the United States

189. Definitions 

R. s . 2760 Tiie word “ merchandise,” as used in this Title [R. S.. 

2617-3129], may include goods, wares, and chattels of 
every description capable of being imported. 

R s , 2707 The word “ port,” as used m this Title [E. S , 2517- 
3129], may include any place from which merchandise 
can be shipped for importation, or at which merchandise 
ciiii be imported. 

H. s., 2768. 1'he word “ master,” as u.sed in this Title [R. S., 2517- 
3129], may include any person having the chief charge or 
command of the employment and navigation of a vessel. 

R. a., 2760 In cases where the forms of official documents, as pre- 
scribed by this Title [E S., 2517-3129], shall be subslaii- 
tially complied with and observed, according to the true 
intent thereof, no penalty or forfeiture shall be incurred 
by a deviation therefrom.

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190. Ports of entry. 

It shall not be lawful to make entry of any vessel which 
shall arrive within the United States, from any foreign 
port, or of the cargo on board such vessel, elsewhere than 
at one of the ports of entry designated ni chapter one 
[E. S., 2S17-2612] of this Title IE S , 2517-3129] ; nor to 
unlade the cargo, or any part thereof, elsewhere than at 
one of the ports of delivery therein designated, except 
that every iiort of entry shall be also a port of delivery. 
This section shall not prevent the master or commander 
of any vessel from making entry with the collector of any 
district in which such vessel may be owned, or from which 
she may have sailed on the voyage from which she shall 
then haAm returned. 

[For list of ports of entry and delivery see paragraph 
454, page 471.] 

Vessels which are not vessels of the United States shall 
be admitted to unlade only at ports of entry established 
by law ; and no such vessel shall be admitted to make 
entry in any other district than m the one m which she 
shall be admitted to unlade. 

191. Vessels nound to port of delivery 

The master of every vessel bound to a port of delivery 
only, in anv district, shall first come to at the port of 
entry of such district, with his vessel, and there make re- 
port and entry in Avntiiig, and pay all duties required by 
laiv, port fees and charges, before such vessel shall pro- 
ceed to her port of delivery Any master of a vessel who 
shall proceed to a port of delivery contrary to such direc- 
tions shall be liable to a penalty of five hundred dollars, 
to be recovered with costs of suit. 

192. Report and declaration of master 

Within twenty- four hours after the arrival of any ves- 
sel, from any loreign port, at any port of the ijnited 
States established by law, at which an officer of the cus- 
toms resides, or within any harbor, inlet, or creek thereof, 
if the hours of business at the office of the chief officer of 
the customs at such port will permit, or as soon thereafter 
as such hours will permit, the master shall repair to such 
office, and make report to the cliief officer, or the arrival 
of the vessel; and he shall, within forty-eight hours after 
such arrival, make a further report in ivriting, to the col- 
lector of the district, winch report shall be in the form, 
and shall contain all the particulars required to he in- 
serted in, and verified like, a manifest. Evei’v master 
who shall neglect or omit to make either of such reports 
and declarations, or to verify any such declaration as re- 
quired, or shall not fully comply with the true intent and 
meaning of this section, shall, for each offense, be hable 
to a penalty of one thousand dollars. 
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The master of any vessel having on board distilled 
spirits, or wines, shall, -within foity-eight hours after his 
arrival, whether the same be at the first port of arrival of 
such vessel or not, in addition to the requirements of the 
preceding section, report in writing to the surveyor or offi- 
cer acting as inspector of the revenue of the port at which 
he has arrived, the foreign port from which he last 
sailed, the name of lus vessel. Ins own name, the tonnage 
and denomination of such vessel, and to what nation be- 
longing, together with the quantity and kinds of spirits 
and wines, on board of the vessel, particularizing the 
number of casksj vessels, cases, or other packages contain- 
ing the same, with their marks and numbers, as also the 
quantity and kinds of spirits and wines, on board such 
vessel as sea-stores, and in default thereof he shall be 
liable to a penalty of five hundred dollars and any spirits 
omitted to be reported shall be forfeited. 

If any vessel, having arrived within the limits of any 
collection-district, from any foreign port, departs, or 
attempts to depart from the same, unless to proceed on 
her way to some more interior district to winch she mai' 
be bound, before report or entry shall have been made by 
the master with the collector of some district, the master 
shall be liable to a penalty of four hundred dollars; and 
any collector, naval officer, surveyor, or commander of 
any revenue-cutter may cause such ve,ssel to be arrested 
and brought back to the most convenient port of the 
United States.- If, however, it is made to appear by the 
oath of the master^ and of the person next in command, 
or by other sufficient proof to the satisfaction of the 
collector of the district within which such vessel shall 
afterward come, or to the satisfaction of the court m 
which the prosecution for such penalty may be had, that 
the departure or attempt to depart was occasioned by 
stress of weather, pursuit or duress of enemies, or other 
necessity, the penalty imposed by this section shall not be 
incurred 

193. Special In-ward manifest for Treasury Department. 

Each master of a vessel arriving m the United States 
from a foreign port except vessels carrying traffic in bond 
on transfer ferries shall, immediately upon landing and 
before entering his vessel at the custom-house, mail to the 
Auditor for uie Treasury Department, Washington, a 
true copy of tlic manife.st of his ve.ssel, and shall on enter- 
ing his vessel make affidavit that he has mailed .such copy 
and that the .same is true and correct; and he shall also 
mail to the said Auditor a true copy of the corrected 
manifest filed on any post entry of Ins vessel. Any mas- 
ter who neglects or refuses to mail to the Auditor the re- 
quired_ copy of the original or corrected manifest shall 
be subiect to the same fines and penalties fixed by law for 
his failure to deliver the manifest of his vessel to the col- 
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lector Provided., That this section shall not apply to 
ports where there is a naval officer. 

194 Cargo m bulk 

Vessels airiving at a port of entry in the United States, 
laden with coal, salt, railroad iron and other like articles 
in bulk may proceed to places within that collection dis- 
tiict to be specially designated by the Secretary of the 
Iheasury by general regulations or otherwise, under the 
superintendence of customs officers, at the expense of the 
parties interested, for the purpose of unlading cargoes of 
the character before mentioned 

195 Bond of cargo for re-export 

Any vessel may proceed with any merchandise brought 
in her, and, in the manifest delivered to the collector of 
the, customs, reported as destined for any foreign port, 
from the district ivithin which such vessel shall first 
arrive to such foreign port without paying or securing 
the payment of any duties upon such merchandise as shall 
be actually re-exported m the ves.se] But the manifest 
so declaring to re-export such merchandise shall be 
delivered to such collector within forty-eight hours after 
the arrival of the vessel. And the master of such vessel 
shall give bond as required by the next section. 

The master of any vessel so destined for a foreign port 
shall give bond, with one or more sureties, in a sum equal 
to the amount of the duties upon the merchandise, as the 
same shall be estimated by the collector and naval officer 
of the port where the report shall be made, to the satis- 
faction of the collector, with condition that the merchan- 
dise, or any part thereof, shall not be landed within the 
United States, unless due entry thereof shall have been 
first made and the duties thereupon paid, accoiding to 
law Such bond shall be taken for the same period, and 
canceled m like manner, as a bond given for obtaining 
drawback of duties. No such bond shall be required in 
respect to merchandise on board of any vessel which has 
put into the United States from a necessity, shown as 
prescribed in section twenty-seven hundred and seventy- 
three. 

The collector receiving any bond conditioned for the 
payment of duties upon merchandise reported as des- 
tined for a foreigii port, in case the same shall be landed 
within the United States, or any other bonds taken upon 
the exportation of marchandise entitled to drawback, 
shall hnmediately after the time when by the conditions 
of the same they ought to be canceled, put the same in 
suit, provided the proof of the occurrence of such a 
necessity as excuses a landing of such goods within the 
United States has not been produced, or further time 
granted therefor by the Secretary of the Treasury. 
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196. Inspection of marcliaudise laden for expoit. 

The collector phall direct the surveyor, ivhere any, to 
inspect, or cause to be inspected, the merchandise notified 
for exportation, and if it is found to correspond fully with 
the notice and proof concerning the same, the collector, 
together with the naval officer, if any, shall grant a permit 
for lading the same on board of the vessel named in such 
notice and entry. Such lading shall be performed under 
the siiperintenclcnce of the officer by whom the same has 
been so inspected ; and the exporter shall make oath that 
the merchandise, so noticed for exportation, and laden on 
board such vessel, previous to the clearance thereof, or 
within ten days after such clearance, is truly intended to 
be exported to the place whereof notice has been given, 
4md is not intended to be relanded within the united 
States ; otherwise the merchandise shall not be entitled to 
the benefit of drawback. 

197. Transfer of Imported merchandise for export. 

All merchandise imported into the United States, the 
duties on which have been paid, or secured to be paid, 
may be transported by land, or partly by land and partly 
by water, or coastwise, from the district into which it was 
imported to any port of entry and exported from such 
port of entry with the benefit of drawback. 

198. Delivery of cargo in various districts. 

Any vessel in which any merchandise is brought into 
the United States from any foreign port, and which is 
specified in the manifest verified before the collector of 
the port in ivhich such vessel first arrives, to be destined 
for other districts, may proceed with the same from dis- 
trict to district within the United States, in order to the 
landing or delivery thereof ; and the duties on such of the 
merchandise only as shall be landed m any district shall 
be paid within such district. 

Before any vessel departs from the district in which she 
shall first arrive for another district, provided such depar- 
ture IS not within forty-eight hours after her arrival 
within such district, with merchandise brought in such 
vessel from a foreign port on which the duties have not 
been paid, the master shall obtain from the collector of the 
district from which she is about to depart, who is hereby 
required to grant the same, a copy of the report and 
manifest mad^e by such master, certified by the collector, 
to which copy shall be annexed a certificate of the quan- 
tity and particulars of the merchandise which appears to 
him to have been landed within his district, or of the 
quantity and particulars of the merchandise which re- 
mains on board and upon which the duties are to be paid 
in some other district. 

Within twenty-four hour.s after the arrival of such ves- 
sel within any other district, the master shall make report 
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or entry to or Avith the collector of such other district, 
producing and showing the certified cojiy of his first 
report, together with a certificate from each collector of 
any other district within which any of the inerchandi.se, 
brought in such vessel, has been landed, of the quantity 
and particulars of such merchandise as has been landed 
in each district respectively. 

The master shall, however, first give bond, with one or 
more sureties, to the satisfaction of the collector of the 
district within which the vessel first arrives, in a sum 
equal to the amount of the duties on the residue of the 
merchandise, according to such estimate as the collector 
shall form thereof, with condition that the residue of 
.such merchandise shall be duly entered and delivered m 
another district for which the same has been reported to 
be destined. 

The bond shall be canceled or discharged within six 
calendar months from the date thereof, by the production 
of certificates from the collectors of the districts for 
which the merchandise has been reported, .shoivuig the 
due entry and delivery of the merchandise in such dis- 
tricts, or upon due proof to the satisfaction of the col- 
lector by whom the bond was taken, and to the naval 
officer of the port, if any, that such entry and delivery 
were iprevented by some unavoidable accident or casualty, 
and if the whole or any part of the merchandise has not 
been lost, that it has been duly entered and delivered 
within the United States , 

If the master of any such vessel fails by his neglect or 
fault to obtain the copy of his report from the collector of 
the district from which he is about to depart, or any cer- 
tificate which he ought to obtain, or neglects to exhibit 
the same to the collector of any other district to which 
the vessel afterward proceeds, within the time for that 
purpose allowed, he shall be liable to a penalty, for every 
such neglect or omission, of five hundred dollars. 

199 Vessels exempt from entry. 

It shall not be necessary for tlie master of any vessel of 
war, or of any vessel employed by any prince, or state, as 
a public packet for the conveyance of letters and dis- 
patches, and not permitted by the laws of such prince or 
state to be employed in the transportation of merchandise, 
m the way of trade, to make report and entry. 

Vessels used exclusively as ferry-boats carrying passen- 
gers, baggage, and merchandise, shall not be required to 
enter ancT clear, nor shall the masters of such vessels be 
required to present manifests, or to pay entrance or clear- 
ance fees, or fees for receiving or certifying manifests, 
but they shall, upon arrival in the United States, be re- 
quired to report such baggage and merchandise to the 
proper officer of the customs according to law. 
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300. Vessels exempt from certain charges 

Enrolled or licensed vessels engaged in the foreign and 
coasting trade on the northern, northeastern and north- 
w-Gstern frontiers of the United States, departing from or 
arriving at a port in one district to or from a port in an- 
other district, and also touching at intermediate foreign 
poits, shall not thereby become liable to the iiayment of 
entry and clearance fees, or tonnage tax, as if from or to 
foreign iiorts; but such vessels shall, notivithstanding, be 
required to enter and clear 

SOI. Entry of wines and distilled spirits. 

Every importer of distilled spirits or wines, or person 
to whom distilled spnrits or wines are consigned, shall 
make a separate and additional entry thereof, specifying 
the name of the vessel, and her master, in which, and the 
place from which, such spirits or wines were imported, 
together with the quantity and quality thereof, and a par- 
ticular detail of the casks or receptacles containing the 
same, with their marks and numbers ; such entry shall be 
.subscribed by the person making the same, for himself, 
01 in behalf of the person to whom such entry is made, 
and sliall be certified by the collector, before whom it is 
made, as a true copy, and conformable to the general 
entry before directed, in respect to all distilled spirits and 
wines therein contained , such entry thus certified shall be 
transmitted to the surveyor or officer acting as inspector 
of the revenue for (he jiort v here it is intended to com- 
mence the delivery of such spirits or wines. 

303 Sea-stores 

In order to ascertain wbat articles ought to be exempt 
from duty as the sea-stores of a vessel, the master shall 
jiarticularly specify the articles, in the report or manifest 
to be by him made, designating them as the sea-stores of 
such vessel ; and in the oath to be taken by such master, 
on making such report, he shall declare that the articles so 
specified as sea-stores are truly such, and are not intended 
by way of merchandise or for sale; whereupon the ar- 
ticles shall be free from duty. 

Whenever it appears to the collector to whom a report 
and manifest of sea stores are delivered, together with the 
naval officer, where there is one, or alone, where there is 
no naval officer, that the quantities of the articles, or any 
part thereof, imported ns sea-stores, are exce.ssive, the col- 
lector, jointly with the naval officer, or alone, as the case 
may be, may in his discretion estimate the amount of the 
duty on such excess ; which shall be forthwith paid by the 
master, to the collector, on pain of forfeiting the value of 
such excess. 

If any other or greater quantity of articles are found on 
board such vessel as sea-stores than are specified in an 
entry of sea-stores, or if any of the articles are landed 
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Without a permit first obtained from the collector, and 
naval officer if any, for that purpose, all .such articles as 
are not included in the report or manifest by the master, 
and all which are landed without a permit, shall be for- 
feited, and may be seized ; and the master shall moreover 
be lialile to a penalty of treble the value of the articles 
omitted or landed. 

Sea stores and the legitimate equipment of vessels be- 
longing to regular lines plying between foreign ports and 
the United States delayed in port for any cause may be 
transferred in such port of the United States under the 
supervision of the customs officers from one vessel to an- 
other vessel of the same owner without payment of duties, 
but duties must be paid on such stores or equipments 
landed for consumption, except American products. 

203 Goal. 

The master of any vessel propelled by steam, arriving R ■'* ■ 
at any port in the United States, may retain all the coal 
such vessel may have on board at the time of her arrival, 
and may proceed with such coal to a foreign port, without 
being required to land the same in the United States, or 
to pay any duty thereon 

204 Baggage and tools of trade 

In order to ascertain what articles ought to be ex- R ® 
empted as the wearing apparel, and other personal bag- 
gage, and the tools or implements of a mechamcal trade 
only, of persons who arrive in the United States, due entry 
thereof, as of other merchandise, but separate and distinct 
from that of anv other merchandi.se, imported from a 
foreign port, shall be made ivith the collector of the dis- 
trict 111 which the articles are intended to be landed by 
the owner thereof, or his agent, expiessing the persons 
by whom or for whom such entry is made, and particu- 
larizing the several packages, and their contents, with 
their marks and numbers ; and the person who shall make 
the eiitiw shall take and subscribe an oath before the col- 
lector, declaring that the entry subscribed by him and to 
which the oath is annexed contains, to the best of his 
knowledge and belief, a ]ust and true account of the con- 
tents of the several packages mentioned m the entry, 
specifying the name of the vessel, of her master, and of 
the port from which she has arrived; and' that such pack- 
ages contain no merchandise whatever other than wearing 
apparel, personal baggage, or, as the case may be, tools 
of trade, specifying it ; that they are all the property of 
a person named who has arrived, or is shortly expected 
to arrive in the United States, and are not directly or 
indirectly imported for any other, or intended for sale. 

Whenever the person making entry of any articles as R s , agoo 
wearing apparel, personal baggage, tools, or implements, 
is not the owner of them, he shall give bond with one or 
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more sureties, to the satisfaction of the collector, in a sum 
equal to the duties on like articles imported sub]ect to 
duty, upon the condition that the owner of the articles 
shall, within one year, personally make an oath such as is 
prescribed in the preceding section 

On compliance with the two preceding sections, and not 
otherwise, a permit shall be granted for landing such 
articles. But whenever the. collector and the naval officer, 
if any, think proper, they may direct the baggage of any 
per, son ainving within the United States to be examined 
by tlie surveyor of the loort, or by an inspector of the cus- 
toms, who shall make a return of the same; and if any 
articles arc contained therein which in their o]pinion 
ought not to be exempted from duty, due entry of them 
shall be made and the duties thereon paid 

Whenever any article subject to duty is found in the 
baggage of any person arriving within the United States, 
which was not, at the tune of making entry for such bag- 
gage, mentioned to the collector before whom such entry 
was made, by the person making entry, such article shall 
be forfeited, and the person in whose baggage it is found 
shall be liable to a penalty of treble the value of such 
article. 

206. Marks, brands, and trade-marks. 

All articles of foreign manufacture, such as are usually 
or ordinarily marked, stamped, branded, or labeled, and 
all packages containing suem or other imported articles, 
shall, re.spectively, be plainljy marked, stamped, branded, 
or labeled in legible English words, in a conspicuous 
place, so as to indicate the country of their origin and .the 
quantity of their contents ; and until so marked, stamped, 
branded, or labeled they shall not be delivered to the 
importer : should any article of imported merchandise be 
marked, stamped, branded, or labeled so as to indicate a 
q^uantity, munber, or measurement in excess of the quan- 
tity, number, or measurement actually contained in such 
article, no delivery of the same shall be made to the im- 
porter until the mark, stamp, brand, or label, as the case 
may be, shall be changed so as to conform to the facts of 
the case. 

No article of imported merchandise which shall copy or 
simulate the name or trade-mark of any domestic manu- 
facture or manufacturer, or which sliail bear a name or 
mark, which is calculated to induce the public to believe 
that the article is manufactured in the United States, 
shall be admitted to entry at any custom-house of the 
United States, j^id in order to aid the officers of the 
customs in enforcing this prohibition any domestic manu- 
facturer who has adopted trade-marks may require his 
name and residence and a description of his trade-marks 
to be recorded in books which shall be kept for that pur- 
pose in the Department of the Treasury under such regu- 
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lations as the Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe, 
and may furnish to the Department facsimiles of such 
trade-marks ; and thereupon the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shall cause one or more copies of the same to be trans- 
mitted to each collector oi other proper officer of the 
customs. 

206 Cigars 

No cigars shall be imported unless the same are packed ^ ® 
in boxes of not more than five hundred cigars in earn box ; 
and no entry of any imported cigars shall be allowed of 
less quantity than three thousand in a single package; 
and all cigars on importation shall be placed in public 
store or bonded warehouse, and shall not be removed 
therefrom until the same shall have been inspected and a Aug, 27, isoi. 
stamp affixed to each box indicating such in.spection, and 
also a serial number to be recorded in the custom-house 
And the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized 
to provide the requisite stamps, and to make all necessary 
r^ulations for carrying the above provisions of law into ' 
effect 

207. Oaths. 

All oaths to be taken upon makmg of any of the reports R s , ssos 
or entries, or respecting any of the acts meiitionfed in this 
chapter [R S 2766-2866], whether by a master of any 
vessel, or the owner or consignee of any merchandise, his 
factor or agent, or by any other person, shall be adminis- 
tered by the collector, or officer to or with whom the re- 
port or entry is made, and shall be reduced to writing, and 
subscribed by the person taking and by the person adimn- 
istering the oath. 

And such clerks and inspectors of customs as the Secre- S6pt.so,i8fl(i 
tary of the Treasury may designate for the purpose shall 
be authorized to administer oaths, such as deputy col- 
lectors of customs are now authorized to administer, and 
no compensation shall be paid or charge made therefor. 

208. Inward manifests 

No merchandise shall be brought into the United States, R ® 
from any foreign port, in any vessel unless the master has 
on board manifests in writing of the cargo, signed by 
such master. 

Every manifest required by the preceding section shall R’ ® 
contain 

First. The name of the ports where the merchandise in 
such manifest mentioned were taken on board, and the 
ports within the United States for which the same are 
destined; particularly noting the merchandise destined 
for each port respectively 

Provided, however, That the master of a vessel laden -THues. 1892 . 
exclusively either with sugar, coal, salt, hides, dyewoods, 
wool, or jute butts, consigned to one consignee, arriving 
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at a port for ordcr-i, may ho pi'i’initted to destine such 
cargo or determine its disposition “ for orders," upon en- 
tering the vessel at the custoni-house, and, within fifteen 
days afterward and before the unloading of any part of 
the cargo, to amend the manifest by dehignating tlie actual 
port of discharge of such cargo 

Pvomded fiu‘t,he)\ That in the event of failure to desig- 
nate the port of dischai ge within fifteen days such cargo 
must be (lischarged at the port where the vessel entered 
E, s , 280T Second The name, description, and build of the vessel ; 

tlie true admeasurement or tonnage thereof; the 23 ort to 
which such vessel belongs, the name of each owner, ac- 
cording to the register of the same ; and the name of the 
master of such vessel. 

Third A just and jiarticular account of all the merchan- 
dise, so laden on board, whether in jiackages or stowed 
loose, of any kind or nature -whatever, together with the 
'marks and number.s as marked on each package, and the 
number or quantitj'’ and descrijitioii of the packages in 
words at length, whether leaguer, pipe, butt, ^JUncheon, 
hogshead, barrel, keg, case, bale, jiack, truss, chest, box, 
band-box, bundle, parcel, cask, or package, of any kind or 
sort, describing the same by its usual name or denomina- 
tion. 

Fourth. The names of the ixu’sons to whom such pack- 
ages are resjioctively consigned, agreeablj? to the bills of 
lading signed for the saino, unless when the goods are con- 
signed to order, when it shall be so expressed in the 
inaiufest 

Ififth. The names of the several passengers on board 
the vessel, distinguishing Avhether cabin or steerage pas- 
sengers, or both, with their baggage, .sjiecifying tho 
number and description of iiackages belonging to each 
reflectively. 

Sixth. An account of the sea-stores remaining, if any. 
R B , 2808 jf merchandise shall be imported, destined to be deliv- 

ered in different districts or jiorts, the quantities and 
packages so destined to be delivered shall be inserted in 
successive order m the manifest, and all spirits and 
wines constituting the Avhole or any part of tho cargo of 
any vessel shall also be inserted in successive order, dis- 
tinguishing the jiorts to which the same may be destmed, 
and the kinds, qualities, and quantities thereof. 

R. s., 280D If any merchandise is brought into the United States in 
any vessel whatever from any foreign port without hav- 
ing such a manifest on board, or which shall not be 
included or described in the manifest, or shall not agree 
therewith, the master shall bo liable to a penalty equm to 
the value of such merchandise not included in such mani- 
fest; and all such merchandise not included in the 
manifest belonging or consigned to the master, mate, 
officers, or crew of such vessel, shall be forfeited. 
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Whenever it is made to appear to the batisfaction of 
the collector, naval officer, and surveyor, or to the major 
part of them, ivlieie those officers aie established at any 
port, or to the satisfaction of the collector alone, where 
either of the other of the officers i.s not established, or to 
the satisfaction of the court in which a trial shall be had 
concerning such forfeiture, that no pait of the cargo of 
any vessel without proper manifests was unshipped, after 
it Avas taken on board, except such as shall have been 
particularly specified and accounted for in the report of 
the master, and that the manifests hai'e been lost or mis- 
laid, Avithoiit fraud or collusion, or were defaced by acci- 
dent, or became incorrect by mistake, no forfeiture or 
penalty shall be incurred iin( 5 er the preceding section 

309 Inspection of inward manifests by boarding ofidcers 

Every master of any vessel laden with merchandise, 
and bound to any port in the United States shall, on his 
arrival AVithin four leagues of the coast thereof, or tvithin 
any of the bays, harbors, ports, rivers, creeks, or inlets, 
thereof, upon demand, produce the manifests in writing, 
which such master is required to have on board his vessel, 
to such officer of the customs as first comes on board his 
vessel, for insjaection, and shall deliver to such officer true 
copies thereof, which copies shall be provided and sub- 
sci ibcd by the master, and the officer to Avhom the original 
manifests have been produced shall certify upon the back 
thereof that the same weie produced, and the day and 
year on which the same Avore so produced, and tliat such 
copies were to huii delivered ancf by him examined Avith 
the oiiginal manifest; and shall likOTise certify upon the 
back of such copies the day and year on which the same 
were delivered, and shall forthwith transmit such copies 
to the respective collectors of the several districts, to 
which the goods by such manifests appear respectively to 
be consigned. 

The master of any such vessel shall m like manner pro- 
duce to the officer of the customs who first comes on board 
such vessel, upon her arrival within the limits of any col- 
lection-district 111 which the cargo, or any part thereof, is 
intended to be discharged or landed, for his inspection, 
such manifest; and shall also deliver to him true copies 
thereof, such copies also to be provided and subscribed by 
the master, the production of Avhicli manifests and the 
deliA^ery of which copies shall also be certified by the 
officer of the customs, upon the back of the original mani- 
fests, with the particular daj? and year when such mani- 
fests were produced to such officer, and when he so re- 
ceived the copies thereof; and such officer i.s required 
forthwith to transmit the copies of the manifest to the 
collector of the district ; and the master shall afterward 
deliver the original manifests so certified to the collector 
When any manifest shall be produced, upon which there 
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shall be no certificate from any officer of the customs as be- 
fore mentioned, the master producing the same shall be 
reqiiired to make oath that no officer has applied for, 
and that no indorsement has taken place on, any manifest 
of the cargo of such vessel 

The master of any .such vessel .shall not be required to 
make delivery of more than one copy of each manifest to 
the officer who shall first come on board of such ve.ssel, 
within four leagues of the coast of the United States, and 
one other copy to such officer as shall first come on board 
within the limits of any collection-dnstrict, for which the 
cargo of such vessel, or some part thereof, is destined, nor 
to make delivery of any such copy to any other officer, 
but it shall be sufficient, in respect to any such other offi- 
cer, to exhibit to him the original manifests and the cer- 
tificates thereupon 

If the master of any vessel laden with merchandise, and 
bound to any port in the United States, fails upon his 
arrival within lour leagues of the coast thereof, or within 
the limits of any collection-district, where the cargo of 
such vessel, or any part thereof, is intended to be dis- 
charged, to produce such manifests as are heretofore 
required, in writing, to the proper officer upon demand 
therefor, or to deliver such copies thereof, according to 
the directions of the preceding sections, or if he fails to 

f ive an account of the true destination of the vessel, which 
e is hereby required to do, upon request of such officer, 
or gives a false account of such clestinalioii, in order to 
evade the production of the manifests, the master shall 
for every such neglect, refusal, or offense, he liable to a 
penalty of not more than five hundred dollars. If any 
officer first coming on board, in each case, shall neglect or 
refuse to certify on the back of such manifests the produc- 
tion thereof, and the delivery of such copies respectively 
as are directed to be delivered to such officer, such officer 
shall be liable to a penalty of five hundred dollars 
The officers who may apply to the master of any such 
vessel, respecting any of the provisions in the preceding 
sections, and wlio shall not receive full satisfaction 
therein, are hereby required to make a return in writing 
of the name of the vessel and master so offending, in any 
or all of the particulars required, as soon as po.ssih]e, to 
the collector of the district to which such vessel shall be 
considered to be bound. 

Collectors and surveyors, re-spectively, may, whenever 
they judge it to be necessary for the security of tlie rev- 
enue, put an inspector of the customs on board any vessel, 
to accompany the same until her arrival at the first port 
of entry or delivery, in the district to which such vessel 
may be destined. If the master of any vessel shall neg- 
lect or omit to deposit a manifest as herein prescribed, or 
shall refuse to receive an inspector of the customs op 
board, as the case requires, he shall forfeit and pay five 
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litmdred dollars, to be recovered witli cost of suit, one- 
half for the use of the officer with whom such manifest 
ought to have been deposited, and the other half to the 
use of the collector of the district to which such vessel 
may be bound. If, however, tlie manifest shall, in either 
of the above cases, have been previously delivered to any 
officer of the customs, pursuant to the provisions herein- 
after made in that behalf, the depositing of a manifest 
shall not be necessary. 

210. Entry of merchandise at special ports

inclusive 

"When any merchandise is intended to be imported from ^ , 28i8 
any foreign country into the port of Pilatka, upon the 
Saint John’s River, in Florida, such merchandise maj'- 
be entered at Saint John’s, and thereafter transported to 
Pilatka upon compliance with sections twenty-eight hun- 
dred and twenty-five to twenty-eight hundred and thirty- 
one, inclusive. 

When any merchandise is intended to be imported from ^ s . 2819 . 
any foreign country to the port of Bayport, in Florida, 
such merchandise may be entered at Cedar Keys, and 
thereafter transported to Bayport, upon compliance with 
sections twenty-eight hundred and twenty-five to twenty- 
eight hundred and thirty-one, inclusive. 

When any merchandise is intended to be imported from ^ 
any foreign country into the port of Selma, upon the Ala- 
bama River, in Alabama, such merchandise may be entered 
at Mobile, and thereafter transported to Selma, upon com- 
pliance with sections twenty-eight hundred and twenty- 
five to twenty-eight hundred and thirty-one, inclusive. 

When any merchandise is intended to be imported from i*- s > ^221. 
any foreign country into the port of Houston, upon 
Buffalo Bayou, in Texas, such merchandise may be en- 
tered at the port of Galveston and thereafter transported 
to Houston, upon compliance with sections twenty-eight 
hundred and twenty-five to twenty-eight hundred and 
thirty-one, inclusive,

shall be granted to discharge the same at Cold Spring or 
Port Jenorsoii. 

All merohandise. transported in bond to the port of 
Brownsville from any other port of the United States, by 
Brazos Harbor, may, on arrival in that harbor, be trans- 
shipped under such regulations, not inconsistent with law, 
as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, in other 
vessels for transportation by the Rio Grande to Browns- 
ville; and all merchandise ’imjiorted into the distiict by 
Brazos Harbor, from any foreign country, may in like 
manner be transshipped to Brownsville as provided for 
goods, wares, and merchandise transshipped in bond. 

The master of every vessel entering the Columbia River 
from the sea, and bound for Portland, in the district of 
Willamette, shall exhibit his papers to the collector of the 
port of Astoria, and deposit with him a sworn copy of the 
manifest of cargo. If the vessel is laden with clomestic 
merchandise or merchandise in bond for Portland, the col- 
lector at Astoria shall iierimt lier to proceed to her place 
of destination; but if she has dutiable merchandise on 
board not bonded, he shall cause a customs officer to pro- 
ceed on board the vessel to Portland, who shall see that 
no goods arc landed from such vessel before her arrival 
and entry at the latter port The necessary expenses, 
including the per diem of such officeri and the expense of 
his return to Astoria, shall be paid by the master of such 
yeasel to the collector of customs at l^ortland, for the use

When a vessel shall arrive at Astoria, in the di.strict of 
Oregon, from sea, having merchandise on board for that 
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place and also for Portland, in the district of Willamette, 
such vessel shall enter at Astoria and discharge such por- 
tion of her cargo as is destined for that place, whereupon 
the collector sliall cause her hatclies to be closed and 
sealed, and shall then permit her to proceed to Portland 
in charge of a customs officer. 

Merchandise imported into the port of Louisville, and 
destined for Jeffersonville, may be landed and warehoused 
at Jeffersonville, under the custody and control of the 
surveyor of the port of Louisville. 

The Secretary of the Treasury may extend the privi- 
leges of the provisions relating to ivarehoiises, and the 
regulations of the Treasury Department relating thereto, 
to the port of Albany 

The collector of the district of Philadelf)hia may grant 
permits for the transportation of merchandise of foreign 
growth or manufacture across the State of New Jersey to 
the district of New York, or across the State of Delaware 
to any district in the State of Maryland or Virginia , and 
the collector of the district of New York may grant 
like permits for transportation across the State of New 
Jersey; and the collector of any district of Maryland or 
Virginia may grant like permits for transportation across 
the State of Delaware to the district of Philadelphia. 
Every such permit shall express the name of the owner, or 
person sending the merchandise, and, of the person to 
whom the merchandise is consigned, with the marks, 
numbers, and description of the packages, whether bale, 
box, chest, or otherwise, and the kind of goods contained 
therein, and the date when granted; and the owner, or 
person sending such goods, shall swear that they were 
legally imported, and the duties paid Vffiere the mer- 
chandise, to be so transported, shall be of less value than 
eight hundred dollars, the permit shall not be deemed 
necessary. 

The owner or consignee of all merchandise transported 
under the provisions of the preceding section and for the 
transportation whereof a permit is necessary, shall, within

The provisions of the Act of June fifth, eighteen hun- 
dred and nniety-four, entitled “An Act to facilitate the 
entry of steamships,” are hereby extended to steamships 
engaged in trading between ports of Porto Rico and the 
Territory of Hawaii and those of the United States. 
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315 Illegal unlading 

If after the arrival of any vessel laden' 171111 merchan- 
dise and bound to the Umted States, within the limits of 
any collection-district, or within four leagues of the coast, 
any part of the cargo of such vessel shall be unladen, for 
any purpose whatever, before such vessel has come to the 
proper place for the discharge of hei cargo, or some part 
thereof, and ha.s been there July authorized by the proper 
officer of the customs to unlade the same, the master of 
such vessel and the mate, or other person next in com- 
mand, shall respectively be liable to a penalty of one 
thousand dollars for each such offense, and the merchan- 
dise so unladen shall be forfeited, except in case of some 
unavoidable accident, necessity, or distress of weather 
In case of such unavoidable accident, necessity, or dis- 
tress, the master of such vessel shall give notice to, and, 
together with two or more of the officers or mariners on 
board such vessel, of whom the mate or other person next 
in command shall be one, shall make proof upon oath 
before the collector, oi other chief officei of the customs 
of the district, ivithin the limits of which such accident, 
necessity, or distress happened, or before the collector, or 
other chief officer of the collection-district, within the 
limit.s of which such vessel shall first afterward arrive, if 
the accident, necessity, or distress happened not within 
the limits of any district, but within four leagues of the 
coast of the Umted States The collector, oi other chief 
officer, IS hereby authorized and required to administoi 
such oath 

If any merchandise, so unladen from on board any 
such vessel, shall be put or received into any other vessel, 
except in the case of such accident, necessity, or distress, 
to be so notified and proved, the master of any such vessel 
into which the merchandise shall be so put and received, 
and every other person aiding and assisting therein, shall 
be liable to a penalty of treble the value or the merchan- 
dise, and the vessel in which they shall be so put shall be 
forfeited. 

316 Special permit to unlade toy night. 

Upon arrival at any port in the United States of a 
steamship or other conveyance from a foreign port or 
place, or upon the arrival of a steamship or other con- 
veyance from another port in the United States belonging 
to a line designated by the Secretary of the Treasury as 
a common carrier of bonded merchandise, the collector of 
customs, with the concurrence of the naval officer, where 
there is one, upon or after the issuing of a general order, 
shall grant, upon proper application therefor, a special 
license to lade or unlade the cargo of said vessel or other 
conveyance at night— that is to say, between sunset and 
sunrise ; but before any such special license is granted the 
master, agents, or consignees of the vessel or othet con- 
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v^eyance shall execlile and deliver to the collector n good 
and sufficient bond, to be approved by him, conditioned 
to indemnify unci save the collector hainiless from any 
and all losses and liabilities which may occur or be occa- 
sioned by reason of the granting of such special license 
And any liability of the master or owner of any such 
steamshijj or other conveyance to the owner or consignee 
of any merchandise landed from her or other conveyance 
shall not be affected by the granting of such special license 
or of any general order, but such liability shall continue 
until the merchandise is properly removed from the dock 
Avhereon the same may be landed. The collector, under 
such general regulations as the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may prescribe, shall fix a uniform and reasonable 
rate of compensation for like seriuce, to he paid by the 
master, owner, or consignee whenever such special license 
IS granted, and shall collect and distribute the same 
among the inspectors assigned to superintend the lading 
or unlading of the cargo. 

317. Unlading by day. 

Except as aiitliorized by the preceding section, no mei- a >s , 
chandise brought iii any vessel from any foreign port 
shall be unladen or delivered from .siich vessel witliin tin* 

United States but in open day — ^that is to say, between the 
rising and the setting of the sun — except by special license 
from the collector of the port, and naval officer of the 
same, v here there is one, for that purpose, nor at any tune 
without a permit from the collector, and naval officer, if 
any, for such unlading or delivery 

"VAfiien the license to unload between the setting and ns- Juueac.iasi 
mg of the sim is granted to a sailing vessel undei this 
section, a fixed, uniform, and reasonable compensation 
majf be allowed to the inspector or inspectors for service 
between the setting and rising of the sun, under such regu- 
lations as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, 
to be received by the collector from the master, owner, or 
consignee of the vessel, and to be paid by him to the in- 
spector or inspectors. 

If any merchandise shall be unladen or delivered from k h , esrs 
any vessel contrary to the 'preceding section, the master 
of such vessel, and every other person who shall know- 
ingly be concerned, or aiding therein, or in removing, 
storing, or otherwise securing such merchandise, shall 
each be liable to a penalty of four hundred dollars for 
each offense, and shall be disabled from holding any office 
of trust or profit under the United States, for a term not 
exceeding seven years; and the collector of the district 
shall advertise the name of such person in a newspaper 
printed in the State in which he resides, within twenty 
days after each respective conviction. 

All merchandise, so unladen or delivered contrary to ^ ^ 
the provisions of section twenty-eight hundred and sev- 
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eiity-two, shall become forfeited, and may be seized by 
any of the officeis of the customs; and where the value 
thereof, according to the highest market price of the same, 
at the port or district 'where landed, shall amount to four 
hundred dollars, the vessel, tackle, apparel, and furniture 
shall be subject to like forfeiture and seizure. 

218 Supervision of unlading. 

R s . 2S7o The collector of any district at which any vessel ar- 
iives, immediately on her first coming within such dis- 
trict, or the surveyor of any port where such vessel is, 
may put and keeii on board such vessel, Avlnle remaining 
AVithin such district, or m going from one district to an- 
other, one or more inspectors to examine the cargo or 
contents of such vessel, and to superintend the delivery

house provided for the reception of such merchandise, 
such book shall be delivered to the surveyor in the month 
of January m every year for his in&iiection, and immedi- 
ately after such inspection be transmitted by the sur- 
veyor, Avith such observations as ho may think necessary 
thereon, to the collector, to be deposited, in his office. 

11 .s , 2877. The inspector shall attend to the delivery of the cargo 
under his care, at all times when the unlading or delivery 
of merchandise is lawful, particularly from the rising to 
the setting of the sun on each day, Sundays and the 
fourth day of July in each jmar excepted ; for which pur- 
pose he shall constantly attend and remain on board the 
A^essel, the deliveries from which he is to superintend, or at 
any other station ivhere his inspection is necessary. The 
inspector shall not quit such station or place without the 
leave of the surveyor of the port first obtained, who shall 
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appoint another inspector, if he deems it necessary, to 
supply the place of such inspector during his absence; 
and any inspector who shall neglect or in any manner act 
contrary to the duties hereby enjoined, shall for the first 
offense be liable to a penalty of the sum of fifty dollars, 
and for the second offense shall be displaced, and be in- 
capable of holding any station of trust or profit under 
the revenue laivs of the United Slates, for a term not 
exceeding seven years 

No inspector shall perform any other duties or service 
on board any vessel, the superintendence of which is com- 
mitted to him, for aiw person wdiatever, other than what 
is required by this Title [R. S., 2517-3129], under the 
penalty of being disabled from acting any longer as an 
inspector of the customs; the wages or compensation of 
such inspector as may proceed from one district to an- 
other, shall be defrayed by the master of the vessel com- 
mitted to his care ; every inspector or other officer of the 
revenue, while performing any duty on board any vessel, 
not in a port of the United States, discharging her cargo, 
shall be entitled to receive from the master of such vessel 
such provisions and accommodations as are usually sup- 
plied to passengers, or as the state and condition of such 
vessel will admit, on receiving therefor fifty cents a day ; 
and any master of any vessel who shall refuse such pro- 
visions and reasonable accommodations shall be liable to 
a penalty of one hundred dollars. 

If, by reason of the delivery of the cargo in several dis- ^ ® 
tricts, more than the term allowed by Taw shall in the 
whole be spent thereui, the wages or compensation of .the 
inspector who may be employed on board of any vessel, in 
respect to which such term may be so exceeded, shall, for 
every day of such excess, be paid by the master or owner ; 
and die inspector shall, previously to the clearance of the 
vessel, render an exact account to the collector of all such 
compensation as has been paid, or is due and payable by 
the master or owner. 

The' inspector who may be put on board of any vessel ® 
shall secure, after sunset in each evening, or previous to 
Ins quitting the vessel, the hatches and other communica- 
tions with the hold of such vessel, or any other part 
thereof he may judge necessary, with locks or other 
proper fastenings, which locks or other fastenings shall 
not be opened, broken, or removed until the morning fol- 
lowing, or after the rising of the sun, and in the presence 
of the inspector by whom the same were affixed, except by 
special license from the collector of the port, and the 
naval officer, if any, first obtained. If the locks or other 
fastenings, or any of them, are broken or removed con- 
trary to this section, or if any merchandise or package*-' 
are clandestinely landed, notice thereof shall be immedi- 
ately given by the inspector to the collector and naval 
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officer, if any, of the port where the vessel may be ; and 
tlie master of such vessel shall, for each or every such 
offense, be liable to a penalty of five hundred dollars 

219 Limit of time foi imlading. 

l^dienever any merchandise shall be imported into any 
port of the United States from any foreign port, in any 
vessel, at the expiration of ten working days if the vessel 
is less than five hundred tons register, and within fifteen 
working days if it is of five hundred tons register and 
less than one thousand, and wnthin twenty working days 
if it is of one thousand tons register and less than fifteen 
bundled, and within twenty-five woiking days if it is of 
fifteen hundred tons register and upward, not including 
legal holidays and days when the condition of the weather 
prevents the unlading of the vessel ivith safety to its 
cargo, after the time within which the report of the 
rriaster of any vessel is required to be made to tlie col- 
lector of the district, if there is found any merchandise 
other than has been reported for some other district or 
some foreign port, the collector shall take jiossession 
thereof; but with the consent of the owner or consignee 
of any merchandise, or with the consent of the ownei or 
master of the vessel in ivhich the same may be imported, 
the merchandise may be taken possession of by the col- 
lector after one day’s notice to the collector of the district 
All merchandise so taken shall be delivered pursuant to 
the order of the collector of the district, for which a cer- 
tificate or receipt shall be granted 

The limitation of time for unlading, prescribed by the 
preceding section, shall not extend to vessels laden exclu- 
sively with coal, salt, sugar, hides, dyewoods, wool, or ]ute 
butts, consigned to one consignee, arriving at a port for 
orders, but if the master of any such vessel requires a 
longer time to discharge her cargo, the wages or compen- 
sation of the inspector, for every day’s attendance ex- 
ceeding the uuinber of days allowed by law, shall be paid 
by the master or owner; and thereupon the collector is 
Imreliy authorized and required to allow such longer time, 
not exceeding fifteen days. 

All merchandise of which the collector shall take pos- 
session under the provisions relating to the time for the 
discharge of a vessel’s cargo shall be kept with due and 
reasonable care at the charge and risk of the owner. 

220 Unlading of wines and spirits. 

Every permit for the unlading of spirits, wines, or any 
part thereof, shall, previous to such landing or unlading 
thereof, be produced to the officer of inspection, who shall 
record or register m proper boolis the contents thereof, 
and shall indorse thereupon the word “ Inspected,” the 
time when, and his own name; after which he shall 
return the permit to the person by whom it was produced, 
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and then, and not otherwise, it shall be lawful to land the 
spirits, or wines, therein specified ; and if spirits or wines 
shall be landed without such indorsement upon the permit 
granted for that purpose, the master of the vessel from 
which the same shall have been so landed shall for every 
such offense be liable to a penalty of five hundred dollars, 
and the spirits or wines so landed shall be forfeited. 

All distilled spirits, and whies, shall be landed under R 
the inspection of the surveyor, or other officer acting a.s 
inspector of the revenue for the port, and such of the in- 
spectors of the customs as shall be deputed by him for 
that purpose, and not otherwise, on pain of forfeiture 
thereof, for which purpose the officer shall at all reason- 
able times attend. This shall not, however, be construed 
to exclude the inspection of any officer of the customs, as 
now or heretofore practiced. 

221 Post entry 

If any package whatever which has been so reported is 
wanting, and not found on board such vessel, or if the 
merchandise on boaid such vessel does not otherwise agree 
with the report or manifest delivered by the master of 
any such vessel, in every such case the master shall be 
liable to a penalty of five hundred dollars; except that 
if it is made to appear to the satisfaction of the collector, 
naval officer, and surveyor, or to the major jiart of them 
where those officers are established at any port, or to the 
satisfaction of the collector alone where neither of the 
others is established, or in case of trial for the penalty, to 
the satisfaction of the court, that no part whatever of 
merchandise of such vessel has been unshipped, landed, 
or unladen since it was taken on board, except as speci- 
fied in the report or manifest, and pursuant to permits, 
or that the disagreement is by accident or mistake, in 
such case the penalty shall not be inflicted But in all 
such cases the master of any vessel shall be required and 
shall make a post entry or addition to the report or mani- 
fest by him delivered of any and all mercliandise omitted 
to be included and reported in such manifest; and it 
shall not be lawful to grant a permit to unlade any such 
merchandise so omitted before such post entry or addi- 
tion to such report or manifest has been made 

222 Eeturns of unlading of cargo 

Wlien the delivery of merchandise from on board of ^ 
any vessel is completed, cojnes of the accounts or entries 
which have been kept or made thereof, by the officer 
charged with the deliveries, shall be returned to the col- 
lector of the district, and the naval officer, if any, within 
three days after such delivery has been completed, if at 
the pott where such officer resides, and if at any other 
port as soon as the nature of the case will achnit, not ex- 
ceeding fifteen days The accounts or entries to be so 
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returned shall comprise all deliveries made pursuant to 
permits, and all packages or merchandise sent to the 
public stores, also each and eveiy package remaining on 
board of such vessel for the jiurpose of being exported 
tliPiein to n foreign port, or to some other district of the 
United States, 

Such returns shall be signed by the inspectors respec- 
tively under whose superintendence the deliveries have 
been made ; and, after examination, and on being found 
correct, shall be countersigned or certified by the sur- 
vevor of the port, if aii}^, at the port where the deliveries 
have been made. Tlie returns shall be transmitted by 
him to the naval officer, if any ; who shall compare the 
same with the manifests and entries in his possession; 
and if any difference ajppears,' the particulars thereof 
shall be noted by indorsement on the returns, and if no 
difference appears, it shall be so noted by like indorse- 
ments. The naval officer shall transmit the returns to 
the collector of the district ; and on being returned to the 
collector, shall be by him compared with the manifests 
and entrie.s of the merchandise, which have been made by 
the owner, consignee, or his factor or agent; and if any 
difference appears, the same shall be noted by indorse- 
ment on such inamfests, specifying the particulars 
theioof , and if no difference appears, it shall be noted by 
like indorsement, that the delivery corresponds with the 
entry or entries thereof. The indorsement or memoran- 
dum shall, in each case, be subscribed by the officer by 
whom the compari.son was made 

!323. Vessels in. distress 

If any vessel from any foreign port, compelled by dis- 
tress of veather, or other necessity, shall put into any 
port of tlu'. United States, not being destined for the 
same, the master, together with tlie mate or person next 
ill command, may, withm twenty-four hours after her 
arrival, make protest in the usual form upon oath, be- 
fore a notary public or other person duly authorized, 
or before the collector of the clistrict where the vessel 
arrives, setting forth the cause or circumstances of such 
distress or necessity. Such protest, if not made before 
the collector, shall be produced to him, and to the naval 
officer, if any, and a copy thereof lodged with him or 
them. The master shall also, within forty-eight hour.s 
after such arrival, make report in writing to the collector, 
of the vessel and her cargo, as is directed hereby to be 
done in other cases. And if it appear to the collector, 
by the certificate of the wardens of the port, or other 
officers usually charged with, and accustomed to ascertain 
the condition of vessels arriving in distress, if any, or by 
the certificate of two reputable merchants, to be named 
for that purpose by the collector, if there are no such 
wardens, or other officers duly qualified, that there is a 
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necessity for unlading the vessel, the collector and naval 
officei, if any, shall grant a permit for that purpose, 
and shall appoint an inspector to oversee such unlading,- 
-who shall keep an account of the same, to be compared 
with the report made by the master of the vessel. 

All nieichandise’ so unladen from any vessel arriving in 
distress shall be stoied under the direction of the collector, 
who, upon request of the master of such vessel, or of the 
owner thereof, shall, together with the naval officer, where 
there is one, and alone where there is none, grant permis- 
sion to dispose of such part of the cargo as may be of a 
perishable nature, if any there be, or as may be necessary 
to defray the expenses attending such vessel and her cargo. 

But entry shall be made therefor, and the duties paid 

In case the delivery of the cargo does not agree with the ® 
report thereof, made by the master of such vessel so arriv- 
ing in distress, and if the difference or disagreement is not 
satisfactorily accounted for m manner prescribed by this 
Title [E. S , 2617-3129] , the master of such vessel shall be 
liable to such penalties as in other like cases are pre- 
scribed. 

The merchandise, oi the remainder thereof, which shall ^ ® 
not be disposed of, may be reladen on board the vessel so 
arriving in distress, under the inspection of the officer who 
superintended the landing thereof, or other proper per- 
son; and the vessel may proceed with the same to the 
place of her destination, free from any other charge than 
for the stori^ and safe-keeping of the merchandise, and 
fees to the officers of the customs as m other cases. 

Wlienever any Spanish vessel shall arrive in distress, in ^ ® 
any port of the United States, having been damaged on 
the coasts or within the limits of the United States, and 
lier cargo shall have been unladen, in conformity with the 
provisions of the four preceding sections, the cargo, or 
any part thereof, may, if the vessel should be condemned 
as not seaworthy, or be deemed incapable of performing 
her original voyage, afterward be reladen on board any 
other vessel under the inspection of the officer who super- 
intended the landmg thereof, or other proper jperson. No 
duties, charges, or fees whatever, shall be paid on such 
part of the cargo as may be reladen and carried away, 
either in the vessel in which it was originally imported, 
or in any other. 

334. Obstruction by ice. 

When a vessel is prevented by ice from getting to the ^ ® 
port or place at which her cargo is intended to be deliv- 
ered, the collector of the district in winch such vessel may 
be obstructed may receive the report and entry of such 
vessel, and, with the consent of the naval officer, where 
there is one, grant permits for unlading or landing the 
merchandise imported in such vessel, at any place within 
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Ills district, most convenient and proper. The report and 
entry of such vessel, and her cargo, or any part theieof, 
and all persons concerned therein, shall be .subject to the 
same regulations and penalties as if the vessel had ar- 
iived at the port of her destination, and had there pro- 
ceeded to the delivei'y of her cargo. 

S26. Dnlawful lemoval of bonded mercliandise. 

Any person maliciously opening, breaking, or entering 
by any means whatever, any car, vessel, vehicle, ware- 
house, or package containing any such merchandise so 
delivered for transportation, or removing, injuring, break- 
ing, or defacing any lock or seal placed upon such car, 
vessel, vehicle, warehouse, or package, or aiding, abetting, 
or encouraging any other person or persons so to remove, 
break, injure, or deface such locks or seals, or to open, 
break, or enter such car, vessel, or vehicle, with intent to 
remove or cause to be removed unlawfully any merchan- 
dise therem, or in any manner to injure or defraud the 
United States ; and any person receiinng any merchandise 
unlawfully removed fioni any such car, vessel, or vehicle, 
knowing it to have been so unlawfully removed, shall be 

f iuilty of felohy, and in addition to any penalties hereto- 
ore prescribed shall be punishable by imprisonment for 
not less than six months nor more than two years. 

2S6. Transpoxtation in bond ^ 

Any merchandise, duly entered for warehousing, may 
be withdrawn under bond, without payment of the duties, 
from a bonded warehouse in any collection-district, and 
be transported to a bonded warehouse in any other col- , 
lectioii-district, and rewarehoused thereat; and any such 
merchandise may be so tiaiisported to its destination 
wholly by land, or wliolly by water, or partially by land 
and partially by water, over such routes as the Secretary 
of the Treasury may prescribe, and may likewise be con- 
veyed over any foreign territory, the government of 
which may have, or shall by treaty stipulations grant, a 
free right of way over such territory. 

The Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe the form 
of the bond to be given for the transportation of mer- 
chandise from a port in one collection-district to a port 
in another collection-district as provided in the pre- 
ceding section ; also the time for such delivery ; and for a 
failure to transport and deliver within the time limited 
any such bonded merchandise to the collector at the des- 
ignated port, a duty of double the amount to which such 
merchandise would be liable shall be collected, which 
duty .shall be secured by such bond, or the merchandise 
may be seized and forfeited for such failure, and any 
steam or other vessel, or vehicle, transporting such bonded 
merchandise, the master, owner, or conductor of which 
shall fail to deliver the same to the collector at the desig- 
nated port, shall be liable to seizure and forfeiture. And 
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the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized to 
remit, in 'whole or in part, on such conditions and under 
such regulations, not inconsistent with law, as he may 
prescribe, the additional duty secured by the bond given 
for the transportation of merchandise from a port in one 
collection-district to a port in another collection-district 
prescribed by the preceding section: Provided, That it 
shall be proved to the satisfaction of the Secretary of the 
Treasury that the failure to transport and deliver the 
merchandise aforesaid according to the conditions of the 
bonds occurred without willful negligence or fraudulent 
intent on the part of the obligors. 

227. Transportation to special ports 

Any imported merchandise in the original packages R s , 3002 
which shall have been duly entered and bonded, in pursu- 
ance of the provisions relating to warehouses, may be 
withdrawn from warehouse for immediate e.vportation, 
without payment of duties, to Chihuahua, in Mexico, by 
the route of the Arkansas Eiver, through Van Buren, or 
by the route of the Bed Eivcr, through Fulton, or by the 
route of the Missouri Eiver, through Independence, or by 
such other routes as may be designated by the Secretary 
of the Treasury Any imported merchandise duly entered 
and bonded at Brownsville, m the district of Brazos de 
Santiago, 01 imported and bonded at any other port of 
the United States, and transported thence in bond, and 
duly rewarehoused at Brownsville, may be withdrawn 
from warehouse for immediate exportation, without pay- 
ment of duties, to ports and places in Mexico,' by land or 
water, or partly by land and partly by water, or by such 
routes as may be designated by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Any imported merchandise duly entered and bonded in R s . aoos 
any port of the United States may be withdrawn from 
warehouse without payment of duties, for immediate ex- 
portation for San Fernando, Paso del Norte, and Chi- 
huahua, in Mexico, through the port of Lavaca, in the 
collection-district of Saluria, m the State of Texas, and 
be transshipped inland, thence to San Antonio, in that 
State, and from the latter place to the destinations in 
Mexico, either by way of Eagle Pass, the Presidio del 
Norte, or San Elizario, all on the Eio Grande; and the 
Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized to pre- 
scribe such regulations, not inconsistent with law, as he 
may deem proper and necessary, respecting the packing, 
marking, inspection, proof of due delivery at their foreign 
destinations of the imports authorized hy this and the 
foregoing section to be exported from warehouse to ports 
and places in Mexico, and for the due protection in other 
respects of the public revenue. 

Imported merchandise duly entered and bonded at a R S..8004 
port of the United States, and withdrawn from ware- 
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house in accordance with existing law, for exportation 
for San Fernando, Paso del Norte, and Chihuahua, in 
Mexico, may pass through Eagle Pass, the port of entry 
for the distiict of Saluria, in Texas, under such regula- 
tions as the Secretaiy of the Treasury shall prescribe, as 
well as through the port of Lavaca. 

All merchandise arriving at the ports of New York, 
Boston, Portland in Maine, or any other port specially 
designated by the Secretary of the Treasury, and destined 
for places in the adjacent British provinces, or arriving 
at the port of Brownsville in Texas, or any other port 
specially designated by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and destined for places in the republic of Mexico, may 
be entered at the custom-house, and conveyed, in transit, 
through the territory of the United States, without the 
payment of duties, under such regulations as the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury may jirescribe. 

All merchandise arriving at any port of the United 
States destined for any foreign country may be entered 
at the custom-house, and conveyed, in transit, tlirough 
the territory of the United States, without the payment 
of duties, under such regulations as to exammation and 
transportation as the Secretary of the Treasury may pre- 
scribe. 

Imported merchandise in bond, or duty paid, and prod- 
ucts or manufactures of the United States, may, with the 
consent of the proper authorities of the British provinces 
or republic of Mexico, be transported from one port in 
the United States to another port therein, over the terri- 
tory of such provinces or republic, by such routes, and 
under such rules, regulations, and conditions as the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury may prescribe ; and the merchandise 
so transported shall, upon arrival in the United States 
from such provinces or republic, be treated in regard to 
the liability to or exemption from duty, or tax, as if the 
transportation had taken place entirely withm the hmits 
of the United States. 

Eailroad-cars or other vehicles laden with merchandise, 
sealed by a customs officer, passing, under the provisions 
of the preceding section and the regulations of the Secre- 
tary 01 the Treasury, from one port in the United States 
to another therein, through foreign contiguous territory, 
shall be exempt from the payment of any fees for receiv- 
ing or certifying manifests thereof. 

No merchandise exported to Mexico or the British 
North American Provinces shall be voluntarily landed or 
brought into the United States; and any so landed or 
brought into the United States shall be forfeited; and 
the same proceeding shall he had for its condemnation, 
and the distribution of the proceeds of the sales, as m 
other cases of forfeiture of merchandise illegally im- 
ported. Every person concerned in the voluntary land- 
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ing or bringing such merchaiidi&e into the United Statas 
shall be liable to a penalty of four hundred dollars 

3S8 Immediate delivery. 

When merchandise shall be imported into any port of 
the United States fi’Oin any foreign country in vessels, 
and it shall appear by the bills of lading that the mer- 
chandise so imported is to be delivered immediately after 
the entry of the vessel, the collector of such port may take 
possession of such merchandise and deposit the same in 
bonded warehouse; and when it does not appear by the 
bills of lading that the merchandise so imported is to be 
immediately delivered, the collector of the customs may 
take possession of the same, and deposit it in bonded 
varehonse, at the request of the owner, master, or con- 
signee of the vessel, on three days’ notice to such collector 
after the entry of the vessel.

And “ passengers ” baggage and effects arriving at any 
of the ports specified in section one of this act, Avhich 
shall appear by the manifest of the importing vessel, or 
other satisfactory evidence, to be destined to any of the 
ports specified in the seventh section, may also be trans- 
ported by express companies under the provisions of this 
act to any of the ports specified m the seventh section 
thereof, iii such manner and under such rules and regula- 
tions as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe ; 

And mercliandise .such as pig-iron, spiegle-iron, scrap- 
iron, iron-ore, railroad-iron, and similar articles com- 
monly transported iqaon jilutform or flat ears may be 
transported under the provisions of this act upon such 
platform or flat cars ; and the weight of such merchandise 
so transported shall be ascertained in all cases before 
shipment, and ordinary railroad seals may be used for 
such purposes; and inspectois shall be stationed at proper 
points along the designated routes, or upon any car, ves- 
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sel, vehicle, or train, at the discretion of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, and at the expense of the companies, 
respectively. 

Such merchandise shall not be unladen or transshipped 
between the ports of firsit arrival and final destination, 
unless authorized by the regulations of the Secietary of 
the Treasury in cases which may arise from a difference 
in the gauge of railroads, or “ where the route is bonded 
for both land and water carriage ”, or from accidents, or 
from legal intervention, or ivhen, by reason of the length 
of the route, the cars, after due inspection by customs 
officers, shall be considered unsafe or unsuitable to pro- 
ceed further, or from low water, ice, or other unavoidable 
obstruction to navigation; and in no case shall there be 
permitted_ any breaking of the original packages of such 
merchandise. 

Section five of the Act approved June tenth, eighteen 
hundred and eighty, governing the immediate transpor- 
tation of dutiable goods without appraisement, be, and 
the same is hereby, so amended as to allow common car- 
riers bonded under the provisions of said Act, in instances 
where a sufficient quantity of such merchandise is not 
offered at the port of first arrival to fill an entire car, or 
compartment thereof, to forward such merchandise in 
cars not secured bv the prescribed customs fastenings if 
the packages are corded and sealed, under regulations to 
be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury; in all 
other respects the provisions of the Act referred to to 
remain in full force

231. Fiaudulent importation of merohandiBe. 

If any person shall fraudulently or knowingly import 
or bring into the United States, or assist in so doing, any 
merchandise, contrary to law, or shall receive, conceal, 
buy, sell, or in any manner facilitate the transportation, 
concealment, or sale of such merchandise after importa- 
tion, knowing the same to have been imported contrary 
to law, such merchandise shall be forfeited and the 
offender shall be fined in any siun not exceeding five 
thousand dollars nor less than fifty dollars, or be im- 
prisoned for any time not exceeding two years, or both.

Any person who shall give, or offer to give or promise 
to give any money or thing of value, directly or indirectly, 
to any officer or employee of the United States in consid- 
eration of or for any act or omission contrary to law 
in connection with or pertaining to the importation, ap- 
praisement, entry, examination, or inspection of goods, 
wares, or merchandise, mcludmg herein any baggage, or 
of the liquidation of the entry thereof, or shall by threats 
or demands, or promises of any character attempt to im- 
properly influence or control any such officer or employee 
of the United States as to the performance of his official 
duties shall, on conviction thereof, be fined not exceeding

R s , 3110 If any merchandise shall, at any port in the United 
States on the northern, northeastern, or northwestern 
frontiers thereof, be laden upon any vessel belonging 
wholly or in part to a subject of a foreign country, and 
shall be taken thence to a foreign port to be reladen and 
reshipped to any other port in the United States on such 
frontiers, either by the same or any other vessel, foreign 
or American, with intent to evade the provisions relating 
to the transportation of merchandise from one port of the 
United States to another port of the United States, in a 
vessel belonging wholly or m part to a subject of any 
foreign power, the merchandise shall, on its arrival at 
such last-named port, be seized ana forfeited to the 
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ITnited States, and the vessel shall pay a tonnage-duty 
of fifty cents per ton on her admeasurement.

All vessels, boats, rafts, and carriages, of what kind R s, soat 
soever, arriving in such districts, on the northern and 
north-western frontiers, containing merchandise subject to 
duties, on being imported into any port of the United 
States, shall be reported to the collector, or other chief offi- 
cer of the customs at the port of entry in the district into 
which it shall be so imported ; and sudh merchandise shall 
be accompanied with like manifests, and like entries shall

If the master, or other person having charge of any ves- R s , soob 
sel, boat, canoe, or raft, or the conductor or driver of any 
carriage or sleigh, or other person bringing such merchan- 
dise, Siall neglect or refuse to deliver the manifest re- 
quired by the preceding section, or pass by or avoid such' 
office, the merchandise subject to duty, and so imported,

§ ers, and all other articles imported into the United 
tates from any contiguous foreign country, except as 
hereafter provided, as well as the vessels, cars, and other 
vehicles and envelopes in which the same shall be im- 
ported, shall be unladen in the presence of, and be in- 
spected by, an inspector or other officer of the customs, at 
the first port of entiy or custom-house in the United 
States where the same shall arrive; and to enable the 
proper officer thoroughly to discharge this duty, he 
require the owner or his agent, or other person, having 
charge or possession of any trunk, traveling-bag, or sack, 
valise, or other envelope, or of any closed i essel, car, oi 
other vehicle, to open the same, or to deliver to him the 
proper ke}'. 

If any owner, agent, or other person shall refuse or 
neglect to comply with his demands, allowed by the pre- 
ceding section, the officer shall retain such trunk, travel- 
ing bag, or sack, valise, or whatsoever it may be, and 
open tile same, and, as .soon thereafter as may be prac- 
ticable, examine the contents; and if any article subject 
to the payment of duty shall be found therein, the whole 
contents, tog^ether with the envelope, shall be lorfeited to 
the United States, and dispo.sed of as the law provides in 
other similar cases. If any such dutiable merchandise or 
article shall be found in any such vessel, car, or other 
vehicle, the owner, agent, or other person in charge of 
which shall have refused to open the same or deliver the 
key a.s herein provided, the same, together with the vessel, 
car, or other vehicle, shall be forfeited to the United 
States, and shall be held by such officer, to be disposed of 
as the law provides in other siinilai cases of forfeiture. 

247. Customs ssals on frontier 

To avoid the inspection at the first port of arrival, the 
owner, agent, master, or conductor of any such vessel, car, 
or other vehicle, or owner, agent, or other person having 
charge of any such merchandise, baggage, effects, or otlier 
articles, may apply to any officer of the United States 
duly authorized to act m the preini6e.s, to seal or clo.se the 
same, under and according to the regulations hereinafter 
authorized, previous to tlieir importation into the United 
States; which officer shall seal or close the same accord- 
ingly ; whereupon the same may proceed to their port of 
destination without further inspection. Every such ves- 
sel, car, or other vehicle, shall proceed, without unneces- 
saiy delay, to the port of its_de.stination, as named in the 
manifest of its cargo, freiglit, or contents, and be there 
inspected. Nothing contained in this section shall be 
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construed to exempt such vessel, car, or veliicle, or its 
contents, from such examination as may be necessary and 
proper to prevent frauds upon the revenue and violations 
of this Title [E. S., 2617-3129]. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized and R s , 3103 
required to make such regulations, and from time to time

cask, trunk, package, or parcel, or anything whatsoever, 
under and by virtue of this Title [S. fe., 2517-3129] and 
iwulations authorized by it, or any other law, or shall 
affix or attach, or any way willfully aid, a.ssist, or encour- 
age the affixing or attaching, by wire or otherwise, to any 
vessel, car, or other vehicle, or to any crate, box, bale, 
barrel, bag, basket, bundle, cask, package, parcel, article, 
or thing of any kind, any seal, lead, metal, or anything 
purporting to be a seal authorized by law, such person or

for the use of the vessel, the master of the vessel shall 
report the same, with cost and quantity thereof, to the 
collector or other officer of the customs at the first port 
in the United States at which he shall next arrive, de- 
signating them as “ sea-stores ; ” and in the oath to be 
talcen by such master of such vessel, on making such 
report, he shall declare that the articles so specified or 
designated “ sea-stores ” are truly intended for the use 
exclusively of the vessel, and are not intended for sale, 
transfer, or private use. If any other or greater quantity 
of dutiable articles shall be found on board such vessel 
than are specified in such report or entry of such a,rticles, 
or any part thereof shall be landed without a permit from 
a' collector or other officer of the customs, such articles 
together with the vessel, her apparel, tackle, and furni- 
ture, shall be forfeited. 

-If; upon examination and inspection by the collector or 
other officer of the customs, such articles are not deemed 
excessive in quantity for the use of the vessel, until an 
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American port may be reached by such vessel, where such 
sea-stores can be obtained, such articles shall be declared 
free of duty ; but if it shall be found that the quantity or 
quantities of such articles, or any jiart theieof so reported 
are excessii^e, it shall be lawful for the collector or other 
officer of the customs to estimate the amount of duty on 
such excess, which shall be forthwith paid by the master 
of the vessel, on penalty of paying a sum of not less than 
one hundred dollars, nor more than four times the value 
of such excess, or such master shall be punishable by im- 
prisonment for not less than three months, and not more 
than two years.

Articles purchased for the use of or for sale on board n s , siia 
any such vessel, as saloon stores or supplies, shall be 
deemed merchandise, and shall be liable, when purchased 
at a foreign port, to entry and the payment of the duties 
foimd to be due thereon, at the first port of arrival of 
such vessel in the United States ; and for a failure on the 
part of the saloon-keeper or person purchasing or owning 
such articles to report, make entries, and pay duties, as 
hereinbefore required, such articles, together with the 
fixtures and other merchandise, found in such saloon or 
on or about such vessel belongmg to and owned by such 
saloon-keeper or other person interested in such saloon, 
shall be seized and forfeited, and such saloon-keeper or 
other person so purchasing and owning shall be liable to 
a penalty of not less than one hundred dollars and not 
more than five hundred, and shall be punishable by im- 
prisonment for not less than three months, and not more 
than two years. 

261. Duties oil repairs. 

The equipments, or any part thereof, including boats, h s , 3114 
purchased for, or the expenses of repairs made m a for- 
eign country upon a vessel enrolled and licensed under the 
laws of the United States to engage in the foreign and 
coasting trade on the northern, northeastern, and north- 
western frontiers of the United States, or a vessel in- 
tended to be employed in such trade, shall, on the first 
arrival of such vessel in any port of the United States, be 
liable to entry and the payment of an ad-valorem duty of 
fifty per centiun on the cost thereof in such foreign coim- 
try ; and if the owner or master of such vessel shall will- 
fully and knowingly neglect or fail to report, make entry, 
and pay duties as herein required, such vessel, with her 
tackle, apparel, and furniture, shall be seized and for- 
feited.

duplicate manifests of the whole of such cargo on board 
sum vessel, specifying in such manifests the marks and 
numbers or every cask, bag, box, chest, or package con- 
taining the same, with the name and place of residence 
of every shipper and consignee, and the quantity shipped 
by and to each. If there be a collector or surveyor 
residing at such port, or within five miles thereof, he 
shall deliver such manifest to the collector, if there be 
one; otherwise to the surveyor, before whom he shall 
swear, to the best of his knowledge and belief, that the 
goods therein contained were legally imported, and the 
duties thereupon paid or secured, or if spirits distilled 
within the United States that the duties thereupon have 
been paid or secured Thereupon the collector or sur- 
veyor shall certify the same on the manifests, one of 
which he shall return to the master, with a permit, speci- 
fying thereon, generally, the lading on board such vessel, 
and authorizing him to proceed to the port of his destina- 
tion. 

If any vessel, being laden and destined, as mentioned in 
the preceding section, shall depart from the port where 
she may then be without the master having first made out 
and subscribed duplicate manifests of the lading on board 
such vessel, and in case there be a collector or surveyor 
residing at such port, or within five miles thereof, with- 
out having previously delivered the same to the collector 
or surveyor, and obtaining a permit, such master shall be 
liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars. 

261. Entry wltMn a great district. 

The master of every ve.ssel licensed for carrying on the 
coastmg-trade, having on board either distilled spirits in 
casks exceeding five hundred gallons, wine in casks ex- 
ceeding two hundred and fifty gallons, or in bottles ex- 
ceeding one hundred dozens, sugar in casks or boxes 
exceeding three thousand pounds, or foreign mercluindise 
in packages, as imported, exceeding m value four_ hun- 
dred dollars, or goods, wares, or merchandise^ consisting 
of such enumerated or other articles of foreign growdh 
or manufacture, or of both, whose aggregate vahie ex- 
ceeds eight hundred dollars, and arriving from a district 
in one State, at a district in the same or an adjoining 
State on the sea-coast, or on a navigable river, or, if of 
the burden of twenty tons or upward, arriving- at a dis- 
tiict within one of the great districts from another dis- 
trict within the same great district, or from a State ad- 
joining such great district, shall, previous to the unlad- 
ing of any part of the cargo of such veasel, deliver to the 
coUector, if there be one, or if not, to the surveyor resid- 
ing at the port of her arrival, or if there be no collector 
or surveyor residing at such port, then to a collector or 
surveyoi’, if there be any such officer residing within five

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miles thereof, the manifest of the cargo, certiliod by the 
collector or surveyor of the district from ivlience she 
sailed if there be such manifest, otherwise the duplicate 
manifest thereof, as is hereinbefore directed, to the truth 
of irliich, before such officer, he .shall swear. If there 
have been taken on board such vessel any other or more 
goods than are contained in such manifest or manifests, 
since her departure from the port from whence she firsi 
sailed, or if any goods have been since landed, the mastei’ 
shall make known and particularize the same to the col- 
lector or surveyor, or if no such goods have been so taken 
on board or landed, he shall so declare, to the truth of 
which he shall swear. Thereupon the collector or sur-

If the master of any such vessel, being laden and des- 
tined as mentioned in the preceding section, shall neglect 
or refuse to deliver manifests, at the times and in the 
manner directed, he shall be liable to a penalty of one 
hundred dollars.

303 Clearance for another great district 

The master of every vessel under twenty tons of burden 
licensed for carrying on the coasting-trade, and destined 
from any district of the United States to a district other 
than a district m the same or an adjoining State, on the 
seacoast, or on a navigable river, and of every vessel of 
the burden of twenty tons and upward, destined to a 
distiict other than a district within the same great dis- 
trict, or within a State adjoining such great district, 
shall, previous to her departure, deliver to the collector 
re.siding at the port where such vessel may be, if there is 
one, otherwise to the collector of the district comprehend- 
ing such port, or to a surveyor within the district, as the 
one or the other may reside nearest to the port at which 
such vessel may be, duplicate manifests of the whole 
cargo on board such vessel; or ii there is no cargo on 
board, he shall so certify; and if there are any distilled 
spirits, or merchandise of foreign growth or manufac- 
ture on board, other than what may by the collector be 
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deemed sufficient for sea-stores, he shall sjiecify in such 
manifests the marks and numbers of every cask, bag, box, 
chest, or package containing the same, with the name, and 
place of residence of every shipper and consignee of such 
distilled spirits, or merchancfise of foieign growth or 
manufacture, and the quantity shipped by and to each 
The manifests or certificates shall be subscribed and 
sworn to by liini ; and he shall also swear, before the col- 
lector or surveyor, that such merchanclne of foreign 
growth or manufacture was, to the host of Ins knowledge 
and belief; legally imported, and the duties thereupon 
paid or secured ; or^ if spirits distilled within the United 
States, that the duties thereupon have been duly paid or 
secured. Upon the performance of these provisions, and 
not before, the collector or surveyor shall certify the same 
on the manifests or certificates; one of which he shall 
return to the master, with a permit thereto annexed, 
authorizing him to proceed to the port of his destination. 

If any such vessel, destined as mentioned in the preced- 
ing section, shall depart from the port where she may 
then be, having distilled spirits, or goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise of foreign growth or manufacture on board, 
without comiilying witli the requirements of the jireeed- 
ing section, the master thereof shall be liable to a penalty 
of one hundred dollars, or, if the lading be of goods the 
growth or manufacture of the United States only, or if 
such vessel have no cargo, and she depart without the sev- 
eral things required in the preceding section being com- 
plied with, the master shall be liable to a penalty of fifty 
dollars 

264. Entry to another great dlstiict. 

The master of every vessel under twenty tons burden 
licensed to carry on the coasting trade, arriving at any 
district of the ijnited States from any district other than 
a district in the .same or an adjoining State on the sea- 
coast, or on a navigable river, and of every vessel of the 
burden of twenty tons and upward arriving from a dis- 
trict other than a district within the same great district, 
or from a State adjoining such groat district, shall deliveir 
to the collector residing at the port where she may arrive 
if there be one, otherwise to the collector or surveyor in 
the district comprehending such port, as the one or tho 
other may reside nearest tliereto, if the collector or sur- 
veyor reside at a distance not exceeding five miles, within 
twenty- four hours, or, if at a greater distance, withm 
forty-eight hours next aftei his arrival, and previous to 
the unlading any of the goods brought in such vessel, the 
manifest of the cargo, if there bq any, certified by the col- 
lector or surveyor of the district from whence she last 
sailed ; and shall make oath, before the collector or sur- 
veyor, that there ivas not when he sailed from the district 
where lus manifest was certified, and has not been since. 
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and IS not then any more or other merchandise of foreign 
growth or manufacture, or distilled spirits, if there dp 
any, other than sea-stores, on board such vessel, than is 
therein mentioned, and if theie be none such, he shall so 
swear; and if there be no cargo on board, he shall pro- 
duce the certificate of the collector or surveyor of the dis- 
trict from whence she last sailed that such is the case. 
Thereupon such collector or surveyor shall grant a permit 
for unlading the ivliole or part of such cargo, if there 
he any, within his district, as the master may request; 
and Avhere a part only of the merchandise of foreign 
gi'owth or manufacture, or of distilled spirits, brought 
111 such vessel, is intended to be landed, the collector or 
surveyor shall make an indorsement of such pai-t on the 
back of the manifest, specifying the articles to be landed ; 
and shall return such manifest to the master, indorsing 
also thereon his permission for such vessel to proceed to 
the place of her destination. 

If the master of such vessel, laden and destined as men- 
tioned 111 the preceding section, sliall neglect or refuse to 
deliver the manifest, or, if she has no cargo, the certificate, 
within the time directed in the preceding section, he shall 
be liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars, and the mer- 
chandise of foreign growth or manufacture, or distilled 
spirits, found on board, or landed from such ship or ves- 
sel, not being certified as required, shall be forfeited; and 
if the same shall amount to the value of eight hundred 
dollars, such ship or vessel, wnth her tackle, apparel, and 
furniture, shall be also forreited. 


366. Exemption on the Mississippi and tributaries. 

The provisions of sections forty-three hundred and 
forty-nine, forty-three hundred and fifty, forty-three 
hundred and fifty-one, forty-three hundred and fifty-two, 
forty-three hundred and fifty-three, forty-three hundred 
and fifty-four, forty-three hundred and fifty-five, and 
forty-three hundred and fifty-six of the Revised Statutes, 
requiring the master of every vessel licensed to carry on 
the coasting-trade, laden in part with foreign merchan- 
dise or distilled spirits, to procure a permit from the cus- 
toms officer of the port at w'^hich his vessel was laden, 
authorizing him to proceed to his port of destination, and 
also to procure a permit from the port of destination for 
the unlading of his cargo, shall not be held to include 
vessels engaged in the navigation of the Mississippi River 
or tributaries above the port of New Orleans. 


368. Vessels with domestic cargo. 

Nothing in this Title [R. S , 4311-4390] shall be so con- 
strued as to oblige the ‘master of any vessel of less than 
twenty tons burden, licensed for carrying on the coasting 
trade, bound from a district in one State to a district in 
the same or an adjoining State on the sea-coast, or on a 
navigable river, or of any vessel of the burden of twenty 
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tons or upward, bound from a district within one of the 
great districts to a district within the same great district, 
or within a State adjoining such great district, having on 
board merchandise of the gi’owth, product, or manufac- 
ture of the United States only, except distilled spirits, or 
distilled spirits not more than five hundred gallons, wine 
in casks not more than two hundred and fifty gallons, or 
in bottles not more than one hundred dozen, sugar in 
casks or boxes not more than three thousand pounds, or 
foreign merchandise in packages, as impoited, of not 
more value than four hundred dollars, or merchandise 
consisting of such enumerated or other articles of foreign 
growth or manufacture, or of both, whose aggregate value 
shall be not more than eight hundred dollars, to deliver a 
manifest thereof, or obtain a permit, previous to her 
departure, or, on her arrival within such district, to make 
any report thereof; but such master shall be piovided 
with a manifest, by him subscribed, of the lading, of what 
kind soever, whicli was on board such vessel at the time 
of his departure from the district from which she last 
sailed, and if the same, or any part of such lading, 
consists of distilled spirits or merchandise of foreign 
growth or manufacture, with the maiks and numbers of 
each cask, bag, box, chest, or package containing the same, 
with the name of the shipper and consignee of each. 

Such manifest shall be by him exhibited, for the inspec- 
tion of any officer of the revenue, when required by such 
officer; and he shall also inform such officer fiom whence 
such vessel last sailed, and how long she has been in port, 
when by linn so interrogated. 

Whenever the master of such ve.s.sel, laden and destined' ^ 
as described in the preceding section, is not provided, on 
his arrival withui any such district, with a manifest, and 
does not exhibit the same, as required in the preceding 
section, if the lading of such vessel consists wholly of 
merchandise the produce or manufacture of the United 
States, distilled spnits excepted, he shall be liable to a 
penalty of twenty dollars, or if there be distilled spirits, 
or merchandise of foreign growth or manufacture, on 
board, excepting what may he sufficient for sea stores, he 
shall be liable to a penalty of forty dollars; or if he shall 
refuse to answer the interrogatories truly, as is herein re- 
quired, he .shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred dol- 
lars If any of the merchandise laden on board such 
vessel be of foreign growth or manufacture, or of spirits 
distilled within the United States, so much of the same as 
may be found on board such vessel, and not included in 
the manifest exhibited by such master, shall be forfeited 

Coastuig- vessels, going from Long Island, in the State R' s > 
of New York, to the State of Ehode Island, or from the 
State of Rhode Island to Long Island, shall have the same 
privileges as are allowed to vessels under the like circum- 
stances going from a district in one State to a district in 
the same or an adjoming State. 
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367 Registered vessels m the coasting-trade. 

'Whenever any vessel of the United States, registered 
according to law, is employed in going from any one dis- 
trict 111 the United States to any other district, such ves- 
,sel, and the master thereof, with the goods she may have 
on board previous to her departure from the district where 
.she may be, and also upon her arrival in any other district, 
shall be subject, except as to the payment of fees, to the 
same regulations, provisions, penalties, and forfeitures, 
and the like duties are imposed on like ofRcers, as are pro- 
vided for vessels licensed for carrying on the coasting- 
trade. Nothing herein contained shall be construed to ex- 
tend to registered vessels of the United States having on 
board merchandise of foreign growth or manufacture, 
brought into the United States, m such vessel, from a for- 
eign port, and on which the duties have not been paid 
according to law. 

368 Report by master 

The master of every vessel employed in the transporta- 
tion of merchandise from district to district, that shall 
put into a port other than the one to which she was 
bound, shall, within twenty-four hours of his arrival, if 
there be an officer r(>.siding at such port, and she continue 
there so long, make report of his arrival to such officer, 
Avith the name of tlie jjhice he came from, and to which he 
is bound, ivith an acconnl of his lading; and every mas- 
ter Avho negk'cts or refuses .so to do shall be liable to a 
penalty of twenty dollars. 

369. Roreign vessels barred from coasting-trade 

No merchandise shall be transported bv water under 
jienalty of forfeiture thereof from one port of the United 
States to another port of the United States, either di- 
rectly or via a foreign port, or for anv part of the voyage, 
in any other vessel than a vessel of the United States. 
But this section shall not be construed to prohibit the 
sailing of any foreign vessel from one to another port of 
the United States; Provided., That no merchandise other 
than that imported in such vessel from some foreign port 
which shall not have been unladen shall be carried from 
one port or place in the United States to another. 

No foreign vessel shall transport passenger. s between 
ports or places in the United States, either (Erectly or by 
way of a foreign port, under a penalty of two hundred 
dollars for each passenger so transported and landed. 

A foreign-bnilt dredge shall not, under penalty of for- 
feiture, engage in dredging in the United States unless 
documented as a vessel of the United States. 

370 Immediate exportation to foreign port. 

Whenever merchandise is imported into the_ United 
States by .sea for immediate exportation to a foreign port 
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by sea, or by a river, the right to ascend or descend which 
foi the purposes of commerce is secured by treaty to the 
citizens of the United States and the subjects of a foreign 
power, the Secretary of Commerce and Labor is hereby Peb ii.ions 
authorized to prescribe regulations for thfe transshipment lo 
and transportation of such, merchandise. 

371 Eoreign vessels on coasting voyages 

The master of every foreign ve,ssel bound from a dis- R 
triet m the United States to any other district within the 
same, shall, in all ca,se,s, previous to her departure from 
such district, deliver to the collector of such district dupli- 
cate manifests of the lading on board .such vessel, if there 
be any, or, if there be none, he shall declare that such is 
the case; and to the truth of such manifest or declaration 
he shall sivear, and also obtain a permit from the col- 
lector, authorizing him to proceed to the place of his 
destination. 

The master of every foreign vessel, on Ins arrival R s , ^sas. 
within any district from any other district, shall, in all 
cases, within forty eight hours after Ins arrival, and 
previous to the unladmg of any goods from on board such 
vessel, deliver to the collector of the district where he 
may have arrived, a inamfesl of the goods laden on board 
sucii vessel, if any there be ; or if m ballast only, he shall 
so declare, he shall swear to the truth of such manifest 
or declaration, and shall also swear that such manifest 
contains fin account of all the merchandise winch was on 
board such vessel at the time, or has been since her depar- 
ture from the place from whence she shall be reported last 
to have sailed ; and he shall also deliver to such collector 
the permit which was given him from the collector of the 
district from whence he sailed. 

Every master of any foreign vessel who neglects or R « . ^sea. 
refuses to comply with any of the requirements o± the two 
preceding sections, shall be liable to a penalty of one 
hundred dollars Nothing therein contained shall, how- 
ever, be construed as affecting the payment of tonnage, 
or any other requirements to which such vessels are sub- 
ject by law. 

372. Foreign, tug-toats. 

All steam tug-boats not of the United States foimd em- ^ 
ployed in towing docimiented ves.sels of the United States 
plying from one port or place in the same to another, shall 
be liable to a penalty of fifty cents per ton on the meas- 
urement of every such vessel .so towed by them respec- 
tively, which sum may be recovered by way of libel or 
suit. This section shall not apply to any ca.se where the 
towing, in whole or in part, is within or upon foreign 
waters. Any foreira railroad company or cor2ioration, 
whose road enters the United States by means of a ferry 
or tng-boat, may own such boat, and it shall be subject 
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to no other or different restrictions or regulations m such 
employment than if owned by a citizen of the United 
States. 

S73. Penalties for violation of coasting laws. 

R. s , i.iTi Every vessel of twenty tons or upward, other than reg- 
istered vessels found trading betwem district and dis- 
trict, or between different places in the same district, 
or carrying on the fishery without being enrolled and 
licensed, oi if le,ss than twenty tons and not less than five 
tons, without a license, in the manner provided by this 
Title [E. S., 4311-4390], if laden with merchandise the 
groAvth or manufacture of the United States only, dis- 
tilled spirits excepted, or in liallast, shall pay the same 
fees and tonnage in every port of the United States at 
which she may arrive as vessels not belonging to a citizen 
of the United States; and, if she have on board any 
articles of foreign growth or manufacture, or distilled 
spirits, other than sea-stores, she shall, together with her 
tackle, apparel, and furniture, and the lading found on 
board, be forfeited. 

June 19, 1880 Every vessel of tiventy tons or upwards, entitled to be 

documented as a ve.ssel of the United States, other than 
re^stered vessels, found trading between district and dis- 
trict, or betiveon different places in the same district, or 
carrying on the fishery, without being enrolled and li- 
censed, and every vessel of less than tiventy tons and not 
less tlian five tons Imrden found trading or carrying on 
the fishery as aforesaid without a license obtained as pro- 
vided by this title shall be liable to a fine of thirty dollars 
at every port of arriiml without such enrollment or license.

license which shall have expired, the forfeiture prescribed 
in the preceding .section shall not be incurred, nor sliall 
the A^essel be liable to pay the fees and tonnage tJierein 
required. 

H s , 4377. Whenever any licensed vessel is transferredj in Avhole or 
in part, to any person who is not at the time of such 
transfer a citizen of and resident within the United

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license, or one granted for any other vessel, such vessel 
with her taclde, apparel, and furniture, and the cdr|^o, 
found on board her, shall be forfeited.

In every case where a forfeiture of any vessel or mer- ^ ®

079. AVEarves, EarEors, pilots. 

That there shall be a superintendent of public works, 
who shall have the powers and duties of the superin-

Apr 11 , lann Spain cedes to tlie United States the archipelago known 
as the Philippine Islands. [Article III, Treaty of Paris, 
Dec 10, 1898, proclaimed Apr. 11, 1899.] 

The United States will, for the term of ten years from 
the date of the exchange of the ratifications of the present 
treaty, admit S^ianish ships and merchandise to the ports 
of the Philippine Islands on the same terms as ships and 
merchandise of the United States. [Article IV, Treaty of 
Paris, Dec. 10, 1898, proclaimed Apr. 11, 1899.] 


287. General provisions. 

July 1 , 1002 The action of the President of the United States in 
creating the Philippine Commission and authorizing said 
Commission to exercise the powers of government to the 
extent and in the manner and form and subject to the 
regulation and control set forth in the instructions of 
the President to the Philippine Commission, dated April 
seventh, nineteen hundred, and in creating the offices of 
civil governor and vice-governor of the Philippine Is- 
lands, and authorizing said civil governor and vice-gov- 
ernor to exercise the powers of government to the extent 
and in the manner and form set forth in the Executive 
order dated June twenty-first, nmeteen hundred and one, 
and in establishing four executive departments of ^vern- 
ment in said Islands as set forth in the Act of the Philip- 
pine Commission, entitled “ An Act providing an 
organization for the departments of the interior, of com- 
merce and police, of finance and justice, and of public 
instruction,” enacted September .sixth, nineteen hundred 
and one, is hereby ajiproved, ratified, and confirmed, and 
until otherwise provided by law the said Islands shall 
continue to be governed as thereby and herein provided, 
and all laws passed hereafter by the Philippine Commis- 
sion shall have an enacting clause _ as follows : “ By 
authority of the United States be it enacted by the 
Philippine Commission.” The provisions of section eight- 
een hundred and ninety-one of the Eevised Statutes of 
eighteen hundred and seventy-eight shall not apply to the 
Phihppine Islands.

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Future appointments of civil governor, vice-governor, 
members of said Commission and heads of executive de- 
partments shall be made by the President, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate. 

The President of the United States, during such time 
as and whenever the sovereignty and authority of the 
United States encounter armed resistance in the Philip- 
pine Islands, until otherwise provided by Congress, shall 
continue to regulate and control commercial intercourse 
with and within said Islands by such general rules and 
regulations as he, in his discretion, may deem most con- 
ducive to the public interests and the general welfare. 

The duties and taxes collected in the Philippine Archi- 
pelago in pursuance of this Act, and all duties and ta-xes 
collected in the United States upon articles coming from 
the Philippine Archipelago and upon foreign vessels 
coming therefrom, shall not be covered into the general 
fund of the Treasury of the United States, but shall be 
held as a separate fund and paid into the treasury of the 
Philippine Islands, to be used and expended for the gov- 
ernment and benefit of said islands. 

288. Vessels and coastingf trade. 

On and after April eleventh, nineteen hundred and 
nine, no merchandise except supplies for the Army or 
Navy shall be transported by sea, under penalty of for- 
feiture thereof, between ports of the United States and 
ports or places in the Philippine Archipelago, directly or 
via a foreign port, o'r for any part of tne voyage, m any 
other vessel than a vessel of the United States. But this 
section shall not be construed to prohibit the sailing of 
any foreign vessel between any port of the United States 
and any port or place m the Philippine Archipelago- 
Provided, That no merchandise other than tliat imported 
in such vessel from some foreign port which has been 
specified on the manifest as for another port, and which 
shall have not been unloaded, shall be carried between a 
port of the United States and a port or place in the Phil- 
ippine Archipelago. 

On and after April eleventh, nineteen hundred and 
nine, no foreign vessel shall transport passengers between 
ports of the United States and ports or places in the 
Philippine Archipelago, either directly or by way of a 
foreign port, under a penalty of two hundred dollars for 
each passenger so transferred and landed.

[This Act shall not be construed to impair or affect 
any privilege guaranteed to Spanish ships and merchan- 
dise by the treaty of 2ieace between the United States and 
S 25 am signed at the city of Paris on December tenth, 
eighteeiv hundred and ninety-eight, and ratified Aiiril 
eleventh, eighteen hundred and ninety-nme.] 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall, from 
time to time, issue regulations for the enforcement of this 
Act, except as otherwise provided in section three- 
Provided, That such of the navigation laws of the United 
States as are in force in the Philippine Archipelago in 
regard to veasels arriving in the Philippine Islands from 
the mainland territory and other insular possessions of 
the United States sliall continue to be administered by the 
proper officials of the government of the Philippine 
Islands. 

The laws relating to entry, clearance, and manifests of 
steamships and other vessels arriving from or gomg to 
forei^ ports shall apply to voyages each way between 
the Philippine Islands and the United States and the 
possessions thereof, and all laws relating to the collection 
and protection of customs duties not inconsistent with the 
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Act of Congress of March eighth, nineteen hundred and 
two, “ temporarily to provide revenue for the Phihppine 
Islands,” shall apply in the case of vesseLs and goods ar- 
riving from said Islands in the United States and its 
aforesaid possessions.

Section three thousand and five. Revised Statutes, as 
amended, and other existing laws concerning the transit 
of merchandise through the United States, shall apply to 
merchandise arriving at any port of the United States 
destined for any of its insular and continental possessions, 
or destined from any of them to foreign countries. 

Nothing in this Act shall be held to repeal or alter any 
part of the Act of March eighth, nineteen hundred and 
two, aforesaid, or to apply to Guam, Tutuila, or Manua, 
except that section ei^t of an Act entitled “An Act to 
revise and amend the tariff laws of the Philippine Archi- 
pelago, enacted by the Philippine Commission on the

The provisions of an Act entitled “An Act to revise and Mar s, 1902, 
amend the tariff laws of the Philippine Archipelago,” 
enacted by the United States Philippine Commission on 
the seventeenth day of September, nmeteen hundred and 
one, shah be and remain 111 full force and effect, and there 
shall be levied, collected, and paid upon all articles com- 
ing into the Philippine Archipelago from the United 
States the rates of duty which are required by the said 
Act to be levied, collected, and paid upon like articles 
imported from foreign countries into said arclupelago. 
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On and after the passage of this Act there shall be 
levied, collected, and paid uTOn all articles coming into 
the United States from the jPhihppine Archipelago the 
rates of duty which are reqiured to be levied, collected, 
and paid upon like articles imported from foreign coun- 
tries. Provided^ That upon all articles the growth and 
product of the Philippine Archipelago coming into the

All articles manufactured in bonded manufacturing 
warehouses in wdiole or in part of imported materials, or 
of materials subject to internal-revenue tax and intended 
for shipment from the United States to the Philippine 
Islands, shall, when so shipped, under such regulations as 
the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, be exempt 
from internal-revenue tax, and shall not be charged with 
duty except the duty levied under this Act upon imports 
into the Philippine Islands. 

All articles subject under the laws of the United States 
to internal-revenue tax, or on which the internal-revenue 
tax has been paid, and which may under existing laws 
and regulations be exported to a foreign country without 
the payment of such tax, or with benefit of drawback, _ as 
the case may be, may also be shipped to the Philippine 
Islands with like privilege, under such regulations and 
the filuig of such bonds, bills of ladmg, and other secu- 
rity as the Commissioner of Internal Revenue may, with 
the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, prescribe. 
And all taxes paid upon such articles shipped to the Phil-

United States,” apfiroved July twenty-fourth, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-seven, shall apply to all article.s com- 
ing into the Umted States from the Philippine Archi- 
pelago 

The action of the President of the United States here- 
tofore taken by wrtue of the authority vested in him as ^ 
Commander in Chief of the Army and Navy, as set forth 
in his order of July twelfth, eighteen hundred and mnety- 
eight, whereby a tariff of duties and taxes as set forth by 
said order was to be levied and collected at all ports and 
places m the Philippine Islands upon passing into the 
occupation and possession of the forces of the United 
States, together with the subsequent amendments of said 
order, are hereby approved, ratified, and confirmed and

The islands of Samt Paul and Saint George, in Alaska, 
are declared a special reservation for Government pur- 
poses; and until otherwise provided by law it shall be un- 
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lawful fox’ any person to land or remain on either of tho&e 
islands, except by the authority of the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor ; and any person found on either of those 
islands contrary to the provisions hereof shall be suiiuna- 
rily removed ; and it shall be the duty of the Secretary of 
War to carry this section into effect. 

298. Transit in bond. 

Under rules and regulations to be prescribed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the privilege of entering 
goods, wares, and merchandise in bond or of placmg them 
in bonded warehouses at any of the ports in the District 
of Alaska, and of withdrawdng the same for exportation 
to any place in British Columbia or the Northwest Terri- 
tory without payment of duty, is hereby granted to the 
Government of the Dominion of Canada and its citizens 
or citizens of the United States and to persons who have 
declared their intention to become such whenever and so 
long as it shall appear to the satisfaction of the President

No citizen of the United States, nor person owing duty I'eo ao.iso' 
of obedience to the laws or the treaties of the United 
States, nor any person belonging to or on board of a ves- 
sel of the United States, shall kill, capture, or hunt, at 
any time or m any manner ivhatever, any fur seal in the 
waters of the Pacific Ocean north of the thirty-fifth 
degree of north latitude and including Bering Sea and 
the sea of Okhotsk. 

No citizen of the United States, nor person above de- scc. 2 
scribed in section one, shall equip, use, or employ, or 
furnish aid in equipping, using, or employing, or furnish 
supplies to any vessel used or employed, or to be used or 
employed in carrying on or taking part in said killing, 
capturing, or hunting of fur seals in said waters, nor shall 
any vessel of the United States be so used or employed. 

Every person guilty of a violation of the provisions of f’pc S' 
this Act, or of any regulations made thereunder, shall, 
for each offense, he fined not less than two hundred dol- 
lars or more than two thousand dollars, or imprisoned 
not more than six months, or both ; and every vessel, its 
tackle, apparelj furniture, and cargo, at any time used or 
employed in violation of this Act, or of the regulations 
made tliereunder, shall be forfeited to the United States. 

If any vessel of the United States shall be found within * 
the waters to which this Act applies, having on board

This Act shall not affect in any way the killing or tak- 
ing of fur seals upon the Pribilof Islands, or the laws of 
the United States relatmg thereto. 

Any officer of the Naval or Eevenue-Cutter Service of

301. Act of April 6, 1894. 

1894 No citizen of the United States, or person owing the 
duty of obedience to the laws or the treaties oi the 
United States, nor any person belonging to or on board 
of a vessel of the United States, shall kiU, capture, or 
pursu6j at any time, or in any manner whatever, outside 
of territorial waters, any fur seal in the waters surround- 
ing the Pribilov Islands within a zone of sixty geo- 
graphical miles (sixty to a degree of latitude) around 
said islands, inclusive of the territorial waters. 

No citizen of the United States, or person above de- 
scribed in section one of this act, nor any person belong- 
ing to or on board of a vessel of the United States, shall 
kill, capture, or pursue, in any manner whatever, during 
the season extending from the first day of May to the 
thirty-first day of July, both inclusive, in each year, any 
fur seal on the high seas outside of the zone mentioned m 
section one, and in that part of the Pacific Ocean, includ- 
ing Behiing Sea, which" is situated to the north of the 
thirty -fifth degree of north latitude and to the east of the 
one hundred and eightieth degree of- longitude from 
Greenwich till it strikes the water boundary described in 
article one of the treaty of eighteen hundred and sixty- 
seven, between the United States and Russia, and follow- 
ing that line up to Behring Straits 

No citizen of the United States or person above de- 
scribed, in the first section of this Act, shall, during the 
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period and in the waters in which by section two of this 
Act the killing of fur seals is not pi’ohibited, us© or em- 
ploy any vessd, nor shall anjr vessel of the United States 
be used or employed, in carrying on or taking part in fur- 
seal fishing operations, other Sian a sailing vessel pro- 

E elled by sails exclusively, and such canoes or undecked 
oats, propelled by paddles, oai’s, or sails as may belong 
to, and be used in connection with, such sailing vessels ; 
nor shall any sailing vessel carry on or take part ui such 
operations without a special license obtained from the 
Government for that purpose, and without carrying a dis- 
tinctive flag prescribed by the Government for the same 
purpose. 

Every master of a vessel licensed under this act to en- 
gage m fur-seal fishing operations shall accurately enter 
in his official log book the date and place of every such

No person or vessel engaging in fur-seal fi.shing opera- 
tions under this Act shall use or employ in any such 
operations, any net, firearm, airgun, or explosive: Prn- 
Di'ded 'howe'oer, That this prohibition shall not apply to 
the use of shotguns in such operations outside of Behring 
Sea during the season when the killing of fur seals is not 
there prohibited by this Act. 

The foregoing sections of this act shall not apply to 
Indians dwelling on the coast of the United States, and

No person shall Idll any otteVj mink, marten, sable, or 
fur-seal, or other fur-bearing anmial within the limits of 
Alaska Territory, or in the waters thereof ; and every per- 
son guilty thereof shall, for each offense, be fined not less 
than two hundred nor more than one thousand dollars, or 
iiliiirisoned not more than six mouths, or both; and all 
vessels, their tackle, apparel, furniture and cargo, found 
engaged in violation or this section shall be forfeited ; but 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall have poiver to author- 
ize the killing of any such mink, marten, sable, or other 
fur-bearing animal, except fur-seals, under such regula- 
tion as ho may prescribe ; and it shall be the duty of the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor to prevent the killing 
of any lur-seal, and to provide for the execution of the 
provisions of this section until it is otherwise provided 
by law , nor shall he grant special privileges under this 
section. 

Section nineteen hundred and fifty-six of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States is hereby declared to in- 
clude and apply to all the dominion of the United States 
in the wmters or Belnung Sea; and it shall be the duty of 
the President, at a timely season in each year, to issue his 
proclamation and cause the same to be published for one 
month in at least one newspaper if any such there be pub- 
lished at each United States port of entry on the Pacific 
coast, warning all persons against entering said waters 
for the purpose of violating the provisions of said sec- 
tion; and he shall also cause one or more ves.sels of the 
United States to diligently cruise said waters and arrest 
all persons, and seize all vessels found to be, or to have 
been, engaged in any violation of the laws of the United 
States therein. 

It shall be unlawful to kill any fur-seal upon the is- 
lands of Saint Paul and Saint George, or in the waters 
adjacent thereto, except during the months of June, July, 
September and October in each year and it shall be un- 
lawful to kill such seals at any time by the use of fire- 
arms, or by other means tending to drive the seals aivay 
from those islands ; but the natives of the islands shall 
have the privilege of killing such young seals as may be 
necessary for their own food and clothing during other 
months, and also such old seals as may be required for 
their own clothing, and for the manufacture of boats for 
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their own use; and the killing in such cases shall be lim- 
ited and controlled by such regulations as may be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of Commerce and Labor. 

It shall be unlawful to kill any female seal, or any seal 
less than one year old, at any season of the year, except 
as above provided; and it shall also be unlawful to kill 
any seal in the waters adjacent to the islands of Saint 
Paul and Saint George, or on the beaches, cliffs, or rocks 
where they haul up from the sea to remain, and every 
person who violates the provisions of this or the preced- 
ing section shall be punished for each offense by a fine of 
not less than two hundred dollars nor more than one 
thousand dollars, or by imprisonment not more than six 
months, or by both such fine and imprisonment ; and all 
ves'^els, their tackle, apparel, and furniture, whose crews 
are found engaged in the violation of either this or the 
preceding section, shall be forfeited to the United States. 

Wlien the lease heretofore made by the Secretary of the 
Treasury to “ The Alaska Commercial Company,” of the 
right to engage in taking fur-seals on the islands of Saint 
Paul and Saint George, pursuant to the act of July one, 
one thousand eight hundi’ed and seventy, chapter one 
hundred and eighty-mnej [R. S , 1957, 1960-1971, 5293] 
or when any future similar lease expires, or is surren- 
dered, forfeited, or terminated, the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor shall lease to proper and responsible 
parties, for the best advantage of the United States, hav- 
ing due regard to the interests of the Government, the 
native inhiuntants, their comfort, maintenance, and edu- 
cation, as well as to the interests of the parties heretofore 
engaged in trade and the protection of the fisheries, the 
right of taking fur-seals on the islands herein named, and 
of sending a vessel or vessels to the islands for the slans 
of such seals, for the term of twenty years, at an annual 
rental of not less than fifty thousand dollars, to be re- 
served in such lease and secured by a deposit of United 
States bonds to that amount; and every such lease shall 
be duly executed in duplicate, and shall not be trans- 
ferable. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor .shall take from 
the lessees of such islands in all cases a bond, with secur- 
ities, in a sum not less than five hundred thousand dollars, 
conditioned for the faithful observance of all the laws and 
requirements of Congress, and the regulations of the Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor, touching the taking of 
fur-seals and the disposing of the same, and for the pay- 
ment of all taxes and dues accruing to the United States 
connected therewith. 

No persons other than American citizens shall be per- 
mitted, by lease or otherwi.se, to occupy the islands of 
Saint Paul and Saint George, or either of them, for the 
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liurpoae of taking the skins of fur-seals therefrom, nor 
shall any foreign vessels be engaged in taking such skins ; 
and the Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall vacate 
and declare any lease forfeited if the same be held or 
operated for the use, benefit, or advantage, directly qr in- 
directly, of any persons other than American citizens. 

Every lease shall contain a covenant on the part of the 
lessee that he ■will not keep, sell, furnish, give, or dispose 
of any distilled spirits or spirituous hquors on either of 
those islands to any of the natives thereof, such person 
not being a physician and furnishing the same for use as 
medicine; and every revenue officer, officially acting as 
such, on either of the islands, shall seize and destroy any 
distilled or spirituous liquors found thereon; but such 
officer shall make detailed reports of his doings in that 
matter to the collector of the port. 

Every person -who kills any fur-seal on either of those 
islands, or m the ivaters adjacent thereto, -without author- 
ity of the lessees thereof, and every xierson who molests, 
disturbs, or interferes ivith the lessees, or either of them, 
or their agents or employes, in the lawful xirosecution of 
their business, under the provisions of this chapter, shall 
for each offense be iiuni.shed as prescribed in section mne- 
teen hundred and sixty-one; and all vessels, their tackle, 
apparel, appurtenances, and cargo, ■whose crews arc found 
engaged in any violation of the provisions of sections 
nineteen hundred and sixty-five to nineteen hundred and 
sixty-eight, inclusive, shall be forfeited to the United 
States. 

If any person or company, under any lease herein au- 
thorized, Imowingly lulls, or jiermits to be killed, any 
number of seals exceeding the number for each island m 
this chapter prescribed, such person or company shall, in 
addition to the penalties and forfeitures herein provided, 
forfeit the whole number of the skins of seals killed m 
that year, or, in case the same have been disposed of, then 
such person or company shall forfeit the value of the 
same. 

In addition to the annual rental required to be reserved

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The Secretary of Commerce and Labor may terminate 
any lease given to any person, company, or corporation 
on full and satisfactory proof of the violation of any of 
the provisions of this chapter or the regulations estab- 
lished by hun.

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor may from time

any such hatcheiy is located, and shall also notify the 
o-wners of such hatchery of the action taken by him 
The owner, agent, officer, or superintendent of any hatch- 
ery the effectiveness and productiveness of which has 
been approved as above provided shall, between the 
thirtieth day of June, and the thirty-first day of Decem- 
ber of each year, make proof of the number of salmon fry 
liberated during the twelve months immediately preced- 
ing the thirtieSi day of June, by a written statement 
under oath. Such proof shall be filed in the office of the 
clerk or deputy clerk of the United States district court 
of the division of the district of Alaska wherein such 
hatchery is located, and when so filed shall entitle the 
respective hatchery owners to the exemption as herein 
provided ; and a false oath as to the number of salmon 
tiy liberated shall be deemed jierjiiiy and subject the 
offender to all the pains and penalties thereof. Dupli- 
cates of .such statements shall also be filed with the Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor. It shall be the duty of 
such clerk or deputy clerk in whose office the approval 
and proof heretofore provided for are filed to forthwith 
issue to the hatchery owner, causing such proofs to be 
filed, certificates which shall not be transferable and of 
such denominations as said owner may request (no cer- 
tificate to cover fewer than one thousand fry), covering 
in the aggi-egate the number of fry so proved to have 
been liberated; and such certificates may be used at any 
time by the person, company, corporation, or association 
to whom issued for the payment pro tanto of any license 
fees or taxes upon or against or on account of any catch 
or pack of salmon made by them m Alaska ; and it shall 
be the duty of all public officials charged with the duty 
of collecting or receiving such license fees oi taxes to 
accept such certificates in lieu of money in payment of 
all license fees or taxes upon or against the pack of canned 
salmon at the ratio of one thousand fry for each ten cases 
of salmon. No hatchery owner shall obtain the rebates 
from the output of any hatchery to which he might other- 
wise be entitled under this Act unless the efficiency of 
said hatchery has first been approved by the Secretary 
of Conmierce and Labor in the manner herein provided 
for. 

It shall be unlawful to erect or maintain any dam, 
barricade, fence, trap, fish wheel, or other fixed or sta- 
tionary obstruction, except for imrposes of fish culture, 
in any of the waters of Ala.ska at any point where the 
distance from sliore to shore is less than five hundred 
feet, or within five hundred yards of the mouth of any 
red-sahnon stream -where the .same is less than five hun-

clrecl feet in width, with the purpose or result of captur- 
ing salmon or preventing or impeding their ascent to 
their spawning grounds, and the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor is hereby authorized and directed to have any 
and all such unlawful obstructions removed or destroyed. 

It shall be unlawful to lay or set any drift net, seine, 
set net, pound net, trap, or any other fishmg appliance 
for any purpose except for purposes of fish culture, across 
or above the tide waters of any creek, stream, river, 
estuary, or lagoon, for a distance greater than one-third 
the width of such creek, stream, river, estuary, or lagoon, 
or within one hundred yards outside of the mouth of any 
red-salmon stream where the same is less than five hun- 
dred feet in width. It shall be unlawful to lay or set 
any seine or net of any kind within one hundred yards 
of any other seine, net, or other fishing appliance which 
is being or which has been laid or set in any of the waters 
of Alaska, or to drive or construct any trap or any other 
fixed fishmg appliance within six hundred yards laterally 
or within one hundred yards endwise of any other trap 
or fixed fishing appliance. 

It shall be unlawful to fish for, take, or kill any sahnon 
of any species in any manner or by any means except 
by rod, spear, or gaff, in any of the waters of Alaska over 
which the United States has jurisdiction, except Cook 
Inlet, the Delta of Copper Eiver, Bering Sea, and the 
waters tributary thereto, from six o’clock postmeridian 
of Saturday of each week until six o’clock antemeridian of 
the Monday following, or to fish for, or catch, or kill in 
any manner or by any appliances except by rod, spear, 
or gaff, any sahnon in any stream of less than one hun- 
dred yards in width in Alaska between the hours of six 
o’clock in the evening and .six o’clock in the mornmg of 
the following day of each and every day of the week 
Throughout the weekly close season herein prescribed the 
gate, mouth, or tunnel of all stationary and floating traji-s 
shall be closed, and twenty-five feet of the webbing or 
net of the “heart” of such traps on each side next to 
the “ pot ” shall be lifted or lowered in such manner as to 
permit the free passage of sahnon and other fishes. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor may, in his dis- 
cretion, set aside anj'- streams or lakes as preserves for 
spawning grounds, in which fishing may be hmited or 
entirely prohibited; and when, in his judgment, the re- 
sults of fishing operations in any stream, or off the mouth 
thereof, indicate that the number of salmon taken i.s 
larger than the natural production of sahnon in such 
stream, he is authorized to establish close seasons or to 
limit or prohibit fishmg entirely for one year or, more 
within such stream or within five hundred yards of the 
mouth thereof, so as to permit salmon to increase- Pro- 
vided, however. That sum power shall be exercised only 
after all persons interested shall be given a hearing, of 
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■which due notice must be given b'y publication; and 
where the interested parties are known to the Depart- 
ment they shall be personally notified by a notice mailed 
not less than thirty days previous to such hearing No 
order made under this section shall be effective before 
the next calendar year after same is made- And provided 
further^ That such limitations and prohibitions shall not 
apply to those engaged in catching salmon ivho keep such 
streams fully stocked with salmon by artificial propa- 
gation. 

It .shall be unlawful to can or salt for sale for food any Rec 7 
salmon more than forty-eight hours after it has been 
killed. 

It shall be unlawful for aiiv person, company, or cor- sec s. 
poratioii ■wantonly to waste or destroy salmon or other 
food fishes taken or caught 111 any of the waters of 
Alaska. 

It shall be unlawful for any person, coni2iany, or cor- see- a 
jioration canning, salting, or curing fish of any species 111 
Alaska to use any label^ brand, or trade-mark which shall 
tend to misrepresent the contenta of any package of fish 
offered for sale: Providedf That the use of the terms 
“ red.” “ medium red,” iiiiik,’’ chuiii,” and so forth, 
as applied to the various species of Pacific salmon under 
pre.sent trade usages shall not be deemed ni conflict with 
the prolusions of this Act when used to designate salmon 
of those known species 

Every person, company, and corporation engaged in Sec 10 
catching, curing, or hi any manner utilizing fishery prod- 
ucts, or in operating fish hatcheries in Ala^a, shall make 
detailed annual reports thereof to the Secretary of Coni- 
nierce and Labor, on blanks furnished by him, covering 
all such facts as ina}'^ be required wuth respect thereto 
for the information of the Department Such reports 
shall be sworn to by the superintendent, manager, or 
other person having Iniowledge of the facts, a separate 
blank form being used for each establishment 111 cases 
where more than one cannery, saltery, or other estab- 
lishment is conducted by a person, company, or corpora- 
tion, and the same shall be forwarded to the Department 
at the close of the fishing season and not later than 
December fifteenth of each year 

The catching or killing, except with rod, spear, or gaff, n 
of any fish of any kind or .species whatsoever in any 01 
the waters of Alaska over which the United States has 
jurisdiction, shall be submet to the provisions of this Act, 
and the Secretary of Commerce and Labor is hereby 
authorized to make and establish such rules and regula- 
tions not mconsistent with law as may be necessary to 
carry into effect the jirovisions of this Act. 

To enforce the provisions of this Act and such regula- lo- 
tions as he may establish in pursuance thereof, the Secre- 
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lary of Commerce and Labor is authorized and directed 
to deiDute, in addition to the agent and assistant agent of 
.salmon fisheries now provided by law, from the officers 
and employees of the Department of Commerce and 
Labor, a force adequate to the performance of all work 
required for the proper investigation, inspecfion, and 
regulation of the Alaskan fisheiies and hatcheries, and he 
.shall annually submit to Congress estimates to cover the 
cost of the establishment and maintenance of fish hatch- 
erie.s in Alaska, the salaries and actual traveling expenses 
of such officials, and for such other expenditures as may 
he necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act. 

Any person, company, corporation, or association vio- 
lating any piovision of this Act or any regulation estab- 
lished in pursuance thereof shall, upon conviction thereof, 
be punished by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars 
or imprisomiieiit at hard labor for a term of not more 
tlian ninety days, or by both such fine and imprisonment, 
at the discretion of the court ; and in case of the violation 
of any of the provisions of section four of this Act and 
conviction thereof a further fine of not more than two 
hundred and fifty dollars per diem may, at the discretion 
of the court, be imposed for each day such obstruction is 
niaintained And every vessel or other apparatus or

The violation of any provision of this Act may be 
prosecuted m any district court of Alaska or any district 
court of the United States in the States of California, 
Oregon, or Washington.

14 , 1900 . shall be unlawful for any person not a citizen of the 

United States, or who has declared his intention to be- 
come a citizen of the United States, and is not a bona fide 
resident therem, or for any company, corporation, or asso- 
ciation not organized or authorized to transact business 
under the laws of the United States or under the laws of 
any State, Territory, or district thereof, or for any person 
not a native of Alaska, to catch or kill, or attempt to 
catch or lall, except with rod, spear, or gaff, any fish of 
any land or species whatsoever in any of the waters of 
Alaska under the jurisdiction of the United States . Pro- 
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vided, however^ That nothing eontauied ui this Act shall 
prevent those lawfully taking fi&h in the said waters from 
selling the same, fresh or cured, in Alaska or in Alaskan 
waters, to any alien person, compaii)^, or vessel then being 
lawfully in said ivaters. And jyi'ooided further, That 
nothing contained in this Act shall prevent any person, 
firm, corporation, or association lawfully entitled to fish 
in the waters of Alaska from employing as laborers any 
aliens who can now be lawfully emploj^ed under the exist- 
ing laws of the United States, either at stated wages oi by 
pieceivork, oi both, m connection with Alaskan fisheries, 
or with the cannmg, salting or otherwise preserving of

Every person, company, corporation, or association 
found guilty of a violation of any provision of thus Act or

in the proper district court of the United States In all 
such proceedings the United States district attorney for 
such district shall appear on behalf of the United States ;

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The President, in Ins discretion, is authorized to detail 
any medical officer of the Gcovernment to seive in the office 
of the consul at any foreign port for the purpose of fur- 
nishing information and making the inspection and giv- 
ing the bills of health hereiiniefore mentioned.

.such bill of hetdth, and entering any iiort of the United 
States, shall forfeit to the United States not more than 
five thousand dollars, the amount to be determined by 
the court, which shall be a hen on the same, to be recov- 
ered by proceedings in the proper district court of the 
United States.

The Surgeon-General of the Public- Health and Marine-

effect, examine the quarantine regulations of all State and 
municipal boards of health, and shall, under the direction 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, cooperate Avith and aid 
State and municipal boards of health m the execution and 
enforcement of the rules and regulations of such boards 
and in the execution and enforcement of the rules and 
regulations made by the Secretary of the Treasury to pre- 
vent the introduction of contagious or infectious diseases 
mto the United States from foreign countries, and into 
one State or Territory or the District of Columbia from 
another State or Territory or the District of Columbia ; 
and all rules and regulations made by the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall operate uniformly and in no manner dis- 
criminate against any port or place; and at such ports 
and places within the'United States as have no qiiarantme 
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regulations under Stale or municipal authority, where 
such regulations are, in the opinion of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, necessary to prevent the introduction of 
contagious or infectious diseases into the United States 
from foreign countries, or into one State or Territory or 
the District of Columbia from anotlier State or Territory 
or the District of Columbia, and at such ports and places 
ivithin the United States where miarantine regulations 
exist under the authority of the. State or municipality 
Avhich, in the opinion of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
are not sufficient to prevent the intioduction of such dis- 
eases into the United States, or into one State or Terri- 
tory or the District of Columbia from another State or 
Territory or the District of Columbia, the Secretary of 
the Treasury shall, if in his judgment it is necessary and

and when said rules and regulations have been made they 
shall be promulgated by the Secietary of the Treasury and 
enforced by the sanitary authorities of the States and 
municipalities, where the State or municipal health iiii- 
tliorities will undertake to execute and enforce them ; but 
if the State or municipal antliorities .shall fail or refuse 
to enforce said rules and regulations the President shall 
execute and enforce the same and adopt such measures as 
in his judgment .shall be necessary to prevent the introduc- 
tion or spread of such diseases, and may detail or appoint 
officers for that purpose The Secretarj'’ of the Ti’easury 
shall make such rules and regulations as are necessary to 
be observed by vessels at the port of departure and on the 
voyage, where such vessels sail from any foreign port or 
place to any port or jolace in the United States, to secure 
the best sanitary condition of .such vessel, her cargo, pas- 
sengers, and creiv; which shall be published and com- 
municated to and enforced by the consular officers of the 
United States. None of the penalties herein imposed shall 
attach to any vessel or owner or officer thereof until a 
copy of this act, Avith the rules and regulations made in 
pursuance thereof, has been posted uji in the office of the 
consul or other consular officer of the United States for 
ten days, in the port from which said vessel sailed; and 
the certificate of such consul or consular officer over his 
official signature shall be competent evidence of .such post- 
ing in any court of the United States. 

The Secretary of the Treasury shall from time to tunc j’'- 
issue to the consular officers of the United States and to 
the medical officers serving at any foreign port, and other-

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of such vessels, their cargoes, passengers, and crew, be- 
fore their departure for any port in the United States, and 
111 the course of the voyage ; and all such other rules and 
regulations as shall be observed in the inspection of the 
same on the arrival thereof at any quarantine station 
at the port of destination, and for the disinfection and 
isolation of the same, and the treatment of cargo and 
persons on board, so as to prevent the introduction of 
cholera, yellow fever, or other contagious or infectious 
diseases; and it shall not be lawful for any vessel to enter 
said port to discharge its cargo, or land its passengers, 
except upon a certificate of the health officer at such quar- 
antine station certifi'ing that said rules and regulations 
have in all respects been observed and complied with, as 
well on his part as on the part of the said vessel and its 
master, in resjiect to the same and to its cargo, passen- 
gers, and crew , and the master of every such vessel shall 
produce and deliver to the collector of customs at said 
port of entry, together with the other papers of the ves- 
■sel, the said bills of health required to be obtained at the 
port of departure and the certificate herein required to 
be obtained from the health officer at the port of entry ;

Sec e. On the arrival of an infected vessel at any port not 

promded with proper facilities for treatment of the same, 
the Secretary of the Treasury may remand said vessel, at 
its own expense, to the nearest national or other quaran- 
tine station, where accommodations and appliances are 
provided for the necessary disinfection and treatment of 
the vessel, passengers, and cargo ; and after treatment of 
any infected vessel at a national quarantine station, and 
after certificate shall have been given by the United

Whenever it shall be shown to the satisfaction of the I'eb 13, isna 
Piesident that by reason of the existence of cholera or 
other infectious or contagious diseases in a foreign coun- 
try there is seiious danger of the introduction of the 
same into the United States, and that notwithstanding 
the quarantine defense this danger is so increased by the 
introduction of persons or property from such country 
that a .suspension of the right to introduce the same is 
demanded in the interest of the public health, the Presi- 
dent shall have power to prolubif, m whole or in part, 
the introduction of persons and property from such coun- 
tries or places as he shall designate and for such period 
of time as he may deem necessary.

such disease into other States, Territories, or the Di.strict 
of Columbia, he is hereby authorized to cause the Secre- 
tary of the Tieasury to promulgate such rules and regu- 
lations as in his nidgment may be necessary to prevent 
the spread of such disease from one State or Territory 
into another, or from any State or Territory into the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, or from the District of 'Columbia into 
any State or Territory, and to employ such inspectors 
and other persons as may be neces.sary to execute such 
regulations to iirevent the spread of such disease.

K B., 4702. The quarantines and other restraints established by the 
health-laws of any State, respecting any vessels arriving 
in, or bound to, any port or district thereof, shall be duly 
observed by the officers of the customs revenue of the 
United States, by the masters and crews of the several 
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revenue-cutters, and by the military officers commanding 
in any fort or station upon the sea-coast; and all such 
officers of the United States shall faithfully aid. in the 
execution of such quarantines and health-laws, accordmg 
to their respective j^owers and within their re.spective 
precincts, and as they shall be directed, from time to time, 
by the Secretary of the Treasury. But nothing in this 
Title [R. S., 4792-4800] shall enable any State to collect 
a duty of tonnage or impost without the consent of 
Congress. 

313 Bemoval of cargo. 

Whenever, by the health-laws of any State, or by the « s , 4703 
regulations made purhuant thereto, any vessel arriving 
within a collection-district of such State is prohibited 
from coming to the port of entry or deliveiy by law estab- 
lished for such district, and such health-laws require or 
permit the cargo of the vessel to be unladen at some other 
placo Avithiii or near to such district, the collector, after 
duo icport to, him of the whole of such cargo, may grant 
his warrant or permit for the unlading and discharge 
thereof, under the care of the surveyor, or of one or more 
inspectors, at some other place where such health-laws 
permit, and upon the conditions and restrictions ivhich 
shall be directed by the Secretary of the Treasury, or 
which such collector may, for the time, deem expedient 
for the security of the public revenue 

There shall be purchased or erected, under the orders of ® ^ 
the President, suitable warehouses, ivith wharves and 
inclosures, where merchandise may 'be unladen and de- 
posited, from any vessel which shall be subject to a quar- 
antine, or other restraint, pursuant to tlie health-laws of 
any State, at such convenient places therein as the safety 
of the public revenue and the observance of such health- 
laws may require. 

Wiienever the cargo of a vessel is unladen at some othei R- > ■*^5 
place than the port of entry or delivery under the fore- 
going provisions, all the articles of such cargo shall be 
deposited, at the risk of the parties concerned therein, in 
such public or other W’arehou&e.s or inclosures as the col- 
lector shall designate, there to remain uflder the joint cus- 
tody of such collector and of the owner, or master, or 
other person having charge of such ve.ssel, until the same 
are entirely unladen or discharged, and until the articles 
so deposited may be safely removed without contravening 
such health-laws. And when such removal is allowed, the 
collector having charge of such articles may grant per- 
mits to the respective owners or consignees, their factors 
or agents, to receive all merchandise which has been 
entered, and the duties accruing upon which have been 
paid, upon the payment by them of a reasonable rate of 
storage; which shall be fixed by the Secretary of the 
'^Treasury for all public warehouses and inclosures. 
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R B , iTOC 'php Secretary of the Treasury is authorized, whenever 
a conformity to such quarantines and health-laws requires 
it, and in respect to vessels subject thereto, to prolong the 
terms limited for the entry of the same, and the lejiort or 
entry of their cargoes, and to vary or dispense with any 
other legidations applicable to such reports or entries. 
No pait of the cargo of any vessel shall, however, in any 
ease, be taken out or unladen therefrom, othenvise than 
IS allowed by law, or accordmg to the regulations herein- 
after established. 

314 Bemoval of custom-house 

R. s, 4797 'VVlienever, by the jirevalence of any contagious or epi- 
demic disease in or near the place by laiv established as 
the port of entry for any collection-district, it becomes 
dangerous or inconvenient for the otScers of the revenue 
emjnoyed therein to continue the discharge of their 
respective offices at such port, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, or, in Ins absence, the Comptroller, may direct the 
removal of the officers of the revenue from, such port to 
any other more convenient place, within, or as near as 
may be to, such collection-district. And at such place 
such officers may exercise the same powers, and shall be 
liable to the same duties, according to existing circum- 
stances, as in the port or district established by law. 
Public notice of any such removal shall be given as soon 
as may be. 

316. MTatloual quarantine 

June 19, 1909 Secretary of the Treasury shall have the control, 

direction, and management of all quarantine stations, 
gi-ounds, and anchorages established by authority of the 
United States, and as soon as practicable after the ap- 
proval of this Act shall select and designate such suitable 
places for them and establish the same at such points on 
or near the coast line of the United States or the border 
of the United States and a foreign country, as in his judg- 
ment are best suited for the same and necessary to prevent 
the introduction of yellow fever into the United States, 
and, hi Ins discretion, he may also establish at the group 
of islands known 3,3 the Dry Tortiigas, at the western end 
of the Florida reef, and at such other point or points on 
or near the coast line of the United States (not to exceed 
four in the aggregate) ns he deems necessary, quarantine 
grounds, stations, and anchorages, whereat or whereto 
infected vessels bound for any port in the United States 
may be detained or sent for the purpose of being disin- 
fected, havmg thdir cargoes disinfected and discharged, 
if necessary, and their sick treated in hospitals until all 
danger of infection or contagion from such vessels, their 
cargoes, passengers, or crews has been removed. 

On acquiring possession of any land and water in 
accordance with the provisions of tms Act for the purpose

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of establishing thereat a quarantine station and anchor- 
age, the Secretary of the Treasury bhnll cause to be pnb- 
li,shed in .such nen spacers a,s he may thinlc proper, once a 
week for fom successive weeks, a notice of the selection 
and designation of such places for (piaraiitine stations and 
anchorages, with a description of the boundaries of such 
quarantine stations and anchorages, and such rules and 
regulations as he shall adopt and promulgate, requiring 
vessels with yellow fever among their passengers or 
crews to go to specified quarantine stations and anchor- 
ages, to be dealt with there before visiting any port of the 
United States. He shall estabhsh at such quarantine 
stations and anchorages all necessary mstriimentalities 
for disinfecting vessels and their cargoes, and where the 
same shall be required shall erect the necessary hospital 
buildings and install the necessary furniture and fittings 
for receiving and treating the sick among the passengers 
and crews of vessels going to such quarantine statioii'- 
and anchorages, and provide for the separation of those 
among their iiassengers and crews who are snifering from 
yellow fever from those who are in good health, and shall 
further provide for doing all things necessary to eradicate 
such disea.se from .such vessels, their cargoes, passengers, 
and crews. 

Any vessel, or any officer of any vessel, or other person 
other than State health or quarantine officers, entering 
within the hniits of any {quarantine grounds and anchor- 
ages, or any quarantine station and anchorage, or depart- 
ing therefrom, in disregard of the quarantine rules and 
regulations or without the permission of the officer in 
charge of such quarantine ground and anchorage, or of 
.such quarantine station ami anchorage, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than three hun- 
dred dollars or by imprisonment for not more than one 
year, or both, in the discretion of the court. That any 
ma,stor or owner of any vessel violating any provi,sion of 
this Act, or any provision of an Act entitled “An Act 
granting additional powers and imposing additional 
duties on the Marine-Hospital Service,” aqiproved Feb- 
ruary fifteenth, eighteen hundred and ninety-three, or 
violating any rule or regiilation made in accordance witli 
this Act or said Act of February fifteenth, eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-three, relathig to the insqiection of ves- 
sels, or to the prevention of the introduction of contagious 
or infectious diseases into the United States, or any mas- 
ter, owner, or agent of any vessel making a false state- 
ment relative to the sanitary condition of such vessel or 
its contents, or as to the health of any passenger or person 
thereon shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof .shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than five hundred dollars or imprisonment for not 
more than one year, or both, in the discietiou of the court.

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In any place where a quarantine station and plant is 
already established by State or local authorities it shall 
be the duty of the Secretary of the Treasury, before 
selecting and designating a quarantine station and 

g rounds and anchorage for vessels, to examine such estab- 
shed stations and plants, with a view of obtaining a 
transfer of the site and plants to the United States, and 
whenever the proper authorities shall be ready to transfer 
the same or surrender the use thereof to the United States, 
the Secretary of the Treasury is aiitliorized to obtain title 
thereto or possession and use thereof, and to ^lay a reason- 
able compensation therefor, if, in his opinion, such pur- 
chase or use will be necessary to the United States for 
quarantine purposes and the quarantine stations estab- 
lished by authority of this Act .shall, when so established, 
be used to prevent the introduction of all qiiarantinable 
diseases. 
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316. Head tax. 

There shall be levied, collected, and paid a tn.v of four 
dollars for every alien enternig the United Stales The 
said tax shall be paid to the collector of customs of the 
port or customs district to tvhich said alien shall come, or, 
if there be no collector at such port or district, then to the 
collector nearest thereto, by the master, agent, owner, or 
consignee of the vessel, transportation line, or other con- 
veyance or vehicle bringing such alien to the United 
States. The money thus collected, together with all fines 
and rentals collected under the laws regulating the immi- 
OTation of aliens into the United States, shall be paid into 
flie Treasury of the United States, and shall constitute a 
permanent appropriation to ho called the “ immigrant 
fund,” to be used under the direction of the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor to defray the expense of regulating 
the immigration of aliens into the United States under 
said laws, including the contract labor laws, the cost of 
reports of decisions of the Federal courts, and digest 
thereof, for the use of the Commissioner-General of Im- 
migration, and the salaries and expenses of all officers, 
clerks, and employees appointed to enforce said laws. 
The tax imposed by this section shall be a lien upon the 
vessel, or other vehicle of carriage or transportation bring- 
ing such aliens to the United States, and .shall be a debt 
m favor of the United States against the owner or owners 
of such vessel, or other vehicle, and the payment of such 
tax may be enforced by any legal or equitable remedy. 
That the said tax shall not be levied upon aliens who 
shall enter the United States after an uninterrupted resi- 
dence of at least one year, iramediateU preceding such 
entrance, in the Dominion of Canada, llewfoundland, the 
Republic of Cuba, or the Republic of Mexico nor upon 
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otherwise admissible lesidents of any possession of the 
United ^itates, nor upon aliens in transit through the 
United States, nor upon aliens who have been lawfull3r 
admitted to the United States and w'ho later shall go in 
transit from one part of the United States to another 
through foreign contiguous territorj" Provided^ That the 
Commissioner-General of Immigration, under the direc- 
tion or Avith the approval of the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor, by agreement Avith transportation lme«, as 
provided in section thirty-two of this Act, may arrange in 
some other manner for the payment of the tax imposed 
by this section upon any or all aliens seeking admission 
from foreign contiguous territory: Provided further^ 
That if in any fiscal year the amount of money collected 
under the provisions of this section shall exceed tivo mil- 
lion five hundred thousand dollars, the excess above that' 
amount shall not be added to the “ immigrant fund.” 

317 Insular territory 

Provided further^ That the provisions of this section 
sliall not appty to aliens arriving in Guam, Porto Eico, 
or Hawaii, but if aiw such alien, not having become a 
citizen of the United Stales, shall later arrive at any port 
or place of the United States on the North American 
Continent the provisions of this section shall apply: 
Provided further^ That whenever the President shall be 
satisfied that passports issued by any foreign government 
to its citizens to go to any country other than the United 
States or to any insular possession of the United States 
or to the Canal Zone are being used for the purpose of 
enabling the holders to come to the continental territory 
of the United States to the detriment of labor conditions 
therein, the President may refuse to permit such citizens 
of the country issuing such passports to enter the con- 
tinental territory of the United States from such other 
country or from such insular possessions 'or fi’oin the 
Canal Zone. 

318. Excluded classes 

The following classes of aliens shall be excluded from 
admission into the United States’ All idiots, imbeciles, 
feeble-minded persons, epileptics, insane persons, and per- 
sons who have been insane within five years jirevious; 
persons who have had two or more attacks of insanity at 
any time previously; paupers; persons likely to become 
a public charge; professional beggars; persons afflicted 
with tuberculosis or with a loathsome or dangerous con- 
tagious disease ; persons not comprehended within any of 
the foregoing excluded classes wo are found to be and 
are certified % the examining surgeon as being mentally 
or physically defective, such mental or physical defect 
being of a nature which may affect the ability of such 
alien to earn a living; persons who have been convicted 
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of or admit having committed a felony or other crime or 
mi&demeanor mvorvmg moral turpitude ; polygamists, or 
persons who admit their belief in the practice of poly- 
gamy, anarchists, or persons who believe in or advocate 
the overthioAv by force or violence of the Government of 
the United States, or of all government, or of all forms 
of law, or the assassination of public officials ; prostitutes, 
or women or girls coming into the United States for the 
liurpo.se of prostitution oi for any other immoral pur- 
pose; persons who procure or attempt to bring in pros- 
titutes or women or girls for the purpose of prostitution 
or for any other immoral purpose, persons hereinafter 
called contract laborers, who have been induced or so- 
licited to migrate to this country by offers or promises of 
employment or in consequence of agreements, oral, writ- 
ten or printed, express or implied, to perform labor in 
this country of any kind, skilled or unskilled; those who' 
have been, within one year from the date of application for 
admission to the United States, deported as having been 
induced or solicited to migrate as above described ; any 
person whose ticket or passage is paid for with the 
money of another, or wdio is assisted by others to come, 
unless it IS affirmatively and satisfactorily shown that 
such person does not belong to one of the foregoing ex- 
cluded classes, and that said ticket or passage was not 
liaid for by any corporation, association, society, munici- 
pality, or foreign government, either directly or indi- 
rectly ; all children under sixteen years of age, unaccom- 
panied by one or both of their parents, at the discretion 
of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor or under such 
regulations as he may from time to time prescribe : Pro- 
mded, That nothing in this Act shall exclude, if other- 
wise admissible, iier.sons convicted of an offense purely 
political, not involving moral turpitude: Pronded fur- 
ther, That the provisions of this section relating to the 
payments for tickets or iiassage by any corporation, asso- 
ciation, society, municipality, or foreign government shall 
not apply to the tickets or pa.ssage of aliens in iimnediate 
and continuous transit through the United States to for- 
eign contiguous territory. And provided further, That 
skilled labor may bo imported if labor of Idee kind unem- 
jiloyed can not be found in this country : And fro vided 
further, That the provisions of this law applicable to 
contract laboi't shall not be held to exclude professional 
actors, artists, lecturers, singers, ministers of any reli- 
gious denomination, professors for colleges or seminaries, 
persons belonging to any recognized learned profeasion, 
or persons employed .strictly as personal or domestic 
servants. 

The importation into the United States of any alien see. a. 
woman or girl for the puriiose of prostitution, or for any 
other immoral purpose, is hereby forbidden; and who 
ever shall, directly or indirectly, import, or attempt to

import, into the United States, any alien woman or girl 
for the purpose of prostitution, or for any other immoral 
purpose, or whoever shall hold or attempt to hold any 
alien woman or girl for any such purpose in pursuance 
of such illegal importation, or whoever shall keep, main- 
tain, control, support, or harbor in any house or other 
place, for the iinrpose of prostitution, or for any other 
immoral purpose, any alien woman or girl, within three 
years after .she shall have entered the United States, shall, 
in every such case, be deemed guilty of a felony, and on 
conviction thereof he imprisoned not more than five years 
and pay a fine of not more than five thousand dollars; 
and any alien woman or girl who shall be found an in- 
mate of a house of prostitution or practicing prostitu- 
tion, at any time within three years after she shall have 
entered the United States, shall be deemed to be unlaw- 
fully within the United States and .shall be deported as 
provided by sections tiveiity and twenty-one of this Act. 

319. Contract latior. 

It shall be a misdemeanor for any person, company, 
partnership, or corporation, in any manner whatsoever, 
to prepay the transportation or in any way to assist or 
encourage the importation or migi’ation of any contract 
laborer or contract laborers into the United States, unless 
such contract laborer or contract laborers are exempted 
under the terms of the last two provisos contained in sec- 
tion tivo of this Act. 

320 Assisted immigrants 

For every violation of any of the provisions of section 
four of this Act the persons, partnership, company, or 
corporation violating the same, by knowingly assisting, 
encouraging, or soliciting the migration or importation 
of any contract laborer into the United States shall for- 
feit and pay for every such offense the sum of one thou- 
sand dollars, which may be sued for and recovered by the 
United States, or by any person who shall first bring his 
action therefor in his own name and for his own benefit, 
including any such alien thus promised labor or service 
of any kind as aforesaid, as debts of like amount are now 
recovered in the courts of the United States, and sepa- 
rate suits may be brought for each alien thus promised 
labor or service of any kind as aforesaid. And it shall 
be the duty of the district attorney of the proper district 
to prosecute every such suit when brought by the United 
States. 

It shall be unlawful and be deemed a violation of sec- 
tion four of this Act to assist or encourage the importa- 
tion or migration of any alien by promise of employment 
through advertisements printed and published m any 
foreign country; and any alien coming to this country

in consequence of such an advertisement shall be treated 
as coining under promise or agreement as contemplated 
in section two of this Act, and the penalties imposed by 
section five of this Act shall be applicable to such a case : 
Prnrnled, That this section shall not apply to States or 
Territories, the District of Columbia, or places subject to 
the jurisdiction of the United States advertising the in- 
dnceinents they offer for immigration thereto, respec- 
tively. 

hTo transportation company or owner or owners of ves- sec 7 
sels, or others engaged 111 transporting aliens into the 
ITnited State, s, shall, directly or indirectly, either by 
writing, printing, or oral representation, solicit, invite, or

Any person, including the master, agent, owner, or ® 
consignee of any vessel, who shall bring into or land m 
the United States, by vessel or otherwise, or who shall 
attempt, by himself or through another, to bring into or 
land in the United States, vessel or otherwi.se, any 
alien not duly admitted by an immigrant imspector or not 
lawfully entitled to enter the United States shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, on convic- 
tion, be punished by a fine not exceeding one thousand 
dollars, or by imprisonment for a term not exceeding 
tw’o years, or by both such fine and imprisonment for 
each and every alien so landed or brought m or attempted 
to be landed or brought in 

333. Diseased ImmigrarLts. 

It shall be unlawful for any person, including any See. a. 
transportation company other than railway lines entering 
the United States from foreign contiguous territory, or 
the owner, master, agent, or consignee of any vessel to 
bring to the United^ States any alien subject to any of the 
followmg disabilities: Idiots, imbeciles, epileptics, or 
persons afflicted with tuberculosis or with a loathsome or 
dangerous contagious disease, and if it shall appear to the 
satisfaction of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor that 
any alien so brought to the United States was afflicted 
with any of the said diseases or disabilities at the time of 
foreign embarkation and that the existence of such dis- 
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ease or disability might have been detected by means of a 
competent medical examination at such time, such person 
or transportation company, or the master, agent, oivner, or 
consignee of any such vessel shall pay to the collector of 
customs of the customs district in vdiich the port of ar- 
rival is located the sum of one hundred dollars for each 
and every violation of the provisions of this section ; and 
no vessel shall be granted clearance papers pending the 
determination of the question of the liability to the pav- 
ment of such fine, and in the event such fine is imposed, 
while it remaiii.s unpaid, nor shall such fine be remitted 
or refunded' Provided, That clearance may be granted 
prior to the determination of such questions upon the de- 
posit of a sum sufficient to cover such fine and costs, such 
sum to be named by the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor. 

The decision of the board of special inquiry, herein- 
after provided for, based upon the certificate of the exam- 
ining medical officer, shall be final as to the rejection of 
aliens affected with tuberculosis or with a loathsome or 
dangerous contagious disease, or with any mental or 
physical disability which would bring such aliens within 
any of the classes excluded from admission to the United 
States under section two of this Act. 

Upon the certificate of a medical officer of the United 
States Public Health and Marine Hospital Service to 
the effect that a rejected alien is helpless from sick- 
ness, mental or physical disability, or infancy, if such 
alien is accompanied by another alien whose protection 
or guardianship is required by such rejected alien, such 
accompanying alien may also be excluded, and the mas- 
ter, agent, owner, or consignee of the vessel in which such 
alien and accompanying alien are brought shall be re- 
quired to return said alien and accompanjung alien in the 
same manner as vessels are required to return other 
rejected aliens. 

333. Manifest of aliens. 

Upon the arrival of any alien by water at any port 
within the United States it shall be the duty of the 
master or commandmg officer of the steamer, sailing or 
other vessel having said alien on board to (leliver to the 
immigration officers at the port of arrival lists or mani- 
fests made at the time and place of embarkation of such 
alien on board such steamer or vessel, which shall, in 
answer to questions at the top of said list, state as to each 
alien the full name, age, and sex; whether married or 
single; the calling or occupation; whether able to read or 
write; the nationality; the race; the last residence; the 
name and address of the neare-st relative in the country 
from which tlie alien came; the seaport for landing in 
the United States; the final destination, if any, beyond 
the port of landing ; whether having a ticket through to 
such final destination ; whether the alien has paid his own 
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passage or 'wlietlier it lias been paid by any other person 
or by any corporation, society, municipality, or govern- 
nient, and if so, by ndiom ; whether in possession of fifty 
dollars, and if less, how much; whether going to join a 
relative or friend, and if so, what relative or friend, and 
his or her name and complete address; whether ever 
before in the United States, and if so, when and where; 
whether ever m prison or almshouse or an institution or 
hospital for the care and treatment of the insane nr sup- 
ported by charity; whether a polygamist; ivliether an 
anarchist; whether coming by reason of any offer, solic- 
itation, promise, or agreement, express or implied, to per- 
form labor in the United States, and w'hat is the alien’s 
condition of health, mental and physical, and wdietlier 
deformed or crippled, and if so, for how long and from 
what cause ; that it shall further be the duty of tlie mas- 
ter or commanding officer of every vcssid taking alien 
passengers out of the United States, from any port 
thereof, to file before departure therefrom with the col- 
lector of customs of such port a complete list of all such 
alien iiassengers taken on board. Such list shall contain 
the name, age, sex, nationality, residence in the United 
States, occupation, and the time of last arrival of every 
such alien in the United States, and no master of any 
such vessel shall be granted clearance pajiers for his vessel 
until he has deposited such list or lists with the collector 
of customs at the port of departure and made oath that they 
are full and complete as to the name and other informa- 
tion herein required concerning each alien taken on board 
his vessel ; and any neglect or omission to comply with the 
requirements of this section shall be punishable as pro- 
vided in section fifteen of this Act That the collector of 
customs with whom any such list has been deposited in 
accordance with the provisions of this section, shall 
promptly notify the Coinmissioner-tJeneral of Immigi’a- 
tion that such list has been deposited with him as pro- 
vided, and shall make such further disposition thereof 
as may be required by regulations to be issued by the 
Commissioner-General of Immigration wdtli the approval 
of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor • Pro vided, That 
111 the case of vessels making regular trips to ports of the 
United States the Commissioner-General of Immigra- 
tion, wnth the approval of the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor, may, when expedient, arrange for the deliv- 
ery of such lists of outgoing aliens at a later date: 
Provided further, That it shall be the duty of the master 
or commanding officer of any vessel sailing from ports in 
the Philippine Islands, Guam, Porto Pico, or Hawaii to 
any port of the United States on the North American 
Continent to dehver to the immigration officers at the 
port of arrival lists or manifests made at the time and 
place of embarkation, giving the names of all aliens on 
board said vessel. 
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All aliens arriving water at the ports of the United 
States shall be listed in convenient groups, and no one 
list or manifest shall contain more than thirty names 
To each alien or head of a family shall be given a ticket 
on which shall be written his name, a number or letter 
designating the list in which his name, and so forth, is 
contained, and his nmnber on said list, for convenience 
of identification on arrival. Each list oi manifest shall 
be verified by the signature and the oath or affirmation 
of the master or coinnianding officer, or the finst or second 
below him 111 command, taken before an iiiimigiation 
officer at the port of arrival, to the effect that he has 
caused the snigeon of said vessel sailing thereivith to 
make a physical and oral cxarainatioii of each of said 
aliens, and that from the report of said surgeon and from 
his own investigation he believes that no one of said 
aliens is an idiot, or imbecile, or a feeble-minded person, 
or insane person, or a pauper, or is likely to become a 
public charge, or is afflicted ivitli tuberculosis or with a 
loathsome or dangerous contagious disease, or is a person 
who has been convicted of, or who admits having commit- 
ted a felony or other crime or misdemeanor involving 
moral turpitude, or is a polygamist or one admitting 
belief 111 the practice of polygamy, or an anarchist, or 
under promise or agreement, express or implied, to per- 
forin labor in the United States, or a prostitute, or a 
woman or girl coming to the United States for the pur- 
pose of prostitution, or for aiiv other immoral purpose, 
and that also, according to the oest of his knowledge and 
belief, the information in said lists or manifests concern- 
ing each of said aliens named therein is correct and true 
in every respect. 

Sec. 14. The surgeon of said vessel sailing therewith shall also 

sign each of said lists or manifests and make oath or 
affirmation in like manner before an immigration officer 
at the port of arrival, stating his iirofessional experience 
and qualifications as a physician and surgeon, and that 
he has made a personal examination of each of the said 
aliens named therein, and that the said list or manifest, 
according to the best of his knowledge and belief, is full, 
coricct, and true in all particular,? relatiim to the mental 
and physical condition of said aliens. If no surgeon sails 
with any vessel bringing aliens the mental and p)hysical 
examinations and the verifications of the lists or mani- 
fests shall be made bj'' some competent surgeon employed 
by the owners of the .said vessel. 

Sec 15 In the ease of the failure of the master or commanding 

officer of any vessel to deliver to the said immigration 
officers lists or manifests of all aliens on board thereof, as 
required in sections twelve, thirteen, and fourteen of this 
Act, he shall pay to the collector of customs at the port of 
arrival the sum of ten dollars for each alien concerning 
whom the above information is not contained in any h^ 
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ah aforesaid" Provided^ That in the ca&e of failure mth- 
out good cause to deliver the list of passengers required 
by section twelve of this Act from the master or com- 
manding officer of every vessel taking alien passengers 
out of the United State.s, the penalty .shall be paid to the 
collector of cu.stoms at the port of departure and .shall be 
a fine of ten dollars for each alien not included in said 
list, but ill no case shall the aggregate fine exceed one 
hundred dollars. 

324. Inspection of aliens. 

Upon the receipt by the immigration officers at any port sec lo 
of arrival of the lists or manifests of incoming aliens 
provided for m sections twelve, thirteen, and fourteen of 
this Act, it shall be the duty of said officers to go or to 
send competent assisants to the ve.ssel to which said lists 
or_ manifests refer, and tliere inspect all such aliens, or 
said iinniigration officers may order a temporary re- 
moval of such aliens for examination at a designated time 
and place, liut such teiuporaiy removal shall not be con- 
sidered a landing, nor .shall it lelieve the transportation 
lines, masters, agents, owners, or consignees of the vessel 
upon which said aliens are brought to any port of the 
United States from anj”- of the obligations which, in case 
such aliens remain on board, would, under the provisions 
,of this Act, bind the said transportation lines, masters, 
agents, oivners, or consignees ProL'ided, That where a 
suitable building is used for the detention and examina- 
tion of aliens the immigration officials sliall there take 
charge of such aliens, and the transportation companies, 
master,?, agents, owners, and consignees of the vessels 
bringing such aliens .shall he relieved of the resiionsibihty 
for their detention thereafter until the return of such 
aliens to their care. 

The physical and mental examination of all arriving see. 17. 
aliens shall be made by medical officers of the United Stii tes 
Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service, who shall 
have had at least two years’ experience in the pnictico of 
their profession since receiving the degi’ee of doctor of 
medicine and who shall certify for the information of the 
immigration officers and the boards of special inquiry 
hereinafter provided for, any and all physical and mental 
defects or diseases observed by .said medical officers in any 
such alien, or, should medical officers of the United States 
Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service be not avail- 
able, civil surgeons of not less than four years’ profes- 
sional experience may be employed in such emergency for 
such service, upon such terras as may be jirescribed by the 
Commissioner-General of Iinmigranon under the direc- 
tion or with the approval of the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor. The United States Public Uealtli and Ma- 
rine-Hospital Service shall be reimbursed by the immigra- 
tion service for all expenditures incurred in carrying out 
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the medical int.pectiou of aliens under regulations of the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor. 

325. Detention on Board 

It shall be the duty of the owners, officers, or agents of 
any vessel or transportation line, other than those rail- 
way lines which maj'^ enter into a contract as provided in 
section thirty-two of this Act, bringing an alien to the 
United States to prevent the landing of such alien in the 
United States at any time or place other than as designated 
by the immigration officers, and the negligent failure of 
any such owner, officer, or agent to comply with the fore- 
going requirements shall be deemed a misdemeanor and be 
punished by a fine in each case of not less than one hun- 
died nor more than one thousand dollars or by iniprison- 
meiit for a term not exceeding one year, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment; and every such alien so landed 
shall be deemed to be unlawfully in the United States 
and shall be deported as provided in sections twenty and 
twenty-one of tins Act. 

326. Deportation 

All aliens brought to tins country in violation of law 
shall, if practicable, be immediately sent back to the 
country whence they respectively came on the vessels 
bringing them. The cost of their maintenance wdiile on 
land, as well as the exjiense of tlie return of such aliens, 
shall be borne by the owner or owners of the vessels on 
which they respectively came; and if any master, person 
in charge, agent, owner, or consignee of any such vessel 
shall rexiise to receive back on board thereof, or on board 
of any other vessel oivned or operated by the same in- 
terests, such aliens, or shall fail to detain them thereon, 
or shall refuse or fail to return them to the foreign poit 
from which they came, or to pay the cost of their main- 
tenance while on land, or shall make any charge for the 
return of any such alien, or shall take any security from 
him for the payment of such charge, such master, person 
in charge, agent, owner, or consignee shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall, on conviction, be 
punished by a fine of not less than three hundred dollars 
for each and every such offense ; and no vessel shall have 
clearance from any port of the United States while any 
such fine is unpaid Provided^ That the Commissioner- 
General of Immigration, with the approval of the Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor, may suspend, upon condi- 
tions to be prescribed by the Commissioner-General of 
Immigration, the deportation of any alien found to have 
come in violation of any provision of this Act, if, in his 
judgment, the testimony of such alien is necessary on be- 
half of the United States Government in the prosecution 
of offenders against any provision of this Act' P't'o- 
vided, That the cost of maintenance of any person so 
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detained resulting from such suspension of deportation 
shall be paid from the “ immigrant fund ” but no alien 
certified, as provided in section seventeen of this Act, 
to be suffering from tuberculosis or from a loathsome 
or dangerous contagious disease other than one of quar- 
antiname nature shall be permitted to land for medical 
treatment thereof in any hospital in the United States, 
unless with the express permission of the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor: Provided^ That upon the cer- 
tificate of a medical officer of the United States Pub- 
lic Health and Marine-Hospital Service to the effect that 
the health or safety of an in s ane alien would be un- 
duly imperiled by immediate deportation, such alien may, 
at tire expense of the “ immigrant fund,” be held for treat- 
ment until such time as such alien may, in the opinion of 
such medical officer, be safely deported 

Any alien who shall enter the United States in violation Sec 20 
of law, and such as become public charges from causes 
existing prior to landing, shall, upon the warrant of the 
Secretary of Connnerce and Labor, bo taken into custody 
and deported to the country whence he came at any tune 
within three years after the date of his entry into the 
United_ States. Such deportation, mcludmg one-half of 
the entire cost of removal to the port of deportation, shall 
be at the expense of the contractor, procurer, or other per- 
son by whom the alien was unlawfully induced to enter 
the IJnited States, or, if that can not be done, then the 
cost of removal to the port of deportation shall be at the 
expense of the “ immigrant fund ” provided for in sec- 
tion one of this Act, and the deportation from such port 
shall be at the expense of the owner or owners of such 
vessel or transportation line by which such aliens respec- 
tively came : Provided, That pending the final disposal of 
the case of any alien so taken into custody he may be 
released under a bond in the penalty of not less than five 
hundred dollars with security approved by the Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor, conditioned that such ahen shall 
bo produced when required for a hearing or hearings in 
regard to the charge upon which he has been taken into 
custody, and for importation if he shall be found to be 
unlawfully within the United States. 

In case the Secretary of Commerce and Labor s^ll see 21. 
be satisfied that an alien has been found in the United 
States in violation of this Act, or that an alien is sub- 
ject to deportation under the provisions of this Act or 
of any law of the United States, he shall cause such alien 
within the period of three years after landing or entry 
therein to be taken into custody and returned to the 
country whence he came, as provided by section twenty 
of this Act, and a failure or refusal on the part of the 
masters, agents, owners, or consignees of vessels to com- 
ply with the order of the Secretary of Commerce and

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Labor to take on board, guard safely, and return to the 
country whence he came any alien ordered to be deported 
under the piovisions of this Act shall be punished by the 
imposition of the penalties prescribed in section nineteen 
of this Act: Proi'ided, That when in the opinion of the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor the mental oi physical 
condition of such alien is such as to require personal caie 
and attendance, he may employ a suitable 2 ierson for that 
purpose, who shall accompany such alien to his or her 
final destination, and the ex^iense incident to such service 
shall be defrayed m like manner. 

327 Putlic charges 

Any alien liable to be excluded because likely to be- 
come a jniblic charge or because of 25h3'^sical disability 
other than tuberculosis or a loathsome or dangerous 
contagious disease may, if otherwise admissable, never- 
theless be admitted in the discretion of the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor upon the giving of a suitable and 
projier bond or undertaking, approved by said Secietary 
in such amount and containing such conditions as he may 
tirescribe, to the jicople of the United States, holding the 
United States or any State, Territory, county, munici- 
pality, or district tfiereof harmless against such alien 
becoming a jmblic charge. The admission of such alien 
shall be a consideration for the giving of such bond oi 
undertaking. Suit may be brought thereon in the name 
and by the propei law officers either of the United States 
Government or of any State, Territory, district, county, 
or municipality in which such alien becomes a public 
charge 

328 frontier inspection 

The Commissioner-General of Immigration, under the 
direction or with the approval of the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor, shall prescribe rules for the entry and 
inspection of aliens along the borders of Canada and 
Mexico, so as not to unnecessarily delay, impede, or annoy 
passengers in ordinary travel between the United Statas 
and said countries, and shall have power to enter into 
contracts with transjiortation hnes for the said jiurpose. 

829 Scope 

For the purpose of this Act the term “ United States ” 
as used in the title as well as in the various sections of this 
Act shall be construed to mean the United States and 
any waters, territory, or other place Subject to the ]uris- 
diction thereof, except tlie Isthmian Canal Zone Pro- 
vided, That if any alien shall leave the canal zone and 
attempt to enter any other place under the jurisdiction of 
the United States, nothing contained in this Act shall 
be construed as permitting him to enter under any other 
conditions than those applicable to all aliens. 
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330. Place of deportation 

The deportation of aliens arrested within the United 
States after entry and found to be illegally therein, pro- 
vided for in this Act, shall be to the trans-Atlantic or 
trans-Pacific ports from which said aliens embarked for 
the United States; or, if such embarkation was for 
foreign contiguous territory, to the foreign port at which 
said aliens embarked for such territory. 

331. Place of entry. 

All aliens who shall enter the United States except at 
the seaports thereof, or at such place or places as the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor may from time to 
time designate, shall be adjudged to have entered the 
country unlawfully and shall be deported as provided bv 
section, s twenty and twenty-one of this Act: Provide^^ 
That nothing contained in this section shall affect the 
power conferred by section thirty-two of this Act upon 
the Commissioner-General of Immigration to presciibo 
rides for the entry and inspection of aliens along the 
borders of Canada and Mexico. 

332. Special classes 

Whenever an alien shall have taken up his permanent 
le.sidence in diis country, and shall have riled his declara- 
tion of inteiuion to become a citizen, and thereafter shall 
send for his wife, or minor children to join him, if said 
wife or any of said children shall be found to be affected 
with any contagious disorder, such wife or children shall 
be held, under such regulations as the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor aliall prescribe, until it shall be deter- 
mined whether the disorder will be easily curable, or 
whether they can be jiermitted to land without danger to 
other persons; and they shall not be either admitted or 
deported until such facts have been ascertained; and if it 
sliall lie determined that the disorder is easily curable or 
that they (iiii be permitted to land without danger to 
other persons, they shall, if otherwise admissible, there- 
upon be admitted. 

333 Anarcliists. 

No person who disbelieves in or who is opposed to all 
organized government, or who is a member of or afiSliated 
with any organization entertaining and teaching such 
disbelief in or opposition to all organized government, or 
who advocates or teaches the duty, necessity, or propriety 
of the unlawful assaulting or killing of anv officer or 
officers, either of specific individuals or of oflicers gener- 
ally, of the Government of the United States or of any 
other organized government, because of his or their 
official cliaracter, shall be permitted to enter the United 
States or any territory or place subject to the jurisdiction 
thereof. This section shall be enforced by the Secretary 
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of Commerce and Labor under such rules and regulations 
as he shall prescribe. That any person who knowingly 
aids or assists any such person to enter the United States 
or any territory or place subject to the jurisdiction there- 
of, or who connives or conspires with any person or per- 
sons to allow, procure, or permit any such person to enter 
therein, except pursuant to such rules and regulations 
made by the Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall be 
fined not more than five thousand dollars, or imprisoned 
for not more than five years, or both. 

334. Poralgn officials. 

Nothing in this Act shall be construed to apply to 
accredited officials of foreign governments nor to their 
suites, families, or guests. 

336. Hiscellaneoua, 

isni. All steamship or transportation companifes, and other 

1003 of vessels, regularly engaged in transporting alien 

immigrants to the United States, shall twice a year file a 
certificate with the Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
that they hax'e furnished to be kept conspicuously exposed 
to view in the office of each of their agents in foreign 
countries authorized to sell emigrant tickets, a copy of the 
law of March third, eighteen hundred and ninet;jr-one, 
and of all subsequent laws of this country relative to 
immigration, printed m large letters, in the language of 
the country where the copy of the law is to be exposed to 
view, and that they have instructed their agents to call 
the attention thereto of persons contemplating emigra- 
tion before soiling tickets to them; and in case of the 
failure for sixty days of any such company or any such 
owners to file such a certificate, or in case they file a false 
cei tificate, they shall pay a fine of not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars, to be recovered in the proper United States 
court, and said fine shall also be a lien upon any vessel of 
said company or owners fomid within the United States. 

188B All contracts or agreements, expressed or implied, parol 
or special, which may hereafter be made by and between 
any person, company, partnership, or corporation, and 
any foreigner or foreigners, alien or aliens, to perform 
labor or service or haviiig reference to the performance 
of labor or service by any person in the United States, its 
Territories, or the District of Columbia, previous to the 
migration or importation of the person or persons whose 
labor or service is contracted for into the United States, 
shall be utterly void and of no effect 

1905 The Commissioner-General of Immigration, with the

336. Immigration to Philippines. 

The immigration laws of the United States in force in 
the Philippine Islands shall be administered by the 
officers of the general government thereof designated by 
appropiiato legislation of said government, and all 
moneys collected under said laws as duty or head tax on 
alien immigrants coming into said islands shall not be 
covered into the general fund of the Treasury of the 
United States, but shall be paid into the treasury of said 
islands to be used and expended for the government and 
benefit of said islands. 

337. Registry and naturalizatioa of immigrants. 

The designation of the Bureau of Lnmim’ation in the 
Department of Commerce and Labor is hereby changed to 
the Bureau of Immigration and Naturalization,” winch 
said Bureau, under the direction and control of the Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Inibor, in addition to the duties 
now provided by law, shall have charge of all inatter.s 
concerning the naturalization of aliens. That it shall be 
the duty of the said Bureau to iirovicle, for use at the 
various immigration stations throughout the United 
States, books of record, wherein the commissioners of 
immigration shall cause a registry to be made in the case 
of each alien arriving in the United States from and after 
the passage of this Act of the name, ago, occupation, per- 
sonal description (including height, complexion, color of 
hair and eyes) , the place of birth, the last residence, the 
intended place of residence in the United States, and the 
date of arrival of said alien, and, if entered tlirough a 
port, the name of the vessel in which he comes. And it 
shall be the duty of said commissioners of immigration to 
cause to be granted to such alien a certificate of such 
registry, with the particulars thereof.

338 Ocean mail act of 1891 

3, 1891 Postmaster-General is hereby authorized and em- 

powered to enter into contracts for a term not less than 
five nor moie than ten years in duration, with American 
citizens for the carrying of mails on American steam- 
ships, between ports of the United States and such ports 
in foreign countries, the Dominion of Canada excepted, 
as in his judgment will best subserve and promote the 
postal and commercial interests of the United States, the 
mail service on such lines to be equitably distributed 
among the Atlantic, Mexican Gulf and Pacific ports 
Said contracts shall be made with the lowest responsible 
bidder for the performance of said service on each route, 
and the Postmaster-General shall have the right to reject 
all bids not m his opinion reasonable for the attaining 
of the purposes named. 

2 Before making any contracts for carrying ocean mails 

in accordance ivith this act the Postmaster- General shall 
give public notice by advertising once a week, for three 
months, in such daily papers as he shall select m each of 
the cities of Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
New Orleans, Snmt Louis, Charleston, Norfolk, Savan- 
nahj Galveston and Mobile, and when the proposed serv- 
ice IS to be on the Pacific Ocean, then in San Francisco, 
Tacoma and Portland. Such notice shall describe the 
route, the time when such contract will be made, the dura- 
tion of the same, the size of the steamers to be used, the 
number of trips a year, the times of sailing, and the time 
when the service shall commence, which shall not be more 
than three years after the contract shall be let. The 
details of the mode of advertising and letting such con- 
tracts shall he conducted in the manner prescribed in 
chapter eight of title [R. S., 2941-2963] forty-six of the 
Eevused Statutes for the letting of inland mail contracts 
so far as the same shall be applicable to the ocean mail 
service. 

*• The vessels employed in the mail service under the pro 

visions of this Act shall be American-built steamships, 
owned and officered by American citizens, in conformity 
with the existing laws, or so owned and officered and reg- 
294 
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i&lered according to law, and upon each departure from 
the United States the foIloAving proportion of the crew 
shall be citizens of the United States, to wit : During the 
first two years of such contract for carrying the mails, 
oiie-fourtlr thereof, during the nest three succeeding 
years, one-third thereof ; and during the remaining time 
of the continuance of such contract at least one-half 
thereof; and shall be constructed after the latest and 
most approved types, with all the modern nnjirovements 
and appliances for ocean steamers. 

They shall be divided into four classes. The first sliall 
be iron or .steel screw steamships, capable of maintaining 
a speed of twenty knots an hour at sea in ordinary 
weather, and of a gross registered tonnage of not less than 
eight thousand tons. No vessel except of said first class 
shall be accepted for said mail service under the provi- 
sions of this act between the United States and Great 
Britain. The second class shall be iron or steel steam- 
ships, capable of maintaining a speed of sixteen knots an 
hour at ,sea in ordinary weather, and of a gross I'egi.stered 
tonnage of not less t^an five thousand tons. The third 
class shall be iron or steel steamships, capable of main- 
taining a speed of fourteen knots an hour at sea in ordi- 
nary weather, and of a gross registei’ed tonnage of not 
less than two thousand live hundred tons The fourth 
class shall be iron or steel or v ooden steani-ships, capable 
of maintaining a .siieed of twelve knots an hour at sea in 
ordinary weather, and of a gi’oss registered tonnage of 
not les.s’than fifteen hundred tons It shall be stipulated 
in the contract or contracts to be entered into for the said 
mail service that said vessels may carry passengers with 
their baggage in addition to said mails and may do all 
ordinary business done by steam-ships. 

All steamships of the first, second, and third classes see 4 
employed as above and hereafter built shall be constructed 
with particular reference to prompt and economical con- 
version into auxiliary naval cruisers, and according to 
plans and specifications to be agreed upon by and between 
the owners and the Secretary of the Navy, and they shall 
be of sufficient strength and stability to carry and sustain 
the working and operation of at least four effective rifled 
cannon of a caliber of not less than six inches, and shall 
be of the highest rating known to maritime commerce. 

And all vessels of said three classes heretofore built and 
so employed shall, before they are accepted for the mail 
service hk'ein provided for, be thorough^ inspected by a 
competent naval officer or constructor detailed for that 
service by the Secretary of the Navy; and such officer 
shall report, in writing, to the Secretary of the Navy, who 
•shall transmit said report to the Postmaster-General; 
and no such vessel not approved by the Secretary of the 
Navy as suitable for the service required shall be eiu- 
ployed by the Postmaster-General as provided for in this 
act. 
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The rate of compensation to be paid for such ocean 
mail service of the said first-class ships shall not exceed 
the sum of four dollars a mile, and for the second-class 
ships two dollars a mile, by the shortest practicable route, 
for each outward voyage; for the third-class ships not to 
exceed one dollar a mile, and for the fourth-class ships 
two-thirds of one dollar a mile, for the actual number of 
miles required by the Post Office Department to be trav- 
eled on each outward bound voyage: Provided, That in 
the case of failure from any cause to perform the regular 
voyages stipulated for in said contracts or any of them, a 
pro rata deduction shall be made from the compensation 
on account of such omitted voyage or voyages ; and that 
suitable fines and penalties may be imposed for delays or 
irregularities in the due performance of service according 
to the contract, to be determined by the Postmaster- 
General • Provided further, That no steamship so em- 
ployed and so paid lor carrying the United States mails 
shall receive any other bounty or subsidy from the Treas- 
ury of the United States. 

Upon each of said vessels the United States shall be 
entitled to have transported, free of charge, a mail-mes- 
senger, whose duty it shall be to receive, sort, take in 
charge and deliver the mails to and from the United 
States, and who shall be provided with suitable room 
for the accommodation of himself and the mails. 

The officers of the United States Navy may volunteer 
for service on said mail vessels, and when accepted by the 
contractor or contractors, may be assigned to such duty by 
the Secretary of the Navy whenever in his opinion such 
assignment can be made without detriment to the service, 
and while in said employment they shall receive furlough 
pay from the Government, and such other compensation 
from the contractor or contractors as may be agreed upon 
by the parties: PronicZed!, That they shall only be required 
to perform such duties as appertain to the merchant 
service 

Said vessels shall take, as cadets or apprentices, one 
American-born boy, under twenty-one years of age for 
each one thousand tons gross register, and one for each 
ma]ority fraction thereof, who shall be educated in the 
duties of seamanship, ranlc as petty officers, and receive 
such pay for their services as may be reasonable. 

Sucli steamers may be taken and used by the United 
States as transports or cruisers, upon payment to the 
owners of the fair actual value of the same at the tune of 
the taking, and if there shall be a disagreement as to the 
fair actual Value of the same at the time of the taking, 
and if there shall be a disagreement as to the fair actual 
value between the United States and tlie owners, then the 
same shall be determined by two impartial appraisers, 
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one to be aiDpointed by each of said parties, they at the 
same time selecting a third, who shall act in ^aid ap- 
praisement in case the two shall fail to agree. 

339. Q-eneral ocean mail service. 

For transportation of foreign mails, three million two 
hundred and sixty-eight thousand dollars 

The Postmaster- General may cause the mail to be car- 
ried in any steamboat or other vessel used as a packet on 
any of the waters of the United States 

The Postmaster-General may, if he deem it for the pub- 
lic interest, make contracts for any period not exceeding 
one year, for carrying the mails in steainshiiis between 
any of the ports oJ the United States 

Upon the entry of every such vessel returning from 
any foreign port, the master thereof shall make oath that 
he has promptly delivered all the mail placed on board 
said vessel before clearance from the United States; and 
if he shall fail to make such oath the vessel .shall not bo 
entitled to the privileges of a vessel of the United States. 

The master of any steamboat passing between ports 
or places in the United States, and arriving at any such 
port or place whcie there is a post-office, shall deliver to 
the postmaster, within three hours after liis arrival, if iii 
the day-time, and if at night, within two hours after the 
next sunrise, all letters and packets brought by him, or 
within his power or control and not relating to the cargo, 
addressed to or destined for such port or place, for which 
he shall receive from the postmaster two cents for each 
letter or packet so delivered, unless the same is carried 
under a contract for carrying the mails; and for every 
failure to so deliver such letters and packets, the master 
or owner of the steamboat shall be liable to a penalty 
of one hundred and fifty dollars. 

The Postmaster-General may pay, to the_ master _ or 
owner of any vessel not legularly employed in carrying 
the mail, two cents for each letter carried by such ves,sel 
between ports or places in the United States, or from any 
forei^ port to any port in the United States; but all 
such letters shall fee deposited in the post-office at the 
port of arrival 

No vessel departing from the United States for any 
foreign port shall receive on board or convey^ any letter 
or packet originating in the United States which has not 
been regularly received from the post-office at the port of 
departure, and which does not relate to the cargo of such 
vessel, except as provided in section three thousand nine 
hundred and ninety-three; and every collector, or other 
officer of the port empowered to gi-ant clearances, shall 
require from the master of such vesselj as a condition of 
clearance, an oath that he has not received on board, has 
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not under his care or contiol, and will not receive or con- 
vey any letter or packet contrary to the provisions of 
this section. 

It s , W88 No vessel arriving within any 2iort or collection-district 
of the United States shall be allowed to make entry or 
break bulk until all letters on board are delivered at the 
nearest post-office, and the master thereof has signed and 
sworn to the following declaration,^ before the collector or 
other proper customs officer : 

“ I, A. B , master of the , arriving from , 

and now lying in the jiort of , do solemnly swear 

(or affirm) that I hnA''e, to the best of my knowledge and 

belief, delivered, at the jiost-office at , every letter, 

and every bag, packet, or parcel of letters, which 'were on 
board the said vessel duriii" her last voyage, or which 
■were in my jiossession or under my power or control ” 

And any master who shall break bulk before he has de- 
livered such letters shall be liable to a penalty of not more 
than one hundred dollars, recoverable, one-half to the 
officer making the seizure, and the other to the use of the 
United States. 

n R , sosn Any special agent of the Post-Office Department, when 
instructed by the Postmaster-General to make examina- 
tions and seizures, and the collector or other customs offi- 
cers of any jiort, without sioecial instructions, shall care- 
fully search all vessels for letters which may be on board 
or which have been conveyed contrary to law 

ii s . 3900 Anjr special agent of the Post-Office Department, col- 
lector, or other customs officer, or United States marshal 
or his dejiuty, may at all times seize all letters and bags, 
packets or parcels, containing letters which are being car- 
ried contrary to law on board any vessel or any jiost- 
route, and convey the same to the nearest iiost-office, or 
may, by the direction of the Postmaster-General or Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, detain them until two months 
after the final determination of all suits and proceedings 
which may, at any time within six months after such 
seizure, be brought against any jierson for sending or 
carrying such letters 

R s , 8991 Every package oi jiarcel seized by any special agent of 
the Post-Office Dejiartment, collector, or other customs 
officer , or United States marshal or his deinities, in which 
any letter is imlawfull 3 >' concealed, shall be forfeited to 
the United States, and the same jiroceedings may be had 
to enforce the forfeiture as arc authorized in respect to 
goods, wares, and merchandise forfeited for violation of 
the revenue laws; and all laws for the benefit and pro- 
tection of customs officers making seizures for violating 
the revenue laws shall apply to officers making seizures 
for violating the postal laws. 

E s , 8992 Nothing herein contained shall be construed to prohibit 
the conveyance or transmission of letters or packets by 
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pi’ivate hands without compensation, or by special mes- 
senger employed for the particular occasion only. 

The Postmaster-General, after advertusnig for propo.s- h 
als, may enter into contracts or make suitable arrange- 
ments xoi tiansportmg the mail thiougli any foreign 
country, between any two points m the United States, 
and such transportation shall be by the speediest, safest, 
and most economical route; and all contracts tliercfor 
may be revoked whenever any new road or canal shall be 
opened affording a speedier, more economical, and equally 
safe transiiortation betw’een the same points; but in case 
of the revocation of any such contract, a fair indemnity 
shall be awarded to the contractor. 

The Postmasi er-General may, after advertising for pro- k 
posals, enter into contracts for the transportation of the 
mail between the United States and any foreign country 
whenever the public interests will thereby lie promoted 

The mail between the United Stales and any foreign R 
port, or between ports of the United States touching at 
a foieign port, shall be transported in steamships; but 
the Postmaster-General may have such tiansportation 
performed by sailing- ve.ssels when the .service cun be 
facilitated thereby 

For transporting the mail between the United States 
and anj' foreign port, or between ports of the United 
States touching at a foreign port, the Postmaster-General 
may allow as compensation, if by a United States steam- 
ship, any sum not exceeding the sea and United States 
inland postage, and if by a foreign steamship or by a 
sailing vessel, any sum not exceeding the sea-postage, on 
the mail so tramsported. [Amended, March 3, 1891, p. 
296.] 

The Postmaster-General may impose fines on contract- R 
ors for transporting the mail between the United States 
and any foieign country, for any uiiieasonable or iimieces- 
.saiy delay m the departiiie of .such mail, or the perform- 
ance of the trip ; but the fine for any one default shall not 
exceed one-half the contract price for the trip. 

Every contract for transporting the mail between the R 
Umted States and any foreign country shall contain, 
besides the usual stipulation for the right of the Postmas- 
ter-General to discontinue the same, the further stipula- 
tion that it may be teiminated b}'^ Congre'-s, 

The Postmaster-General may, by and with the advice R 
and consent of the President, make any arrangements 
which may be deemed just and e.xjiedient for allowing the 
mails of Canada, or any other country adjoining the 
ITinted States, to be transported over the' territory of the 
United States from one point in such country to any 
other point in the same, at the expense of the country to 
which the mail belongs, upon obtaining a like privilege 
for the transportation of the United States mail through 
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the country to which the privilege is granted; but such 
privilege may at any time be annulled by the President or 
Congress from and after one month succeeding the day on 
winch notice of the act of the President or Congress is 
given to the chief executive or head of the post-office 
department of the country whose privilege is to be 
annulled. 

R R , 4015 The Postmaster-General, under the direction of the 
President of the United States, is hereby authorized and 
empowered to charge upon, and collect from, all letters 
and other mailable matter carried to or from any port of 
the United States, in any foreign packet-ship or other 
vessel, the same rate or rates of charge for American 
postage which the government to which such foreign 
packet or other vessel belongs imposes upon letters and 
other mailable matter conveyed to or from such foreign 
country in American packets or other vessels as the post- 
age of such government, and at any time to revoke the 
same; and all custom-house officers and other United 
States agents designated or appointed for that purpose 
shall enrorce or carry into effect the foregoing provision, 
and aid or assist in the collection of such postage, and to 
that end it shall be lawful for such officers and agents, 
on suspicion of fraud, to open and examine, in the jires- 
ence of two or more respectable persons, being citizens 
of the United States, any package or packages supposed 
to contain mailable matter found on board such packets 
or other vessels or elsewhere, and to prevent, if necessary, 
such packets or other vessels from entering, breaking 
bulk, or making clearance until such letters or other mail- 
able matter are duly delivered into the United States 
Iiost-office.

'\^nienever any ves'^el of the United States has sns- Juno ao, ism 
tamed or caused any accident involving the loss of life, 
the material loss oi property, or any serious injury to 
any person, or has received aiiy material damage affecting 
her seaworthiness or her efficiency, the managing owner, 
agent, or master of such vessel shall within five days after 
the happening of such accident or damage, or us soon 
thereafter as possible, send, by letter to the colleetoi of 
customs of the district wherein such vessel belongs or 
of that witliiii which such accident or damage occurred, 
a leport theieof. signed bv such owner, agent, or master, 
stating the name and official niunber (if any) of the ves- 
sel, the port to winch she belongs, the place 'where she was, 
the nature and probable occasion of the casualty, tlie num- 
ber and names of tho.se lost, and the estimated amount of 
loss or damage to the vessel or cargo ; and shall furnish, 
upon the request of either of such collectois of cu.stom.s, 
such other information concerning the vessel, her cargo, 
and the casualty as may be called for ; and if he neglect 
or refu-sp to comply with the foregoing requirements after 
a leasonable time, he shall incur a penalty of one hun- 
dred dollars 

"Whenever the managing owner or agent of any vessel 
of the United States has reason, owing to the non-appear- 
ance of such vessel, or to any other circumstance, to 
apprehend that such vessel has been lost, he shall, as soon 
as conveniently may be, send notice, in writing, to the col- 
lector of customs of the iiort to which said vessel belonged, 
of such loss, and the probable occasion thereof stating the 
name and the official number (if any) of the vessel, and 
the names of all persons on board, so far as the .same can 
be ascertained, and shall furnish, upon request of the 
collector of such port, such additional information as he 
may be able ; and if he neglect to comply with the above 
requirements within a reasonable tune, he shall incur a 
penalty of one hundred dollars 

It shall be the duty of the collectors of cmstoms to 
immediately transmit to the Seci'etary of the Treasmy 
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such leporfcs and information as they may receive under 
the provisions of the two preceding sections, and they 
shall also report to the Secretary of the Treasury any 
neglect or refusal on the part of the managing owner, 
agent, or master of any vessel of the United States to

341 Canadian, wrecks 

■ Canadian vessels and wrecking appurtenance may ren- 
der aid and assistance to Canadian or other vessels and 
property wrecked, disabled, or in distress in the waters of 
the United States contiguous to the Dominion of Canada : 
Prooided^ That this act shall not take effect until procla- 
mation by the President of the United States that the 
privilege of aiding American or other vessels and prop- 
erty wrecked, disabled, or in distress in Canadian waters 
contiguous to the United States has been extended by the 
Govermnent of the Dominion of Canada to American ves- 
sels and wreckmg appliances of all descriptions. This 
act sliall be construed to apply to the canal and improve- 
ment of the waters between Lake Erie and Lake Huron, 
and to the waters of the Sauit Mary’s River and canal . 
And provided further. That this act shall cease to be in 
force from and after the date of the proclamation of the 
President of the United States to the effect that said 
reciprocal privilege has been withdrawn, revoked, or ren- 
dered inoperative by the said Government of the Domin- 
ion of Canada. 

342 Wrecks In foreign wateis. 

Consuls and vice-consuls, m cases where vessels of the 
United States are stranded on the coasts of their consu- 
lates respectively, shall, as far as the laws of the country 
will permit, take proper measures, as well for the purpose 
of saving the vessels, their cargoes and appurtenances, as 
for storing and securing the effects and merchandise 
saved, and for taking inventories thereof; and the mer- 
chandise and effects saved, with the inventories thereof so 
taken, shall, after deducting therefrom^ the expenses, be 
delivered to the owners, hfo consul or' vice-consul shall 
have authority to take possession of any such merchan- 
^se, or other property, when the master, owner, or con-

No vessel, or master thereof, shall be regularly em- R.s, 424 i 
ployed 111 the business of wrecking on the coast of Florida 
without the license of the judge of the district court for 
the district of Floidda ; and, before liceii.sing any vessel 
or master, the judge shall be satisfied that the vessel is 
sea-worthy, and properly and sufficiently fitted and 
equipped for the business of .saving property shipwretked 
and m distres.s; and that the master thereof is trust- 
worthy, and innocent of any fraud or misconduct in rela- 
tion to any property shipwrecked or saved on the coast. 
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344 Revenue cutters 

The President may, for the better securing the collec- 
tion of import or tonnage duties, cause to be maintained 
so many of the revenue-cutters as may be necessary to be 
employed for the protection of the revenue, the expense 
whereof shall be paid out of such sum as shall be annually 
appropriated for the revenue-cutter service, and not other- 
wise. 

The Secretary of the Treasury may direct the perform- 
ance of aiij service by the revenue-vessels which, in his 
judgment, is necessary for the protection o'f the revenue 

The officers of the revenue-cutters shall respectively be 
deemed officers of the customs, and shall be siibject to the 
direction of such collectors of the revenue, or other officers 
thereof, as from time to time shall be designated for that 
purpose. They shall go on board all vessels which arrive 
within the United States or within four leagues of the 
coast thereof, if bound for the United States, and search 
and examine the same, and every pari thereof, and shall 
demand, receive, and certify the manifests required to be 
on board certain vessels, shall affix and put proper fasten- 
ings on the hatches and other communications with the 
hold of any vessel, and shall remain on board such vessels 
until they arrive at the port or place of their destination 

The collector of each district may, with the approval of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, provide and employ such 
small open row and sail boats, and persons to serve in 
them, as shall be necessarj’’ for the use of the surveyors 
and inspectors in going on board of vessels and otherwise, 
for the better detection of frauds. 

The cutters and boats employed in the service of the 
revenue shall be distinguished from other vessels by an 
ensign and pendant, with such marks' thereon as shall be 
prescribed by the 'President. If any vessel or boat, not 
employed m the service of the revenue, shall, within the 
jurisdiction of the United States, carry or hOi*t any pend- 
ant or ensign prescribed for vessels in such service, the 
master of the vessel so offending shall be liable to a pen- 
alty of one hundred dollars. 

Whenever any vessel liable to seizure or examination 
does not bring-to, on being required to do so, or on bemg 
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chased by any cutter or boat which has displayed the 
pendant and ensign prescribed for vessels in the revenue 
service, the master of such cutter or boat may fire at or 
into such vessel which does not bring-to, after such pend- 
ant and ensign has been hoisted, and a gun has been fired 
by such cutter or boat as a signal , and such master, and 
all iiersons acting by or under Ins direction, shall be 
indemnified from any penalties oi actions for damages 
for so doing If any person is killed or wounded by such 
firing, and the master is prosecuted or arrested therefor, 
he shall be forthwith admitted to bail.

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345. Kamlssion of fines and penalties 

Whenever any person who shall have incurred any fine, 
lienalty, or forfeiture, oi cli.sability, or may be intcre.sled 
in any vessel or merchandise which has become subject to 
any seizure, forfeiture, or disability by authority of any 
provisions of law for imposing or collecting any duties oi 
taxes, or relating to legistering, recording, enrolling, or 
licensing ve.s.seLs and for regulating the same, or provid- 
ing for the suppression of insurrectioiis or unlawful com- 
binations against the United States, shall prefer his 
petition to the judge of the district in which such fine, 
penalty, or forfeiture, or disability has accrued, truly and 
particularly .setting forth the circumstances of his (:a.se, 
and shall pray that the same may be mitigated or re- 
mitted, the judge shall inquire, in a summary manner, 
into the circumstances of the case ; first causing reason- 
able notice to be given to the person olaiining such fine, 
penalty, or forfeiture, and to the attorney of the United 
States for such district, that each may have an opportu- 
nity of showmg cause against the mitigation or remission 
thereof; and shall cause the facts appearing upon such 
inquiry to be stated and annexed to the petition, and 
direct their transmission to the Secretary of the Treasury 
[Secretary of Commerce and Labor in some cases] The 
Secretary shall thereupon have power to mitigate or 
remit such fine, forfeiture, or penalty, or remove such 
dnsability, or any part thereof, if, m his opinion, the same 
was incurred without ivillfiil negligence, or any intention 
of fraud in the person incurring the same ; and to direct 
the prosecution, if any has been instituted for the recov- 
ery thereof, to cease and be discontinued, upon such terms 
or conditions as he may deem reasonable and just. 

The Secretary of the Treasury [Secretary of Cqimnerce 
and Ijabor in some cases] is authorized to prescribe such 
rules and modes of proceeding to ascertain the facts upon 
which an application for remission of a fine, penalty, or 
forfeiture is founded, as he deenvS proper, and, upon 
ascertaining them, to remit the fine, penalty, or forfeiture, 
if in his opinion it was incurred without willful negli- 
gence or fraud, in either of the following eases • 

First, If the fine, penalty, or forfeiture was imposed 
under authority of any revenue law, and the amount does 
not exceed one thousand dollars. 
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Second. Wliere the case occurred within either of the 
collection districts ui the States of California or Oregon. 

Third. If the fine, penalty, or forfeiture was imposed 
under authority of any provisions of law relating to the 
importation of merchandise from foieign contiguous ter- 
ritory, or relating to manifests for vessels enrolled or 
licensed to can'}'- on the coasting-trade on the northern, 
northeastern, and northwestern frontiers. 

Fifth. If the fine, penalty, or forfeiture was imposed by 
authority of any provisions of law for levying or collect- 
ing any duties or tavi's, or relating to registering, record- 
ing, enrolling, or licensing ve.s.sms, and the ca.so arose, 
within the collection-district of .Vla.ska, or was imposed 
by virtue of nnv iirovisioiis of law relating to fur-.scals 
upon the islands of riamt Paul and Saint George. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor may, upon uji- 
plicatioii therefor, remit or mitigate any line, penalty, or 
forfeiture provided for in laws xelatmg to vessels or dis- 
coiitimie any prosemitioii to recover penalties or relating 
to forfeitures denounced m such laws, excepting the pen- 
alty of imprisoiimeiit or of removal from office, upon such 
term.s as he, in his discretion, shall think proper; and all 
lights granted to informers by such laws shall be held 
subject to the Secretary's poAiers of remission, except in 
eases wdiere the ehuius of any informer to the share of 
any penalty shall have been detenmned by a court of 
competent jurisdiction prior to the application foi the re- 
mission of the penalty or forfeiture; and the Secretary 
shall have authority to a.scertam the facts upon all .such 
applications in such manner and under .such regulations 
as he may deem proper 

Any officer or other person entitled to or interested in 
a part or share of any fine, penalty, or forfeiture incurred 
under any law of the United States, may be examined as 
a witness in any of the proceedings for the recovery of 
such fine, penalty, or forfeiture by either of the. parties 
thereto, and such examination shall not deprive such 
witness of his share or interest m such fine, penalty, or 
forfeiture. 

Whenever any fine, penalty, forfeiture, exaction, or 
charge arising under the laxvs relating to vassels or seamen 
has been paid to any collector of customs oi* consular offi- 
cer, and application has been made ivithin one year from 
such payment for the refunding or remission of the same, 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor if on investigation 
he finds that such fine, penalty, forfeiture, exaction, or 
charge "was illegally, improjierlT, or excessively imposed, 
shalfhave the jiower. either beiore or after the same has 
been covered into the Treasury, to refund so much of such 
fine, penalty, forfeiture, exaction or charge as he may 
think proper, from any moneys in the Treasui^ not other- 
wise appropriated. 
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346 BsgtUatloii of cattle ships 

Mar. 3, 1891 Secretary of Agriculture is hereby authorized to 

examine all vessels which are to carry export cattle from 
the ports of the United States to foreign countries, and to 
prescribe by rules and regulations or orders the accommo- 
dations which said vessels shall provide for export cattle, 
as to space, ventilation, fittings, food and water supply 
and such other requirements as he may decide to be neces- 
sary for the safe and proper transportation and humane 
treatment of such animals. 

Sec 2 Wlienever the owner, owners, or master of any vessel 

carrying export cattle shall willfully violate or cause or 
permit to be violated any rule, regulation or order made 
pursuant to the foregoing section the vessel in respect of 
which such violation shall occur may be prohibited from 
again carrjnng cattle from any port of the United States 
for such len^h of tune, not exceeding one year, as the 
Secretary of Agriculture may direct, and such vessel shall 
be refused clearance from any port of the United States 
accordingly. 

347 Inspection of live stock and. meat products. 

Mar 4, 1907 That On and after October first, nineteen hundred and 
six, no person, firm, or corporation shall transport or 
offer for transportation, and no carrier of interstate or 
foreign commerce .shall transport or receive for transpor- 
tation from one State or Territory or the District of 
Columbia to any other State or Territory or the District 
of Columbia, or to any place under the jurisdiction of the 
United States, or to any foreign country, any carcasses 
or parts thereof, meat, or meat food products thereof 
which have not been inspected, examined, and marked as 
“ Inspected and passed,” in accordance with the terms of 
this Act and with the rules and regulations prescribed by 
the Secretary of Agriculture: Provided^ That all meat

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and meat food products on hand on October first, nineteen 
hundred and six, at establishments where inspection has 
not been maintained, oi‘ which have been inspected under 
existing law, shall be examined and labeled under such 
rules and regulations as the Secretary of Agriculture 
shall prescribe, and then shall be allowed to be sold in 
interstate or foreign commerce. 

That no person, firm, oi corporation, or officer, agent, 
or employee thereof, shall forge, counterfeit, simulate, or 
falsely represent, or shall without proper authority use, 
fail to use, or detach, or shall knowingly or wrongfully 
alter, deface, or destroy, or fail to deface or destroy, any 
of the marks, stamps, tags, labels, or other identification 
devices provided for in this Act, or in and as directed by 
the rules and regulations prescribed hereunder by the 
Secretary of Agriculture, on any carcasses, parts of car- 
casses, or the food product, or containers thereof, subject 
to the provisions ox this Act, or any certificate in relation 
thereto, authorized or required by this Act or by the said 
rules and regulations of the Secretary of Agriculture 

That the Secretary of Agriculture shall cause to bo 
made a careful inspection of all cattle, sheep, swine, and 
goats intended and offered for export to foreign countries 
at such times and places, and in such manner as he maj' 
deem proper, to ascertain -whether such cattle, sheep, 
swine, and goats are free from disease 

And for this purpose he may ^point inspectors who 
shall be authorized to give an official certificate clearly 
stating the condition in which such cattle, sheep, swine, 
and goats are found. 

And no clearance shall be given to any vessel having 
on board cattle, sheep, swine, or goats for export to a 
foreign country until the owner or shipper of such cattle, 
sheep, swine, or goats has a certificate from the inspector 
herein authorized to be appointed, stating that the said 
cattle, sheep, swine, or goats are sound and healthy, or 
unless the Secretary of Agriculture shall have waived 
the requirement of such certificate for export to the par- 
ticular country to which such cattle, sheep, swine, or goats 
are to be exported. 

That the Secretary of Agriculture shall also cause to be 
made a careful inspection of the carcasses and parts 
thereof of all cattle, sheep, swine, and goats, the meat of 
which, fresh, salted, canned, corned, packed, cured, or 
otherwise prepared, is intended and offered for exjiort 
to any foreign country, at such times and places and in 
such manner as he may deem proper. 

And for this purpose he may appoint inspectors who 
shall be authorized to give an official certificate stating 
the condition m which said cattle, sheep, swine, or goats, 
and the meat thereof, are found. 

And no clearance shall be given to any vessel ha-ying 
on board any fresh, salted, canned, corned, or packed

That no person, firm, or corporation engaged in the 
interstate commerce of meat or meat food products shall 
transport or offer for transportation, sell or offer to sell 
any such meat or meat food products in any State or Ter- 
ritory or in the District of Columbia or any place under 
the Jurisdiction of the United States, other than in the 
State or Territoiy or m the District of Columbia or any 
place under the jurisdiction of the United States in which 
the slaughtering, packing, cannipg, rendering, or other 
similar establishment owned, leased, or operated by said 
firm, per.soii, or corporation is located unless and until 
said person, firm, or corporation shall have complied 
with all of the provisions of this Act. 

That any person, firm, or corporation, or any officer or 
agent of any such person, firm, or corporation, who shall

The importation of all animals described in this act into ® 
any port iii the United States, except such as may be 
designated by the Secretary of .^nculture, with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary or the Treasury, as quarantine 
stations, IS hereby prohibited ; and the Secretary of Agri- 
culture may cause to be .slaughtered such of the animals 
named in this act as may be, under regulations prescribed 
by him, adjudged to be infected with any contagious dis- 
ease, or to have been exposed to infection .so as to be dan- 
gerous to other animals ; and that the value of animals 
so slaughtered as being so exposed to infection but not 
infected may be ascertained by the agreement of the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture and owners thereof, if practicable ;

Eeb. 2 , 1903 order to enable the Secretary of Agriculture to 
effectually suppress and extirpate contagious pleuropneu- 
monia, foot and mouth disease, and other dangerous con- 
tagious, infectious, and communicable diseases in cattle 
and other live stock, and to prevent the spread of such 
diseases, the powers conferred on the Secretary of the 
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Treasury by sections four and five of an Act entitled 
“An Act for the establishment of a Bureau of Animal 
Industry, to prevent the exportation of diseased cattle, 
and to provide means for the supj)re&sion and extirpation 
of pleuropneumonia and other contagious diseases among 
domestic animals,” approved May twenty-iimth, ei^teen 
himdred and eighty-rour (twenty -third United Btates 
Statutes, thirty-one) , are hereby conferred on the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, to be exercised exclusively by him. 

He is hereby authorized and directed, from time to time, 
to establish such rules and regulations concerning the

District of Columbia into or through another State or 
Territory or the District of Columbia, or the owners or

In 
estimatmg such confinement, the time consumed m load- 
ing and unloading shall not be considered, but the time 
during which the animals have been confined without

.ice of their manufacture or production, shall make a 
i ipiest upon the Secretary of the Treasury for samples 
from original packages of such articles for mspection and 
analysis, and the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby 
authorized to open such original packages and deliver 
specimens to the Secretary of Agricultm’e for the pur- 
pose mentioned, giving notice to the owner or consignee 
of the sampling of sudi articles, who may be present and

And such imported property, so declared forfeited may 
be destroyed or returned to the importer for exportation 
Aom the United States after the payment of all costs and 
expenses, under such regulations as the Secretary of the 
Trea,sury may prescribe;

them, he may issue his proclamation suspending the im- 
portation of such articles from such country for such 
period of time as he may think necessary to prevent such 
importation ; and during such period it shall be unlawful 
to import into the United States from the countries desig- 
nated in the proclamation of the President any of the 
articles the importation of which is so suspended 

The introduction mto any State oi Territory or the 
District of Columbia from any other State or Territory 
or the District of Columbia, or from any foreign country, 
or sliipment to any foreign country of any article of food 
or drugs which is adulterated or misbranded, within the 
meaning of this Act, is hereby prohibited ; and any per- 
son who shall ship or deliver for shipment from any State 
or Territory or the District of Columbia to any other 
State or Territory oy the District of Columbia, or to a 
foreign countiWj or who shall receive in any State or Ter- 
ritory or the District of Columbia from any other State 
or Territory or the District of Columbia, or foreign coun- 
try, and havmg so received, shall deliver, in original un- 
broken packages, for pay or otherwise, or offer to deliver 
to any other person, any such article so adulterated or 
misbranded within the meaning of this Act, or person 
who shall sell or offer for sale in the District of Columbia 
or the Territories of the United States any such adulter- 
ated or misbranded foods or drugs, or export or offer to

when no substance is used in the preparation or packing 
thereof in conflict with the laws of the foreign country to 
which said article is intended to be shippecT; but if said 
article .shall be m fact sold or offered for sale for domestic 
use or consumption, then this proviso shall not exempt 
said article from the operation of any of the other pro- 
visions of this Act. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, the Secretary of Agn- s. 
culture, and the Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall 
make uniform rules and regulations for carrymg out the 
provisions of this Act, including the collection and exam- 
ination of specimens of foods and drugs manufactured or 
offered for sale in the District of Colmnbia, or in any 
Territory of the United States, or which shall be offered 
for sale in unbroken packages in any State other than

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357. Opium tiade. 

Feb 23, 1887 ^hQ importation of opium into any of the ports of the 
United States by any subject of the Emperor of China is 
hereby prohibited Every person guilty of a violation of 
the preceding provision shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, ancl, on conviction thereof, shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars nor less 
than fifty dollars, or by imprisonment for a period of not 
more than six months nor less than thirty days, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment, in the discrkion of the court. 

2 Every package containing opium, either in whole or in 

part, imported into the United States by any subject of

® No citizen of the United States shall import opium into 

any of the open ports of China, nor transport the same 
from one open port to any other open poit, or buy or sell 
opium m any of such open ports of China, nor shall any 
vessel owned by citizens of the United States, or any ves- 
sel, whether foreign or otherwise, employed by any citi- 
zen of the United States, or owned by any citizen of the 
United States, either in wdiole or in part, and employed 
by persons not citizens of the United States, take or carry 
opium into any of such ojien ports of China, or transport 
the same from one open poit to any other open port, or be 
engaged in any traffic therein between or in such open 
ports or any of them. Citizens of the United States of- 
fending against the provisions of this section .shall be 
deemecT guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding five 
himdred dollars nor less than fifty dollars, or by both 
such punishments, in the discretion of the court. 

The consular courts of the United States in China, con- 
currently with any district court of the United States in 
the district in which any offender may be found, shall 
have jurisdiction to hear, try, and determine all cases 
arising under the foregoing provisions of this section, 
subject to the general regulations provided by law. 
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Every package of opiiun or package containing opimn, 
either in whole or in part, brought, taken, or transported, 
trafficked, or dealt in contrary to the provisions of tins 
section, shall be forfeited to the United States, for the 
benefit of the Emperor of China ; and such forfeiture, and 
the declaration and consequences thereof, shall be made, 
had, determined, and executed, by the proper authorities 
of the United States exercising judicial powers within the 
Empire of Cluna.

358. Duty to stay by. 

Sept 4 , 1890 every case of collision between two vessels it shall be 
the duty of the master or person in charge of each vessel, 
if and so far as he can do so without serious danger to his 
own vessel, crew, and passengers (if any), to stay by the 
other vessel until he has ascertained that she has no need 
of further assistance, and to render to the other vessel, her 
master, crew, and passengers (if any), such assistance as 
may be practicable and as may be necessary in order to 
save them from any danger caused by the collision, and 
also to give to the master or person in charge of the other 
vessel the name of his own vessel and her port of registry, 
or the port or place to which she belongs, and also the 
name or the ports and places from which and to which she 
is bound 

If he fails so to do, and no reasonable cause for such 
failure is shown, the collision shall, in the absence of 
proof to the contrary, be deemed to have been caused by 
his wrongful act, neglect, or default. 

Sec 2 . Every master or person in charge of a United States 

vessel who fails, without reasonable cause, to render such 
assistance or give such information as aforesaid shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable to a 
penalty of one thousand dollars, or imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding two years ; and for the above sum the 
vessel shall be liable and may be seized and proceeded 
against by process in any district court of the United 
States by any person ; one-half such sum to be payable to 
the informer and the other half to the Umted States.

PEELIMINAEY DEFINITION'S. 

In the following rules every steam vessel which is under 
sail and not under steam is to be considered a sailing- 
vessel, and every vessel under steam, whether under sail or 
not, is to be considered a steam-vessel. 

The word “ steam-vessel ” shall include any vessel pro- 
pelled by machinery. 

A vessel is “ under way ” within the meaning of these 
rules when she is not at anchor, or made fast to the shore, 
or aground. 

II. — Lights and so forth. 

The word “ 'visible ” in these rules when applied to 
lights .shall mean visible on a dark night with a clear at- 
mosphere. 

Article 1. The rules concerning lights shall be com- 
plied with in all weather.s from sunset to sunrise, and dur- 
ing such time no other lights which may be mistaken for 
the prescribed lights shall be exhibited. 

STEAM -VESSELS — ^MASTHEAD LIGHT 

Art. 2. A steam-vessel when under way shall carry — ■ 

(a) On or in front of the foremast, or if a vessel without a 
loremast, then in the fore part of the vessel, at a height 
above the hull of not less than twenty feet, and if the 
breadth of the vessel exceeds twenty feet, then at a height 
above the hull not less than such breadth, so, however, 
that the light need not be carried at a greater height above 
the hull than forty feet, a bright white light, so con- 
structed as to show an unbroken light over an arc of the 
horizon of twenty points of the compass, so fixed as to 
throw the light ten points on each side of the vessel, 
namely, from right ahead to two points abaft the beam on 
either side and of such a character as to be visible at a dis- 
tance of at least five miles. 

STEAM VESSELS SIDE LIGHTS 

(b) On the starboard side a green light so constructed 
as to show an unbroken light over an arc of the horizon of 
ten points of the compass, so fixed as to throw the light 
from right ahead to two points abaft the beam on the star- 
board side, and of such a character as to be visible at a 
distance oi at least two miles. 

(c) On the port side a red light so constructed as to 
show an unbroken light over an arc of the horizon of ten 
points of the compassj so fixed as to throw the light from 
right ahead to two pomts abaft the beam on the port side, 
and of such a character as to be visible at a distance of at 
least two miles. 
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(d) The said green and red side-lights shall be fitted 
with inboard screens projecting at least three feet forward 
from the light, so as to prevent these lights from bemg 
seen across the bow. 

STEAM VESSELS — ^RANOE LIGHTS. 

_ (e) A steam-vessel when under way may carry an addi- 
tional white light similar in construction to the light men- 
tioned in subdivision (a). These two lights shall be so 
placed in line with the keel that one shall be at least fif- 
teen feet higher than the other, and in such a position 
with reference to each other that the lower light shall be 
forward of the upper one. The vertical distance between 
these lights shall be less than the horizontal distance. 

STEAM- VESSELS WHEN TOWING. 

Art. 3. A steam- vessel when towmg another vessel 
shall, in addition to her side-lights, carry two bright 
white lights in a vertical line one over the other, not less 
than six feet ajiart, and when towing more than one ves- 
sel shall carry an additional bright white light six feet 
above or below such light, if the length of the tow meas- 
uring from the stern of the towing vessel to the stern of 
the iast vessel towed exceeds six hundred feet. Each of 
these lights shall be of the same construction and charac- 
ter, and shall be earned in the same position as the white 
light mentioned in article two (a), excepting the addi- 
tional light, which may be earned at a height of not less 
than fourteen feet above the hull. 

Such steam-vessel may carry a small white light abaft 
the funnel or aftermast for the vessel towed to steer by, 
but such light .shall not be visible forward of the beam. 

SPECIAL LIGHTS. 

Art 4. (a) A vessel which from any accident is not 
under command shall carry at the same height as a white 
light mentioned in article two (a) , where they can best be 
seen, and if a steam-vessel in lieu of that light, two red 
lights, in a vertical line one over the other, not less than 
six feet apart, and of .such a character as to be visible all 
around the horizon at a distance of at least two miles ; and 
shall by day carry in a vertical line one over the other, 
not less than six feet apart, where they can best be .seen, 
two black balls or shapes, each two feet in diameter. 

(b) A vessel employed in laying or in picking up a tele- 
graph cable shall carry in the same position as the white 
nght mentioned in article two (a) , and if a steam- vessel in 
lieu of that light, three lights in a vertical line one over 
the other not less than six feet apart. The highest and 
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lowest of these lights shall be red. and the middle light 
shall be white, and they shall be of such a character as to 
be visible all around the horizon, at a distance of at least 
two miles. By day she shall carry in a vertical line, one 
over the other, not less than six feet apart, where they can 
best be seen, three shapes not less than two feet in diam- 
eter, of which the highest and lowest shall be globular in 
.shape and red in color, and the middle one diamond in 
shaiie and white. 

(c) The vessels referred to in this article, when not 
making way through the water, shall not carry the side- 
lights, but when making way shall carry them. 

(d) The lights and shapes required to be shown by tliis 
article are to be taken by other vessels as signals that the 
vessel showing them is not under command and can not 
therefore get out of the way. 

These signals are not signals of vessels in distress and 
requiring assistance. Such signals are contained in ar- 
ticle thirty-one 

LIGHTS TOH SAILING VESSELS AND VESSELS IN TOW. 

Art 5. A sailing vessel under way and any vessel being 
towed shall carry the same lights as are prescribed by 
article two for a steam-vessel under way, with the excep- 
tion of the wdiite lights mentioned therein, which they 
shall never carry. 

LIGHTS FOR SMALL VESSELS. 

Art. G. Wlienever, as in the case of small vessels under 
way during bad weather, the green and red side-lights 
can not be fixed, these lights shall be kept at hand, lighted 
and ready for use; aiicf shall, on the approach of or to 
other vessels, be exhibited on their respective sides in suf- 
ficient time to prevent collision, in such manner as to 
make them most visible, and so that the green light shall 
not be seen on the port side nor the red light on the star- 
board side, nor, if practicable, more than two points abaft 
the beam on their respective sides. To make the use of 
these portable lights more certain and easy the lanterns 
containing them shall each be painted outside with the 
color of the light they respectively contain, and shall be 
prmfided with proper' screens. 

LIGHTS FOR SMALL STEAM AND SAIL VESSELS AND OPEN 

BOATS. 

Art. 7. Steam-vessels of less than forty, and vessels May as, i894 
under oars or sails of less than twenty tons gross tonnage, 
respectively, and rowing boats, when under way, shall 
not be reqmred to carry the lights mentioned m article 
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two (a), (b), and (c), but if they do not carry them they 
shall be provided with the following lights : 

First. Steam-vessels of less than forty tons shall carry — 

(a) In the fore part of the vessel or on or in front of 
the funnel, where it can best be seen, and at a height 
above the gunwale of not less than nine feet, a bright 
white light constructed and fixed as prescribed m article 
two (a) , and of such a character as to be visible at a dis- 
tance of at least two miles. 

(b) Gieen and red side-lights constructed and fixed as 
prescribed in article two (b) and (c), and of such a 
character as to be visible at a distance of at least one mile, 
or a combined lantern showing a green light and a red 
light from right ahead to two pomts abaft the beam on 
their respective sides. Such lanterns shall be carried not 
less than three feet below the white light. 

Second. Small steamboats, such as are carried by sea- 
going vessels, may carry the white light at a less height 
than nine feet above the gunwale, but it shall be carried 
above the combined lantern mentioned in subdivision 
one (b) 

Third. Vessels under oars or sails of less than twenty 
tons shall have ready at hand a lantern with a green glass 
on one side and a red glass on the other, which, on the 
approach of or to other vessels, shall be exhibited in suffi- 
cient time to prevent collision^ so that the green light shall 
not be seen on the port side nor the red light on the star- 
board side 

Fourth. Eowmg boats, whether under oars or sail, shall 
have ready at hand a lantern showii^ a white light which 
sliall be temporarily exhibited in sufficient time to prevent 
collision. 

The vessels referred to in this article shall not be obliged 
to carry the lights prescribed by article four (a) and 
article eleven, last paragraph. 

LIGHTS FOK PILOT VESSELS 

Aug 19,1890 Art 8. Pilot- vessels when engaged on their station on 
pilotage duty shall not show the lights required for other 
vessels, but shall carry a white light at the masthead, visi- 
ble all around the horizon, and shall also exhibit a flare-up 
light or flare-up lights at short intervals, which shall 
never exceed fifteen minutes. 

On the near approach of or to other vessels they shall 
have them side-lights lighted, ready for use, ancl shall 
flash or show them at short intervals, to indicate the direc- 
tion m wMch they are heading, but the green light shall 
not be shown on the port side, nor the red light on the 
starboard side. 

A pilot-vessel of such a class as to be obliged to go 
alongside of a vessel to put a pilot on board may show the 
white light instead of carrymg it at the masthead, and 
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may, instead of the colored lights above mentioned, have 
at hand, ready for use, a lantern with green glass on the 
one side and red glass on the other, to be used as pre- 
scribed above. 

Pilot- vessels when not engaged on their station on pilot- 
age duty shall carry lights similar to those of other vessels 
of their tonnage 

A steani-pilot vessel, when engaged on her station on 
pilotage duty and in waters of the United States, and not 
at ancnor, shall, in addition to the lights required for all 
pilot boats, carry at a distance of eight feet below her 
white masthead light a red light, visible all around the 
horizon and of such a character as to be visible on a dark 
night with a clear atmosphere at a distance of at least two 
miles, and also the colored side lights required to be car- 
ried by vessels when under way. 

’IVlien engaged on her station on pilotage duty and in 
Avaters of the United States, and at anchor, she shall 
carry m addition to the lights required for all pilot boats 
the red light above mentioned, but not the colored side 
li ghts . 

When not engaged on her station on pilotage duty, she 
shall carry the same lights as other steam vessels.

LIGHTS, ETC., OF FISHING lUSSELS. 

Article 9. Fishing vessels and fishing boats, when un- Jan lo, 1907 
der way and when not required by this article to carry 
or show the lights hereinafter specified, shall carry or 
show the lights prescribed for vessels of their tonnage 
under way. 

(a) Open boats, by which is to be understood boats 
not protected from the entry of sea water by means of a 
continuous deck, when engaged in any fishing at night, 
with outlying tackle extending not more than one hun- 
dred and fifty feet horizontally from the boat into the 
seaway, shall carry one all-round white light. 

Open boats, when fishing at night, ivith outlying tackle 
extending more than one hundred and fifty feet horizon- 
tally from the boat into the seaway, shall carry one all- 
round Avhite light, and in addition, on approaching or 
being aiiproached by other vessels, shall show a second 
white light at least three feet below die first light and at 
a horizontal distance of at least five feet away from it in 
the direction in which the outlying tackle is attached. ' 

(b) Vessels and boats, except open boats as defined in 
subdivision (a), when fishmg with drift nets, shall, so 
long as the nets are wholly or partly in the water, carry 
two white lights where they can best be seen. Such lights 
shall be placed so that the vertical distance between them 
shall be not less than six feet and not more than fifteen 
feet, and so that the horizontal distance between them, 
measured in a line with the keel, shall be not less than 
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five feet and not more than ten feet. The lower of these 
two lights shall be in the direction of the nets, and both 
of them shall be of such a character as to show all around 
the horizon, and to be visible at a distance of not less than 
three miles. 

Within the Mediterranean Sea and in the seas border- 
ing the coasts of Japan and Korea sailing fishing vessels 
of less than twenty tons gross tonnage shall not be obliged 
to cari’y the lower of these two lights. Should they, how- 
ever, not carry it, they shall show in the same position 
(in the direction of the net or gear) a white light, visible 
at a distance of not less than one sea mile, on the ap- 
proach of or to other vessels, 

(c) Vessels and boats, except open boats as defined in 
subdivision (a), when line fishing with their lines out 
and attached to or hauling their lineSj and when not at 
anchor or stationary within the meaning of subdivision 
(h), shall carry the same liglits as vessels fishing with 
drift nets. When shooting lines, or fishing with towing 
lines, they shall carry the lights prescribed for a steam or 
sailing v’essel under way, respectively. 

Wiuiin the Mediterranean Sea and in the seas border- 
ing the coasts of Japan and Korea sailing fishing vessels 
of less than twenty tons gross tonnage shall not be obliged 
to oaiTy the lower of these two lights. Should they, how- 
ever, not carry it, they shall show in the same position 
(in the direction of the lines) a white light, visible at a 
distance of not less than one sea mile on the approach of 
or to other vessels 

(d) Vessels when engaged in trawling, by which is 
meant the dragging of an apparatus along the bottom of 
the sea — 

First. If steam vessels, shall carry in the same jposition 
as the white light mentioned in article two (a) a tri- 
colored lantern so constructed and fixed as to show a 
white, light from right ahead to two points on each bow, 
and a green light and a red light over an arc of the 
horizon from two points on each bow to two points abaft 
the beam on the starboard and port sides, respectively; 
and not less than six nor more than twelve feet below tifie 
tri-colored lantern a white light in a lantern, so con- 
structed ns to show a clear, uniform, and unbroken light 
all around the horizon. 

Second. If sailing vessels, shall carry a white light in 
Oi lantern, so constructed as to show a clear, uniform, and 
unbroken light all around the horizon, and shall also, on 
the approach of or to other vessels, show where it can 
best be seen a white flare-up light ot torch in sufficient 
tune to prevent collision. 

All lights mentioned in, subdivision (d) first and second 
shall be visible at a distance of at least two miles. 

(e) Oyster dredgers and other vessels fishing with 
dredge nets shall carry and show the same lights as 
trawlers. 
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(f) Fishing vessels and fishing boats may at any time 
use a flare-up light m addition to the lights which they 
are by this article required to carry and show, and they 
may also use workmg lights. 

(g) Every fishing vessel and every fishing boat under 
one hundred and fifty feet in length, when at anchor, 
shall exhibit a white light fisible all around the horizon 
at a distance of at least one mile. 

Every fishing vessel of one hundred and fifty feet in 
length or upward, when at anchor, shall exhibit a white 
light visible all around the horizon at a distance of at 
least one mile, and shall exhibit a second light as pro- 
vided for vessels of such length by article eleven. 

Should any such vessel, whether under one hundred and 
fifty feet m length or of one hundred and fifty feet in 
length or upward, be attached to a net or other fishing 
gear, she shall on the approach of other vessels show an 
additional ivliite light at least three feet below the anchor 
light, and at a horizontal distance of at least five feet 
away from it in the direction of the net or gear. 

. (h)If a vessel or boat when fishing becomes stationary 
in consequence of her gear getting fast to a rock or other 
obstruction, she shall in daytime haul down the day 
signal required by subdivision (k) ; at mght show the 
light or lights prescribed for a vessel at anchor; and 
during fog, mist, falling snow, or heavy rain storms 
make the signal prescribed for a vessel at anchor (See 
subdivision (d) and the last paragraph of article fifteen.) 

(i) In fog, mist, falling snow, or heavy ram storms 
drift-net vessels attached to their nets, and vessels when 
trawling, dredging, or fishing wfith any land of drag net, 
and vessels line fmhing with their lines out, shall, if ot 
twenty tons gross tomiage or upward, respectively, at 
intervals of not more than one niiiiute make a blast; if 
steam vessels, with the whistle or siren, and if sailing 
vessels, with the foghorn, each blast to be followed by 
ringing the bell. Fishing vessels and boats of less than 
twenty tons gross tonnage shall not be obliged to give 
the above-mentioned signals; but if they do not,'uiey 
shall make some other efficient sound signal at intervals 
of not more than one minute. 

(k) All vessels or boats fishing with nets or lines or 
trawls, when under way, shall m dajdime indicate their 
occupation to an axiproaching vessel by displaying a 
basket or other efficient signal where it can best be seen. 

If vessels or boats at oiidnor have their gear out, they 
shall, on the approach of other vessels, show the same 
signal on the side on which those vessels can pass. 

The vessels required by this article to carry or show 
the lights hereinbefore specified shall not be obliged to 
carry the lights prescribed by article four (a) and the 
last paragraph of article eleyen. 
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LIGHTS ron AN OVEHTAKBN VESSEL, 

Aus 19, 1890 Art. 10. A vessel which is being overtaken by another 
shall show from her stern to such last^mentioned vessel a 
white light or a flare-up light. 

The white light required to be shown by this article 
may be fixed and carried in a lantern, but in such case the 
lantern shall be so constructed, fitted, and screened that 
it shall throw an unbroken light over an arc of the horizon 
of twelve points of the compass, namely, for six points 
from right aft on each side of the vessel, so as to be visi- 
ble at a distance of at least one mile. Such light shall 
be carried as nearly as practicable on the same level as the 
side lights. 

ANCHOR lights. 

Art. 11, A vessel under one hundred and fifty feet in 
length when at anchor shall carry forward, where it can 
best be seen, but at a height not exceeding twenty feet 
above the hull, a White li^t, in a lantern so constructed 
as to show a clear, uniform, and unbroken light visible 
all around the horizon at a distance of at least one mile 

A vessel of one hundred and fifty feet or upwards in 
length, when at anchor, shall carry in the forward part of 
the vessel, at a height of not less than twenty and not 
exceeding forty feet above the hull, one such light, and at 
or near the stern of the vessel, and at such a height that 
it shall be not less than fifteen feet lower than the for- 
ward light, anotlier such light. 

The length of a vessel shall be deemed to be the length 
appearing in her certificate of registry. 

A vessel aground in or near a fair-way shall carry the 
above light or lights and the two red lights prescribed by 
article loui’ (a). 

SPECIAL SIGNAL. 

Art 12 Every vessel may, if necessary in order to at- 
tract attention, m addition to the lights which she is by 
these rules required to carry, show a flare-up light or use 
any detonating signal that can not be mistaken for a dis- 
tress signal. 

NAVAL LIGHTS AND RECOGNITION SIGNALS. 

Art 13 Nothmg in these rules shall interfere with the 
operation of any special rules made by the Government 
or any nation with respect to additional station and 
signal-lights for two or more ships of war or for vessels 
sailmg under convoy, or with the exhibition of recogni- 
tion signals adopted by ship-owners, which have been 
authorized by their respective Governments and duly re- 
gistered and published. 
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STEAM VESSEL UNDER SAIL BY DAT. 

Art. 14. A steam-vessel proceeding under sail only but 
having her funnel up, shall cairy in day-time, forward, 

Vhere it can best be seen, one black ball or shape two feet 
in diameter. 

III. — Sound Signals in Fog, etc. 

PHELIMINART 

Art. 15 All signals prescribed by this article for vessels June lo, isae 
under w^ shall oe given • 

First. By “ steam vessels ” on the whistle or siren. 

Second. By “ sailing vessels ” and “ vessels towed ” on 
the fog horn. 

The Avords “ prolonged blast used in this article shall 
mean a blast ox from four to six seconds duration 

A steam-vessel shall be promded with an efficient whistle 
or siren, sounded by steam or by some substitute for 
.steam, so placed that the sound may not be intercepted by 
any obstruction, and with an efficient fog horn, to be 
sounded by mechanical means, and also with an efficient 
bell. (In all cases where the rules require a bell to be 
used a drum may be substituted on board Turkish vessels, 
or a gong where' such articles are used on board small sea- 
going vessels ) A sailing vessel of tiventy tons gross ton- 
nage or upwards shall be provided with a similar fog 
horn and bell. 

In fog, mist, falling snow, or heavy rainstorms, whether 
by day or night, the signals described in this article shall 
be used as follows, namely : 

STEAM VESSEL UNDER WAT 

(a) A steam vessel having way upon her shall sound, at 
intervals of not more than two minutes, a prolonged blast. 

(b) A steam vessel under way, but stopped, and having 
no way upon her, shall sound, at intervals of not more 
than two minutes, tivo prolonged blasts, with an interval 
of about one second betiveen. 

SAIL AT3SSBL UNDER AVAT. 

(c) A sailing vessel under way- shall sound, at intervals 
of not more than one minute, when on the starboard tack, 
one blast , when on the port tack, two blasts m succession, 
and when with the wind abaft the beam, three blasts in 
succession. 

VESSELS AT ANCHOR OR NOT UNDER WAT. 

(d) A vessel when at anchor shall, at intervals of not 
more than one minute, ring the bell rapidly for about five 
seconds. 
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VESSELS TOWING OR TOWED. 

(e) A vessel when towing, a vessel employed in laying 
or in picking up a telegraph cable, and a vessel under way, 
which is unable to get out of the way of an approaching 
vessel through being not under command, or unable to 
maneuver as required by the rules, shall, instead of the 
signals prescribed in subdivisions (a) and (c) of this 
article, at mtervals of not more than two minutes, sound 
three blasts in succession, namely: One prolonged blast 
followed by two short blasts. A vessel towed may give 
this signal and she shall not give any other. 

SMALL SAILING VESSELS AND BOATS. ' 

Sailing vessels and boats of less than twenty tons gross 
tonnage shall not be obhged to give the above-mentioned 
signals, but, if they do not, they shall make some other 
efficient sound signal at intervals of not more than one 
minute 

SPEED IN EOG. 

Aiig 10, 1800 16. Every vessel shall, in a fog, mist, falling snow, 

or heavy rain-storms, go at a moderate speed, having care- 
ful regard for the existing circumstances and conditions. 

A steam vessel hearing, apparently forward of her 
beam, the fog-signal of a vessel the position of which is 
not ascertained shall, so as the circumstances of the 
case admit, stop her engines, and then navigate with 
caution until danger of cmlision is over 

IV. — Steering and Sailing Rules. 

I'EELIMINARY. 

Risk of collision can, when circumstances permit, be 
ascertained by carefully watching the compass bearing 
of an approachmg vessel. If the bearing does not appre- 
ciably change, sum risk should be deemed to exist. 

sailing vessels. 

Art. 17. Wlien two sailing vessels are approaching one 
another, so as to involve risk of collision, one of them 
shall keep out of the way of the other, as follows, namely : 

(a) A vessel which is running free shall keep out of the 
way of a vessel which is close-hauled. 

(b) A vessel which is close-hauled on the port tack 
^all keep out of the way of a vessel which is close-hauled 
on the starboard tack. 

(c) Wlien both are running free, with the wind on dif- 
ferent sides, the vessel which has the wind on the port 
side shall keep out of the way of the other. 
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(d) Wlien both are running free, with the wind on the 
same side, the vessel which is to the windward shall keep 
out of the way of the vessel which is to the leeward. 

(e) A vessel which has the wind aft shall keep out of 
the way of the other vessel. 

STEAM VESSELS. 

Art. 18. When two steam-vessels are meeting end on, 
or nearly end on, so as to involve risk of collision, each 
shall alter her course to starboard, so that each may pass 
on the port side of the other. 

This article only applies to cases where vessels are meet- 
ing end on, or nearly end on, in such a manner as to in- 
volve risk of collision, and does not apply to two vessels 
which must, if both keep on their respective courses, pass 
clear of each other 

The only cases to which it does apply are when each of 
the two vessels is end on, or nearly end on, to the other ; 
in other ivords, to cases in winch, by day, each vessel sees 
tile masts of the other in a line, or nearly in a line, with 
her own ; and by night, to cases in which each vessel is in 
such a position as to see both the side-hghts of the other 

It does not apply by day to cases in vdnch a vessel sees 
another ahead crossing her own course; or by night, to 
cases wlieie the red light of one ve.ssel is opposed to the 
red light of the other, or where the green light of one 
vessel IS opposed to the green light of the other, or where 
a red light without a green light, or a green light without 
a red light, is seen ahead, or where both green and red 
lights are seen anywhere but ahead. 

TWO STEAM-imSSELS CROSSING. 

Art. 19. "When two steam-vessels are crossing, so as to 
involve risk of collision, the vessel which has the other on 
her own starboard side shall keep out of the way of the 
other. 

STEAM-VESSEL SHALL KEEP OUT OF THE AVAY OF SAILING- 

VESSEL. 

Art. 20 'Wlien a steam-vessel and a sailing-vessel are 
proceeding in such directions as to involve risk of colli- 
sion, the steam- vessel shall keep out of the way of the 
sailing-vessel. 

COURSE AND SPEED. 

Art. 21. Where, by any of these rules, one of two ves- ^s, isoi 
sels is to keep out of the way the other shall keep her 
course and speed. 

Note. — ^When, m consequence of thick weather or other 
causes, such vessel finds herself so close that collision can

not be avoided by the action of the giving-way vessel 
alon&, she also shall take such action as will best aid to 
avert collision.

CKOaSINO AHEAD. 

Art. 22. Every vessel which is directed by these rules 
to keep out of the way of another vessel shall, if the cir- 
cumstances of the case admit, avoid crossing ahead of the 
other. 

STEAM-VESSELS SHALL SLACKEN SPEED OR STOP. 

Art. 23. Every steam-vassel which is directed by these 
rules to keep out of the way of another vessel shall, on 
approaching her, if necessary, slacken her speed or stop 
or reverse. 

OirERTAKING VESSELS 

Art. 24. Notwithstanding anything contained in these 
rules every vessel, overtaking any other, shall keep out of 
the way of the overtaken vessel. 

Every vessel coming up with another vessel from any 
direction more than two points abaft her beam, that is, in 
such a position, with reference to the vessel which she is 
overtaking that at night she would be unable to see either 
of that vessel’s side-lights, shall be deemed to be an over- 
taking vessel ; and no subsequent alteration of the bearing 
between the two vessels shall make the overtaking vessm 
a crossing vessel within the meaning of these rules, or 
relieve her of the duty of keeping clear of the overtaken 
vessel until she is finally past and clear 

As by day the overtaking vessel can not always know 
with certainty whether she is forward or abaft this direc- 
tion from the other vessel she should, if in doubt, assume 
that she is an overtaking vessel and keep out of the way. 

NARROW CHANNELS. 

Art. 25. In narrow channels every steam-vessel shall, 
when it is safe and practicable, keep to that side of the 
fair -way or mid-chaimel which lies on the starboard side 
of such vessel. 

RIGHT OE WAT OE FISHING VESSELS. 

Art. 26. Sailing vessels under way shall keep out of the 
way of sailing vessels or boats fishing with nets, or lines, 
or trawls. This rule shall not give to any vessel or boat 
engaged in fishing the right of obstructing a fair-way 
used by vessels other tlian fishing vessels or boats. 

GENERAL PRUDENTIAL RULE 

Art. 27. In obeying and construing these rules due 
regard shall be had to aU. dangers of navigation and col- 
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lision, and to any special circumstances which may render 
a departure from the above rules necessary in order to 
avoid immediate danger 

SOUND SIGNALS FOR PASSING STEAMERS 

Art. 28. The words “ short blast ” used in this article 
shall mean a blast of about one second’s duration. 

Wlien vessels are in sight of one another, a steam-vessel 
luider way, hi taking any course authorized or required 
by these rules, shall indicate that course by the following 
signals on her whistle or siren, namely : 

One short blast to mean, “ I am directing my course to 
starboard.” 

Two short blasts to mean, ‘‘ I am directing my course to 
port ” 

Three short blasts to mean, “ My engines are going at 
full speed astern.”

Art 29 Nothing in these rules shall exonerate any ves- 
sel or the OAvner or master or crew theieof, from the con- 
sequences of any neglect to carry lights or signals, or of 
any neglect to keep a proper lookout, oi of the neglect of 
any precaution Avliich may be required by the ordinary 
practice of seamen, or by the special circumstances of the 
case 

Art. 30. Nothing in these rules shall interfere Avith the 
operation of a special rule, duly made by local authority, 
relative to the navigation of any harbor, river, or inland 
waters. 

DISTRESS SIGNALS 

Art. 31. When a A'-essel is in distress and requires assist- 
ance from other vessels or from the shore the following 
shall be the signals to be used or displayed by her, either 
tqgether or separately, namely : 

In the daytime — 

First. A gun or other explosive signal fired at intervals 
of about -a minute. 

Second The international code signal of distress indi- 
cated by N C. 

Third The distance signal, consisting of a square flag, 
having either above or below it a ball or an3dhing resem- 
bling a ball. 

Fourth. A continuous sounding with any fog-signal 
apparatus. 

At night — 

First A gun or other explosive signal fired at intervals 
of about a minute 

Second. Flames on the vessel (as from a burning tar 
barrel, oil barrel, and so forth)

June 7 , 1807 xiie following regulations for preventing collision shall 
be followed by all vessels navigating all harbors, rivers, 
and inland ivaters of the United States, except the Great 
Lakes and their connecting and tributary waters as far 
east as Montreal and the Red River of the North and 
rivers emptying into the Gulf of Mexico and their tribu- 
taries, and are hereby declared special rules duly made by 
local authority 

See. 3 Every pilot, engineer, mate, oi master of any steam- 1 

vessel, and every master or mate of any barge or canal- 
boat, who neglects or refuses to observe the provisions of 
this Act, or the regulations established in pursuance of 
the preceding section [see section 2, page 847], shall be 
liable to a penalty of fifty dollars, and for all damages 
sustained by any passenger in his person or baggage by 
such neglect or refusal: Provided^ That nothing herein 
shall relieve any vessel, owner or corporation from any 
liability incurred by reason of such neglect or refusal.

(a) On or in front of the foremast, or, if a vessel without 
a foremast, then in the forepart of the vessel, a bright 
white hght BO constructed as to show an unbroken light 
over an arc of the horizon of twenty points of the compass, 
hO fixed as to throw the light ten poinh on each side of 
the vessel, namely, from right ahead to two points abaft 
the beam on either side, and of such a character as to be 
visible at a distance o£ at least five miles. 

STTIAM %TiSSELS— SIDE LIGHTS. 

(b) On the starboard side a green light so constructed 
as to show ail unbroken light over an arc of the hoi'izon 
of ten points of the compass, so fixed as to throw the hght 
from right ahead to two points abaft the beam on the 
starboard side, and of such a character as to be visible at 
a distance of at least two miles. 

(c) On the port side a red light so constructed as to

STEAM VESSEL UNDER SAIL BY DAY". 

Art. 14. A steam-vessal proceeding under sail only, but 
having her funnel up, may carry in da3dime, forward, 
where it can best be seen, one black ball or shape two feet 
in diameter. 

Ill — Sound Signals in Fog, etc. 

PRELIMINARY. 

Art. 15. All signals prescribed by this article for ves- 
sels under way shall be given : 

1. By “ steam-vessels ” on the whistle or siren. 

2. By “ sailing-vessels ” and “ vessels towed ” on the 
fog horn. 

The wmrds “ prolonged blast ” used in this article shall 
mean a blast of from four to six seconds duration. 

A steam-vessel shall be provided with an efficient whis- 
tle or siren, sounded by steam or by some substitute for 
steam, so placed that the sound m^ not be intercepted 
by any obstruction, and with an efficient fog horn ; also 
with an efficient bell. A sailing-vessel of twenty tons 
gross tonnage or upward shall be provided with a similar 
fog horn and bell. 
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In fog, mist, falling snow, or heavy rainstorms, whether 
by day or night, the signals described in this article shall 
be used as foflows, namely : 

STEAM VESSEL UNDER WAY 

(a) A steam- vessel under way should sound, at inter- 
■vals of not moi’e than one minute, a prolonged blast. 

SAIL VESSEL UNDER WAY. 

(c) A sailing vessel under way shall sound, at inter- 
vals of not more than one minute, when on the starboard 
tack, one blast; when on the port tack, two blasts in suc- 
cessioUj and when with the wind abaft the beam, three 
blasts in succession, 

VESSELS AT ANCHOR OR NOT UNDER WAY. 

(d) A ve.ssel when at anchor shall, at intervals, of not 
more than one minute, ring the bell rapidly for about five 
seconds. 

imSSELS TOWING OR TOWED.. 

(e) A steam-vessel when towing, shall, instead of the 
signals prescribed in subdivision (a) of this article, at 
intervals of not more than one minute, sound three blasts 
in succession, namely, one prolonged blast followed by 
two short blasts. A vessel towed may give this signal 
and die sliall not give any other. 

RAFTS, OR OTHER CRAFT NOT PROMDED FOE 

(f ) All rafts or other water craft, not herein provided 
for, navigating by hand power, horse power, or by the 
current of the river, shall sound a blast of the fog-horn, 
or equivalent signal, at intervals of not more than one 
mmute. 


SPEED IN FOG. 

Art 16, Every vessel shall, in a fog, mist, falling 
snow, or heavy rainstorms, go at a moderate speed, hav- 
ing careful regard to the existing circumstances and 
conditions. 

A steani-vcssel hearing, apparently forward of her 
beam, the fog-signal of a vess^ the position of which is 
not ascertained shall, so far as the circmnstances of the 
tease admit, stop her engines, and then navigate with cau- 
tion until danger of collision is over. 
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rV. — S teering and Sailing Eulbs. 

PHEIJMINART. 

Eisk of collision can, -when circumstances permit, be 
ascertained by carefully 'watching the compass bearing of 
an approachmg vessel. If the bearmg aoes not appre- 
ciably change, such risk should be deemed to exist. 

SAILING VESSELS 

Art. 17. When t’wo sailing- vessels are approaching one 
another, so as to mvolve risk of collision, one of them 
shall keep out of the way of the other as follows, namely • 

(a) A vessel -which is ruiming Jfree shall keep out of 
the way of a vessel which is close-hauled 

(b) A vessel which is close-hauled on the port tack 
shall keep out of the way of a vessel which is close-hauled 
on the starboard tack. 

(c) "Wlien both are running free, with the wind on dif- 
ferent sides, the vessel which has the wind on the port side 
shall keep out of the way of the other. _ 

(d) I^en both are running free, with the wind on the 
same side, the vessel which is to the windward shall keep 
out of the way of the vessel which is to the leeward. 

(e) A vessel which has the wind aft shall keep out of 
the way of the other vessel. 

STEAM VESSELS. 

Art, 18. Eulb I Wlien steam-vessels are approaching 
each other head and head, that is, end on, or nearly so, it 
shall be the duty of each to pass on the port side of the 
other; and either vessel shall give, as a signal of her in- 
tention, one short and distinct olast of her whistle, which 
the other vessel shall answer promptly by a similar blast 
of her whistle, and thereupon such vessels sliall pass on the 
port side of each other. But if the courses of such ves- 
sels are so far on the starboard of each other as not to be 
considered as meeting head and head, cither vessel shall 
immediately give two short and distinct blasts of her 
whistle, which the other vessel shall answer promptly by 
two similar blasts of her whistle, and they shall pass on 
the starboard side of each other. 

The foregoing only applies to cases where vessels are 
meeting end on or nearly end on, in such a mamier as to 
involve risk of collision; in other words, to cases in 
which, by day, each vessel sees the masts of the other in a 
bne, or nearly in a line, with her o-wn, and by night to 
cases in which each vessel is in such a position as to see 
both the sidelights of the other. 

It does not apply by day to cases in which a vessel sees 
another ahead crossing her own course, or by night to 
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cases where the red light of one vessel is opposed to the 
red light of the other, or where the green light of one 
vessel IS opposed to the green light of uie other, or where 
a led light without a green light or a green light without 
a I'ed light, is seen ahead, or where both green and red 
lights are seen anywhere but ahead. 

Kule III. If, when steam-vessels are approaching each 
other, either vessel fails to understand the course or inten- 
tion of the other, from any cause, the vessel so in doubt 
shall immediately signify the same by giving several short 
and rapid blasts, not less than four, of the steam-whistle. 

HiiLE V. Tnienever a steam-vessel is nearing a short 
bend or curve in the channel, where, from the height of 
the banks or other cause, a steam- vessel approaching from 
the opposite direction nan not be seen for a distance of 
half a mile, such steam-vessel, when she shall have arrived 
within hall a mile of such curve or bend, shall give a sig- 
nal by one long blast of the steam-whistle, which signal 
shall be answered by a similar blast, given by any ap- 
proaching steam-vessel that may be within hearing 
yiiould such signal be so answered by a steam-vessel upon 
the farther side of such bend, then the usual signals for 
meeting and passing shall immediately be given and 
answered ; but, if the first alarm signal of such vessel be 
not answered, she is to consider the channel clear and 
govern herself accordingly. 

I^^ien steam-vessels are moved from their docks or 
berths, and other boats are liable to pass from any direc- 
tion toward them, they shall give the same signal as in 
the case of vessels meeting at a bend, but immediately 
after clearing the berths so as to be fully in sight they 
shall be governed by the steering and sailing rules. 

Eule VIII. When steam- vessels are riinnuig in the 
same dii ection, and the vessel which is astern shall desire 
to pass on the right or starboard hand of the vessel ahead, 
she shall give one short blast of the steam -whistle, as a 
signal of such desire, and if the vessel ahead answers with 
one blast, she shall put her helm to iiort, or if she shall 
desire to pass on the left or port side of the vessel ahead, 
she shall give two short blasts of the steam-whistle as a 
signal of such desire, and if the vessel ahead answers 
Avith two blasts, shall jmt her helm to starboard ; or if the 
vessel ahead does not think it safe for the vessel astern to 
attempt to pass at that point, she shall immediately sig- 
nify the same by giving several short and rapid blasts of 
the steam-whistle, not leas than four, and under no cir- 
cumstances shall the vessel astern attempt to pass the 
vessel ahead until .such time as they have reached a point 
where it can be safely done, when said vessel ahead shall 
signify her willingness by blowing the proper signals. 
The vessel ahead shall in no case attempt to cross the bow 
or crowd mon the course of the passing vessel. 

Rueb IX. The whistle signals provided in the rules 
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under this article, for steam-vessels meeting, passing, or 
overtaking, are never to be used except "when steamers are 
in sight of each other, and the course and position of each 
can be determined in the daytime by a sight of the vessel 
itself, or by night by seeing its signal lights In fog, 
mist, falling snow or heavy rainstorms, when vessels can 
not see each other, fog-signais only must be given. 

SUPFLBMENTABT REGULATIONS. 

The supervLsing inspectors of steam-vessels and the 
Supervising Inspector-General shall establish such rules 
to be observed by steam-vessels in passhig each other and 
as to the lights to be carried by ferry-boats and by barges 
and canal-boats when in tow of steam-vessels, not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act, as they from time 
to time may deem necessary for safety, whicli rules when 
approved by the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, are 
hereby declared special rules duly made by local author- 
ity, as provided for in article thirty of chapter eight hun- 
dred and tw'o of the laws of eighteen hundred and ninety 
Two printed copies of such rules shall be furnished to 
such ferry-boats and steam-ves.sels, which rules shall be 
kept iDOsted up in conspicuous places in such vessels. 

TWO STEAM-VESSELS CROSSING 

Art. 19. When two steam vessels are crossing, so as to 
involve risk of collision, the vessel which has the other on 
her own starboard side shall keep ont of the ivay of the 
other. 

STEAM-VESSEL SHALL KEEP OUT OP THE WAY OF SAILING- 

VESSEL 

Art 20. Wlien a steam-vessel and sailing-vessel are 
proceeding hi such directions as to involve risk of col- 
lision, the steam-vessel shall keep out of the way of the 
sading-vessel. 

COURSE AND SPEED. 

Art. 21. Wliere, by any of these rules, one of the two 
vessels is to keep out of the way, the other shall keep her 
course and speed. 

[See articles 27 and 29 ] 

CROSSING AHEAD. 

Art. 22. Every vessel which is directed by these rules 
to keep out of the way of another vessel shall, if the cir- 
cumstances of the case admit, avoid crossing ahead of the 
other.

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STEAM-VESSELS SHALL SLACKEN SPEED OR STOP. 

Art. 23. Every sleam-vessel which is directed by these 
rules to keep out of the way of another vessel shall, on 
approaching her, if necessary, slacken her speed or stop 
or reverse. 

OVERTAKING VESSELS. 

Art. 24. Notwithstanding anything contained in these 
rules every vessel, overtaking any other, shall keep out of 
i he way of the overtaken vessel. 

Every vessel coming up with another vessel from any 
direction more than two points abaft her beam, that is, in 
such a position, with reference to the vessel which she is 
overtaking that at night she would be unable to see either 
of that vessel’s side-lights, shall be deemed to be an over- 
talang vessel ; and no subsequent alteration of the bearing 
between the two vessels shall make the overtaking ve.ssd 
a crossing vessel within the meaning of these rules, or 
relieve her of the duty of keeping clear of the overtaken 
vessel until she is finally past and clear. 

As by day the overtaking vessel can not always know 
witli certainty whether she is forward of or abaft this 
direction from the other vessel she should, if in doubt, 
a.ssume that she is an overtaking vessel and keep out of 
the way. 

NARROW' CHANNELS. 

Art. 25. In narrow channels every steam-vessel shall, 
when it is safe and practicable, keep to that side of the 
fair-way or mid-channel which lies on the starboard side 
of such vessel. 

RIGHTS OE WAT OF FISHING VESSELS. 

Art. 26. Sailmg-vessels under way shall keep out of 
the way of sailnm-vessels or boats fishing with nets, or 
lines or trawls This rule shall not give to any vessel or 
boat engaged in fishing the right of obstructing a fair- 
way used fay vessels other than hslung- vessels or boats. 

GENERAL PRUDENTIAL RULE. 

Art, 27. In obeying and construing these_ rules due re- 
gard shall be had to nU dangers of navigation and colli- 
sion, and to any special circumstances which may render 
a departure from the above rules necessary in order to 
avoid immediate danger. 

SOUND SIGNALS FOE PASSING STEAMERS. 

(See Art. 18.) 

Art. 28. When vessels are in sight of one _ another a 
steam-vessel under way whose engines are going at full 
speed astern shall indicate that fact by three short blasts 
on the whistle. 
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PHBCAUTION. 

Art. 29. Nothmg in these rules shall exonerate any ves- 
sel, or the owner or master or crew thereof, from the con- 
sequences of any neglect to carry lights or signals, or of 
any neglect to keep a proper lookout, or of the neglect of 
any precaution which may be required by the ordinary 
practice of seamen, or by the special circumstances of the 
case. 

LIGHTS ON UNITED STATES NAVAL VESSELS AND REVENUE 

CUTTERS. 

Art. 30. The exhibition of any hght on board of a ves- 
sel of war of the United States or a revenue cutter may be 
suspended whenever, in the opinion of the Secretary of 
the Navy, the commander in chief of a squadron, or the 
commander of a vessel acting singly, the special character 
of the service may require it. 

DISTRESS SIGNALS. 

Art. 31. Wlieu a vessel is in di.stress and requires as- 
sistance from other vessels or from the shore the follow- 
ing shall be the signals to be used or displayed by her, 
either together or separately, namely : 

IN THE DATTIME. 

A continuous sounding with any fog-signal apparatus, 
or tiring a gun. 

AT NIGHT 

First. Flames on the vessel as from a burning tar bar- 
rel, oil barrel, and so forth. 

Second. A continuous sounding with any fog-signal 
apparatus, or tiring a gun. 

362. Limits of appllcatiou of lateriiational and Inland or local 
rules. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor is hereby au- ^rei) i9, isas 
thorized, empowered and directed from time to time to 
designate and define by suitable bearings or ranges with g^c lo'.

The following rules for preventing collisions shall be veb. s, isoo. 
followed in the navigation of all public and private ves- 
sels of the United States upon the Great Labes and their 
connecting and tributary waters as far east as Montreal. 

Steam and Sah, Vessels 

Etjlb 1. 'Every steam vessel which is under sail and not 
under steam, shall be considered a sail vessel ; and every 
steam vessel which is under steam, whether under sail or 
not, shall be considered a steam vessel. The word steam 
vessel shall include any vessel propelled by machinery. 

A vessel is under way within the meaning of these rules 
when she is not at anchor or made fast to the shore or 
aground. 

LIGHTS. 

Kulb 2. The lights mentioned ui the following rules 
and no others .shall be carried in all weathers from .sunset 
to sunrise. The word visible in these rules when applied 
to lights shall mean visible on a dark night with a clear 
atmosphere. 

Eule 3. Except in the cases hereinafter expressly pro- 
vided for, a steam Vessel when under way .shall carry : 

(a) On or in front of the foremast, or if a vessel with- 
out a foremast, then in the forepart of the vessel, at a 
height above the hull of not less tlian twenty feet, and if 
the beam of the vessel exceeds twenty feet, then at a 
height above the hull not less than such beam, so, how- 
ever, that such height need not exceed forty feet, a bright 
white light so constructed as to .show an unbroken light 
over an arc of the horizon of twenty points of the com- 
pass, so fixed as to throw the light ten point.s on each side 
of the vessel, namely, from right ahead to two points 
abaft the beam on either side, and of such character as to 
be visible at a distance of at least five miles. 

(b) On the starboard side, a green light, so constructed 
as to throw an unbroken light over an arc of the horizon 
of ten pomts of the compass, so fixed as to throw the light 
from right ahead to two points abaft the beam on the 
starboard side, and of such a character as to be visible at a 
distance of at least two miles. 

(c) On the port side, a red light, so constructed as to 
show an unbroken light over an arc of the horizon of ten 
points of tlie compass, so fixed as to throw the light from 
right ahead to two points abaft the beam on the port side. 
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and of such a character as to be visible at a distance of at 
least two miles. 

(d) The said green and red lights shall be fitted with 
inboard screens projecting at least three feet forward 
from the light, so as to prevent these lights from being 
seen across the bow. 

(e) A steamer of over one hundred and fifty feet regis- 
ter 'lentil shall also carry when under way an additional 
bright light similar in construction to that mentioned in 
subdivision (a), so fixed as to throw the light all around 
tha horizon and of such character as to be visible at a 
distance of at least three miles Such additional light 
shall be placed in hne with the keel at least fifteen feet 
higher from the deck and more than seventy-five feet 
abaft the light mentioned in subdivision (a) 

VESSELS TOWING 

RtnjB 4. A steam vessel having a tow other than a raft 
shall in addition to the forward bright light mentioned 
in subdivision (a) of rule three carry in a vertical hne 
not less than six feet above or below that light a second 
bright light of the same construction and character and 
fixed and earned in the same manner as the forward 
bright Imht mentioned in said subdivision (a) of rule 
three, ^ich steamer shall also carry a small bright light 
abaft the funnel or aftermast for the tow to steer by, but 
such light shall not be visible forward of the beam. 

Eulb 5 A steam vessel having a raft in tow shall, in- 
stead of the forward lights mentioned in rule four, carry 
on or in front of the foremast, or if a vessel without a 
foremast then in the fore part of the vessel, at a height 
above the hull of not less than twenty feet, and if the 
beam of the vessel exceeds twenty feet, then at a height 
above the hull not less than such beam, so however that 
such height need not exceed forty feet, two bright lights 
in a horizontal line athwartships and not less than eight 
feet apart, each so fixed as to throw the light all around 
the horizon and of such character as to be visible at a dis- 
tance of at least five miles. Such steamer shall also carry 
the small bright steering light aft, of the character and 
fixed as required in rule four. 

Ktjlb 6. A sailing vessel under way and any vessel 
being towed shall carry the side lights mentioned in rule 
three. 

A vessel in tow shall also carry a small bnght light aft, 
but such hght shall not be visible forward of the beam. 

Kiiije t. The lights for tugs under thirty tons register 
whose principal busmess is harbor towing, and for boats 
navigatmg only on the Eiver Saint Lawrence, also ferry- 
boats, rara, and canal boats, shall be regulated by rules 
which have been or may hereafter be prescribed by the 
Board of Supervising Inspectors of Steam Vessels. 
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Etile 8, Whenever, as in the case of small vessels under 
vay during bad weather, the green and red side lights can 
not be fixed, these lights shall be kept at hand lighted and 
ready for use, and shall, on the aiiproach of or to other 
■vessels, be exhibited on -their respective sides in siifiicient 
tune to pi event collision, in such manner as toinake them 
most visible, and so that the green light shall not be seen 
on the port side, nor the red light on the starboard side, 
nor, if practicable, more than two points abaft the beam 
on their respective sides. To make the use of these port- 
able lights more certain and easy, they shall each bo 
painted outside with the color of the light they respec- 
tively contain, and shall be 2 irovided with suitable screens. 

Exile 9. A vessel under one hundred and fifty feet reg- 
ister length, when at anchor, shall carry forward, where 
it can best bo seen, but at a height not exceeding twenty 
feet above the hull, a ivhite light in a lantern constructed 
so as to show a clear, uniform", and unbroken light, visible 
all around the horizon, at a distance of at least one mile. 

A vessel of one hundred and fifty feet or iijiwaid in 
register length, when at anchor, shall carry in the forward 
part of the vessel, at a height of not less than twenty and 
not exceeding forty feet” above the hull, one such light, 
and at or near the stern of the ves.sel, and at such a height 
that it shall be not less than fifteen feet loivcr than the 
forward light, another such light 

Eule 10. Produce boats, canal boats, fishing boats, 
rafts, or other water craft navigating any bay, harbor, or 
river by hand power, horse power, sail, or by the current 
of the river, or which shall be anchored or moored in or 
near the channel or fairway of any bay, harbor, or river, 
and not otherwise provided for in these rules, shall carry 
one or more good white lights, which shall be placed m 
such inaniier as shall be prescribed by the Board of 
Supervising Inspectors of Steam Vessels 

Ktjle 11. Open boats shall not be obliged to carry the 
side lights required for other vessels, but shall, if they do 
not carry such lights, carry a lantern having a green slide 
on one side and a red slide on the other side; and on the 
approach of or to other vessels, such lantern shall be 
exliibited in sufficient time to prevent collision, and in 
such a manner that the green light shall not bo seen on the 
port side, nor the rod light on the starboard side. Open 
boats, when at anchor or stationary, shall exliibit a bright 
white light. They shall not, however, be prevented from 
using a nare-up m addition if considered expedient. 

Exjlb 12. Sailing vessels shall at all times, on the ap- 
proach of any steamer dining the night-time, .show a 
lighted torch upon that point or quarter to which such 
steamer shall be approaching. 

E-ule 13 The exhibition of any light on board of a ves- 
sel of war or revenue cutter of the United Slates may bo 
suspended whenever, in the opuiiion of the Secretary of 
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the Navy, the commander in chief of a squadron, or the 
commander of a vessel acting singly, the special character 
of the service may require it. 

FOG SION-AES. 

Ettle 14. A steam vessel shall be provided with an effi- 
cient whistle, sounded by steam or by some substitute for 
steam, placed before the funnel not less than eight feet 
from the deck, or in such other place as the local inspect- 
ors of steam vessels shall determine, and of such character 
as to be heard in ordinary weather at a distance of at least 
two miles, and with an efficient bell, and it is hereby made 
the duty of the United States local inspectors oi steam 
vessels when inspecting the same to require each steamer 
to be furnished with such whistle and bell. A sailing ves- 
sel shall be provided with an efficient fog horn and with 
an efficient bell. 

Wlienever there is thick weather by reason of fog, mist, 
falling snow, heavy rainstorms, or other causes, whether 
by day or by night, fog signals shall be used as follows : 

(a) A steam vessel under way, exceptmg only a steam 
vessel with raft in tow, shall sound at intervals of not 
more than one minute three distinct blasts of her whistle, 

(b) Every vessel in tow of anothei vessel shall, at inter- 
vals of one minute, sound four bells on a good and efficient 
and properly placed bell as follows • By striking the bell 
twice in quick succession, followed by a little longer inter- 
val, and then again strHcing twice in quick succession (in 
the manner in which four bells is struck in indicating 
tunel. 

(c) A steamer with a raft in tow shall sound at inter- 
vals of not more than one minute a screeching or Modoc 
whistle for from three to five seconds. 

(d) A sailing vessel under way and not in tow shall 
sound at hitervals of not more than one minute — 

If on the starboard tack with wmd forward of abeam, 
one blast of her fog horn ; 

If on the port tack with wind forward of the beam, two 
blasts of her fog horn ; 

If she has the wind abaft the beam on either side, throe 
blasts of her fog horn. 

(e) Any vessel at anchor and anjr vessel aground m or 
near a channel or fau’way shall at intervals of not more 
than two minutes ring the bell rapidly for three to five 
seconds 

(f) Vessels of less than ten tons registered tonnage, not 
being steam vessels, shall not be obliged to give the above- 
mentioned signals, but if they do not they shall make 
some other efficient sound Signal at intervals of not more 
than one minute. 

(g) Produce boats, fishing boats, rafts, or other water 
craft navigating by hand power or by the current of the 
piver, or anchored or moored in or near the channel or 
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fairway and not in any port, and not otherwise provided 
for in these rules, shall sound a fog horn, or equivalent 
signal, at intervals of not more than one minute. 

Rule 15. Every vessel shall, in thick weather, by rea- 
son of fog, mist, falling snow, heavy ram storms, or other 
causes, go at moderate speed A steam vessel hearing, 
apparently not more than four pomts from right ahead, 
the fog signal of another vessel shall at once reduce her 
speed to bare steerageway, and navigate with caution 
until the vessels shall have passed each other. 

Steering and Sailing Rules. 

SAILING VESSELS. 

Rule 1G. When two sailing vessels are approaching 
one another so as to involve risk of collision one of them 
shall keep out of the way of the other, as follows, namely : 

(a) A vessel which is running free .shall keep out of the 
way of a vessel which is closehauled. 

(b) A vessel which is closehauled on the port tack shall 
keep out of the way of a vessel which is closehauled on 
the starboard tack. 

(c) When both are running free, with the wind on dif- 
ferent sides, the vessel which has the wind on the port 
side shall keep out of the way of the other. 

(d) When they are running free, with the wind on the 
same side, the vessel which is to windward shall keep out 
of the way of the vessel which is to leeward. 

STEAM VESSELS. 

Rule 17. When two steam vessels are meeting end on, 
or nearly end on, so as to involve risk of collision each 
shall alter her course to starboard, so that each shall pass 
on the port side of the other 

Rule 18. When two steam vessels are crossmg so as to 
involve risk of collision the vessel which has the other on 
her own starboard side shall keep out of the way of the 
other. 

Rule 19. When a steam vessel and a sailing vessel are 
proceedmg in such directions as to involve risk of colli- 
sion the steam vessel shall keep out of the way of the sail- 
ing vessel. 

Rule 20. Where, by any of the I’ules herein prescribed, 
one of two vessels shall keep out of the way, the other 
shall keep her course and speed. 

Bulb 21. Every steam vessel which is directed by these 
rules to keep out of the way of another vessel shall, on 
approaching her, if necessary, slacken her speed or stop or 
reverse. 

Rule 22. Notwithstanding anything contained in these 
rules every vessel overtaking any other shall keep out of 
the way of the overtaken vessel. 
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Eelb 23. Ill all weathers every steam vessel under way 
m tailing any course authorized or required by these rules 
shall indicate that course by the following signals on her 
whistle, to be accompanied whenever required by corre- 
sponding alteration of her helm ; and every steam vessel 
receiving a signal from another shall promptly respond 
with the same signal or, as provided in Eule Twenty-six • 

One blast to mean, “I am directing my course to 
starboard.” 

Two blasts to mean, “ I am directing niy course to 
port.” But the giving or answering signals by a vessel 
required to keep her course shall not vary the duties and 
obligations of the respective vessels. 

Eule 24. That in all narrow channels where there is a 
current, and in the rivers Saint Mary, Saint Clair, De- 
troit, Niagara, and Saint Lawrence, when two steamers 
are meeting, the descending steamer shall have the right 
of way, and shall, before the vessels sliall have arrived 
withui the distance of one-half mile of each other, give 
the signal necessary to indicate which side she elects to 
take. 

Eulb 25. In all channels less than five hundred feet in 
width, no steam vessel shall pass another going in the 
same direction unless the steam vessel ahead be disabled 
or signify her willingness that the steam vessel astern 
shall pass, when the steam vessel astern may pass, subject, 
however, to the other rules applicable to such a situation. 
And when steam vessels proceeding in opposite directions 
are about to meet in such channels, both such vessels shall 
bo slowed down to a moderate speed, according to the 
circumstances 

Rule 26 If the pilot of a steam vessel to which a pass- 
ing signal IS sounded deems it unsafe to accept and assent 
to said signal, he shall not sound a cross signal; but in 
that case, and in every case where the pilot of one steamer 
fails to understand the course or intention of an approach- 
ing steamer, whether from signals being given or an- 
swered erroneously, or from other causes, tlie pilot of such 
steamer so receiving the first passing signal, or the pilot 
so in doubt, .shall sound several short and rapid blasts of 
the whistle; and if the vessels shall have approached 
within half a mile of each other both shall redu'ce their 
speed to bare steerage way, and, if necessary, stop and 
reverse. 

Eule 27. In obeymg and construing these rules due 
regard shall be had to all dangers of navigation and colli- 
sion and to any special circiunstances which may render a 
departure from the above rules necessary in order to 
avoid immediate danger. 

Etjle 28. Nothing in these rules shall exonerate any 
vessel, or the owner or master or crew thereof, from the 
consequences of any neglect to carry lights or signals, or 
of any neglect to keep a proper lookout, or of a neglect of

any precaution -vvliicli may be required by the ordinary 
practice of seamen, or by the special circumstances of the 
case. 

A fine, not exceeding two hundred dollars, may be im- 
posed for the violation of any of the provisions of this 
Act. The vessel shall be liable for the said penalty, and 
may be seized and proceeded agamst, by way of libel, in 
the district court of the United States for any district 
within which such vessel may be found 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor of the United 
States shall have authority to establish all necessary regu- 
lations, not inconsistent with the provisions of tms Act, 
required to carry the same into effect. 

The Board of Supervishig Inspectors of the United 
States shall have authority to est^lish such regulations 
to be observed by all steam vessels in passing each other, 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, as they 
shall from time to time deem necessary; and all regula- 
tions adopted by the said Board of Supervising Inspectors 
under the authority of this Act, when approved by the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor, shall have the force of 
law. Two printed copies of any such regulations for 
passing, signed by them, shall be furnished to each steam 
vessel, and shall at all times be kept posted up in conspic- 
uous places on board. 

All laws or parts of laws, so far as applicable to the 
navigation of the Great Lakes and their connecting and 
tributary waters as far east as Montreal, inconsistent with 
the foregoing rules are hereby repealed. 

364;. Rules for the Bed River of the Kforth and rivers empty- 
ing into the Gulf of Mexico, and their trlhutaries. 

Sections forty-two hundred thirty-three, forty-four 
hundred and twelve (with the regulations made in pur- 
suance thereof, except the rules and regulations for the 
govermneiit of pilots of steamers navigatmg the Bed 
River of the North and rivers emptymg into Qie Gulf of 
Mexico and their tributaries, and except the rules for the 
Great Lakes and their connecting and tributary waters as 
far east as Montreal), and forty-four hundred and thir- 
teen of the Revised Statutes of the United States, and 
chapter two hundred and two of the laws of eighteen 
hundred and nmety-three, and sections one and three of 
chapter one hundred and two of the laws of eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-five, and sections five, twelve and thirteen 
of the Act approved March third, eighteen hundred and 
ninety-seven, entitled “ An Act to amend the laws relating 
to navigation,” and all amendments thereto, are hereby 
r^ealed so far as the harbors, rivers, and inland waters 
aforesaid (except the Great Lakes and their conneetmg 
and tributary waters as far east as Montreal and the Red 
River of the North, and rivers emptying mto the Gulf of 
Mexico, and their tributaries) are concerned. 
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R, s., 4233 following rules for preventing collisions on tlic 

water shall be followed in the navigation of vessels of the 
Navy and of the mercantile marine of the United States : 

STEAM AND SAIL VESSELS. 

Mar 8, 1905. Eule ONE. Sverv steam vessel which is under sail and 
not under steam shall be consideied a sail vessel; and 
every steam vessel which is under steam, whether under 
sail or not, shall be considered a steam vessel. The words 
steam vessel shall include any vessel propelled by 
machinery. 

LIGHTS. 

R. s , 423.3 Rule two. The lights mentioned in the following rules, 
and no others, shaU be carried m all weathers, between 
sunset and sunrise. 

Rule tliree. All ocean-going steamers, and steamers car- 
rying sail, shall, when under way, carry — 

(A) At the foremast head, a bright white light, of such 
a character as to be visible on a dark night, with a clear 
atmosphere, at a distance of at least five miles, and so con- 
structed as to show a uniform and unbroken light over an 
arc of the horizon of twenty points of the compass, and 
so fixed as to throw the light ten points on each side of 
the vessel, namely, from right ahead to two points abaft 
the beam on either side ' 

(B) On the starboard side, a green light, of such a 
chara<;ter as to be visible on a dark night, with a clear 
atmosphere, at a distance of at l^ast two miles, and so 
constructed as to show a uniform and unbroken light 
over an arc of the horizon of ten points of the compass, 
and so fixed as to throw the light from right ahead to two 
points abaft the beam on the starboard side. 

(C) On the port side, a red light, of such a character 
as to be visible on a dark night, with a clear atmosphere, 
at a distance of at least two miles, and so constructed as to 
show a uniform and unbroken light over an arc of the 
horizon of ten points of the compass, and so fixed as to 
throw the light from right ahead to two points abaft the 
beam on the port side 

The green and red lights shall be fitted with inboard 
screens, projecting at least three feet forward from the 
lights, so as to prevent them from being seen across the 
bow. 

Rule four. Steam-vessels, when towing other vessels, 
shall carry two bright white mast-head hghts vertically, 
in addition to their side li^ts, so as to distinguish them 
from other steam- vessels. Each of these mast-head hghts 
shall be of the same character and construction as the 
mast-head lights prescribed by Eule three. 

Rule five. All steam-vessels, other than ocean-going 
steamers and steamers carrying Sail, shall, when under 
way, carry on the starboard and port side lights of the 
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same character and construction and in the same position 
as are prescribed for side-lights by Rule three, except in 
the case provided in Rule six 

Rule SIX. Eiver-steamers navigating waters flowing 
into the Gulf of Mexico, and their tributaries, shall carry 
the following lights, namely. One red light on the out- 
board side of the port smoke-pipe, and one green light on 
the outboard side of the starboard smoke-pipe. Such 
lights shall show both forward and abeam on their 
respective sides 

Rule seven. All coasting steam-vessels, and steam-ves- 
sels other than ferry-boats and vessels otherwise expressly 
provided for, navigating the bays, lakes, rivers, or other 
inland waters of uie United States, except those men- 
tioned m Rule six, shall carry the red and green lights, 
as prescribed for ocean-going steamers; and, m addition 
thereto, a central range of two white lights; the after- 
light being carried at an elevation of at least fifteen feet 
above the light at the head of the vessel. The head light 
shall be so constructed as to show a good light through 
twenty points of the compass, namely : from right ahead 
to two points abaft the beam on either side of the vessel ; 
and the after-light so as to show all around tlie horizon. 

The lights for ferry-boats, barges and canal boats when in Mai 
tow of steam vessels shall be regulated by such rules as 
the board of supervising inspectors of steam-vessels shall 
prescribe. 

Rule eight. Sail-vessels, under way or being towed, ® 
shall carry the same lights as steam vessels under way, 
with the exception of the white mast-head lights, which 
thw shall never carry. 

Rule nine. Whenever, as in case of small vessels dur- 
ing bad weather, the green and red lights cannot be fixed, 
these lights shall be kept on deck, on their respective sides 
of the vessel, ready for instant exhibition, and shall, on 
the approach of or to other vessels, be exhibited on their 
respective sides in sufficient time to prevent collision, in 
such manner as to make them most visible, and so that the 

{ ;reen light shall not be seen on the port side, nor the red 
ight on the starboard side. To make the use of these 
portable lights more certam and easy, they shall each be 
painted outside with the color of the light they respec- 
tively contain, and shall be provided with suitable screens. 

Rule ten. All vessels, whether steam-vessels or sail-ves- 
sels, when at anchor in roadsteads or fairways, shall, be- 
tween sunset and sunrise, exhibit where it can best be 
seen, but at a height not exceeding twenty feet above the 
■hull, a white light in a globular lantern of eight inches 
in diameter, and so constructed as to show a clear, uni- 
form, and unbroken light, visible all" around the horizon, 
and at a distance of at least one mile. 

Rule eleven. Sailing pilot-vessels shall not carry the 
hghts required for other sailmg-vessels, but shall carry a 
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Avhite light at the mast-head, visible all around the 
horizon, and shall also exhibit a flare-up light every fif- 
teen minutes. 

_ Steam pilot boats shall, in addition to the mast-head 
light and green and red side lights required for ocean 
steam vessels, carry a red light hung vertically from three 
to five feet above the foremast heamight, for the purpose 
of distinguishmg such steam pilot boats from other steam 
vessels. 

Eule twelve. Coal-boats, trading-boats, produce-boats, 
canal-boats, oyster-boats, fishing-boats, rafts, or other 
water-craft, navigating any bay, harbor, or river, by 
hand-power, horse power, sail, or by the current of the 
river, or which shall be anchored or moored in or near 
the channel or fairway of any bay, harbor, or river, shall 
carry one or more good white lights, which shall be 
placed in such manner as shall be prescribed by the 
board of supervising inspectors of steam-vessels [but 
this rule shall be so construed as not to require row boats 
and skiffs on the river St. Lawrence to carry lights.] 

Eule thirteen. Open boats shall not be required to carry 
the side-hghts required for other vessels, but shall, if they 
do not carry such lights, carry a lantern having a green 
slide on one side and a red slide on the other side , and. on 
the approach of or to other vessels, such lantern shall be 
exhibited in sufficient time to prevent collision, and in 
such a manner that the green light shall not be seen on the 
port side, nor the red light on the starboard side. Open 
boats, when at anchor or stationary, shall exhibit a bright 
white light. They shall not, however, be prevented from 
using a flare-up, in addition, if considered expedient. 

Eule fourteen. The exhibition of any light on board of 
a vessel of war of the United States may be suspended 
whenever, in the opinion of the Secretary of the Navy, the 
commander in chief of a squadron, or the commander of a 
vessel acting singly, the special character of the service 
may require it. Tne exhibition of any light on board of 
a revenue cutter of the Umted States may be suspended 
whenever, in the opinion of the commander of the vessel, 
the special character of the service may require it. 

Eule fifteen. Whenever there is a fog, or thick weather, 
whether by day or night, fog signals shall be used as fol- 
lows : (a) Steam vessels under way shall sound a steam 
whistle placed before the funnel, not less than eight feet 
from the deck, at intervals of not more than one minute. 
Steam vessels, when towing, shall sound three blasts of 
quick succession repeated at intervals of not more than 
one minute, (b) Sail vessels under way shall sound a 
fog horn at mtervals of not more than one minute 
m Steam vessels and sail vessels, when not under way, 
shall sound a bell at intervals of not more than two 
minutes. 
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(D) Coal-boats, trading-boats, produce-boats, canal- 
boats, oyster-boats, fishing-boats, rafts^ or other water- 
craft, navigating any bay, harbor, or river, by hand- 
power, horse-power, sail, or by the current of the river, 
or anchored or moored in or near the channel or fairway 
of any bay, harbor, or river, and not in any port, shall 
sound a fog-horn, or equivalent signal, which shall make 
a sound equal to a steam- whistle, at intervals of not more 
than two minutes. 


STEBEING AND SAILING BULES. 


Rule sixteen. Risk of collision can, when circumstances 
permit, be ascertained by carefully watching the compass 
bearing of an approachmg vessel. If the bearing does not 
appreciably change such risk should be deemed to exist. 

Rule seventeen. When two sailing vessels are approach- 
mg one another, so as to involve risk of collision, one of 
them shall keep out of the way of the other, as follows, 
namely • 

(a) A vessel which is running free shall keep out of the 
wav of a vessel which is close-hauled. 

(b) A vessel which is close-hauled on the port tack shall 
keep out of the way of a vessel which is close-hauled on 
the starboard tack. 

(c) Wlien both are running free, with the wind on 
different sides, the vessel whim has the wind on the port 
side shall keep out of the way of the other 

(d) When both vessels are running free, with the wmd 
on the same side, the vessel which is to the windward shall 
keep out of the way of the vessel which is to the leeward. 

(e) A vessel which has the wind aft shall keep out of 
the way of the other vessel 

Rule eighteen. If two vessels under steam are meeting 
end on, or nearly end on, so as to involve risk of collision, 
the helms of both shall be put to port, so that each may 
pass on the port side of the other 

Rule nineteen. If two vessels under steam are crossing 
so as to involve risk of collision, the vessel which has the 
other on her own starboard side shall beep out of the way 
of the other. 

Rule twenty. If two vessels, one of which is a sail- vessel 
and the other a steam-vessel, are proceeding in such direc- 
tions as to involve risk of coUision, the steam- vessel shall 
kem out of the way of the sail-vessel. 

Rule twenty-one. Every steam-vessel, when approaching 
another vessel, so as to involve risk of collision, shall 
slacken her speed, or, if necessary, stop and reverse ; and 
every steam-vessel shall, when in a fog, go at a moderate 
speed. 

Rule twenty-two. Every vessel overtaking any other 
vessel shah, keep out of the way of the last-mentioned 
vessel.

anchor, or moored as soon as it can prudently be done : 
Provided, That if the person in command shall, after be- 
ing so admonished by either of such officers, elect to pur- 
sue such voyage, he may do the same; but in such case 
both he and the owners of such steamer shall be answer- 
able for all damages which sha!ll arise to the person of any 
passenger, or his baggage, from such causes in so pursn- 
mg the voyage, and no degree of care or diligence shall in 
such case be held to justify or excuse the person in com- 
mand, or the owners.

In lieu thereof there shall be printed and bound 
one thousand one hundred copies of the same, uniform 
with the editions printed for the Navy Department, as 
lirovided in section seventy-three, paragraph five, of an 
Act approved January twelfth, eighteen hundred and 
ninety-five, providing for the public printing, binding, 
and distribution of public documents ; one hundred copies 
for the Senate, four hundred for the House, and six hun- 
dred for the Superintendent of Documents for distribu- 
tion to State and Territorial libraries and designated 
depositories 

372. Charts and manuals 

There shall be a Hydrographic ofiice attached to the 
Bureau of Navigation’ m the Navy Department, for the 
improvement of the means for navigating safely the ves- 
sels of the Navy and of the mercantile marine, by provid- 
ing, under the authority of the Secretary of the Navy, 
accurate and cheap nautical charts, sailing directions, 
navigators, and manuals of instructions for the use of all 
vessels of the United States, and for the benefit and use of 
navigators generally. 

The Secretary of the Navy is authorized to cause to be 
prepared, at the Hydrographic Office attached to the Bu- 
reau of Navigation m the N^avy Department, maps, charts, 
and nautical books relating to and required in navigation, 
and to publish and furnish them to navigators at the cost 
of prmting and paper, and to purchase the plates and 
copyrights of such existing majps, charts, navigators, sail- 
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ing directions and instructions, as he may consider neces- 
sary, and when he may consider it expedient to do so, and 
under such regulations and instructions as he may 
prescribe. 

The charts publishe4 by the Coast Survey shall be sold 
at the office at Washington at the price of the printing and 
liaper thereof, and elsewhere at the same price with the 
average cost of delivery added thereto; and hereafter 
there shall be no free distribution of such charts except to 
the departments of the United States and to the several 
States and officers of the United States requiring them for 
public use. 

Senators, Bepresentatives and Delegates to the House 
of Representatives shall each be entitled to not more than 
ten charts published by the Coast Survey for each regular 
session of Congress. 

373. storm and weatlisr signals 

The Chief of the Weather Bureau, under the direction 
of the Secretary of Agriculture, on and after July first, 
eighteen hundred and lunety-one, shall have charge of the 
forecasting of weather, the issue of storm warnings, the 
display of weather and flood signals for the benefit of 
agriculture, commerce, and navigation, the gauging and 
reporting of rivers, the maintenance and operation of sea- 
coast telegraph lines and the collection and transmission 
of marine intelligence foi the benefit of commerce and 
navigation, the reporting of temperature and ram-fall 
conditions for the cotton interests, the display of frost 
and cold-wave signals, the distribution of meteorological 
information in the interest.s of agriciiltnre and commerce, 
and the taking of such meteorological observations as may 
be necessary to establish and record the climatic condi- 
tions of th!e United States, or as are essential for the 
proper execution of the foregoing duties.

375 Improvements by private or municipal corporations. 

Any person or persons, corporations, municipal or pri- ■T>mei3,ioo2 
vate, tvlio desire to improve any navigable river, or any 
part thereof, at their or its own expense and risk may 
do so upon the approval of the plans and specifications of 
said joroposed improvement by the Secretary of War and 
Chief of Engineers of the Army. The plan of said im- 
provement must conform with the general plan of the 
Government improvements, must not impede navigation, 
and no toll shall be imposed on account mereof, and .said 
improvement shall at all times be under the control and 
supervision of the Secretary of War and Chief of Engi- 
neers. 


376. Bridges, dams, dikes 

When, hereafter, authority is granted by Congress to 
any persons to construct and maintain a bridge across or 
over any of the navigable waters of the Umted States, 
such bridge shall not be built or commenced until the 
plans and specifications for its construction, together 
with such drawings of the proposed construction and such 
map of the proposed location as may be required for a 
full understanding of the subject, have been submitted 
to the Secretary of War and Chief of Engineers for their 
approval, nor until they shall have approved such iblans 
and specifications and the location or such bridge and 
accessory works; and when the plans for any bridge to 
be constructed under the provisions of this Act have been 
approved by the Chief of Engineers and by the Secretary 
or War it shall not be lawful to deviate from such plans, 
either before or after completion of the structure, unless 
|the modification of such plans has previously been sub- 
mitted to and received the approval of the Chief of 
Engineers and of the Secretary of War. 
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No bridge erected or maintained under the iirovisions 
of this Act shall at any time unreasonably obstruct the 
free navigation of the waters over which it is constructed, 
and if any bridge erected in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this Act shall, in the opinion of the Secretary of 
War, at any time unreasonably obstruct such naviga- 
tion, either on account of insufficient height, width of 
span, or otherwise, or if there be difficulty in passing the 
draw opening or the draw span of such bridge by rafts, 
steamboats, or other water craft; it shall be tlie duty of 
the Secretary of War, after giving the jiarties interested 
reasonable opportunity to be heard, to notify the persons 
owning or controlling such bridge to so alter the same as 
to render navigation through or under it reasonably free, 
easy, and imobstructed, stating in such notice the changes 
required to be made, and prescribing in each case a rea- 
sonable time in which to make such changes, and if at 
the end of the time so specified the changes so required 
have not been made, the persons owning or controlling 
such bridge shall be deemed guilty of a violation of this 
Act; and all such alterations shall be made and all such 
obstructions shall be removed at the expense of the per- 
sons owning or operating said bridge. The persons own- 
ing or operating any such bridge shall maintain, at their 
own expense, such lights and other signals thereon as 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall prescribe. 
If the bridge shall be constructed with a draw, then the 
draw shall be opened promptly by the persons owning 
or operating such bridge upon reasonable signal for the 
passage of boats and other water craft If tolls shall be 
charged for the transit over any bridge constructed under 
the provisions of this Act, of engines, cars, street cars, 
wagons, carnages, vehicles, animals, foot passengers, or 
other passengers, such tolls shall be reasonable and ]ust, 
and the Secretary of War may, at any time, and from 
time to time, prescribe the reasonable rates of toll for 
such transit over such bridge, and the rates so prescribed 
shall be the legal rates and shall be the rates demanded 
and received for such transit. 

Any persons who shall fail or refuse to comply "with 
the lawful order of the Secretary of War or the Chief of 
Engineers, made in accordance with the provisions of 
this Act, shall be deemed guilty of a violation of this 
Act, and any persons who shall be guilty of a violation of 
this Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and on 
conviction thereof shall be punished in any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction by a fine not exceeding five thousand 
dollars, and every month such persons ffiiall remain in 
default shall be deemed a new offense and subject such 
persons to additional penalties therefor ; and in addition 
to the penalties above described the Secretary of War 
and the Chief of Engineers may, upon refusal of the per- 
sons owning or controlling any such bridge and accessory 
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works to comply with any lawful order issued by the 
Secretary of War or Chief of Engineers in regard thereto, 
cause the removal of such bridge and accessory works at 
the expense of the persons owning or conti oiling such 
bridge, and suit for such expense may be brought in the 
name of the United States against such persons, and 
recovery had for such expense in any court of competent 
jurisdiction; and the removal of any structures erected 
or maintained in violation of the piovisions of this Act 
or the order or direction of the Secretary of War or Chief 
of Engineers made in pursuance thereof may be enforced 
by injunction, mandamuSj or other summary process, 
upon application to the circuit court m the district m 
which such structure may, in whole or in part, exist, and 
proper proceedings to this end may be instituted under 
the direction of the Attorney-General of the United 
States at the request of the Secretary of War; and m 
case of any litigation arising from any obstruction or 
alleged obstruction to navigation created by the con- 
struction of any bridge under this Act, the cause oi ques- 
tion arising may be tried before the circuit court or the 
United States in any district which any portion of such 
obstruction or bridge touches. 

Wlien, hereafter, authority is granted by Congress to 
any persons to construct and maintam a dam tor water 
power or other purposes across any of the navigable 
waters of the United States, such dams shall not be ouilt 
or commenced until the plans and specifications for its 
construction, together with such drawings of the pro- 
posed construction and such map of the proposed location 
as may be required for a full understanding of the sub- 
ject, have been submitted to the Secretary of War and 
Chief of Engineers for their approval, or until they shall 
have ajiproved such plans and specifications and the loca- 
tion of such dam and accessory works; and when the 
plans for any dam to be constructed under the provisions 
of this Act have been approved by the Chief of Engi- 
neers and by the Secretary of War it shall not be lawful 
to deviate from such plans either before or after comple- 
tion of the structure unless the modification of such plans 
has previously been submitted to and received the ap- 
proval of the Chief of Engineers and of the Secretary of 
War: Provided^ That in approving said plans and loca- 
tion such conditions and stipulations may be imposed as 
the Chief of Engineers and the Secretary of War may 
deem necessary to protect the present and future interests 
of the Umted States, winch may include the condition 
that such persons shall construct, maintain, and operate, 
without expense to- the United States, in connection with 
said dam and appurtenant works, a lock or locks, booms, 
sluices, or any other structures which the Secretary or 
War and the Chief of Engineers at any time may deem 
necessary m the interest of navigation, in accordance with 
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such plans as they may approve, and also that whenever 
Congress shall authorize the construction of a lock, or 
other structures for navigation purposes, in comiection 
with such dam, the person owning such dam shall convey 
to the United States, free of cost, title to such land as 
may be required for such constructions and approaches, 
and shall OTant to the United States a free use of water 
power for Duilding and operating such constructions. 

The right is hereby reserved to the United States to 
construct, maintam, and operate, in connection with any 
dam built under the provisions of this Act, a suitable 
lock or locks, or any other structures for navigation 
purposes, and at all trnies to control the said dam and 
the level of the joool caused by said dam to such an 
extent as may be necessary to provide proper facilities 
for navigation. 

The person, company, or corporation building, main- 
taining, or operating any dam and appurtenant works, 
under the provisions of this Act, shall be liable for any 
damage that may be inflicted thereby upon private prop- 
erty, either by overflow or otherwise. The i^ersons own- 
ing or operating any such dam shall maintain, at their 
own expense, such lights and other signals thereon and 
such fishways as the Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
shall prescribe. 

All rights acauired under this Act shall cease and be 
determined if tne person, company, or corporation ac- 
quirmg such rights shall, at any time, fail to comply with 
any of the provisions and requirements of the Act, or 
with any of the stipulations and conditions that may be 
prescribed as aforesaid by the Chief of Engineers and 
the Secretary of War. 

Any persons who shall fail or refuse to comply with the 
lawful order of the Secretary of tVar and the Chief of 
Engineers, made in accordance with the provisions of 
this Act, shall be deemed gmlty of a violation of this 
Act, and any persons who shall be guilty of a violation of 
this Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and on 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing five thousand dollars, and every month such persons 
shall remain in default shall be deemed a new offense and 
subject such persons to additional penalties therefor ; and 
in addition to the penalties above described the Secretary 
of War and the Chief of Engineers may, uiion refusal of 
the persons owmng or controlling any such dam and 
accesso]^ works to comjily with any lawful order issued 
by the Secretary of War tr Chief of Engineers in regard 
thereto, cause the removal of such dam and accessory 
works as an obstruction to navigation at the expense of 
the persons owning or controlling such dam, and suit for 
such expense may oe brought in the name of the United 
States against such persons, and recovery had for such 
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expense in any court of competent jurisdiction ; and tlie 
removal of any structures erected or maintained in viola- 
tion of the provisions of this Act or the order or direc- 
tion of the Secretary of War or Chief of Engineers made 
in pursuance thereof may be enforced by injunction, man- 
damus, or other summary process, upon application to the 
circuit court in the district in -which such structure may, 
in "whole or in part, exist, and proper proceedings to this 
end may be instituted under the direction of the Attor- 
ney-General of the United States at the request of the 
Chief of Engineers or the Secretary of War; and in case 
of any litigation arising from any obstruction or alleged 
obstruction to navigation created by the construction of 
any dam under this Act, the cause or question arising 
may be tried before the circuit court of the United States 
in any district in which any portion of said obstruction 
or dam touches. 

It shall not be lawful to construct or commence the con- 
struction of any bridge, dam, dike, or cau.seway over or 
m any port, roadstead, haven, harbor, canal, na-pigable 
river, or other navigable water of the United States until 
the consent of Congress to the building of such structures 
shall have been obtained and until the plans for the same 
shall have been submitted to and approved by the Cluef 
of Engineers and by the Secretary of War: Provided, 
That such structures may be built under authority of the 
legislature of a State across rivers and other waterways 
the navigable portions of which lie wholly within the 
Innits of a single State, provided the location and plans 
thereof are submitted to and apqiroved by the Chief of 
Engineers and by the Secretary of War before construc- 
tion IS commenced: And provided further, That when 
plans for any bridge or other structure have been ap- 
proved by the Chief of Engineers and by the Secretary 
of War, it shall not be lawful to deviate from such plans 
either before or after completion of the structure unless 
the modification of said plans has previously been sub- 
mitted to and received the approval of the Chief of Engi- 
neers and of the Secretary of War. 

377. General o-batruotlons. 

The creation of any obstruction not affirmatively au- 
thorized by Congress, to the navigable capacity of any of 
the waters of the United States is hereby prohibited; 
and it shall not be lawful to build or commence the build- 
uig of any wharf, pier, dolphin, boom, weir, breakwater, 
biilkhead, jetty, or other structures in any port, roadstead, 
haven, harbor, canal, navigable river, or other water of 
the United States, outside established harbor lines, or 
where no harbor lines have been established, except on 
plans recommended by the Chief of Engineers and au- 
thorized by the Secretary of War; and it shall not be 
lawful to excavate or fill, or m any manner to alter or 
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modify the course, location, condition, or capacity of, any 
port, roadstead, haven, harbor, canal, lake, harbor of 
refuge, or incloaure within the limits of any breakwater, 
or of the channel of any navigable water of the United 
States, unless the work has been recommended by the 
Chief of Engineers and authorized by the Secretary of 
War prior to beginning the same. 

378. Harbor lines. 

Mar 3, isoa Where it is made manifest to the Secretary of War that 
the establishment of harbor lines is essential to the pres- 
ervation and pirotection of harbors he may, and is hereby, 
authorized to cause such lines to be established, beyond 
which no piers, wharves, bulkheads, or other works shall 
be extended or deposits made, except under such regula- 
tions as may be prescribed from time to time by him: 
Provided., That whenever the Secretary of War grants to 
any person or persons permission to extend piers, wharves, 
bulkheads, or other works, or to make deposits ui any 
tidal harbor or river of the United States beyond any 
harbor lines established under authority of the United 
States, he shall cause to be ascertained the amount of tide 
water displaced by any such structure or by any such de- 
posits, and he sliall, if he deem it necessary, require the 
parties to whom the permission is given to make com- 
pensation for such displacement either by excavating in 
some part of the harbor, including tide-water channels 
between high and low water mark, to such an extent as to 
create a basm for as much tide water as may be displaced 
by such structure or by such deposits, or in any other 
mode that may be satisfactory to him. Provided, That 
all such dred^ng or other inmrovement shall be carried 
on under the direction of the Secretary of War, and shall 
in no wise injure any existing channels. 

379. Penalties 

Mar 3, isfln Every person and every. corporation that shall violate 

Sec. 12. j-jjg provisions of sections nine, ten, and eleven of 

this Act, or any rule or regulation made by the Secretary 
of War in pursuance of the provisions of the said section 
fourteen, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing twenty-five hundred dollars nor less than five hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment (in the case of a natural per- 
son) not exceeding one year, or by both such punishments, 
in the discretion of the court And further, the removal 
of any structur^_ or parts of structures erected in viola- 
tion of the provisions of the said sections may be enforced 
by the injunction of any circuit court exerci,sing jurisdic- 
tion in any district in which such structures may exist, 
and proper proceedings to this end may be instituted 
under the direction of the Attorney-General of the United 
States The continuance of any such obstruction, except 
bridges, piers, docks and wharves, and similar structures 
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erected for business purposes, whether heretofore or here- 
after created, shall constitute an offense and each week’s 
continuance of any such obstruction shall be deemed a 
separate offense. 


380. Dumping Into navlgaWe waters. 

It shall not be lawful to throw, discharge, or deposit, 
or cause, suffer, or procure to be thrown, discharged, or 
deposited either from or out of any ship, barge, or other 
floating craft of any kind, or from the shore, wharf, man- 
ufacturing establishment, or miU of any kind, any refuse 
matter of any kind or description whatever other than that 
ffowhig from streets and sewers and jiassing therefrom in a 
liquid state, into any navigable water of the United States, 
or into any tributary of any navigable water from which 
the same sliall float or be washed into such navigable 
water ; and it shall not be lawful to deposit, or cause, suf- 
fer, or procure to be deposited material of any kind in any 
place on the bank of any navigable water, or on the bank of 
any tributary of any navigable water, where the same 
shall be liable to be washed into such navigable water, 
either by ordinary or high tides, or by storms or floods, 
or otherwise, wdiereby navigation shall or may be impeded 
or obstructed : Provided^ That nothing herein contained 
shall extend to, apply to, or prohibit the operations in con- 
nection with the improvement of navigable waters or con- 
struction of public works, considered necessary and 
proper by the United States officers supervising such im- 
provement or public work: And fromcied furthar, That 
the Secretary of War, whenever in the judgment of the 
Cliief of Engineers anchorage and navigation will not be 
injured thereby, may permit the deposit of any material 
above mentioned in navigable waters, within limits to be 
defined and under conditions to be prescribed by him, pro- 
vided application is made to him prior to depositing such 
material; and whenever any permit is so granted the 
conditions thereof shall be strictly complied with, and 
any violation thereof shall be unlawful. 

The Secretary of War is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to prescribe regulations to govern the transportation 
and dumping into any navigable water, or waters ad- 
jacent thereto, of dredgings, earth, garbage, and other 
refuse materials of every kind or description, whenever in 
his judgment such regulations are required in the interest 
of navigation. Such regulations shall be posted in con- 
spicuous and appropriate places for the information of 
the public; and every person or corporation which shifll 
violate the said regulations, or any of them, shall bo 
deemed guUty of a misdemeanor and shall be subject to 
the penalties prescribed ui section sixteen of the river and 
harbor Act of March third, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
nine, for violation of the provisions of section thirteen of 
the said Act : Provided, That any regulations made in 
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j)ursuanc6 hereof may be enforced as provided in section 
seventeen of the aforesaid Act of March third, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-nine, the provisions whereof are 
hereby made applicable to the said regulations ; Fro vided 
further, That this section shall not apply to any waters 
within the jurisdictional boundaries of any State which 
are now or may hereafter be used for the cultivation of 
oysters under the laws of such State, except navigable 
channels which have been or may hereafter be improved 
by the United States, or to be designated navigable 
channels by competent authority, and in inaldng such 
improvements of channels, the material dredged shall not 
be deposited upon any ground m use in accordance with 
the laws of such State for the cultivation of oysters, 
except in compliance with said laws: And provided fur- 
ther, That any expense necessary in executing this sec- 
tion may be paid from funds available for the improve- 
ment of the harbor or waterway, for which regulations 
may be prescribed, and in case ho such funds are availa- 
ble the said expense may be paid from appropriations 
made by Congress for examinations, surveys, and con- 
tingencies of rivers and harbors. 

381 Impairing public works 

Mar 3, 1809 sliall iiot be lawful for any person or persons to take 
possession of or make use of for any purpose, or build 
upon, alter, deface, destroy, move, injure, obstruct by 
fastening vessels thereto or otherwise, or in any manner 
whatever impair the usefulness of any sea wall, bulkhead, 
mtty, dilce, levee, wharf, pier, or other work built by the 
United States, or any piece of jilant, floating or otherwise, 
used in the construction of such work under the oontrol of 
the United States, in whole or in part, for the preserva- 
tion and improvement of any of its navigable waters or 
to prevent floods, or as boundary marks, tide gauges, sur- 
veying stations, buoys, or other established marks, nor 
remove for ballast or other purposes any stone or other 
material composing such works • Provided, That the Sec- 
retary of War may, on the recommendation of the Chief 
of Engineers, grant permission for the temporary occupa- 
tion or use of any of the aforementioned public works 
when in his j'udgment such occupation or use will not be 
injurious to the public interest. 

380 Obstructing channels. 

Mar. 3, 1899. It shaU not be lawful to tie up or anchor vessels or 

.se<!. 15 other craft in navigable channels m such a manner as to 
prevent or obstruct the passage of other vessels or craft ; 
or to voluntarily or carelessly sink, or permit or cause to 
be sunk, vessels or other craft in navigable channels ; or 
to float loose timber and logs, or to float what is known as 
sack rafts of timber and logs in streams or channels actu- 
ally navigated by steamboats in such manner as to ob- 
struct, impede, or endanger navigation And whenever a 
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vessel, raft, or other craft is wrecked and sunk in a navi- 
gable channel, accidentally or otherwise, it shall be the 
duty of the owner of such sunken craft to nninediately 
mark it with a buoy or beacon during the day and a 
lighted lantern at night, and to maintain such marks until 
the sunken craft is removed or abandoned, and the neglect 
or failure of the said owner so to do shall be unlawful; 
and it shall be the duty of the ownier of such sunken craft 
to commence the immediate removal of the same, and pro- 
secute such removal diligently, and failure to do so shall 
be considered as an abandonment of such craft, and sub- 
ject the same to removal by the United States as herein- 
after provided for 

383. Log regulations 

The prohibition contained in section fifteen of the river May o, moo 
and harbor Act, approved March third, eighteen hundred 
and ninety-nine, against floating loose timber and logs, or 
sack rafts, so-called, of timber and logs m streams or 
channels actually navigated by steamboats, shall not ap- 
ply to any navigable river or waterway of the United 
States or any part thereof whereon the floating- of loose 
timber and logs and sack rafts of timber and logs is the 
principal method of navigation. But such -method of 
navigation on such river or waterway or part thereof 
shall be subject to the rules and regulations prescribed bj 
the Secretary of War as hereinafter provided. 

The Secretary of War shall have power, and he is Rec 2. 
hereby authorized and directed, -ivithin the shortest prac- 
ticable time after the passage hereof, to prescribe rules 
and regulations, which he may at any time modify, to 
govern and regulate the floating of loose timber and logs, 
and sack rafts, (so called) of timber and logs and other 
methods of navigation on the streams and waterways, or 
any thereof, of the characterj as to navigation, in section 
one hereof described. The said rules and regulations shall 
be so framed as to equitably adjust conflicting interests be- 
tiveen the different methods or forms of navigation ; and 
the said rules and regulations shall be published at least 
once in such newspaper or new.spapers of general circu- 
lation as in the opinion of the Secretary of War shall be 
best adapted to give notice of said rules and regulations 
to persons affected thereby and locally interestecl therein. 

And all modifications of said rules and regulations shall 
be similarly published And such rides and regulations 
when so prescribed and published as to any such stream 
or waterway .shall have the force of law, and any viola- 
tion thereof shall be a misdemeanor, and every jiersoii 
convicted of such violation shall be punished by a fine of 
not exceedmg two fhousaiid five hundred dollars nor less 
than five hundred dollars, or by imprisomnent (in case of 
a natural person) for not less than thirty days nor more 
than one year, or by both such fine and imprisonment, in 
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the discretion of the court: Provided, That the proper 
action to enforce the provisions of this section may be 
commenced before any commissioner, judge, or court of 
the United States, and. such commissioner, judge or court 
shall proceed in respect thereto as authorized by law in 
the case of crimes or misdemeanors committed against the 
United States. 

Sec, s. right to alter, amend, or repeal this Act at any 

time is hereby reserved. 

Sec 4 rpjjjg gj^y. j-yigg Qj. regulatious 

prescribed thereunder, m any manner affect any civil ac- 
tion or actions heretofore commenced and now pending 
to recover damages claimed to have been sustained by 
reason of the violation of any of the terms of said section 
fifteen, as originally enacted, or in violation of any other 
law. 

384. Penalties. 

Mar. s, 1899 Every person and every corporation that shall violate, 

Sec 16 QJ, shall knowingly aid, abet, authorize, or instigate a 
violation of the provisions of sections thirteen, fourteen, 
and fifteen of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding twenty-five hundred dollars nor less than five 
hundred dollars, or by imprisonment (in the case of a 
natural person) for not less than thirty days nor more 
than one year, or by both such fine and imprisonment, in 
the discretion of the court, one-half of said fine to be 
paid to the person or persons giving information which 
shall lead to conviction.

waters on account of insufficient height, width of span, or 
otherwise, or where there is difficulty in passmg the draw 
opening or the draw span of such bridge by rafts, steam- 
boats, or other water craft, it shall be the duty of the said 
Secretary, first giving the parties reasonable opportunity 
to be heard, to give notice to the persons or corporations 
owning or controlling such bridge so to alter the same as 
to render navigation through or under it reasonably free, 
easyj and unobstructed ; and in giving such notice he shall 
specify the changes recommended by the Chief of Engi- 
neers that are required to be made, and shall prescribe in

each case a reasonable time in 'which to make them. If 
at the end of such time the alteration has not been made, 
the Secretary of War shall forthwith notify the United 
States distinct attorney for the district in which such 
bridge is situated, to the end that the criminal proceed- 
ings hereinafter mentioned may be taken.

from its natural course as to cause by pi'oducing caving 
of banks or otherwise serious damage or danger to prop- 
erty, it shall be his duty to make inquiry, and if it shall 
be ascertained that the complaint is well rounded, he shall 
cause the owners or persons operating such bridge to re- 
pair such damage or prevent such danger to property by 
such means as he shall indicate and within such time as 
he may name, and in default thereof the owners or per- 
sons operating such bridge shall be liable in any court of 
competent j'urisdiction to the persons mjured in a sum 
double the amount of said injury. 

387. Drawbridges. 

Aiig is,iS9i It shall be the duty of all persons owning, operating. 

See E tending the drawbridges now built, or which may 

hereafter be built across the navigable rivers and other 
waters of the United States, to open, or cau.se to be opened, 
the draws of such bridges under sucli rules and regula- 
tions as on the opinion of the Secretary of War the public 
interests require to govern the opening of drawbridges 
for the passage of vessels and other water crafts, and such 
rules and regulations, when so made and published, shall

have the force of law. Every such person who shall will- 
fully fail or refuse to open, oi' cause to be opened, the 
draw of any such bridge for the passage of a boat or 
boats, or who shall unreasonably delay the opening of 
said draw after reasonable signal shall have been given, 
as provided in such ragulatioiis, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than two thousand dollars nor 
less than one thousand dollar-s, or by unprisonment (in 
the case of a natural person) for not exceeding one year, 
or by both such fine and imprisomnent, in the discretion 
of the court. Provided, That the proper action to enforce 
the provisions of this section may be commenced before 
any commissioner, judge, or court of the United States, 
and such commissioner, judge, or court shall proceed m 
respect thereto as authorized by law in case of crimes 
against the United States: Provided further, That when- 
ever, in the opinion of the Secretary of War, the public 
interests require it, he may make rules and regulations to 
govern the opening of drawbridges for the passage of ves- 
sels and other water crafts, and such rules and regula- 
tions, when so made and published, shall have the force 
of law, and any violation thereof shall be punished as 
hereinbefore provided.

388. Sunken wreokB. 

Whenever the navigation of any river, lake, harbor, 
sound, bay, canal, or otlier navigable waters of the United 
States shall be obstructed or endangered by any sunken 
vessel, boat, water craft, raft, or other similar obstruction, 
and such obstruction has existed for a longer period than 
thirty days, or whenever the abandonment of such obstruc- 
tion can be legally established in a less space of tune, the 
.=!unken vessel, boat, water craft, raft, or other obstruction 
shall be subject to be broken up, removed, sold, or other- 
wise disposed of by the Secretary of War at his discretion, 
without liability for any damage to the owners of the 
same : Provided, That in his discretion, the Secretary of 
War may cause reasonable notice of .such obstruction of 
not less than thirty days, unless the legal abandonment of 
the obstruction can be established in a less time, to be 
given by publication, addressed “ To -whom it may con- 
cern,” in a newspaper published nearest to the locality of 
the obstruction, req^uiring the removal thereof • And pro- 
vided also. That the Secretary of War may, in his dis- 
cretion, at or after the time of giving such notice, cause 
sealed proposals to be solicited % public advertisement, 
giving reasonable notice of not less than ten days, for the 
removal of such obstruction as soon as possible after the 
expiration of the above specified thirty days’ notice, hi 
case it has not in the meantime been so removed, these 
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proposals and contracts, at his discretion, to be condi- 
tioned that such vessel, boat, water craft, raft, or other 
obstruction, and all cargo and property contained therein, 
shall become the property of the contractor, and the con- 
tract shall be awarded to the bidder making the proposi- 
tion most advantageous to the United States. Provided^ 
That such bidder shall give satisfactory security to exe- 
cute the work' Provided further, That any money re- 
ceived from the sale of anv such wreck, or from any con- 
tractor for the removal or wrecks, under this paragraph 
shall be covered into the Treasury of the United States. 
Mar 8, 1899 Under emergency, in the case of any vessel, boat, water 
Sec. 20, craft, or raft, or other similar obstruction, sinking or 
grounding, or being unnecessarily delayed in any Govern- 
ment canal or lock, or in any navigable waters mentioned 
in section nineteen, in such mamier as to stop, seriously 
interfere with or specially endanger navigation, in the 
opinion of the Secretary of War, or any agent of the 
United States to whom the Secretary may delegate proper 
authorit)^, the Secretary of War or any such agent shall 
have tlie right to take immediate possession of such boat, 
vessel, or oSier water craft, or raft, so far as to remove or 
to destroy it and to clear immediately the canal, lock, or 
navigable waters aforesaid of the obstruction thereby 
.caused, using his best judgment to prevent any umieces- 
sary injury; and no one shall interfere with or prevent 
such removal or destruction: Provided, That the officer 
or agent charged with the removal or destruction of an 
obstruction under this section may in his discretion give 
notice in writing to the owners of any such obstruction 
requirmg them to remove it : And provided further, That 
the expense of removing any such obstruction as afore- 
said shall be a charge agamst such craft and cargo ; and 
if the owners thereof fail or refuse to _ reimburse the 
United States for such expense within thirty days after 
notification, then the officer or agent aforesaid may sell 
the craft or cargo, or any part thereof that may not have 
been destroyed in removal, and the proceeds of such sale 
shall be covered into the Treasury or the United States. 

Such sum of money as may be necessary to execute this 
section and the preceding section of this Act is hereby 
appropriated out of any money m the Treasury not other- 
wise appropriated, to be paid out on the requisition of the 
Secretary of War.

It sliall be the duty of the Secretary of War to prescribe 
such rules and regulations for the use, administration, and 
navigation of any or all canals and similar works of navi- 
gation that now are, or that hereafter may be, owned, 
operated, or maintained by the United States as in his 
judgment the public necessity may require ; and ho is also 
authorized to prescribe regulations to govern the speed 
and movement of vessels and other water craft in any 
public navigable channel which has been improved under 
authority of Congress, whenever, in his judgment, such 
regulations are necessary to protect such improved chan- 
nels from injury, or to prevent interference with the op- 
erations of the United States in improving navigable 
waters or mjury to any plant that may be employed in 
such operations. Such rules and regulations shall be 
posted, in conspicuous and appropriate places, for the in- 
formation of the public ; and every person and every cor- 
poration which shall violate such rules and regulations 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and, on convic- 
tion thereof in any district court of the United States 
within whose territorial jurisdiction sudi offense may have 
been committed, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment (in the case of a 
natural person) not exceeding six months, in the discre- 
tion of the court. 

Any regulations heretofore or hereafter prescribed by 
the Secretaiy of War in pursuance of the fourth and fifth 
sections of the river and harbor Act of August eighteenth, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-four, and any regulations 
hereafter prescribed in pursuance of the aforesaid section 
four as amended by section eleven of this Act, may be en- 
forced as provided in section seventeen of the river and 
harbor Act of March third, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
nine, the provisions whereof are hereby nlnde apphcable 
to the said regulations. 

390. Potomac Elver. 

It shall be unlawful for any owner or occupant of any 
wharf or dock, any master or captain of any vessel, or any 
person,^ or persons to cast, throw, drop, or deposit any bal- 
last, dirt, oyster shells, or ashes m the water in any port 
of the Potomac Eiver or its tributaries m the District of 
Columbia, or on the shores of said river below high-water 
mark, unless for the purpose of making a wharf, after 
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permission has been obtained from the Commissioners of 
the District of Columbia for that purpose, which wharf 
shall be sufficiently enclosed and secured so as to prevent 
injury to navigation. 

It shall be unlawful for any owner or occupant of any 
w'harf or dock, any captain or master of any vessel, or any 
other pei'soii or persons to cast, throw, deposit, or drop in 
any dock or in the waters of the Potomac Biver or its 
tributaries in the District of Columbia any dead fish, fish 
offal, dead animals of any kind, condemned oysters in the 
shell, watermelonSj cantaloupes, vegetables, fruits, shav- 
ings, hay, straw, ice, snow, filth, or trash of any kind 
whatsoever 

Any person or pensons violating any of the provisions 
of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof in the police court of the District of 
Columbia shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars or by imprisonment not exceeding six 
months, or by both such punishments, in the discretion of 
the court 

Nothing 111 this Act contained shall be construed to 
interfere with the work of improvement in or aloim the 
said river and harbor, under the supervision of the United 
States Government. 
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391 New York Harbor 

It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to engage 
in fishing or dredging for shell fish in arw of the channels 
leading' to and from the harbor of New York, or to inter- 
fere in any way until the safe navigation of those chan- 
nels by ocean ^eainships and ships of deep draft Any 
person or persons violating the foregoing provisions of 
this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof shall be punished by fine or impris- 
onment, or both, such fine to he not more than two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars nor less than fifty dollars, and the 
imprisonment to be not more than six months nor less 
than thirty days, either or both united, as the judge be- 
fore whom conviction is obtained shall decide. It shall 
be the duty of the United States Supervisor of the harbor 
to enforce this act, and the deputy inspectors of the said 
supervisor shall have authority to arrest and take into 
custody, with or without process, any person or persons 
who may commit any of the acts or offenses prohibited 
by this Act - Proi'idedy That no person shall be arrested 
without process for any offense not coimnitted m the pres- 
ence of the supervisor or his inspector or deputy inspect- 
ors, or either of them; And further ‘provided, That wien- 
ever any such arrest is made the person or persons so 
arrested shall bo brought forthwith before a commis- 
sioner, judge, or court of the United States for examina- 
tion of the offenses alleged against him ; and such com- 
niissioiier. judge, or court shall proceed m respect thereto 
as authorized by law in case of crimes against the United 
States. 

The placing, discharging, or depositing, by any process 
or in any manner, of refuse, dirt, ashes, cinders, mud, 
sand, dredgings, sludge, acid, or any other matter of any 
kind, other than that flowing from streets, sewers, and 
jiassing therefrom in a liquid state, in the tidal waters of 
the harbor of New York, or its adjacent or tributary 
waters, or m those of Long Island Sound, within the 
lunits which shall be prescribed by the supervisor of the 
harbor, is hereby strictly forbidden. Amd every such act 
is made a misdemeanor, and every person engaged in or 
who shall aid, abet, authorize, or instigate a wolation of 
thus section, shall, upon conviction, be punishable by fine

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or imprisonment, or both, such fine to be not less than two 
hundred and fifty dollars nor more than two thousand 
five hundred dollars, and the imprisonment to be not less 
than thirty days nor more than one year, either or both 
united, as the ]udge before whom conviction is obtained 
shall decide, one half of said fine to be paid to the person 
or persons giving information which shall lead to convic- 
tion of this misdemeanor. 

Any and eveiy master and engineer or person or per- 
sons acting in such capacity, respectively, on board of any 
boat or vessel, who shall knowingly engage in towing any 
scow, boat, or vessel loaded with any such prohibited 
matter to any point or place of deposit, or discharge in 
the waters of the harbor of New York, or in its adjacent, 
or tributary waters, or in those of Long Island Sound, or 
to any point or place elsewhere than within the limits 
defined and permitted by the supervisor of the harbor 
hereinafter mentioned, shall be deemed guilty of a viola- 
tion of this act, and shall, upon convictioiij be punishable 
as hereinbefore provided for offenses in violation of sec- 
tion one of this act, and shall also have Ins license re- 
voked or suspended for a term to be fixed by the judge 
before whom tried and convicted. 

In all cases of receiving on board of any scows or boats 
such forbidden matter or substance as herein described, 
the owner or master, or person acting in such capacity on 
board of such scows-or boats, before proceeding to take 
or tow the same to the place of deposit, shall apply for 
and obtain from the supervisor of the harbor appointed 
hereunder a permit defining the precise limits within 
which the discharge of such scows or boats may be made ; 
and it shall not be lawful for the owner or master, or per- 
son acting in such capacity, of any tug or towboat to tow 
or move any scow or boat so loaded with such forbidden 
matter until such permit shall have been obtained: and 
every person violating the foregoing provisions oi this 
section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than one thousand nor less than five hundred dollars, and 
in addition thereto the master of any tug or towboat so 
ofleiicting shall have his license revoked, or suspended for 
a term to he fixed by the judge before whom tried and 
convicted. And any deviation from such dumping or 
discharging place sp)ecificd in such permit shall be a mis- 
demeanor, and the owner and master, or person acting in 
the capacity of master, of any scows or boats dumpmg 
or discharghig such forbidden matter in any place other 
than that specified in such permit shall be liable to pim- 
ishment therefor as provided in section one of the said 
Act of June twenty-ninth, eighteen hundred and eighty- 
eight ; and the owner and master, or person acting in the 
capacity of master, of any tug or towboat towing such 
scows or boats shall be liable to equal punishment with 
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the owner and master, or person acting in the capacity of 
master, of the scows or boats; and, further, every scoav- 
nian or other employee on board of both scows and tow- 
boats shall be deemed to have knowledge of the place of 
dumping specified in such permit, and the oiviiers and 
masters, or persons acting in the capacity of masters, 
shall be liable to punishment, as aforesaid, for any unlaw- 
ful dumping, within the meaning of this Act or of the 
said Act of June twenty-iimth, eighteen hundred and 
eiglity-eight, which may be caused by the negligence or 
Ignorance of such scoivman or other employee ; and, fur- 
ther, neither defect in machinery nor avoidable accidents 
to scows or towboats, nor unfavorable weather, nor im- 
pTOper handling or moving of scows or boats of any 
kind Avhatsoever, shall operate to release the owners and 
masters and emploi^ees of scows and towboats from the 
penalties hereinbefore mentioned. Every scow or boat 
engaged m the transportation of dredgings, earth, sand, 
mud. Cellar dirt, gaibage, or other offehsive material of 
any description diall have its name or nmnber and 
owner's name jiaiiited in letters and mmibens at least 
fourteen inches long on both sides of the scow or boat; 
these names and numbers shall be kept distinctly legible 
at all times, and no scow or boat not so marked shall be 
used to transport or dump any such material. The su- 
pervisor of the harbor of New York, designated as pro- 
vided m section five of the said Act of June tiveiity -ninth, 
eighteen hundred and eighty-eight, is authorized and 
directed to appoint inspectors and deputy inspectors, and, 
for the purpose of enforcing the provisions of this Act 
and of the Act aforesaid, and of detecting and bringing 
to pumslimeiit offenders against the same, the said super- 
visor of the harbor, and the inspectors and deputy in- 
spectors so apiiointed by him, shall have power and 
authority . 

First To arrest and take into custody, with or without 
process, any person or persons who may commit any of 
the acts or offenses xirohibited by this section and by the 
Act of June twenty-ninth, eighteen hundred and eighty- 
eight, aforesaid, or who may violate any of the provisions 
01 the same: Provided, That no person shall be arrested 
Avithout process for any offense not committed in the pres- 
ence of the supervisor or his inspectors or deputy insp^ect- 
ors, or either of them: And provided further. That 
whenever any such ariest is made the person or persons so 
arrested shall be brought forthwith before a commissioner, 
iudge, or court of the United States for examination or 
the offenses alleged against him ; and such coimnissioner, 
judge, or court shall proceed in respect thereto as author- 
ized by law m case or crimes against the United States. 

Second. To go on board of any scow or towboat en- 
gaged in unlawful dumping of prohibited material, or m 
movmg the same without a permit as required in this sec- 
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tion of this Act, and to seize and hold said boats until 
they are dischai’ged by action of the conuni&sioner, judge, 
or court of the United States before whom the offending 
jpersons aie brought 

Third. To arrest and take into custody any witness or 
witnesses to such unlawful dumping of prohibited mate- 
rial, the said witnesses to be released under proper bonds. 

Fourth. To go on board of anj^ towboat having in tow 
scows or boats loaded with such prohibited material, and 
accompany the same to the place of dumping, whenever 
such action appears to be necessary to .secure compliance 
with the requirements of this Act and of the Act aforesaid. 

Fifth. To enter gas and oil works and all other manu- 
facturing works for the purpose of discovering the di.spo- 
sition made of sludge, acid, or other injurious material, 
whenever there is good reason to believe that such .sludge, 
acid, or other injurious material is allowed to run inlo the 
tidal waters of the harbor in violation of section one of 
the aforesaid Act of June twenty-ninth, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-eight 

Every person whOj directly or indirectly, gives any sum 
of money or other bribe, present, or reward or makes any 
offer of the same to any inspectoi, deputy msiiector, or 
other employee of the office ox the sujiervisor of the harbor 
with intent 'to influence such inspector, deputy inspector, 
or other employee to permit or overlook any violations oi 
the provisions of tins section or of the said Act of June 
twenty-ninth, eighteen hundred and eighty-eight, shall, on 
conviction thereof, be fined not less than five hundred dol- 
lars nor more than one thousand dollars, and be imjiris- 
oned not less than six months nor more than one year. 

Every permit issued in accordance with Ihe prolusions 
of this section of this Act which may not be taken up by 
an inspector or deputy inspector shall be returned within 
forty-eight hours after issuance to the office of the super- 
visor of the harbor ; such permit shall bear an endorsement 
by the master of the towboat, or the person acting in such 
capacity, stating whether the permit, has been used, and if 
so the time and place of dumping. Any person violating 
the provisions of this section ^alT be liable to a fine of not 
more than five hundred 'dollars nor less than one hundred 
dollars.

A hue oflicer of the Navy shall be designated by the 
President of the United States as supervisor of the har- 
bor, to act under the direction of the Secretary of War in 
enforcing the provisions of this act, and in detecting 
offenders against the same. This oiRcer shall receive the 
sea-pay of nis grade, and shall have personal charge and 
supervision under the Secretary of War, and shall direct 
the patrol boats and other means to detect and bring to 
punishment offenders against the provisions of this act.

Wlieiievei’ any citizen of the United States discovers a 
deposit of guano on any island, rock, or key, not within 
the lawful jurisdiction of any other government, and not 
occujned by the citizens of any other goveriiinent, and 
takes peaceable possession thereof, and occupies the same, 
such island, rock, or key may, at the discretion of the 
President, be considered as appertaining to the United 
States 

The discoverer shall, as soon as practicable, give notice, 
verified by affidavit, to the Department of State, of such 
discovery, occupation, and possession, describing the 
island, rock, or key, and the latitude and longitude 
thereof, as near as may be, and showing that such posses- 
sion was taken in the name of the United States; and 
.shall furnish satisfactory evidence to the State Depart- 
ment that such island, rock, or key was not, at the time of 
the discovery thereof, or of the taking possession and 
occupation thereof by the claimants, in the possession or 
occupation of any other government or of the citizens of 
any other government, before the same shall be considered 
as appertaining to the United States 

If the discoverer dies before perfecting proof of discov- 
ery or fully complying with the provisions of the pre- 
ceding section, his 'wi(fow, heir, executor, or administra- 
tor, shall be entitled to the benefits of such discovery, 
upon complying with the provisions of this Title [E. S. 
6570-5578] ; but nothing herein shall be held to impair 
any rights of discovery or any assignment by a discoverer 
heretofore recognized by the United States. 

The discoverer, or his assigns, being citizens of the 
Umted States, may be allowed, at the pleasure of Con- 
gress, the exclusive right of occupying such island, rocks, 
or keys, for the purpose of obtaining guano, and of sell- 
ing and delivering the same to citizens of the United 
States, to be used therein, and may be allowed to charge 
and receive for every ton thereof delivered alongside a 
vessel, in proper tubs, within reach of ship’s tackle, a sum 
not exceeding eight dollars per ton for the best quality, 
or four dollars for every ton taken while in its native 
place of deposit. 

No guano shall be taken from any such island, rock, or 
key, except for the use of the citizens of the Umted States

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or of persons resident therem. The discoverer, or his 
widow, heir, executor, administrator, or assigns, shall 
enter into bond, in such penalty and with such sureties as 
may be required by the President, to deliver the guano to 
citizens 01 the United States, for the purpose of being 
used therein, and to none others, and at the pi ice pre- 
scribed, and to provide all necessary facilities for that 
purpose within a time to be fixed in the bond; and any 
breach of the provisions thereof shall be deemed a for- 
feiture of all rights accruing under and by virtue of this 
Title [R S , 6570-6578]. Tins section shall, however, be 
suspended in relation to all persons who have complied 
with the provisions of this Title, for five years from and 
after the fourteenth day of July, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-two. 

The introduction of guano from such islands, rocks, or n s- bstc.

sea, within the United States, or upon any American ves- 
sel. Pro aided., That the medal of the first class shall be 
confined to cases of extreme and heroic daring; and that 
the medal of the second class shall be given in cases not 
sufficiently distinguished to deserve the medal of the 
first class’ Provided, also, That no award of either medal 
shall be made to any person until sufficient evidence of 
his deserving shall have been filed with the Secretary of 
the Treasury and entered upon the records of the Depart-

tion of the act of June eighteenth, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-eight, and who shall again perform an act wliich 
would entitle him to a medal of the same class imder said 
provisions, shall receive, and the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is hereby authorized to award, m lieu of a second 
medal, a bar, suitably inscribed, of the. same metal as the 
398 
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medal to which said person would be entitled, to be 
attached to a ribbon of such description as the Secretary 
of the Treasury may prescribe, which may be fastened to 
the medal already bestowed upon said person; and for 
every such additional act an additional bar may be added. 
And the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized, 
in his discretion, whenever any person becomes entitled to 
a bar representing a gold medal, to award him, in addi- 
tion to said bar, such token as it is customary to award 
in acknowledgment of the services of masters and crews 
of foreign vessels in rescuing American citizens from 
shipwredf. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized to 
bestow the life-saving medal of the second class upon per- 
sons making shell signal exertions in rescuing and succor- 
ing the shipwrecked^ and savmg persons from drowning, 
as, ill his opmion, shall merit such recognition. 

So much of the acts relating to the Life-Saving Service 
approved June twentieth, ei^teen hundred and seventy- 
four, June eighteenth, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
eight, and May fourth, eighteen hundred and eighty-two, 
as provide for the award of life-.savmg medals .shall be 
construed so as to empower the Secretary of the Treasury 
to bestoAv such medals upon persons making signal exer- 
tions m rescuing and succoring the shipwrecked and sav- 
ing persons from drowning m the waters over which the 
United States has jurisdiction, whether the said persons 
making such exertions were or were not members of a 
life-saving crew, or whether or not such exertions were 
made m the vicinity of a hfe-saving station.

Expenses which may be incurred in the acknowledg- 
ment of the services of masters and crews of foreign

399. School-skips. 

The Secretary of the Navy, to promote nautical educa- 
tion, is hereby authorized and empoivered to furnish, 
upon the application in writing of the Governor of the 
State, a suitable vessel of the Navy, with all her apparel, 
charts, books, and instruments of navigation, provided 
the same can be spared without detriment to the naval 
service, to be used for the benefit of any nautical school, 
or school or college having a nautical branch, established 
at each or any of the ports of New York, Boston, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, Norfolk, Wilnnngton, Mobile, 
Charleston, New Orleans, Savannah, Baton Eouge, m 
Narragansett Bay. and San Francisco, upon the condi- 
tion that there shall be maintained, at such port, a school 
or branch of a school for the instruction of youths in 
navigation, steamsliip, marme enginery and all matters 
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pertaining to the proper construction, equipment and sail- 
ing of vessels or any particular branch theieof. 

And the President of the United States is hereby author- 
ized, when m his opinion the same can bo^done without 
detriment to the public service, to detail proper officers of 
the Navy as superintendents of, or instructors in, such 
schools • 

Provided, That if any such school shall be discontinued, 
or the good of the naval service shall require, such vessel 
shall be iimne’diately restored to the Secretary of the 
Navy, and the officers so detailed recalled: 

And provided further, That no person shall be sen- 
tenced to or received at, such schools as a punishment or 
commutation of punishment for crime 

4.00 InstructioA at military scLools * 

The President be, and he is hereby, authorized, upon 
the application of the governor of any State having sea- 
coast line or bordering on one or more of the Great Lakes, 
to direct the Secretary of the Navy to furnish to one well- 
established military school in that State, desiring to 
afford its cadets instruction in elementary seamanship, 
one fully equipped man-of-war’s cutter for every twenty- 
five cadets 111 actual attendance, and such other equip- 
ment as may be spared and be deemed adequate for in- 
struction in elementary seamanship ; Provided, That the 
said school shall have adequate facilities for cutter drill, 
and shall have in actual attendance at least one hundred 
and forty cadets in uniform receiving military instruction 
and quartered in barracks under military regulation, and 
shall have the capacity to quarter and educate at the same 
tune one huiidred and fifty cadets • And provided further. 
That the Secretary of the Navy shall require a bond in 
each case, in double the value of the property, for the care 
and safe-kee 23 ing thereof and for the return of the same 
when required. 

The Secretary of the Navy be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized and empowered to loan temporarily to the govern- 
ment of the Philippine Islands, upon the written appliba- 
tion of the Secretary of War, a vessel of the United States 
Navy, to be .selected from such vessels as are not suitable 
or required for general service, together with such of her 
apparel, charts, books, and instruments of navigation as 
he may deem proper, said vessel to be used only by such 
nautical schools as are or may hereafter be maintained by 
said government of the Philippine Islands- Provided. 
That when such schools shall be abandoned, or when the 
interests of the naval Service shall so require, such vessel, 
together with her apparel, cliarts, books, and in.struments 
of navigation, shall be immfediately restored to the cus- 
tody of the Secretary of the Navy : And provided further,

F or the purpose of promotmg a knowledge of steam- 
engineering and iron-ship biiildmg among the young men 
of the United States, the President may, upon the appli- 
cation of an established scientific school or college within 
the United States, detail an officer from the Engineer 
Corps of the Navy as professor in such school or college : 

Provided, That the number of officers so detailed shall 
not at any time exceed twenty -five, and such details shall 
be governed by rules to be prescribed from time to time 
by the President: 

And providsd further, That such details may be with- 
held or withdrawn whenever, in the judgment of the 
President, the interests of the public service shall so 
require 

402 Naval Militia. 

The Secretary of the Navy is hereby authorized and 
empowered to loan temporarily to any State, upon the 
written application of the governor thereof, a vessel of 
the Nat^q to be selected from such vessels as aie not suita- 
ble or required for general service, togethei with such of 
lier appaml, charts, books, and instruments of navigation 
as he may deem proper ; said vessel to be used only by the 
regularly organized naval militia of the State for the 
purposes of drill and instruction: Provided, That when 
the organization of the naval militia of such State shall 
be abandbned, or when the interests of the naval service 
shall so require, such vessel, together with her apparel, 
charts, books, and instruments of navigation, shall he 
immediately restored to the custody of me Secretary of 
thp Navy. And provided further, That when such loan is 
made to the governor of any State, the Secretary of the 
Navy IS authorized to detail from the enlisted force of the 
Navy a sufficient number of men, not exceeding six for 
any vessel, as shipkeepers, the men so detailed to be addi- 
tional to the nimiber of enlisted men allowed by law for 
the naval establishment, and m making details for this 
service preference shall be given to those men who have 
served twenty years or more m the Navy. 

For arms, accouterments, signal outfits, boats and their Mar 3, leus 
equipment, repairs to vessels loaned to States in accord- 
ance with law, and the printing or purchase of the neces- 
sary books of instruction for the Naval Militia of the 
various States, under such regulations as the Secretary of 
the Navy hiay prescribe, sixty thousand dollars.

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403. North Atlantic flsheiies. 

In the judgment of Congress, the jirovisions of articles 
numbered eighteen to twenty-five, inclusive, and of article 
thirty of the treaty between the United States and Her 
Britannic Majesty, for an amicable settlement of all 
causes of difference between the two countries, concluded 
at Washington on the eighth day of May, anno Domini 
eighteen hundred and seventy-one, ought to be terminated 
at the earliest jiossible time, and be no longer in force ; 
and to this end the President be, and he hereby is, 
directed to give notice to the Government of Her Bri- 
tannic Majesty that the provisions of each and every of 
the articles aforesaid will terminate and be of no force on 
the expiration of two years next after the time of giving 
such notice. 

The President be, and he hereby is, directed to give and 
communicate to the Government of Her Biutaniuc Maj- 
esty such notice of such termination on the first day of 
July, anno Domini eighteen hundred and eighty-three, or 
as soon thereafter as may be 

On and after the expiration of the two years’ time re- 
quired by said treaty, each and every of said articles shall 
be deemed and held to have expired and be of no force 
and effect, and every department of the Government of 
the United States shall execute the laws of the United 
States (in the premises) in the same manner and to the 
same effect as if said articles had never been in force; 
and the act of Congress approved March first, anno 
Domini eighteen hundred and seventy-three, entitled “An 
act to carry into effect the provisions of the treaty between 
the United States and Great Britain, signed in the city 
of Washington the eighth day of May, eighteen hundred 
and seventy-one, relating to the fisheries,” so far as it 
relates to the articles of said treaty so to be terminated 
shall be and stand repealed and be of no force on and 
after the time of the expiration of said two years. 

404. Supplies for foreign war vessels 

The privilege of purchasing supplies from the public 
warehouses duty free, shall be extended, under such regu- 
lations as the Secretaiw of the Treasury shall prescribe, 
to the vessels of war of any nation in ports of the United 
States which may reciprocate such privilege toward the 
vessels of war of the Umted States in its ports. 

406. Navy ration. 

The navy rations shall consist of the following daily 
allowance of provisions to each person; One pound and 
a quarter of salt or smoked meat, with three ounces of 
dried or six ounces of canned or preserved fruit, and three 
giUs of beans or pease, or twelve ounces of flour ; or one 
pound of preserved meat, with three ounces of dried or 
SIX ounces of canned or preserved fruit and eight ounces 
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of rice or twelve ounces of canned vegetables, or six 
ounces of desiccated vegetables ; together with one pound 
of biscuit, two ounces of butter, four ounces of sugar, 
two ounces of coffee or cocoa, or one-half ounce of tea and 
one ounce of condensed milk or evaporated cream; and 
a w'eeldy allowance of one-quarter pound of macaroni, 
four ounces of cheese, four ounces of tomatoes, one-half 
pint of vinegar or sauce, one-quarter jiint of 25ickles, one- 
quarter puit of molasses, four ounces of salt, one-half 
ounce of pepxoer, one-eighth ounce of spices, and one-half 
ounce of dry mustard. Seven pounds of lard, or a suit- 
able substitute, .shall be allowed for eveiy hundred pounds 
of flour issued as bread, and such quantities of yeast and 
flavoring extracts as may be necessary 

The following substitution for the components of the 
ration may be made when deemed necessary by the .senior 
officer present in command: “For one and one-quarter 
pounds of salt or smoked meat or one pound of 2 >reserved 
meat, one and three-quarter pounds of fiesh meat or fresh 
fish, or eight eggs; in lieu of the articles usually issued 
with salt, smoked or preserved meat, one and three-quarter 
pounds of fresh vegetables; for one pound of biscuit, 
one and one-quarter pounds of .soft bread or eighteen 
ounces of flour; for three gills of beans or pease, twelve 
oimces of flour or eight ounces of rice or other starch food, 
or twelve ounces of canned vegetables; for one pound or 
condensed milk or evaporated cream, one quart of fresh 
milk for three ounces of dried or six ounces of canned or 
preserved fruit, nine ounces of fresh fruit ; and for twelve 
ounces of flour or eight ounces of rice or other starch food, 
or twelve ounces of canned vegetables, three gills of beans 
or pease: in lieu of the weekly allowance of one-quarter 
pound of macaroni, four ounces of cheese, one-half pint 
of vinega'r or sauce, one-quarter pint of pickles, one- 
quarter pint of molasses, and one-eighth ounce of spices, 
three pounds of sugar, or one and a half iiounds of con- 
densed milk, or one pound of coffee, or one and a half 
pounds of canned fruit, or four pounds of fresh vegetables, 
or four pounds of flour. 

“An extra allowance of one ounce of coffee or cocoa, 
two ounces of .sugar, four ounces of hard bread or its 
equivalent, and four ounces of preserved meat or its 
equivalent shall be allowed to enlisted men of the engineer 
and dynamo force who stand night watches between eight 
o’clock postmeridian and eight o’clock antemeridian, un- 
der steam.” 

406. Coal and war materials 

The President is hereby authorized, in his discretion, 
and with such limitations and exceptions as shall seem to 
him expedient, to prohibit the export of coal or other ma- 
terial used m war from any seaport of the United States 
until otherwise ordered by the President or by Congress. 
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407. Mines, torpedoes, and harbor defenses 

jui} 7, ISOS person who shall willfully, wantonly, or mali- 

ciously trespass upon, injure, or destroy any of tlie works 
or pioperty or material of any submarine mine or tor- 
pedo, or fortification or harbor-defense system owned or 
constructed or in process of construction by the United 
States, or shall willfully or maliciously interfeie with the 
opeiation or use of any such submarine mine, torpedo, 
fortification, or harbor-defense system, or shall know- 
iMly, willfully or wantonly violate any regulation of the 
^Var Department that has been made for the protection 
of such mine, torpedo, fortification or harbor-defense 
system shall be punished, on conviction thereof m a dis- 
trict court of the United States for the district in which 
the offense is committed, by a fine of not less than one 
hundred nor more than five thousand dollars, or with im- 
pi’isonment for a term not exceeding' five years, or with 
both, in the discretion of the court. 

Sec 2 When any offense is committed m any place, jurisdic- 

tion over which has been retained by the United States 
or ceded to it by a State, or which has been purchased 
with the consent of a State for the erection of a fort, niag- 
aziiie, arsenal, dockyard, or other needful building or 
structure, the pumslmieut for which offense is not pro- 
vided for by any law of the United States, the person 
committing such offense sliall, upon conviction in a cir- 
cuit or district court of the United States for the district 
in wliich the offense was committed, be liable to and re- 
ceive the same puiusliment as the laws of the State in 
which such place is situated now provide for the like 
offense when committed witliin the j urisdictioii of such 
State, and the said courts are hereby v'e.sted with juris- 
diction for such purpose; and no subsequent repeal of 
any such State law shall affect any such prosecution. 

408 Sale of arms and liquors to Pacific islanders. 

Fei, 14 , 1002 person subject to the authority of the United 

States who shall mve, sell, or otherwise supply any arms, 
ammunition, explosive substance, intoxicating liquor, or 
ojiium to any aboriginal native of any of the Pacific 
i^ands lying witlnn the twentieth parallel of north lati- 
tude and the fortieth parallel of south latitude and the 
one hundred and twentieth meridian of longitude west 
and one hundred and twentieth meridian of longitude 
east of Greenwich, not being m the possession or_ under 
the protection of tiny civilized power, shall be pmiishable 
by imprisonment not exceeding three months, with or 
without hard labor, or a fine not exceeding fifty dollars, 
or both. And in addition to such punishment all articles 
of a similar nature to those m respect to which an offense 
has been committed found in the possesison of the 
offender may be declared forfeited 

Sec 2. appear to the court that such opium, wine, 
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or spirits have been given bona fide for medical purposes 
it shall be lawful for the court to disimss the charge. 

All offenses against this Act committed on any of said *• 
islands or on the waters, rocks, or keys adjacent thereto 
shall be deemed committed on the high seas on board a 
merchant ship or vessel belonging to the United States, 
and the courts of the United States shall have jurisdic- 
tion accordingly. 

409. Panama Canal. 

The President of the United States is hereby authorized 1002. 

to acquire, for and on behalf of the United States, at a 
cost not exceeding forty millions of dollars, the rights, 
privileges, franchises, concessions, grants of land, right of 
way, unfinished work, plants, and other property, real, 
personal, and mixed, of every name and nature, owned by 
the New Panama Canal Company, of France, on the Isth- 
mus of Panama, and all its maps, plans, drawings, records 
on the Isthmus of Panama ancl m Pans, including all the 
capital stock, not less, however, than sixty-eight thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-three shares of the Panama Rail- 
road Company, owned by or held for the use of said canal 
company, provided a satisfactory title lo all of said prop- 
erty can lie obtained. 

The President is hereby authorized to acquire from the 2. 
Republic of Colombia, for and on behalf of the United 
States, upon such terms as he may deem reasonable, per- 
petual control of a strip of land, the territory of the 
Republic of Colombia, not less than six miles in width, 
extending from the Caribbean Sea to the Pacific Ocean, 
and the right to use and dispose of the waters thereon, 
and to excavate, construct, and to perpetually maintain, 
operate, and protect thereon a cjinal, of such depth and 
capacity as will afford convenient passage of ships of the 
greatest tonnage and draft now in use, from the Caribbean 
Sea to the Pacific Ocean, which control shall include the 
right to perpetually maintain and operate the Panama 
Railroad, if the ownership thereof, or a controlling inter- 
est therein, shall have been acquired by the United States, 
and also jurisdiction over said strip and the ports at the 
ends thereof to make such police and sanitary rules and 
regulations as shall be necessary to preserve order and 
preserve the public health thereon, and to establish such 
judicial tribunals as may be agreed upon thereon as may 
be necessary to enforce such rules ancl regulations. 

The President may acquire such additional territory 
and rights from Colombia as m his judgment will faeih- 
tale the general purpose hereof. 

Wlien the President shall have arranged to secure a Sec. 3. 
satisfactory title to the property of the New Panama 
, Canal Company, as provided in section one hereof, and 
shall have obtained by treaty control of the necessary ter- 
ritory frrom the Republic of Colombia, as provided in sec- 
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tion two hereof, he is authorized to pay for the property 
of the New Panama Canal Company forty millions of 
dollars and to the Republic of Colombia such sum as shall 
have been agreed upon, and a sum sufficient for both said 
purposes is hereby appropriated, out of any money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be paid on war- 
rant or warrants drawn by the President 

The President shall then through the Isthmian Canal 
Commission hereinafter authorized cause to be excavated, 
- constructed, and completed, utilizing to that end as far as 
liracticable the work heretofore done by the New Panama 
Canal Company, of France, and its predecessor company, 
a ship canal from the Caribbean Sea to the Pacific Ocean. 
Such canal shall be of sufficient capacity and depth as 
shall afford convenient jiassage for vessels of the largest 
tonnage and greatest draft now m use, and such as may 
be reasonably anticipated, and shall be supplied with all 
necessary locks and other appliances to meet the necessi- 
ties of vessels passino through the same from ocean to 
ocean; and he shall also cause to be constructed such safe 
and commodious harbors at the-temnni of said canal, and 
make such provisions for defense as may be necessary for 
the safety and protection of said canal and harbors That 
the President is authorized for the pniposes aforesaid to 
employ such persons as he may deem necessary, and to fis 
their compensation. 

The sum of ten million dollars is hereby appropriated, 
out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, toward the project herein’coiiteinplated by either 
route so selected. 

And the President is hereby authorized to cause to be 
eiiteied into such contract or contracts as may bo deemed 
necessary for the jiroper excavation, construction, com- 
pletion, and defense of said canal, harbors, and defenses, 
by the route finally determined upon under the provisions 
of this Act. Appropriation.^ therefor shall from time to 
time be hereafter made, not to exceed m the aggregate 
the additional sum of one hundred and thirty-five mil- 
lion.s of dollars should the Panama route be adopted, or 
one hundred and eighty millions of dollars should the 
Nicaragua route be adopted 

In any agreement with the Republic of Colombia, or 
with the States of Nicaragua and Oostn Rica, the Presi- 
dent is authorized to guarantee to said Republic or to 
said States the use of .said canal and harbors, upon such 
terms as may be agreed upon, for all vessels owned by 
said States or by citizens thereof. 

To enable the President to construct the canal and 
works appurtenant thereto as provided in this Act, there 
is hereby created the Isthmian Canal Commis.sion, the 
same to be composed of seven members, who shall be nom- 
inated and appointed by the President, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, and who shall serve 
until the completion of said canal unless sooner removed 
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by the President, and one of whom shall be named as the 
chairman of said Commission. Of the seven members of 
said Commission at least foiu* of them shall be persons 
learned and skilled m the science of engineering, and of 
the four at least one shall be an officer of the United 
States Army, and at least one other shall be an officer of 
the United States Navy, the said officers respectively be- 
ing either upon the active or the retired list of the Army or 
of the Navy. Said commissioners shall each receive such 
compensation as the President shall prescribe until the 
same shall have been otherwise fixed by the Congress. In 
addition to the members of said Isthmian Canal Commis- 
sion, the President is hereby authorized through said 
Commission to employ m said service any of the engi- 
neers of the United States Army at his discretion, and 
likewise to employ any engineers m civil life, at his dis- 
cretion, and any other persons necessary for the proper 
and expeditions prosecution of .said work. The com- 
pensation of all such engineers and other persons em- 
ployed under this Act shall be fixed by said Commission, 
subject to the approval of the President The official 
salary of any officer appointed or employed under this 
Act shall be deducted from the amount of salary or 
compensation provided by or which shall be fixed under 
the terms of this Act Said Commission shall in all mat- 
ters be subject to the direction and control of the Presi- 
dent, and shall make to the President annually and at 
such other periods as may be required, either by law or 
by the order of the President, fuU and complete reports 
of all their actings and doings and of all moneys received 
and expended in the construction of said work and in the 
performance of their duties in connection therewith, 
winch said reports shall be by the President transmitted 
to Congre.ss And the said Commission .shall further- 
more give to Congress, or either House of Congness, such 
information as may at any time be required either by 
Act of Congress or by the order of either House of Con- 
gress. The President shall cause to be provided and as- 
signed for the use of the Commission such offices as may, 
with the suitable equipment of the same, be necessary and 

§ roper, in his discretion, for the proper discharge of the 
uties thereof. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized to 
borrow on the credit of the United States from time to 
time, as the proceeds may be required to defray expendi- 
tures authorized by this Act (such proceeds when re- 
ceived to be used only for the purpose of meeting siich 
expenditures) , the sum of one hundred and thu'ty million 
dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, and to 
prepare and issue therefor coupon or registered bonds of 
the United States in such form as he may prescribe, and 
in denominations of twenty dollars or some multiple of 
that sum, redeemable in gold coin at the pleasure of the 
United States after ten years from the date of their issue,

Apr 28,if)04 q-pQ President is hereby authorized, upon the acquisi- 
tion of the property of the New Panama Canal Company 
and the payment to the Pcpublic of Panama of the ten 
millions of dollars provided by article fourteen of the 
treaty between the United Slates and the Eepubbe of 
Panama, the ratifications of which were exchanged on the 
twenty-sixth day of February, nineteen hundred and 
four, to be paid to the latter Government, to take posses- 
sion of and occupy on behalf of the United States the 
zone of land and land under water of the width of ten 
miles, extending to the distance of five miles on each side 
of the center line of the route of the canal to be con- 
structed thereon, which said zone begins in the Caribbean 
Sea three marine miles from mean low -water mark and 
extends to and across the Isthmus of Panama into the 
Pacific Ocean to the distance of three marine miles from 
mean low-water mark, and also of all islands within said 
zone, and in addition thereto the group of islands in the 
Bay of Panama named Perico, Naos, Culebra, and Fla- 
menco, and, from time to time, of any lands and waters 
outside of said zone which may be necessary and conven- 
ient for the construction, maintenance, operation, sani- 
tation, and protection of the said canal, or of any auxil- 
iary canals or other works necessary and convenient for 
the construction, maintenance, operation, sanitation, and 
protection of said enterprise, the use, occupation, and con- 
trol whereof were granted to the United States by article 
two of said treaty. The said zone is hereinafter referred 
to ns “ the Canal Zone ” The payment of the ten mil- 
lions of dollars provided by article fourteen of said treaty 
shall be made in lieu of the indefinite appropriation made 
in the third section of the Act of June twenty-eighth, 
nineteen hundred and two,, and is hereby appropriated 
for said purpose. 

Until the expiration of the Fifty-eighth Congress, im- 
less provision for the temporary government of the Canal 
Zone be sooner made by Congress, all the military, civil, 
and judicial powers as well as the power to make all 
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rules and regulations necessary for the government of the 
Canal Zone and all the rights, powers, and authority 
granted by the terms of said treaty to the United States 
shall be vested in such person or persons and shall be ex- 
ercised in such manner as the President shall direct for 
the govermnent of said Zone and maintaining and pro- 
tecting the inhabitants thereof in the free enjoyment of 
their hberty, property and religion 

Purcliases of material and equipment for use in the 
construction of the Panama Canal shall be restricted to 
articles of domestic production and manufacture, from 
the lowest resjionsible bidder, unless the President shall, 
in any case, deem the bids or tenders therefor to be extor- 
tionate or imreasonable 

A lock canal be constructed across the Isthmus of 
Panama connecting the waters of the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific oceans, of the general type proposed by the minority 
of the Board of Consulting Engineers, created by order 
of the President dated January twenty-fourth, nineteen 
hundred and five, in pursuance of an Act entitled “An 
Act to provide for the construction of a canal connecting 
the waters of the Atlantic and Pacific oceans,” approved 
June twenty-eighth, nineteen hundred and two 

All laws affecting imports of articles, goods, wares, and 
merchandise and entry of persona into the United States 
from foreign coiintnes shall apply to articles, goods, 
wares, and merchandise and persons coming fi'om the 
Canal Zone, Isthmus of Panama, and seeking entry into 
any State or Territory of the United States or the Dis- 
trict of Columbia 

410 Great lakes- Atlantic Canal. 

The President of the Umted States is authorized to ap- 
point, immediately after the passage of this Act, three 
persons, who shall have power to meet and confer with 
any similar committee which may bo appointed by the 
Government of Great Britain or of tlie Dominion of 
Canada, and who shall make inquiry and report whether 
it is feasible to build such canals as shall enable vessels 
engaged in ocean commerce to pass to and fro between the 
Great Lakes and the Atlasitic Ocean, with an adequate 
and controllable supply of water for continual use ; where 
such canals can be most conveniently located, the proba- 
ble cost of the same, with estimates in detail ; and if any 
part of the same should be built in the territory of Can- 
ada, what legulations or treaty arrangements will be 
necessary between the United States and Great Britain to 
preserve the free use of such canal to the people of this 
country at all times; and all necessary facts and consid- 
erations relating to the construction and future use of 
deep-water channels between the Great Lakes and the 
Atlantic Ocean. The persons so appointed shall serve 
without compensation in any form, but they shall be paid 
their actual traveling and other necessary expenses, pot 
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exceeding in all ten thousand dollars, for which purpose 
the said sum of ten thousand dollars, or so much thereof 
as may be necfessary, is hereby appropriated. The Presi- 
dent may, in his discretion, detail as one of such persons 
fin officer of the Army or iNavy. 

411. Great Lakea levels. 

.Tune 1 . 1 , 1 S 02 The President of the United States is hereby requested 
to invite the Govermnent of Great Britain to join in the 
formation of an international commission, to be composed 
of three members from the United States and three who 
shall represent the interests of the Dominion of Canada, 
whose duty it shall be to investigate and report upon the 
conditions and uses of tlie waters adjacent to the boiuid- 
ary lines between the United States and Canada, includ- 
ing all of the waters of the lakes and rivers whose natural 
outlet is by the River Saint Lawrence to the Atlantic 
Ocean ; also upon the maintenance and regulation of suit- 
able levels, and also upon the effect upon the shores of 
these waters and the structures thereon, and upon the in- 
terests of navigation, by reason of the diversion of these 
waters from or change m their natural flow ; and, further, 
to reiiort upon the necessary measures to regulate such 
divension, and to make such recommendations for im- 
provements and regulations as shall best subserve the in- 
teiests of navigation in said waters. The said commis- 
sioners shall report upon the advisability of locating a 
dam at the outlet of Lake Erie, with a view to determin- 
ing whether such dam'will benefit navigation, and if such 
structure is deemed advisable, shall make recoinmeiida- 
tions to their respective Governments looking to an agree- 
ment or treaty which shall provide for the construction 
of the same, and they shall make an estimate of the prob- 
able cost thereof. The President, m selecting the three 
members of said Commission who shall represent the 
United States, is authorized to appoint one officer of the 
Corps of Engineers of the United States Army, one civil 
engineer wellvensed in the hydraulics of the Great Lakes, 
and one lawyer of experience in questions of international 
and riparian law, and said Commission shall be author- 
ized to employ such persons as it may deem needful in 
the performance of the duties- hereby imposed; and for 
the purpose of paying the expenses and salaries of said 
Commission the Secretary of War is authorized to ex- 
pend from the amounts heretofore appropriated for the 
Samt Marys River at the Falls, the sum of twenty thou- 
sand dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary to 
pay that portion of the expenses of said Commission 
chargeable to the United States. 

412. Employment of vessels of the United States for public 
purposes. 

Apr 2S.1904 Vessels of the United States, or belonmng to the United 
States, and no others, shall be employed m the transpor- 
tation by sea of coal, provisions, fodder, or supplies of 
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any description, purchased pursuant to law, for the use of 
the Army or Navy unless the President shall find that the 
rates of freight charges by said vessels are excessive and 
unreasonable, in which case contracts shall be made under 
the law as it now exists- Provided^ That no gi-eater 
charges be made by such vessels for transportation of ar- 
ticles for the use of the said Army and Navy than are 
made by such vessels for transportation of like goods for 
private parties or companies. 

413. Exemption, of piivate property at sea. 

It is the sense of the Congress of the United States that ^ 
it is desirable, hi the interest of uniformity of action by 
the maritime states of the world in time oi war, that the 
President endeavor to bring about an understanding 
among the principal maritime powers with a view of in- 
corporating into the permanent law of civilized nations 
the principle of the exemption of all private property at 
sea, not contraband of war, from capture or destruction 
by belligerents. 

414 Sponge fislniig 

From and after May first, anno Domini nineteen him- Time 20,1000 
dred and seven, it shall be unlawful to land, deliver, cure, 
or offer for sale at any port or place in 'the United States 
any sponges taken by means of diving or diving appa- 
ratus fiom the waters of the Gulf of Mexico or Straits of 
Florida. Provided, That sponges taken or gathered by 
such process between October first and May nist of each 
year 111 a greater depth of water than fifty feet shall not 
be subject to the provisions of thus Act: And provided 
further, That no sponges taken from said waters shall be 
landed, delivered, cured, or offered for sale at any port or 
place in the United States of a smaller size than four 
inches in diameter. 

Every person guilty of a violation of this Act shall for see 2 
each ofli'ense be liable to a fine of not less than one hundred 
dollars or more than five hundred dollars, which fine shall 
be a lien against the vessel on which the offense was com- 
mitted. And every vessel used or employed in violation 
of this Act shall be liable to a fine of not less than one 
hundred dollars or more than five himdred dollars or for- 
feiture, and shall be seized and _ proceeded against by 
process of libel m any court having jurisdiction of the 
offense. 

Any Auolation of this Act shah be prosecuted in the dis- sec s 
tnet court of the United States of the district wherein the 
offense was committed. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary of Commerce and see. 4. 
Labor to enforce the provisions of this Act, and upon Ms 
request the Secretary of the Treasury and the Secretary 
of the Navy may employ the vessels of the Revenue- 
Cutter Service and of the Navy, respectively, to that end. 
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415. Seizure. 

Proceedings on seizures, for forfeiture under any law 
of the United States, made on the high seas may be prose- 
cuted m any district into winch the property so seized is 
brought ani proceedings instituted. Proceedings on such 
seizures made within any district shall be prosecuted in 
the district where the seizure is made, except in cases 
where it is otherwise provided. 

■When any vessel, goods, wares, or merchandise are 
seized by an officer of tlie customs, and prosecuted for for- 
feiture by virtue of any law respecting the revenue, or the 
registering or recording, or the enrolling and licensing of 
vessels, the court shall cause fourteen days’ notice to be 
given of such seizure and libel, by causmg the substance 
of such libel, with the order of the court thereon, setting 
forth the time and place apiiointed for trial, to be in- 
serted 111 some newsjiaper published near the place of 
seizure, and by posting iiji the same in the most public 
manner for the space of fourteen days, at or near the 
place of trial; and proclamation shall bo made m such 
manner as the court shall direct And if no person ap- 
pears and claims such vessel, goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise, and gives bond to defend the prosecution thereof and 
to respond the cost in case he shall not support his claim, 
the court shall proceed to hear and determine the cause 
according to law 

All vessels, goods, wares, or merchandise which shall be 
condemned by virtue of any law respecting the revenue 
from imports or tonnage, or the regi.stering and record- 
ing, or the enrolling or licensing of ves,selH, and for which 
bonds shall not have been given by the claimant, shall be 
sold by the marshal or other proper officer of the court in 
which condejnnation shall be had, to the highest bidder, 
at public auction, by order of such court, and at sucli 
place as the court may appoint, giving at least fifteen 
days’ notice (except in cases of perishable merchandise) 
in one or more of the public newspapers of the place 
where such sale shall be; or if no paper is jiublislied m 
such place, in one or more of the papers published in the 
412 
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nearest place tliereto; for which advertising, a sum not 
exceeding five dollars shall be paid. And the amount of 
such sales, deducting all proper charges, shall be paid 
within ten days after such sale by the persons selling the 
same to the clerk or other jiroper officer of the court 
directing such sale, to be by him, after deducting the 
charges allowed by tlie court, paid to the collector of tlie 
district m which such seizure or forfeiture has taken 
place, as hereinbefore directed. 

In any cause of admiralty and maritime jurisdiction, or as, 940 
other case of seizure, depending m any court of the United 
States, any judge of the said court, m vacation, shall 
have the same authority to order any vessel, or cargo, 
or other property to be delivered to the claimants, upon 
bail or bond, or to be sold when necessary, as the said 
court has m term time, and to appoint appraisers, and 
exercise every other incidental power necessary to the 
complete execution of the authority herein granted ; and 
the recognizance of bail or bond, under such order, may 
be executed before the clerk upon the party’s jiroducing 
the certificate of the collector of the district, of the suffi- 
ciency of the security offered ; and the same proceedings 
shall be had 111 the case of said order of delivery or of 
sale, as are had in like cases when ordered in term time : 
Proxnded^ That upon every such application, either for an 
order of delivery or of sale, the collector and the attorney 
of the district shall have reasonable notice m cases of the 
United States, and the parlj^ 01 counsel in all other cases 

When ill any prosecution conunenced on account of the ^ s . 
seizure of any vessel, goods, wares, or merchandise, made 
by any collector or other officer, under any act of Congress 
authorizing such seizure, judgment is rendered for the 
claimant, but it appears to the court that there was rea- 
sonable Cause of seizure, the court shall cause a proper 
certificate thereof to be entered, and the claimant shall 
not, in such case, be entitled to costs, nor shall the person 
who made the seizure, nor the prosecutor, be liable to suit 
or judgment on account of such suit or prosecution : Pro- 
viaed^ld^a&t the vessel, goods, wares, or merchandise be, 
after judgment, forthwith returned to such claimant or 
his agent. 

If, in any suit against an officer or other person execiit- e s, on 
mg or aiding or assisting in the seizure 01 goods, under 
any act providing for or regulating the collection of 
duties on imports or tomiage, the plaintiff is nonsuited, or 
judgment passed against him, the defendant shall recover^ 
double costs 

When proceedings are had before a court of the United n s , sts 
States or of the Territories, on several libels, against any 
vessel and cargo, which might legally be joined in one 
libel, there slnul not be allowed thereon more costs than 
on one libel, unless special cause for libehng the vessel 
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and cargo separately is satisfactorily shown on motion in 
open comi:. And in proceedings on several libels or infor- 
mations against any cargo, or parts of cargo, or merchan- 
dise seized as forfeited for the same cause, there shall not 
be allowed more costs than would be lawful on one libel 
or information, whatever may be the number of owners or 
consignees therein concerned. But allowance may be 
made on one, libel or information for the costs incidental 
to .several claims. 

'VVlien judgment is rendered in favor of the claimant of 
any vessel or other property seized on behalf of the 
United States, and libeled or informed against as for- 
feited under any law thereof, he shall be entitled to pos- 
session of the same when his own costs are paid. 

418. Siimmary trial 

Wlieiiever a comiilaint shall be made against any mas- 
ter, officer, or seaman of any vessel belonging, in whole or 
in part, to any citizen of the United States, of the commis- 
sion of any offense, not capital or otherwise infamous, 
against any law of the United States made for the protec- 
tion of persons or property engaged in conunerce or navi- 
gation, It shall be the duty of the district attorney to in- 
vestigate the same, and the general nature thereof, and if, 
111 his opinion, the case is such as should be summarily 
tried, he shall report the same to the district judge^ and 
the judge shall forthwith, or as soon as the ordinary 
business of the court will permit, proceed to try the cause, 
and for that jJurpose may, if necessary, hold a special ses- 
sion of the court, either in term time or vacation. 

At (he summary trial of offenses against the laws for 
the protection of persons or property engaged in com- 
merce or navigation, it shall not be necessary that the 
accused shall have been previously indicted, but a state- 
ment of complaint, verified by oath in writing, shall be 
presented to the Court, setting out the offense in such 
manner as cleaily to apprise the accused of the character 
of the offense complained of; and to enable him to answer 
the complaint. The complaint or statement shall be read 
to the accused, who may plead to or answer the same, or 
make a counter-statement. The trial .shall thereupon be 
proceeded with in a summary manner, and the case shall 
be decided by the court, unless, at the time for pleading or 
answering, the accused shall demand _a jury, in which case 
the trial shall be upon the complaint and plea of not 
guilty. 

It shall be la-^ful for the court to allow the district 
attorney to amend his statement of complaint at a.iiy 
stage of the proceedings, before verdict, if, in the opinion 
of the court, such amendment will work no injustice to the 
accused; and if it appears to the court that the accused is 
unprepared to meet the charge as amended, and that an 
adjournment of the cause wUrpromote the ends of justice, 
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such adjournment shall be made, until a further day, to 
be fixed by the court. 

At the trial in summary eases, if by jury, the United ^ 
States and the accused shall each be entitled to three per- 
emptory challenges. Challenges for cause, m such cases, 
shall be tried by the court without the aid of triers. 

It shall not be lawful for the court to sentence any per- n 
son convicted in such trial to any greater punishment than 
imprisonment in ]ail for one year, or to a fine exceeding 
five hundred dollars, or botln in its discretion, in those 
cases where the laws of the TJmted States authorize such 
imprisonment and fine. 

All the penalties and forfeitures which may be incurred ^ 
for offenses against tins Title [E. S., 4131-4305] may be 
sued for, prosecuted, and recovered in such court, and be 
disposed of in such manner, as any penalties and forfei- 
tures which may be incurred for offenses against the laws 
relating to the collection of duties, except when other- 
wise expressly prescribed.

chandise laden on board thereof shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than five thousand dollars, and by impri.s- 
onment at hard labor not more than ten years 

Every person who, uiion the high seas, or in any other 
of the places mentioned in the preceding section, with 
intent to commit any felony, breaks or enters any vessel, 
or maliciously cuts, spoils, or destroys any cordage, cable, 
buoys, buoy-rope, head-fast, or other fast fixed to the 
anchor or moorings belonging to any vessel, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, and 
by imprisonment at hard labor not more than five years. 

428 Abaadoninent of seaman. 

Every master or commander of any vessel belonging, in 
whole or part, to any citizen of the United States, who, 
during his being abroach maliciously and without justifi- 
able cause forces any officer or manner of such vessel on 
shore, in order to leave him behmd in any foreigii port or 
place, or refuses to bring home again all such officers and 
mariners of such vessel whom he carried out with him as 
are in a condition to return and willuig to return, when 
he is ready to jiroceed on his homewarcl voyage, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars, 
or by imprisomnent not more than six months. 

420 Barratry 

Every person who, on the high seas, or within the 
United States, willfully and corruptly conspires, com- 
bmes, and confederates with any other person, such other 
person being either within or without the United States, 
to cast away or otherwise destroy any vessel, with intent 
to inj’ure any person that may have underwritten or may 
thereafterward underwrite any policy (if insurance thereon 
or on goods on board thereof, or witli intent to injure any 
person that has lent or advanced, or may lend or advance, 
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any money on snch vessel on bottomry or respondentia; 
and every person who, within the United States, builds, 
or fits out, or aids in buildmg and fitting out, any vessel 
with intent that the same be cast away or destroyed with 
the nitent hereinbefore mentioned, shall be punished by 
a fine of not more than ten thousand dollars, and by im- 
prisonment at hard labor not more than ten years. 

Every person who, on the high seas, willfuUy and cor- 
ruptly casts away or otherwise destroys any vessel of 
which he is owner, in whole or part, with intent to preju- 
dice any person that may underwrite any policy of uisur- 
ance thereon, or any merchant that may have goods 
thereon, or any other owner of such vessel, shall be pun- 
ished by imprisomnent for life, or for any term of years. 

Every person, not being an owner, ivho, on the high seas, 
willfully and corruptly casts away or otherwise destroys 
any vessel to which he belongs, being the property of any 
citizen, shall be punished by imprisonment for life, or for 
any term of years. 

430. Arson 

Every person, not being an owner, who, on the high 
seas, willfully, with intent to destroy the same, sets me 
to any vessel, or otherwise attempts the destruction 
thereof, being the property of any citizen, shall suffer 
imprisonment at hard labor for a term not more than ten 
years nor less than three years. 

Every person who, within any fort, dock-yard, navy- 
yard, arsenalj armory, or magazine, the site whereof is 
under the jurisdiction of the United States, or on the site 
of any Iight-house, or other needful buildmg belonging 
to the United States, the site whereof is under their juris- 
diction, willfully and maliciously burns any dwelling- 
house, or mansion-house, or any store, barn, stable, or 
other building, parcel of any dwelling or mansion-house, 
.shall suffer death. 

Every person who, in any of the places mentioned in 
the preceding section, maliciously sets fire to, or burns, 
any arsenal, armory, magazine, rope-walk, ship-house, 
warehouse, block-house, or barrack, or any store-house, 
barn, or stable, not parcel of a dwelling-house, or any 
other buildmg not mentioned in such section, or any ves- 
sel built, or begun to be built, or repairmg, or any light- 
house, or beacon, or any timber, cables, rigging, or other 
materials for building, repairing, or fitting out vessels, 
or any pile of wood, boards, or other lumber, or any mili- 
tary, naval, or victualing stores, arms, or other munitions 
of war, shall be punished by a_ fine of not more than five 
thousand dollars, and by imprisonment at hard labor not 
more than ten years. 

Every person who maliciously sets on fire, or burns, or 
otherwise destroys, any vessel of war of the United States, 
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afloat on the high seas, or in any arm of the sea, or in any 
river, haven, creek, basin, or bay within the admiralty 
jurisdiction of the United States, and out of the jurisdic- 
tion of any particular State, shall suffer death. 

431. lillspiision of felony. 

Every person who, having knowledge of the actual com- 
mission of the crime of murder or otner felony upon the 
liigh seas, or within any fort, arsenal, dock-yard, inaga- 
zinoj or other place or district of country under the ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of the United States, conceals, and 
does not as soon as may be disclose and make known the 
same to some one of the judges or other persons in civil 
or military authority under the United States, is guilty 
of misprision of felony, and shall be imprisoned not more 
than three years, and fined no more than five hundred 
dollars. 

433 MiscellaneoUB offenses 

If any offense be committed in any place which has 
been or may hereafter be, ceded to and under the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States, which offense is not prohibited, 
or the punishment thereof is not specially provided for, 
by any law of the United States, such offense shall be 
liable to, and receive, the same punishment as the laws of 
the State m which such place is situated, now in force, 
provide for the lilre offense when committed within the 
jurisdiction of such State; and no subsequent repeal of 
any such State law shall affect any prosecution for such 
offense m any court of the United Slates. 

433. Crimes on tlie Great Lakes 

Every person who shall, upon any vessel registered or 
enrolled under the laws of the United States, and being 
on a voyage upon the waters of any of the Great Lakes, 
namely, Lake Superior, Lake Michigan, Lake Huron, 
Lake Saint Clair, Lake Erie, Lake Ontario, or any of the 
waters connecting any of the said lakes, commit or be 
gmlty of any of the acts, neglects, or omissions, respec- 
tively, mentioned in chapter three [K. S., 5339-5391 1 of 
title seventy of the Eevised Statutes of the United States 
shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished with the same 
punislunents in the said title ancl_ chapter, respectively 
affixed to the same offenses therein mentioned, respec- 
tively. 

Tlie circuit and district courts of the United States, 
respectively, are hereby vested with the same jurisdiction 
in respect oi the offenses mentioned m the first section of 
this act that they by law have and possess in respect of 
the offenses in said diapter and title in the first section of 
this act mentioned, and said courts, respectively, are also 
for the purpose of this act vested with aU and the same 
jurisdiction they, respectively, have by force of title 
thirteen, chapter three [R. S., 563-671], and title thirteen. 
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chapter seven [E. S., 629-667], of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States. 

434. Porgery. 

If any person falsely makes, forges, counterfeits, or R s , 6423 
alters any mstrument in imitation of, or purporting to be 
an abstract or olScial copy, or certificate of the recording, 
registry, or enrollment or any vessel, m the office of any 
collector of the customs, or a hcense to any vessel, for 
carrymg on the coastmg trade, or fisheries of the United 
States, or a certificate of oiroership, pass, pasfsport, sea- 
letter, or clearance, granted for any vessel, under the au- 
thority of the United States, or a permit, debenture, or 
other official document, granted by any collector or other 
officer of the customs, by virtue of his office; or passes, 
utters, or publishes, or attempts to pass, utter, or publish, 
as true, any such false, forged, coimterfeited, or falsely al- 
tered instrument, abstract, official copy, certificate, license, 
pass, passport, sea-letter, clearance, permit, debenture, or 
other official document herein specified, knowing the same 
to be false, forged] counterfeited, or falsely altered, with 
an intent to defraud, he shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than one thousand dollars and by imprisonment at 
hard labor not more than three years.

435. Piracy. 

R s„ 4293 President is authorized to employ so many of the 

jjublic armed vessels as in his judgment the service may 
require, with suitable instructions to the commanders 
thereof m protecting the merchant vessels of the United 
States and their crews from piratical aggressions and dep- 
redations 

R a , 4294 The President is authorized to instruct the commanders 
of the public armed vessels of the United States to sub- 
due, seize, take, and .send into any port of the United 
States, any armed vc.ss6l or boat, or any vessel or boat, 
the crew whereof shall be armed, and which shall have 
attempted or committed any piratical aggression, seaicli, 
restraint, depredation, or seizure, upon any vessel of the 
United States, or of the citizens thereof, or upon any 
other vessel ; and also to retake any vessel of the United 
States, or its citizens, which may have been unlawfully 
captured upon the high seas. 

R. s , 4295 The commander and crew of any merchant-vessel of the 
United States, owned wholly, or in part, by a citizen 
thereof, may oppose and defend against any_ aggression, 
search, restraint, depredation, or seizure, wliich shall be 
attempted upon such vessel, or upon any other vessel so 
owned, by the commander or crew of any armed vessel 
whatsoever, not being a public armed vessel of some na- 
tion in amity with the United States, and may subdue and 
capture the same; and may also retake any vessel so 
owned which may have been captured by the commander 
or crew of any such armed vessel, and send the same into 
any port of the United States. 

R s., 4296. Wlienever any vessel, which shall have been built, pur- 
chased, fitted out ill whole or m part, or held for the pur- 
pose of beuig employed in the commission of any piratical 
aggression, search, restraint, depredation, or seizure, or 
in the commission of any other act of piracy as defined 
Iby the law of nations, or from which any piratical aggres- 
sion, search, restraint, depredation, or seizure shall have 
been first attempted or made, is captured and brought 
into or captured in any port of the United State's, the 
same shall be adjudged and condemned to their use, and 
that of the captors after due process and trial in any 
424 
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court having admiralty jurisdiction, and which shall be 
holden for the district into which such captured vessel 
shall be brought; and the same court shall thereupon 
order a sale and distribution thereof accordingly, and at 
its discretion. 

Any vessel built, purchased, fitted out in whole or in r 
part, or held for the pnriiose of being employed in the 
commission of any piratical aggression, search, restraint, 
depredation, or seizure, or in the commission or any other 
act of piracy, as defined by the law of nations, shall be 
liable to be captured and bi ought into any port of the 
United States if found upon the high seas, or to be 
seized if found in port or place within the United States, 
whether the same shall have actually sailed upon any 
piratical expedition or not, and whether any act of piracy 
shall have been conmiitted or attemiited upon or from 
such vessel or not; and any such vessel ma^?^ be adjudged 
and condemned, if captured by a vessel authorized as 
hereinafter mentioned, to the use of the United States 
and to that of the captoi.s, and if seized by a collector, 
surveyor, or marshal, then to the use of the United States. 

The President is authorized to instruct the commanders r 
of tlie public armed vessels of the United States, and to 
authorize the commanders of any other armed vessels sail- 
ing under the authority of any letters of marque and 
reprisal granted by Congress, or the commanders of any 
other suitable vessels, to subdue, seize, take, and, if on 
the high seas, to send into any port of the United States, 
any vessel or boat built, purchased, fitted out, or held as 
mentioned in the jpreceding section. 

The collectors of the several iiorts of entry, the survey- n 
ors of the several ports of delivery, and the marshals of 
the several judicial districts within the United States, 
shall seize any vessel or boat built, purchased, fitted out, 

01 held as mentioned in section forty-two hundred and 
ninety-seven, which may be found within their respective 
ports or districts, and to cause the same to be proceeded 
against and disposed of as provided by that section. 

436. Crimes deemed piracy 

Every person who, on the high seas, commits the crime e 
of piracy as defined by the law of nations, and is after- 
ward brought mto or found in the United States, shall 
suffer death. 

Every seaman who lays violent hands upon Ms com- r 
mander, thereby to hinder and prevent his fightmg in 
defense of his vessel or the goods intrusted to him, is a 
pirate, and shall suffer death 

Every person who, upon the Mgh seas, or in any open r 
roadstead, or m any haven, basm, or bay, or in any river 
where the sea ebbs and flows, commits the crime of rob- 
bery, m or upon any vessel, or upon any ship’s company 
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of any vessel, or the lading thereof, is a pirate, and shall 
suffer death. 

Every person engaged in any piratical cruise or enter- 
prise, or Deing of the crew or any piratical vessel, who 
lands fi’oin such vessel and on shore commits robbery, is 
a pirate, and shall suffer death 

Every person who commits upon the high seas, or in 
any river, harbor, basin, or bay, out of the jurisdiction of 
any particular State, murder or robbery, or any other 
offense which, if committed within the body of a county, 
would be punishable with death by the laws of the United 
States, IS a pirate, and sliall suffer death. 

Every citizen who commits any murder or robbery, or 
any act of liostility against the United States, or against 
any citizen thereof, on the high seas, under color of any 
coininissioii from any foreign prince, or state, or on pre- 
tense of authority from any person, is, notwithstanding 
the pretense of such authority, a pirate, and shall suffer 
death. 

Every subject or citizen of any foreign state, who is 
found and taken on the sea making war upon the United 
States, or cruising against the vessels and property 
thereof, or of the citizens of the same, contrary to the pro- 
visions of any treaty existing between the United States 
and the state of which offender is a citizen or subject, 
when by such treaty such acts are declared to be piracy, 
is guilty of piracy, and shall suffer death. 

Every captain, other officer, or manner, of a vessel on 
f,he high seas, or on any other waters within the admiralty 
and maritime jurisdiction of the United States who jiirat- 
ically or feloniously runs away with such vessel, or with 
any goods or merchandise thereof, to the value of fifty 
dollars, or who yields up such vessel voluntarily to any 
pirate, shall be fined not more than ten thousand dollars, 
or imprisoned at hard labor not more than ten years, or 
both. 

If any pensoii attempts or endeavors to corrupt any 
commander, master, officer, or manner to yield up or to 
run away with any ve.s.sel, or any goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise, or to turn pirate, or to go over to or confederate 
with pirates, or in any wise to trade with any pirate, 
knowing him to be such, or furnishes such pirate with 
any ammunition, stores, or provision, s of any kind, or fits 
out any vessel knowingly and with a design to trade with, 
supply, or correspond with any pirate or robber upon the 
seas; or if any person Consults, combines, confederates, 
or corresponds with any pirate or robber upon the seas, 
knowing him 'to be guilty of any piracy or robbery: or 
if any seaman confines the master of any vessel, he shall 
be imprisoned not more than three years, and fined not 
more than one thousand dollars, 
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437 Protection of submarine cables. 

Aii|\' person tvho shall willfully and wrongfully break 
or injure, or attempt to break or Injure, or who shall m 
any manner procure, counsel, aid, abet, or be accessory to 
such breaking or injury, or attempt to brealc or inpii-e, a 
submarine cable, in such manner as to interrupt or embar- 
rass, in whole or in part, telegraphic communication, shall 
be guilty of a misclemeanor, and, on conviction thereof, 
shall be liable, to imprisonment for a term not exceeding 
two years, or to a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, 
or to both fine and imprisonment, at the discretion of the 
court 

Any person who by culpable negligence shall break or 2 
injure a submarine cable m such manner as to interrupt 
or embarrass, in whole or in part, telegraphic communi- 
cation, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on convic- 
tion thereof, shall be liable to imprisonment for a term 
not exceeding three months, or to a fine not exceeding five 
hundred dollars, or to both fine and imprisonment, at the 
discretion of the court. 

The provisions of the foregoing sections shall not apply 
to a person who breaks or iniures a cable in an effort to 
save the life or limb of himself or of other person, or 
to save his own or any other vessel’ Provided, That he 
takes reasonable precautions to avoid such breaking or 
injury. 

The master of any vessel which, while engaged in lay- ^ 
ing or repairing submarine cables, shall fail to observe 
the rules concerning signals that have been or shall here- 
after be adopted by the parties to the convention with a 
view to preventing collisions at sea ; or the master of any 
vessel that, perceivuig, or being able to perceive the said 
signals displayed upon a telegraph ship engaged in re- 
pairing a cable, sdiall not withdraw to or keep at a dis- 
tance of at least one nautical mile ; or the master of any 
vessel that seeing or being able to see buoys intended to 
mark the position of a cable when being laid or when out 
of order or broken, shall not keep at a distance of at least 
a quarter of a nautical mile, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction thereof, shall be liable to im- 
prisonment for a term not exceeding one month, or to a 
fine of not exceedmg five hundred dollars. 
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The master of any fishing vessel who shall not keep his 
implements or nets at a distance of at least one nautical 
mile from a vessel engaged in laying or repairing a cable ; 
or the master of any fishing vessel who shall not keep his 
implements or nets at a distance of at least a quarter of a 
nautical mile from a buoy or buoys intended to mark the 
position of a cable when being laid or when out of order 
or broken, shall be guiltj'- of a misdemeanor, and on con- 
viction thereof, shall be liable to imprisonment for a term 
not exceeding ten days, oi to a fine not exceeding two 
hundred and fifty dollars, or to both such fine and impris- 
oimient, at the discretion of the court : 

Provided^ howeoer. That fishing vessels, on perceiving 
or being able to perceive the said signals displayed on a 
telegraph ship, shall be allowed such time as may be nec- 
essary to obey the notice thus given, not exceeding twenty- 
four hours, during which period no obstacles .sliall be 
placed in the wa}' of their operations. 

For the purpose of carrying into effect the convention, 
a 'person conmiandmg a ship of war of the [Tinted States 
or of any foreign state for the time being bound by the 
convention, or a ship specially commissioned by the Gov- 
ermneiit of the United States or by the Government of 
such foreign state, may exercise and perfoim the duties 
vested in and imposed on such officer by the convention 

Any person having the custody of the papers necessary 
for the preparation of the statements provided for in 
article ten of the convention who shall refuse to exhibit 
them or .shall violently resist persons having authority 
according to article ten of said convention to draw up 
statements of facts in the exercise of their functions, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanoi , and on conviction thereof 
shall be liable to imprisonment not exceeding two years, 
or to a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, or to both 
fine and nnpnsonment, at the discretion of the court. 

The penalties provided in this" act for the breaking or 
injury of a submarme cable shall not be a bar to a suit for 
damages on account of such breaking or injury. 

When an offense against this act shall have been com- 
mitted by means of a vessel, or of any boat belonging to 
a vessel, the master of such vessel shaU, unless some other 
person is shown to have been in charge of and navigating 
such vessel or boat, be deemed to have been in charge of 
and navigating the same, and be liable to be pimislied 
accordm^y. 

Unless the context of this act otherwise requires, the 
term “ vessel ” shall be taken to mean every description of 
vessel used in navigation, in whatever way it is propelled ; 
the term “ master ” shall be taken to include every person 
having command or charge of a vessel; and the term 
“ person ” to include a body of persons, corporate or in- 
corporatg. The term “ convention ” shall be taken to 
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mean the International Convention for the Protection of 
Submarine Cables, made at Pans on the fourteenth day of 
May, eighteen hundred and eighty- four, and proclaimed 
by the President of the United States on the twenty- 
second day of May, eighteen hundred and eiglity-five. 

The provisions of the Eevised Statutes, from section 
forty-three hundred to section forty-three hundred and 
live, inclusive, for the summary trial of olTenses against 
the nangation laws of the United States, shall extend to 
the trial of offenses against the provisions of sections four 
and five of this act. 

The provisions of this act shall be held to apply only to Sec 12 
cables to winch the convention for the time being applies. 

The district courts of the United States shall have Sec i.s 
jurisdiction over all offenses against this act and of all 
suits of a civil nature arising thereunder, whether the 
infraction complained of shall have been committed 
within the territorial waters of the United States or out- 
side of the said waters : 

Provided, That in case such infraction is committed 
outside of the territorial waters of the United States the 
vessel on board of which it has been committed is a vessel 
of the United States From the decrees and judgments of 
the district coiu’ts in actions and suits arising under this 
act appeals and writs of error shall be allowed as now 
provided by law in other cases 

Criminal actions and proceedings for a violation of the 
provisions of this act shall be coimnenced and prosecuted 
in the district court for the district withm which the 
offense was committed, and when not committed witlun 
any judicial district, then in the district court for the dis- 
trict within which the offender may be found ; and suits 
of a civil nature may be commenced m the district court 
for any district within which the defendant may be found 
and sliall be served with process. 
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438. Department of Commerce and Labor, 
li'ci) It, 1003 There shall be at. the seat of government an executive 
departmeut to be known as the Department of Commerce 
and Labor, and a Secretary of Commerce and Labor, who 
shall be the head thereof, who shall be appointed by the 
President, by and with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate, who shall receive a salary of twmlve thousand dollars 
per annum, and whose term and tenure of office shall be 
like that of the heads of the other Executive Depart- 
ments; and section one hundred and fifty-eight of the 
Bevised Statutes is hereby amended to include such De- 
partment, and the provisions of title four of the Revised 
Statutes, including all ainendiiieiits thereto, are hereby 
made applicable to said Department. The &aid Secretary 
.shall cause a seal of office to be made for the said De2iart- 
ineiit of such device as the President shall apjirove, and 
judicial notice shall be taken of the said seal. 

^ There shall be in said Department an Assistant Secre- 

tary of Commerce and Labor, to be appointed by the 
President, who shall receive a salai’y of five thousand dol- 
lars a year. He shall perform such duties as shall be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary or required by law. There shall 
also be one chief clerk and a disbursing- clerk and such 
other clerical assistants as may from time to time be au- 
thorized by Congress ; and the Auditor for the Si-ate and 
other Departments shall receive and examine all accounts 
of salaries and incidental expenses of the office of the Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor, and of all bureaus and 
offices under his direction, all accounts relating to the 
Light-House Boardj Steamboat-Inspection Sermce, Im- 
migration, Navigation, Alaskan fur-seal fisheries, the 
National Bureau of Standards, Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey, Census, Department of Labor, Fish Commission and 
430 
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to all other business within the jurisdiction of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor, and certify the bal- 
ances arising thereon to the Division of Booklteepiiig and 
Warrants and send forthwith a copy of each certificate 
to the Secretary of Commerce and Labor. 

It shall be the province and duty of said Department 
to foster, promote, and develop the foreign and domestic 
commerce, the mining, inanufacturmg, shipjiing, and fish- 
ery industries, the laboi interests, and the transportation 
facilities of the United States ; and to this end it shall be 
vested with jurisdiction and control of the departments, 
bureaus, offices, and branches of the public service here- 
inafter specified, and with such other powers and duties 
as may be prescribed by law. All miexpended appropria- 
tions, which shall be available at the tune when this Act 
takes effect, m relation to^ the various offices, bureaus, 
divisions, and other branches of the public service, which 
shall, by this Act, be transferred to or included m the

The following-named offices, bureaus, clivi.sions, and 
branches of the public service, now and heretofore undei 
the jurisdiction o:4 the Department of the Treasury, and 
all that pertains to the same, known as the L^lit-Honse 
Board, the Light-House Establishment, the ^eamboat- 
Inspection Service, the Bureau of Navigation, the United 
States Shipping Commissioners, the National Bureau of 
Standards, the Coast and Geodetic Survey, the Commis- 
sioner-General of Immigration, the commissioners of im- 
migration, the Bureau of Immigration, the immigration 
service at large, and the Bureau of Statistics, be, and the 
same hereby are, transferred from the Department of the 
Treasury to the Department of Commerce and Labor, and 
the same shall hereafter remain under the jurisdiction and 
supervision of the last-named Department ; and that the 
Census Office, and all that pertains to the same, be, and 
the same hereby is, transferred from the Department of 
the Interior to tlie Department of Commerce and Labor, 
to remam henceforth under the jurisdiction of the latter; 
that the Department of Labor, the Fish Commission, and 
the Office of Commissioner of Fish and Fisheries, and all 
that pertams to the same, be, and the same hereby are, 
placed under the jurisdiction and made a part of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor; that the Bureau of 
Foreign Commerce, now in the Department of State, be, 
and the same hereby is, transferred to the Department of 
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Commerce and Labor and conaolidated with and made a 

g art of the Bureau of Stati&tics, hereinbefore transferred 
L’om the Department of the Treasury to the Department 
of Commerce and Labor, and the two shall constitute one 
bureau, to be called the Bureau of Statistics, with a chief 
of the bureau ; and that the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor shall have control of the work of gathering and 
distributing statistical information natiirafly relating to 
the subjects confided to his Department; and the Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor is hereby given tlie power 
and authority to rearrange the statistical work of the 
bureaus and offices confided to said Department, and to 
consolidate any of the statistical bureaus and offices trans- 
ferred to said Department ; and said Secretary shall also 
have authority to caU upon other Departments of the Gov- 
ernment for statistical data and results obtained by them ; 
and said Secretary of Commerce and Labor may col- 
late, arrange, and publish such statistical information so 
obtained in such manner as to him may seem wise. 

The official records and papers now on file in and TOr- 
taining exclusively to the business of any bureau, office, 
department, or branch of the public service in this 'Act 
transferred to the Department of Commerce and Labor, 
t(^ether with the furniture now in use in such bureau, 
office, department, or branch of the public sendee, shall 
be, and hereby are, transferred to the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor

And all consular officers of the United States, includ- 
ing consuls-general, consuls, and comfnercial agents, are 
hereby required, and it is made a part of their duty, under 
the direction of the Secretary of State, to gather and com- 
pile, from time to time, useful and material information 
and statistics in respect to the subjects enumerated m sec- 
tion three of this Act in the countries and places to which 
such consular officers are accredited, and to send, under 
the direction of the Secretary of State, reports as often 
as required by the Secretary of Commerce and Labor of 
the information and statistics thus gathered and compiled, 
such reports to be transmitted through the State Depart- 
ment to the Secretary of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor, 

See 7 . The jurisdiction, supervision and control now possessed 

and exercised by the Department of the Treasury over the 
fur-seal, salmon and other fisheries of Alaska and over the 
immigration of aliens into the United States, its waters, 
territories and any place subject to the jurisdiction 
thereof, are hereby transferred and vested in the Depart- 
ment 01 Commerce and Labor: Promdecl, That nothing 
contained in this Act shall be construed to alter the 
method of collectmg and accounting for the head-tax 
prescribed by section one of the Act entitled “An Act to 
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regulate immigration,” approved August third, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-two. That the authority, power and 
jurisdiction now possessed and exercised by the Secretary 
of the Treasury liy virtue of any law in relation to the 
exclusion from and the residence within the United States, 
its territories and the District of Columbia, of Clunese 
and persons of Chinese descent, are hereby transferred to 
and conferred upon the Secretary of Commerce and La- 
bor, and the authority, power and jurisdiction in relation 
thereto now vested by law or treaty in the collectors of 
customs and the collectors of internal revenue, are hereby 
conferred upon and vested m such officers under the con- 
trol of the Commissioner-General of Immigration, as the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor may designate therefor. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall annually, ® 
at the close of each fiscal year, make a report in writing to 
Congress, giving an account of all moneys received and 
disbursed by him and his Department, and describing the 
work done by the Department m fostering, promotmg, 
and developmg the foreim and domestic commerce, the 
mining, manutacturmg, shipping, and fishery industries, 
and the transportation facilities, of the United States, 
and making such recommendations as he shall deem nec- 
essary for the effective performance of the duties and 
purposes of the Department He shall also fropi time to 
time make such special investigations and reports as he 
may be required to do by the President, or by either 
House of Congress, or which he himself may deem neces- 
sary and urgent.

All ofilcers, clerks, and employees now employed m or 
by any of the bureaus, offices, departments, or branches 
of the public service in this Act transferred to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor are each and all hereby 
transferred to said Department at their present grades 
and salaries, except where otherwise provided m this 
Act: And provided further, That all laws prescribing the 
work and defimng the duties of the several bureaus, 
offices, departments, or branches of the pubho service by 
this Act transferred to and made a part of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor shall, so far as the same 
are not in conflict with the provisions of this Act, remain 
m full force and effect until otherwise provided by law 
All duties performed and all power and authority now Sec. lO. 
possessed or exercised by the head of any executive de- 
partment in and over any bureau, office, officer, board, 
branch, or division of the pubho service by this Act 
transferred tp the Department of Commerce and Labor, 
or any business arisma therefrom or pertaining thereto, 
or in relation to the duties performed/ by and authority 
conferred by law upon such bureau, officer, office, board, 
branch or division of the public service, whether of an

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appellate or revisory character or otherwise, shall here- 
after be vested m and exercised by the head of the said 
Department of Commerce and Labor. 

All duties, power, authority and jurisdiction, whether 
supervisory, appellate or otherwise, now imposed or con- 
ferred upon the Secretary of the Treasury by Acts of 
Congress relating to merchant vessels or yachts, their 
measurement, numbers, names, registers, enrollment.s, 
licenses, commissions, records, mortgages, bills of sale, 
transfers, entry, clearance, movements and transportation 
of their cargoes and passengers, owners, officers, seamen, 
passengers, fees, inspection, equipment for the better 
security of life, and by Acts of Congress relating to 
tonnage tax, boilers on steam vessels, the carrying of ni- 
flaminable, explosive or dangerous cargo on vessels, the 
use of petroleum or other similar substances to produce 
motive power and relating to the remission or refund of 
fines, penalties, forfeitures, exactions or charges incurred 
for violating any provision of law relating to vessels or 
seamen or to informer’s shares of such fines, and by Acts 
of Congress relating to the Commissioner and Bureau of 
Navigation, Sliij)ping Commissioners, their officers and 
employees, Steamboat-Inspection Service and any of the 
officials thereof, shall be and hereby are transferred to 
and imposed and conferred upon the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor from and after the time of the transfer 
of the Bureau of Navigation, the Shipping Commissioners 
and the Steamboat Inspection Service to the Department 
of Commerce and Labor, and shall not thereafter be im- 
po.sed upon or exercised by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. And all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this 
Act are, so far as inconsistent, hereby rexiealcd. 

439. Bureau of ETaTigation. 

There shall be in the Department of Commerce and 
Labor a Bureau of Navigation, under the immediate 
charge of a Commissioner of Navigation. 

The Commissioner of Navigation, under the direction 
of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, shall have 
general superintendence of the commercial marine and 
merchant seamen of the United States, so far as vessels 
and seamen are not, under existing laws, subject to the 
supei’vision of any other officer of the Government. 

He shall be specially charged with the decision of all 
questions relating to the issue ’of registers, enrollments, 
and licenses of vessels, and to the filing and jireserving of 
those documents; and wherever in title forty-eight [R. S., 
4131-4305] or fifty [R, S., 4311-4390] ox the Revised 
Statutes any of the above-named documents are required 
to be surrendered or returned to the Register of the 
Treasury, such requirement is hereby repealed, and such 
documents shall be surrendered and returned to the Com- 
missioner of Navigation. Said Commissioner shall have 
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charge of all similar documents now in the keeping of the 
Register of the Treasury, and shall perform all the duties 
hitherto devolved upon said Register relating to navi- 
gation. 

The Comimssioner of Navigation shall be charged with 
the supervision of the laws relating to the admeasure- 
ment of vessels, and the assigning of signal letters thereto, 
and of designating their official number; and on all q^ues- 
tions of interpretation growing out of the execution of the 
laws relating to these subjects, and relating to the collec- 
tion of tonnage tax, and to the refund of such tax when 
collected erroneously or illegally, his decision shall be 
final. 

The Commissioner of Navigation shall annually pre- 
pare and publish a list of vessels of the United States be- 
longing to the conmiercial marine, specifying the official 
number, signal letters, names, rig, tonnage, home port, 
and place and date of building nf ever5' vessel, distin- 
guishing in such list sailing-vessels from buch as may be 
jirojielled by steam or other motive power 

He shall also report annually to the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor the increase of vessels of the United 
States, by building or otherwise, specifying their number, 
rig, and motive jiower. He shall also investigate the op- 
erations of the laws relative to navigation, and annually 
1 ('port to the Secretary of Commerce and Labor such par- 
ticular.s as may, in his judgment, admit of imprcn'ement 
or may require amendment. 

The Commissioner of Navigation shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, be empow- 
ered to change the names of vessels of the United States, 
under such restrictions as may have been or shall be pre- 
scribed by act of Congress 

The Commissioner of Navigation shall be appointed by 
the President of the United States, by and with the a(l- 
vice and consent of the Senate, and shall receive a salary 
of four thousand dollars per annum. And the Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor shall have power to transfer 
from existing Bureaus or divisions of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor one clerk, to be designated as dep- 
uty commissioner of navigation, to act with the full pow- 
ers of said Commissioner during his temporary absence 
fi'om his official duty for any cause. 

440 SMpping commissioners 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor .shall appoint a 
connnissioner for each port of entry, Avhich is also a port 
of ocean navigation, and -which, m his judgment, may 
require the same; such commissioner to be termed a ship- 
ping commissioner, and may, from time to tune, remove 
from office any such commissioner whom he may have 
reason to helnjve does not properly perform his duty, and 
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shall then provide for the proper performance of his 
duties until another person is duly appointed in his place : 
Prooided^ That Shipping Commibsioner,s now in office 
shall continue to perform the duties thereof until others 
shall be appointed m their places. Shipping Commis- 
sioners sliall monthly render a full, exact, and itemized 
account of tlieir receipts and expenditures to the Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor, avIio shall determine their 
compensation, and shall from time to time determine the 
number and compensation of the clerks appointed by such 
commissioner, with the approval of the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor, subject to the limitations now 
fixed by law. The Secretary of Coniinerce and Labor 
shall regulate the mode of conducting business in the 
shipping offices to be established by the shipping com- 
missioners as hereinafter provided, and shall have full 
and complete control over the same, subject to the provi- 
sions herein contained ; and all expenditures by shipping 
commissioners shall be audited and adjusted in the Treas- 
ury Department in the mode and manner provided for 
expenditures in the collection of customs. 

Every shipping commissioner so appointed shall give 
bond to the United States, conditioned for the faithful 
performance of the duties of his office, for a sum, in the 
discretion of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, of 
not less than five thousand dollars, in such form and 
with such security as the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor shall direct and approve ; and shall take and sub- 
scribe the oath prescribed by section seventeen hundred 
and fifty-seven of the Eevised Statutes before entering 
upon the duties of his office. Proinded^ That nothing in 
this section shall be construed to affect in any respect the 
liability of jirincijial or sureties on any bond heretofore 
given by any shipping commissioner. 

Any shipping-commissioner may engage clerks to 
assist him in the transaction of the business of the ship- 
ping-office, at his own proper cost, and may, in ca.se of ne- 
cessity, depute such clerks to act for him in his official 
capacity; but the shipping-commissioner shall be held 
responsible for the acts of every such clerk or deputy, and 
will be personally liable for any penalties such clerk or 
deputy may incur by the violation of any of the provi- 
sions of this Title [R. S., 4501-4013] ; and all acts done 
bv a clerk, as such deputy, shall )ip as valid and binding as 
if done by the shipping-commissioner. 

Each shipping-commissioner shall provide a seal with 
which he shall authenticate all his official acts, on which 
seal shall be engraved the arms of the United States, and 
the name of' the port or district for which he is commis- 
sioned. ' Any instrument, either printed or written, pur- 
porting to be the official act of a shipping-commissioner, 
and purporting to be under the seal and signature of such 
shipping-commissioner, shall be received as presumptive 
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evidence of the official character of such instrument, and 
of the truth of the facts therein set forth. 

Tlie Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall assign in 
public buildings or otherwise procure suitable offices and 
rooms for the shipment and discharge of seamen, to be 
known as shipping commissioners’ offices, and shall pro- 
cure furniture, stationery, printing, and other requisites 
for the transaction of the business of such offices 

In no case shall the salary, [fees, and emoluments] of 
any officer apiiointed under this Title [li. S., 4501-4013] 
be more than five thousand dollars per annuin [ ; and any 
additional fees shall be paid into the Treasury of the 
United States] 

441. CustomB officers. 

At each of the ports to which there are apiiointed a 
collector, naval officer, and surveyor, it shall be the duty 
of the collector; 

First. To receive all reports, manifests, and documents 
to be made or exhibited on the entry of any ship or vessel, 
according to the regulations of this Title [E, S., 2517- 
3129]. 

Second. To record, in books to be kept for that pur- 
pose, all manifests. 

Third. To receive the entries of all ships or vessels, and 
of the goods, wares, and merchandise imported in them. 

Fourth. To estimate, together with the naval officer 
where there is one, or alone where there is none, the 
amount of the clues payable thereupon, indorsing such 
amount upon the respective entries. 

Fifth. To receive all moneys paid for duties, and take 
all bonds for securing the payment thereof. 

Sixth. To grant all perimts for the unlading and deliv- 
ery of goods. 

Seventh To employ, wnth the approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, prosier persons as weighers, gaugers, 
measurers, and inspectors at the several ports within his 
district. 

Eighth. To provide, with ^he like aiiproval, at the 
public expense, store-houses for the safe-keeping of goods, 
and such scales, weights, and measures as may be nec- 
essary. 

At ports to which a collector and surveyor only are ap- 
pointed, the collector shall solely execute all the duties in 
Avhich the co-operation of the naval officer is requisite at 
the ports where a naval officer is appointed And he shall 
act in like manner in case of the disability or death of the 
naval officer, until a successor is appointed, unless there 
IS a deputy duly authorized under the hand and seal of 
the naval officer, who in that case shall continue to act 
until an appomtment is made. 

At ports to which a collector only is appomted, the col- 
lector shall solely execute all the duties m which the co- 
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operation of the naval officer is requisite, at ports where 
a naval officer is appointed, and he shall also, as far as 
may be, perform all the duties prescribed for surveyors 
at ports where surveyors are authorized. 

B. s , 2624 At ports of delivery to which no surveyor is appointed, 
and at such ports only, the collector may, from time to 
time, when it is necessary, einplov a proper person to per- 
form the duties of a surveyor ; wlio shall be entitled to the 
like compensation with an inspector during the time he is 
employed. 

B s . 2625 In case of the disability or death of a collector, the 
duties and authorities vested in him shall devolve on his 
deputy, if any there be at the time of such disability or 
death, for ivhose conduct the estate of such di.sabled or 
deceased collector shall be liable ; and, if there be no dep- 
uty, they shall devolve upon the naval officer of the same 
district, if any there be ; and if there be no naval officer, 
they shall devolve upon the surveyor of the port ap- 
pointed for the residence of such disabled or deceased col- 
lector, if any there be ; and if there be no such surveyor, 
they shall devolve upon the surveyor of the port nearest 
thereto and within the district. 

B s , 2026 At ports to which there are appointed a collector, naval 
officer, and surveyor, it shall be the duty of the naval 
officer — 

First. To receive copies of all manifests and entries. 

Second To estimate, together with the collector, the 
duties on all merchandise subject to duty, and no duties 
shall bo received without such estimates 

Third To keep a separate record of such estimates 

Fourth. To countersign all permits, clearances, certih- 
cates, debentures, and other documents, to be granted by 
the collector. 

Fiftli. To examine the collector’s abstracts of duties, 
and other accounts of receipts, bonds, and ex2ienditure.s, 
and certify the same if found right. 

B s , 2627 At porta to which there are appointed a collector, naval 
officer, and surveyor, it shall be me duty of the surveyor, 
who shall be in all cases subject to the direction of the 
collector — 

First. To superintend and direct all inspectors, weigh- 
ers, measurers, and gaugers Avithin his port. 

Second. To z’eport once in every iveek to the collector 
the name or names of all inspectors, weighers, gaugers, or 
measurers who are absent irom or neglect to do their 
dutv. 

'l^hird To visit or inspect the vessels wdiich arrive in 
his port, and make a return in writing every morning to 
the collector of all vessels which have arrived from for- 
eign ports during the preceding day; specifying the 
names and denominations of the A'essels, the masters’ 
names, from whence arrived, whether laden or in ballast, 
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to v'hat nation belonging, and, if American vessels, 
whether the masters thereof have or have not complied* 
with the law, in having the required number of manifests 
of the cargo on board, agreeing in substance with the pro- 
visions of law. 

Fourth. To put on board each of such vessels one or 
more inspectors immediately after their arrival in liis 
port 

Fifth. To ascertain the proof, quantities, and kinds of 
distilled spirits imported, rating such spirits according to 
their respective degrees of proof, as defined by the laws 
imposing duties on spirits. 

Sixth. To examine whether the goods imported in any 
vessel, and the deliveries theieof, agreeably to the in- 
spector’s returns, correspond ivith the permits for land- 
ing the same ; and if any error or disagreement appears, 
to report the same to the collector, and to the naval officer, 
if any. 

Seventh To superintend the lading, for exportation of 
all goods entered for the benefit of any drawback, bounty, 
or allowance, and examine and report whether the kind, 
quantity, and quality of the goods, so laden on board any 
vessel lor exportation, correspond with the entries and 
permits granted therefor 

Eighth. To examine, and, from time to time, and par- 
ticularly on the first Mondays of January and July in 
each year, try the weights, measures, and other instru- 
ments used in ascertaining the duties on imports, with 
standards to be provided by each collector at the public 
expense for that purpose; and where disagreements or 
errors are discovered, to reiiort the same to the collector ; 
and to obey and execute such directions as he may receive 
for correcting the same, agreeably to the standards. 

At ports to which surveyors only are appointed, the sur- 
veyor shall perform all the duties enjoined upon surveyors 
by the preceding section , and shall also receive and record 
the copies of all manifests transmitted to him by the col- 
lector ; shall record all permits granted by the collector, 
distinguishing the gauge, weight, measure, and quality of 
goods specified therein ; and shall take care that no goods 
be unladen or delivered from any ship or vessel without a 
proper permit for that purpose 

In case of the disability or death of a surveyor, the col- 
lector of the district may authorize some fit person to per- 
form his duties and exercise his powers ; and the powers 
of the person so authorized shall continue until a suc- 
cessor is duly appointed, and ready to enter upon the exe- 
cution of his office 

Every collector of the customs shall have authority, 
with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, to 
employ within his district such number of proper persons 
as deputy collectors of the customs as he shall deem neces- 
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sary , and such deputies are declared to be officers of the 
’customs. And in cases of occasional and necessary ab- 
sence, or of sickness, any collector may exercise his po-wera 
and perform his duties by deputy, duly constituted under 
his hand and seal, and he shall be answerable for the acts 
of such deputy in the execution of such trust. 

In case of the sickness or unavoidable absence of any 
collector or surveyor of customs from his office, he may, 
with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, au- 
thorize some officer or clerk under him to act in his place, 
and to discharge all the duties required by law of such col- 
lector or surveyor in his capacity as disbursing agent ; and 
the official bond given by the principal of the office shall 
be held to cover and apply to the acts of the person ap- 
pointed to act in his place in such cases 

Every naval officer and surveyor, in cases of occasional 
and necessary absence, or of sickness, and not otherwise, 
may respectively exercise and perform their functions, 
powers, and duties by deputy, duly constituted under 
their hands and seals respectively, for whom, in the exe- 
cution of their trust, they shall respectively be answer- 
able. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is authorized, whenever 
in his opinion the public interest demands it, to clothe 
any deputy collector at a port other than the principal 
port of entry, with all the powers of his principal apper- 
taining to official acts ; and he may require such deputy to 
give bond to the United States, in such amount as the 
Secretary may prescribe, for the faithful discharge of 
liis official duties. 

The Secretary of the Treasury may, from time to time, 
except in cases otherwise provided, limit and fix the num- 
ber and compensation of the clerks to be employed by any 
collector, naval officer, or surveyor, and may limits and fix 
the condensation of any deputy of any such collector, 
naval officer, or surveyor. 

Every collector, naval officer, and surveyor shall cause 
to be affixed, and constantly kept in some public and con- 
spicuous place of his office, a fair table of the rates of fees 
and duties demandable by law, and shall give a receipt 
for the fees received by him, specifying the particulars 
whenever required so to do; and for every failure so to 
do, he shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars, 
recoverable to the use of the informer. 

Every officer of the customs who demands or receives 
any other or greater fee, compensation, or reward than is 
allowed by law, for perforimng any duty or service re- 
quired from him by law, shall be liable to a penalty of 
two hundred dollars for each offense, recoverdle to the 
use of the party aggrieved. 

If any inspector, gauger, weigher, or measurer shall 
receive any gratuity, fee, or reward for any services per- 
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formed by virtue of this Title [E. S., 2517-3129], other 
than IS by law allowed, or if any gauger, weimer, or 
measurer, employed as such by the pimhc, in the districts 
of Portsmouth, Salem and Beverly, Boston and Charles- 
town, Providence, New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Norfolk and Portsmouth, or Charleston, shall gauge, 
weigh, or measure any article or articles, other than shall 
be directed by the proper officer, in order to ascertain the 
duties to be received, or the drawbacks to be allowed 
thereon, or shall make a return of the weight, gauge, or 
measure of any merchandise laden, or to be laden, on 
board any vessel for the benefit of drawback upon ex- 
portation, without having actually weighed, gauged, or 
measured the same, as the case may require, after such 
merchandise shaU have been notified to the collector and 
entered for exportation, he shall be liable for the first 
offense to a penalty of fifty dollars, and for each subse- 
quent offense to a penalty of two hundred dollars, and be 
discharged from the public service. And if any in- 
spector or other officer of the customs shall certify the 
shipment of any merchandise entitled to drawback on 
exportation without having duly inspected and examined 
the same, after he shall haA’'6 received the permit for 
lading such merchandise, or if the amount of such draw- 
back shall be estimated according to weight, gauge, or 
measure, until such merchandise shall be first weighed, 
gauged, or measured, as the case may require, he shall be 
subject to the like penalties, and be discharged from the 
public service 

No person employed under the authority of the United 
States, in the cmlection of duties on imports or tonnage, 
shall own, either in whole or in part any vessel, or act as 
agent, attorney, or consignee for the owner or owners of 
any vessel, or of any cargo or lading on board the same ; 
nor shall any such person miport, or be concerned directly 
or indirectly in the importation of any merchandise for 
sale into the United States. Every person who violates 
this section shall be liable to a penalty of five hundred 
dollars. 

Every collector, naval officer, and surveyor shall keep 
accurate accounts of all fees and official emoluments re- 
ceived by him, and of aU expenditures, specifying ex- 
penditures for rent, fuel, stationery, and clerk-hire, and 
shall annually, withm ten days after the thirtieth day of 
June, transmit the same, verified by oath, to the proper 
Auditor, 'who shall annually lay an abstract of the same 
before Congress. Every collector, naval officer, or sur- 
veyor who omits or neglects to keep such account, or to 
transmit the same so verified, shall be liable to a penalty 
of not more than five hundred dollars. 

Collectors, naval officers, and surveyors shall attend in 
person at the ports to which they are respectively ap- 
pointed ; and snail keep fair and true accounts and rec- 
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ords of all their transactions, as officers of the customs, m 
such manner and form as may from time to time be di- 
rected by the Secretary of the Treasury ; and shall at all 
times submit their books, papers, and accounts to the in- 
spection of such persons as may be appointed for that 
purpose; and shall once ni every month, or oftener if 
they shall be required, transmit their accounts for settle- 
ment to the officer or officer’s .whose duty it shall be to 
make such settlement. And if any collector, naval officer, 
or surveyor shall omit to keep fair and true accounts, or 
shall refuse to submit forthwith his books, papers, and 
accounts to inspection as required by law, or if any col- 
lector shall omit or refuse to render his accounts for set- 
tlement, for a term exceeding three months after the same 
fJiall have been required by the proper officer, the delin- 
quent officer shall be liable to a penalty of one thousand 
dollars, to be recovered with costs of suit. 

Every collector, naval officer, and surveyor shall account 
to the Treasury tor all his emoluments, and also for all 
the expenses mcident to his office. Such accounts, as well 
of expenses as of emoluments, shall be rendered on oath, 
at such times and in such forms, and shall be supported by 
such proofs, as shall be prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, 

The services performed by occasional inspectors shall be 
particularly detailed in the accounts to be transmitted to 
the Treasury, and certified by the naval officer or surveyor 
of the district, if there be any, as to the necessity for and 
performance of such services. 

Every collector, naval officer, and surveyor shall, to- 
gether witli his accounts of the expenses incident to In's 
office, render a list of the clerks employed by him, stating 
the rate of compensation allowed to each, and the duties 
which they severally jaerform ; and also an account of the 
sums paid for stationery, official or contingent expenses, 
fuel, and office-rent, stating the purposes for which the 
premises rented are applied 

The collector of customs of each of the districts on the 
northern, northeastern, and northwestern frontiers shall 
render, with his accounts of the exiaenses incident to his 
office, a list of the clerks and other officers of the customs 
employed by him, stating the rate of compensation 
allowed to each, the duties they severally perform, and 
also an account of the sums paid for stationery, fuel, and 
all other office expenses, including office rent; for all of 
which expenses he shall submit an estiinatb each month 
in advance, and shall state the purposes for which any 
premises are used; and shall also render an accurate 
account of all fees and commissions collected by him. 

All accounts for Salary, compensation, and emoluments 
shall be rendered quarterly, at the end of each quarter of 
the fiscal year. 
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All blank-books, blanks, and stationery of every kind ® ® 
required by collectors and other officers of the customs 
shall, so soon as they can be prepared for dehvery, by or 
under the direction of the Secretary of the Treasury [or 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor] , be furnished to i^ei, 14, mos 
them for the use of their respective offices, upon requisi- sec 10 
tion made by them, and the expense of such books, blanks, 
and stationery shall be paid out of the appropriation for 
defraying the expenses of collecting the revenue from 
customs. 

Every collector of customs, every naval officer, and a a , 2047 
every surveyor performing or having performed the 
duties of a collector, shall render a qiiarter-yearly account, 
under oath, to the Secretary of the Tieasiiry, in such form ppi> 14 , taos 
as the Secretary shall prescribe, of all sums of money by 
each of them respectively received or collected for lines, 
penalties, or forfeiture's, or for seizure of merchandise, or 
u;pon compromises made upon any seizure ; or on account 
of suits instituted for frauds against the revenue laivs ; or 
for lent and storage of merchandise, which may be stored 
in the public store-houses, and for which a rent is jiaid 
bCTond the rents paid by the collector or other such 
officer; or for custody of goods in bonded ■warehouses; 
and if from such accounting it shall appear that the 
money received in any one year by any collector, naval 
officer, or surveyor, on account and for rents and storage, 
and for fees and emoluments, shall in the aggregate 
exceed the sum of t-wo thousand dollars, such excess shall 
be paid by the collector, naval officer, or surveyor, as the 
case may be, into the Treasury as public money. 

Collectors and surveyors of the collection-districts on R. s . 2048 
the northern, northeastern, and northwestern frontiers are 
authorized to keep on sale, at their several offices, blank 
manifests and clearances required for the business of their 
districts, and to charge the sum of ten cents, and no more, 
for each blank which shall be prepared and executed by 
them. 

The Secretary of the Treasury be, and he is hereby, au- 
thorized to appoint a deiiuty collector of customs and 
other customs officers at ports and subports of entry in 
the several customs collection districts, and deputy col- 
lectors thus appointed shall have authority to receive en- 
tries, collect duties, and to perform any and all functions 
prescribed by law for collectors of customs, subject to 
such regulations and restrictions as the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall describe Provided, That whenever the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall appoint a deputy collector 
at a port of entry where there is no collector, he shall 
designate the collector through whom such deputy shall 
report, but the bond of such d^eputy shall run to the Gov- 1 
ernment, and the deputy shall be financially responsible 
directly to the Government. 
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442 Steamboat Inspection. Service. 

There shall be a supervising inspector-general, who 
shall be appointed from time to time by the President, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, and who 
shall be selected with reference to his fitness and ability 
to systematize and carry into effect all the provisions of 
law relating to the steamboat-inspection service, and who 
shall be entitled to a salary of three thousand five hun- 
dred dollans a year, and his reasonable traveling expenses, 
or mileage at the rate of ten cents a mile, incurred in the 
performance of his duty 

The supervising inspector -general shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, superin- 
tend the administration of the steamboat-inspection laws, 
jireside at the meetings of the board of supervising in- 
spectors, receive all reports of inspectors, receive and 
examine all accounts of insiiectors, report fully at 
stated periods to the Secretary of Conmierce and Labor 
upon all matters pertaining to his official duties, and pro- 
duce a correct and uniform administration of the inspec- 
tion laws, rules, and regulations. 

There shall be ten supervising inspectors, who shall be 
appointed by the President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. Each of them shall be selected for 
his knowledge, skill, and practical experience in the uses 
of steam for navigation, and diall be a competent judge 
of the character and qualities of steam-vessels, and of all 
parts of the machinery employed in steaming Each 
supervising inspector shall be entitled to a salary of three 
thousand dollars a year and his actual and reasonable 
traveling expenses at the rate of ten cents a mile, incurred 
in the performance of his duty, together with his actual 
and reasonable expenses for transportation of instru- 
ments, which shall be certified and sworn to under such 
instructions as may be given by the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor. 

The supervising inspectors and the Supervising In- 
spector-General shall assemble as a board once in each 
year at the city of Washington, District of Columlbia, on 
the third Wednesday in January, and at such other times 
as the Secretary of _ Commerce and Labor shall prescribe, 
for joint consultation, and shall assign to each of the 
supervising insjiectors the limits of territory within which 
he shall perform his duties. _ The board shall establish 
all necessary regulations required to carry out in the most 
effective manner the provisions of this title [R. S., 4899- 
4500] and also regulations, prohibiting useless and unnec- 
essary whistling, and such regulations, when approved by 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, shall have the 
force of law. The_ supervising inspector for tile district 
embracing the Pacific coast sliall not be under obligation 
to attend the meetings of the board oftener than once in 
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two years ; but when he does not attend such meeting he 
sliall make his communications thereto, in the way of a 
report, in such manner as the board shall prescribe . Pfo- 
mded^ That the Secretary of Commerce and Labor may 
at any time call m session, after reasonable public notice, 
a meeting of an executive committee, to be composed of 
the Supervising Inspector- General and any two supervis- 
ing inspectors, which committee, with the approval of the 
said Secretary, shall have power to alterj amend, add to, 
or repeal any of the rules and regulations made, with 
the approval of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, 
by the board of supervising inspectors, either by virtue 
of this section or under any power granted by this title, 
or any amendments thereof, such alteration, amendment, 
addition, or repeal, when approved by the said Secretary, 
to have the force of law and to continue in effect until 
thu’ty days after the adjournment of the next ineetmg 
of the board of supervising inspectors. Thei foregoing 
powers of such executive committee, acting with the 
said Secretary, shall also extend to the approval of the 
instrumenls, machines, and equipments referred to in 
section forty-four hundred and ninety-one of this title. 

The supervising inspectors shall see that the several ® ® 
boards of local inspectors within their respective districts 
execute their duties faithfully, promptly, and, as far as 
possible, uniformly in all places, by following out the 
provisions of this "Title [R. S , 4390-4500] according to 
the true intent and meaning thereof; and they sliall, as 
far as practicable, harmonize differences of opinion exist- 
ing hi different local boards 

The Bupervismg inspector shall visit any coHection-dis- ® ® 
trict in which there is at any time no board of inspectors, 
and witliin which steam-vessels are owned or employed. 

Each supervising inspector shall have full power iil any 
such district, or in any district where, from distance or 
other cause, it is inconvenient to resort to the local board, 
to inspect any steam-vessel and the boilers of such steamer, 
and to grant certificates of approval, and to do and per- 
form all the duties imposed upon local boards. 

Each supervising inspector shall report, in writing, at s . <i4io 
the aimual meetings of the board, the general business 
transacted in his district during the year, embracing all 
violations of the laws regulatmg steam- vessels, and the 
action taken in relation to the same, all investigations and 
decisions by local inspectors, and all cases of appeal, and 
the result thereof; and the board shall examine into all 
tlie acts of each .supervising insjoector and local board, 
and all complaints made against the same, in relation to 
the performance of their duties under the law, and the 
• judgment of the board in each case shall he entered upon 
then’ jonrnal; and the board shall, as far as possible, 
correct mistakes where they exist. 
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Tile board of supervising inspectors shall establish such 
regulations as may be necessary to make known in a 
proper manner, to local inspectors, the names of all per- 
sons licensed under the provisions of this Title [R S 
4399-4500] , the names of all persons from wdiom licenses 
have been withheld, and the names of all whose licenses 
liave been suspended or revoked; also the names of all 
steam-vessels neglecting or refusing to make such repairs 
as may be ordered pursuant to law, and the names of all 
that have been refused certificates of insjiection. 

There shall be in each of the following collection dis- 
tricts, namely the districts of Philadelphia, Pennsyl- 
vania; San Francisco, California; New London, Con- 
necticut, Baltimore, Maryland; Detroit, Michigan; 
Chicago, Illinois ; Bangor, Maine ; New Haven, Connecti- 
cut; Michigan, Michigan; Milwaukee, MTscon&in ; Wil- 
lamette, Oregon; Puget SWiid, Washington; Savannah, 
Georgia ; Pittsburg, Pennsylvania ; Oswego, New York ; 
Charleston, South Carolina ; Duluth, Minnesota ; Supe- 
rior, Michigan; Apalachicola, Florida; Galveston, 
Texas ; Mobile, Alabama ; Providence, Rhode Island, and 
in each of the following ports: New York, New York; 
Jacksonville, Florida ; Itorlland, Maine; Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, Buffalo, New York; Cleveland, Ohio; Toledo, 
Ohio; Norfolk, Virginia; Evansville, Indiana; Du- 
buque, Iowa; Louisville, Kentucky; Albany, New York; 
Cincinnati, Ohio; Memphis, Tennessee; Nashville, Ten- 
nessee; Saint Louis, Missouri; Port Iluron, Michigan; 
New Orleans, Louisiana ; Juneau, Alaska; Saint Michael, 
Alaska; Point Pleasant, West Virginia, and Burlington, 
Vermont, one inspector of hulls and one inspector of 
boilers i' * 

And in addition the Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
may appoint, in districts or ports where there are two 
liundred and twenty-five steamers and upward to be 
inspected annually, assistant inspectors, at a salary, for 
the port of New York, of two thousand dollars a year 
each ; for the port of New Orleans, Louisiana ; the dis- 
tricts of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; Baltimore, Mary- 
land ; the ports of Boston, Massachusetts ; Chicago, Illi- 
nois, and the district of San Francisco, California, at one 
thousand eight hundred dollars per year each, and for 
all other districts and ports at a salary not exceeding 
one thousand six hundred dollars a year each ; and he may 
appomt a clerk to any such board at a compensation not 
exceeding one thousand six hundred dollars a year to each 
person so appointed. Every inspector provided for in 
this or the preceding sections of this title shall be paid 
his actual and reasonable traveling expenses or mileage, at 
the rate of five cents a mile, incurred in the performance 
of his duties, together with his actual and reasonable 
expenses for transportation of instruments, which shall 
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be certified and sworn to under such instructions as shall 
be OTven by the Secretary of Commerce and Labor. 

Assistant inspectors, appointed as provided by law, 
shall perform such duties of actual inspection as may be 
assigned to them under the direction, supervision, and 
control of the local inspectors. 

And the Secretary of Commerce and Labor may from 
time to tune detail said assistant inspectors of one jiort or 
district for service in any other port or district, as the 
needs of the Steamboat-Inspection Service may, in Ins 
discretion, require, and the actual and reasonable travel- 
ing expenses or mileage of assistant inspectors so detailed 
shall, subject to such limitations as the said Secretary 
may in his discretion prescribe, be paid in the same man- 
ner as provided in this section for inspectors 

The ins^iector of hulls shall be a person of good charac- 
ter and suitable qualifications and attainments to perform 
the .services required of an inspector of hulls, who from 
his practical knowledge of shipbuilding and navigation 
and the uses of steam m navigation is fully competent to 
make a reliable estimate of the strength, seawmrthiness, 
and other qualities of the hulls of vessels and their equip- 
ment deemed essential to safety of life in their naviga- 
tion; and the inspector of boilers shall bo a person of 
good charactei and suitable qualifications and attainments 
to perform the service.s required of an inspector of boilers, 
Avho from his knoivledge and e.xperience of the duties of 
an engineer emploj^ed m navigating vessels b}’’ steam, and 
also of the construction and use of boilers, and machinery 
and ap]purtenances therewith connected, is able to form a 
reliable opinion of the strength, form, workmanship, and 
suitableness of boilers and machinery to be employed, 
without hazard to life from imperfection in the material, 
worlnnanship, or arrangement of any part of such appa- 
ratus for steaming The inspector or hulls and the in- 
spector of boilers designated by the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor shall, from the date of designation, con- 
stitute a board of local inspectors. 

No person interested, either directly or iudirectly, in 
any patented article requmed to be used on any steamer 
bj'- tins title, [E. S., 4399-4500] or who is a member of any 
association of owners, masters, engineers, or pilots of 
steamboats, or who is, directly or indirectly, pecuniarily 
interested m any steam vessel, or who has not the quali- 
fications and acquirements prescribed by this title, or who 
IS intemperate in his habits, shall he eligible to hold the 
office of either supervising, local, or assistant inspector, 
or to discharge the duties thereoi; and if any such per- 
son shall attempt to exercise the functions of the office 
of either inspector he shall be deemed guilty of a riiisde- 
meanor, punishable by a fine of five hundred dollars, and 
shall be dismissed from office.

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The Secretary of Gonunerce and Labor shall procure 
for the several supervising inspectors and local boards of 
inspectors such instruments, stationery, printing, and 
other things necessary for the use of iheir respective of- 
fices as may be required therefor. 

The salaries of the supervising inspector-general, of all 
supervising inspectors, local in.spectors, assistant inspect- 
ors, and clerks, provided for by this Title [R. S., 4399- 
4500], togethei ivith their traveling and other expenses 
when on official duty, and all instruments, books, blanks, 
stationery, furniture, and other things necessary to carry 
into effect the provisions of this title, shall be paid for, 
under the direction of the Secretarj^ of Commerce and 
Labor 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall make such 
regulations as may be necessary to seciu’e the proper exe- 
cution of this Title [R. S., 4399-4600] . 

The inspectors of one district shall not modify or annul 
the doings of the inspectors of another district in regard 
to repairs, unless there la a change in the state of things, 
demanding more repairs than were thought necessary 
when the order was made. ISTor shall the inspectois of one 
district license a person coming from another district, if 
such person has been rejected for unfitness or want of 
qualifications. 

The local board of inspectors, when so requested in 
writing by any master or owner, shall, under the direc- 
tipn or the supervising inspector, inspect steamers in 
other collection districts where no such board is estab- 
lished j and if a certificate of approval is not granted, no 
other inspection shall be made by the same or any other 
board until the objections made by such local board and 
unreversed by the supervising inspector of the district, 
are removed Rothing in this section shall impair the 
right of the inspectors to permit such vessel to go to 
another port for repairs, if in their opinion it can be 
done with safety. 

The local inspectors shall keep a record of certificates 
of inspection of vessels, their boilers, engines, and ma- 
chinery, and of all their acts in their examination and 
inspection of steamers, whether of approval or disap- 
proval ; and when a certificate of approval is recorded, the 
original shall be delivered to the collector or other chief 
officer of the customs of the district. They shall also keep 
a like record of certificates authorizing gunpowder to be 
carried as freight by any steamer carrying passenger.s, 
and_ of all licenses granted to masters, mates, pilots, and 
engineers, and of all refusals of the same, of aU suspen- 
sions and revocations of license, of all refusals, suspen- 
sions, or revocations of which they shall receive notices 
from other districts; and shall report to the supervising 
inspector of their respective districts, in Writing, their 
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decisions in cases of refusal of licenseSj or of the suspen- 
sion or revocation thereof, and all testimony received by 
them in such proceedings. They shall also report 
promptly to such supervising inspector all violations of 
the steamboat -laws that come to their Iniowledge. They 
shall also keep an accurate account of every steamer 
boarded by them during the year; and of all their official 
acts and doings, which, in the form of a report, they shall 
communicate to the supervising inspector of the district, 
at such times as the board of supervising mspectors, by 
their established rules, shall direct. 

Every inspector ivko willfully certifies falsely touching ^ ® 
any steam-vessel, as to her hull, accommodations, boilers, 
engines, machinery, or their appurtenances, or any of her 
ecmipments, or any matter or thing contained in any cer- 
tificate signed and sworn to by him, shall be punished by 
fine of not more than five hundred dollars, or imprison- 
ment for not more than sis months, or both 

Every inspector of steamboats who, upon any pretense, n 8 , 5482 
receives any fee or reward for his services, except what is 
allowed to him by law, shall forfeit his office, and be 
otherwise punished by a fine of not more than live hun- 
dred dollars, or by imprisonment not more than six 
months, or by both. 

443. PutUc Health, and Marine-Hospital Service. 


The President, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, shall, from time to time, appoint a surgeon to 
act as surgeon-general of the public health and marine- 
hospital service, who shall, under the direction of the Sec- 
retary of tlie Treasury, supervise all matters connected 
with the public health and marine-hospital service, and 
with the disbursement of the fund for the relief of sick 


and disabled seamen. He shall be entitled to a salary, 
paid out of the marine-hospital fimd, of five thousand 
dollars a year, and to his necessary traveling expenses. 
And he shall make monthly reports to the Secretary of 


the Treasury. 

Medical officers of the public health and marine-hospi- 
tal service of the United States shall be appomted by the 
President by and with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate ; and no person shall be so appointed until after pass- 
ing a satisfactory examination in the several branches of 
medicine, surgery and hygiene before a board of medical 
officers of the said service. Said exammation shall be 


conducted according to rules prepared by the surgeon- 
general and approved by the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the President. Original appointments in the service 
shall only be made to the rank of assistant surgeon ; and 
no officer shall be promoted to the rank of passed assistant 
surgeon until after four years’ service and a second exam- 
ination as aforesaid ; and no passed assistant surgeon shall 
be promoted to be surgeon until after due exammation.

The Surgeon-General is authorized to cause the detail of 
two surgeons and two passed assistant surgeons for duty 
in the bureau, who shall each receive the pay and allow- 
ances of their respective grades in the general service 

The President is authorized, in his discretion, to utilize 
the Public Health and IMarine-Ho.epital Service in times 
of threatened or actual war to such extent and in such 
manner as shall in his judgment promote the public inter- 
est without, however, in any wise impairing the efficiency 
of the service for the purposes for which the same was 
created and is maintained. 

The President shall from time to time prescribe rules 
for the conduct of the Public Plealth and Marine-Hos- 
pital Service He shall also jirescribe regulations respect- 
ing its internal administration and disciioline, and the 
uniforms of its officers and emplo3’'ees. It shall be the 
duty of the Surgeon-General to transmit annually to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, for transmission by said Sec- 
retary to Congress, a full and complete report of the 
transactions of said service, including a detailed state- 
ment of receipts and disbursements 

The medical officers of the United States, duly clothed 
with authority to act as quarantine officers at any port or 
place Avithin the United States, and when performing the 
said duties, are hereby authorized to talje declarntion.s and 
administer oaths in matters pertaining to tJie administra- 
tion of the quarantine laws and regulations of the United 
States. 

The Secretar}’’ of the Trea.sury is authorized to lease, or 
to sell at jiublic auction, to the highest and best bidder, 
for cash, after due notice in the public newspapers, such 
marine-hospital buildings and lands appertaining thereto 
as he may deem it advisable to sell, and to make, execute, 
and dehver all needful conveyances to the lessees or pur- 
chasers thereof respectively; and the proceeds of such 
leases and sales are here]^ appropriated for the marine- 
hospital establishment Put the hospitals at Cleveland m 
Ohio, and Portland in Maine, shall not be sold or leased 
And this section shall not be construed to authorize the 
Secretary of the Treasury to lease or sell any .such 
hospital where the relief furnished to sick mariners shall 
show an extent of relief equal to twenty cases a day on an 
average for the last preceding four years, or where no 
other suitable and sufficient hospital accommodations can 
be procured upon reasonable terms for the comfort and 
convenience or the patients. 

The Secretary of the Treasury may rent or lease such 
marine-hospital buildings, and the lands appertaining 
thereto, as he may deem advisable m the interests of the 
public health and marine-hospital service ; and the pro- 
ceeds of such rents or leases are hereby appropriated for 
the said service.

It shall be the duty of the Surgeon-General of the Pub- 
hc Health and Marine Hosintal Service, under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of the Treasury, to perform all the 
duties in respect to quarantine and quarantine regulations 
which are provided for by this act, and to obtam informa- 
tion of the samtary condition of foreign ports and 
places from which contagious and infectious diseases are 
or may be imported into the United States, and to this end 
the consular officer of the United States at such ports and 
places as shall be designated by the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall make to the Secretary of the Treasury 
weeldy reports of the sanitary condition of the ports and 
places at which they are respectively stationed, according 
to such forms as the Secretary of the Treasiuy shall pre- 
scribe ; and the Secretary of the Treasury shall also ob- 
tain, through all sources accessible, including State and 
municipal sanitary authorities throughout the United 
States, weekly reports of the sanitary condition of ports 
and places within the United States, and shall prepare, 
publish, and transmit to collectors of customs and to State 
and municipal health officers and other sanitarians weekly 
abstracts of the consular sanitary reports and other per- 
tinent information received by him, and shall also, as far 
as he may be able, by means of the voluntary cooperation 
of State and municipal authorities, of public associations, 
and private persons, procure information relating to the 
climatic and other conditions affecting the public health, 
and shall make an annual report of his operations to 
Congress, with such recommendations as he may deem 
important to the public interests. 

Wlienever the proper authorities of a State shall sm-- 
render to the United States the use of the buildmgs and 
disinfecting apparatus at a State quarantine station, the 
Secretary of the Treasury .shall be authorized to receive 
them and to pay a reasonable compensation to the State 
for their use, if in his opinion they are necessary to the 
United States.

The office of commissioner-general of immigration is 
hereby created and estabhshed, and the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, is authorized 
and directed to appoint such officer, whose salary shall be 
four thousand dollars per annum, payable monthly.

The Commissioner-General of Immigration, in addi- 
tion to such other duties as may by law be assigned to him, 
shall, under the direction of the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor, have charge of <he ndministratioii of all laws 
relating to the immigration of aliens into the United 
States, and shall have the control, direction, and super- 
vision of all officers, clerks, and employees appointed 
thereunder. He shall establish such rule.s and regulations, 
prescribe such forins of bond, reports, entries, and other 
papers, and shall issue from time to time such instruc- 
tions, not inconsistent with law, as he shall deem best cal- 
culated for carrying out the provisions of this Act and 
for protecting the United States and aliens migrating 
thereto from fraud and loss, and shall 'have authority to 
enter into conlrart for the .support and relief of .such 
aliens as may fall into distress or need public aid; all 
under the direction or with the approval of the Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor. And it shall be the duty of 
the Commissioner-General of Immigration to detail offi- 
cers of the immigration service fi’om time to time as may 
be necessary, in his judgment, to secure information as to 
the number of aliens detained m the penal, reformatory, 
and charitable institutions (public and jirivate) of the 
.several States and Territorie,s, the District of Columbia, 
and other territory of the United Slates and to inform 
the officers of such institutions of the provisions of law 
in relation to the deportation of aliens ivho have become 
public charges : Pvoinded, That the Commissioner-General 
of Immigration may, with the approval of the Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor, whenever in his judgment such 
action may b« necessary to accomplish the purposes of this 
Act, detail immigration officers, and also surgeons, in 
accordance with me provisions of section seventeen, for 
service in foreign countries. 


Ang, 18, 1894. The commissionci's of immigration at the several ports 
shall be appointed by the President, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, to hold their offices for the 
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term of four years, unless sooner removed, and until their 
successors are apiiointed 

The duties of the commissioners of immigration shall ^s’ 
be of an administrative character, to be prescribed in de- 
tail by regulations prepared, under the direction or with 
the approval of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor

Immigrant inspectors and other inimigi’ation officers, 24’ 
clerks, and employees shall hereafter be appointed and 
their compensation fixed and raised or decreased from 
time to time by the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, 
upon the recommendation of the Commissioner-General 
of Immigration and in accordance with the provisions of 
the cml-servico Act of January sixteenth, emhteen hun- 
dred and eighty -thiee. Provided^ That said ^cretary, in 
the enforcement of that portion of this Act which ex- 
cludes contract laborers, may employ, without reference 
to the provisions of the said civil service Act, or to the 
various Acts relative to the compilation of the official 
register, such persons as he may deem advisable and from 
time to time fix, raise, or decrease their compensation. He 
may draw from the “ iimmgraiit fund ” annually fifty 
thousand dollars or as much thereof as may be necessary, 
to be expended for the salaries and expenses of persons 
‘ so employed and for ex23enses incident to such employ- 
ment; and the accounting officers of the Treasury shall 
pass to the credit of the pji’opier disbursing officer expendi- 
tures from said sum without itemized account whenever 
the Secretaiy of Coniiiieree and Labor certifies that an 
itemized account would not be for the best interests of the 
Government ‘ Prouided That nothing herein con- 

tained shall be construed to alter the mode of appointing 
commissioners of immigration at the several ports of the 
United States as provided by the sundry civil appropria- 
tion Act approved August eighteenth, eighteen hundred 
and ninety-four, or the official status of such conunis- 
sioners heietofore appointed Immigration officers shall 
have power to administer oaths and to take and consider 
evidence touching the right of any alien to enter the 
United States, and, where such action may be necessary, 
to make a written record of such evidence; and any per- 
son to whom such an oath has been adinimstered under 
the provisions of this Act who shall laiowingly or wil- 
fully give false evidence or swear to any false statement 
in any way affecting or m relation to the right of any 
alien to admission to the United States shall be deemed 

f uilty of perjury and be punished as provided by section 
fty-three hundred and nuiety-two. United States Revised 
Statutes The decision of any such officer, if favorable to 
the admission of any alien, shall be subject to challenge 
by any other immigration officer, and such challenge shall 
operate to take the alien whose right to land is so chal- 
lenged before a board of special inquiry for its investiga- 
tion. Every ahen who may not appear to the examining 
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imircgrant inspector at the port of arrival to be clearly 
and beyond a doubt entitled to land shall be detained for 
examination in relation thereto by a board of sjiecial 
inquiry. 

Feb 20 , 1007 Siicli boards of special inquiry shall be appointed by 

Sec 26 the comnn&sionor of immigration at the various ports of 
arrival as may be necessary for the prompt determination 
of all cases of immigrants detained at such ports under 
the provisions of law Each board shall consist of three 
members, who shall be selected fiom such of the immi' 
grant officials in the service as the Commissioner-General 
of Immigration, with the approval of the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor, shall from time to time designate as 
qualified to servo on such boards: Pro That at ports 
where there are fewer than three immigrant inspectors, 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, upon the recom- 
mendation of the Commissioner-General of Immigration, 
may designate other United States officials for service on 
sncli boards of special inquiry. Such boards shall have 
authority to determine whether an alien who has been 
duly held shall be allowed to land or shall be deported. 
All hearings before boards shall be separate and apart 
from the public, but the said boards shall keep a complete 
permanent record of their proceedings and of all such 
testimony as may be produced before them, and the 
decision of any two members of a board shall prevail, but 
either the alien or any dissenting member of the said 
board may appeal through the commissioner of immigra- 
tion at the port of arrival and the Commissioner-General 
of Immigration to tlie Secretary of Commerce and Labor, 
and the taking of such appeal shall operate to stay any 
action in regard to the final disposal of any alien whose 
ease is so appealed until the receipt by the commissioner 
of immigration at the port of arrival of such decision 
which shall be rendered solely upon the evidence adduced 
before the board of special inquiry Provided^ That in 
every case where an alien is excluded from admission into 
the United States, under any law or treaty now existing 
or hereafter macle, the decision of the appropriate immi- 
gration officers, if adverse to the admission of such alien, 
shall be final, unless reversed on appeal to the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor; but nothing in this section shaU be 
construed to admit of any appeal in the case of an alien 
rejected, as provided for in section ten of this Act. 

445. Life-Saving Service. 

Juiiei8,i878 The President of the United States may, by and with 
® the consent of the Senate, appoint a suitable person, who 
shall be familiar with the various means employed in the 
Life-Saving Service for the saving of life and property 
from shipwrecked vessels, as general superintendent of 
the Life-Saving Service, who aiall, under the immediate 
direction of the Secretary of the Treasury, have general 
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charge of the service and of aU administrative matters 
connected therewith, and whose compensation shall be at 
the rate of four thousand dollars per annum ; and the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury is authorized to appoint an assist- 
ant to the general superintendent, whose compeiisattioii 
shall be two thousand five hundred dollars per annum. 

It shall be the duty of the general superintendent to 
sniiervise the organization and government of the em- 
ployees of the service ; to prepare and revise regulations 
therefor as may be necessary ; to fix the number and com- 
pensation of SLU’fmen to be emploj'ed at the several sta- 
tions within the provisions of law; to supervise the 
expenditure of all appropriations made for the support 
and maintenance of the Life-Saving-Service ; to examine 
the accounts of disbursements of the district superintend- 
ents, and to certify the same to the accounting-officer of 
the Treasury Department; to examine the property re- 
turns of the keepers of the several stations, and see that 
all public property thereto belonging is properly accounted 
for; to acquaint himself, as far as practicable, witli all 
means employed in foreign countries which may seem to 
advantageously affect the interests of the service, and to 
cause to be properly investigated all plans, devices, and 
inventions for the improvement of life-saving apparatus 
for use at the stations, which may appear to be meritori- 
ous and available ; to exercise supervision over the selec- 
tion of sites for new stations the establishment of which 
may be authorized by law, or for old ones the removal of 
which may be made necessary by the encroachment of the 
sea or by other causes; to prepare and submit to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury estimates for the support of the serv- 
ice ; to collect and compile the statistics ox marine disasters 
contemplated by the act of J line twentieth, eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy- four ; and to submit to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, for transmission to Congi’ess, an annual 
report of the expenditures of the moneys appropriated for 
the maintenance of the Life-Saving Service, and of the 
operations of said service during the year. 

The Secretary of the Treasury inay detail such officer or ® 
officers of the Eevemie Cutter Service as may be necessary, 
to act as inspector and assistant inspectors of stations, who 
shall perform such duties in connection with the conduct 
of the service as may be required of them by the general 
superintendent 

The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized, gee 
whenever, in his opinion, it may become necessary for the 
proper administration of the hfe-saving service, and the 
protection of the public property at the stations and 
houses of refuge herein authorized to be established, to 
appoint one superintendent for the coasts of Delaware 
and Virginia, one for the coast of Florida, one for the 
coasts of Lakes Erie and Ontario, one for the coasts of 
Lakes Huron and Superior, and one for-the coast of Lake

Michigan, and also a keeper for each of said stations and 
houses of refuge ; and the said superintendents shall have 
the powers and perform the duties of inspectors of 
customs 

The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized to 
appoint an assistant to the superintendent of the coast of 
Long Island and Rhode Island, who shall perform the 
duties required of the superintendent at the life-saving 
stations within the State of Rhode Island, and reside on 
Block Island, and for his services he shall receive an 
annual salary of five hundred dollars. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized to 
employ crews of experienced surfmen at such of the sta- 
tions herein denominated complete stations and at such of 
the life-boat stations on the Pacific coast as he may 
deem necessary and proper, for such periods, and at such 
compensation, not to exceed forty dollars per month, as 
he may deem necessary and reasonable. 

The Secretary of the Treasury may accept the services 
of volunteer crews of any of the life-boat stations herein 
authorized, who shall be subject to the rules and regula- 
tions governing the life-saving service ; and a list oi the 
names of each crew shall bo kept m the olSce of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. Such volunteers shall receive no 
compensation excejjt a sum of not more than ten dollars 
each for every occasion upon which they shall have been 
instrumental m saving human life, and such of the 
medals harem authorized as they may be entitled to 
under the provisions hereinafter made. Provided^ That 
no payment shall be made to any person who shall not 
have actually participated in the efforts to save the life 
or lives rescued. 

18T8 Section six of said act of June twentieth, eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-four, is so amended as to extend the 
compensation of the enrolled members of volunteer crews 
of life-boat stations therein named to occasions of actual 
and deserving service at any shipwreck, or in the relief of 
any vessel in distress, and that such persons as may vol- 
unteer to take the place of any absent or disabled enrolled 
members of a crew, and who shall be accepted by the 
keeper, may be paid therefor, in the discretion of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, a sum not to exceed eight dol- 
lars each on every such occasion: Provided^ That all 
crews and volunteers employed under authority of this 
act who may be present at a wreck .shall be required to 
use their utmost endeavors to save life and properly care 
for the bodies of such as may perish, and, when such 
efforts are no longer necessary, to save property and pro- 
tect the same, under the direction of the senior keeper 
present or of the superintendent of the district, until the 
arrival of persons legally authorized to take charge ; and 
for the tune employed in so saving and protecting prop- 
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erty volunteers shall be entitled to compensation not to 
exceed three dollars per day each, in the discretion of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

If any keeper or member of a crew of a life-saving or 
life-boat station shall be so disabled by reason of any 
wound or injury received or disease contracted in the Life- 
Saving Service in the line of duty as to unfit him for the 
performance of duty, such disability to be determined in 
such manner as shall be prescribed in the regulations of 
the service, he shall be continued upon the rolls of the 
service and entitled to receive his full pay during the con- 
tinuance of such disability, not to exceed the period of 
one year, unless the general superintendent shall recom- 
mend, upon a statement of facts, the extension of the 
period through a portion or the whole of another year, 
and said recommendation receive the approval or the 
Secretary of the Treasury as just and reasonable; but m 
no case shall said disabled keeper or member of a crew be 
continued upon the rolls or receive pay for a longer 
period than two years. 

If any keeper or member of a crew of a life-savmg or 
life-boat station shall hereafter die bv reason of perilous 
service or any wound or injury received or disease con- 
tracted in the life-saving service m the line of duty, leav- 
ing a widow, or a child or children under sixteen years of 
age, such widow and child or children shall be entitled to 
receive, in equal portions, during a period of two years, 
under such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury 
may prescribe, the same amount payable quarterly, as far 
as practicable, that the husband or father would be entitled 
to receive as pay if he were alive and continued in the serv- 
ice • Provided^ That if the widow shall re-marry at any 
time during the said two years, her poition of said 
amount shall cease to be paid to her from the date of her 
remarriage, but shall be added to the amount to be paid 
to the remaining beneficiaries under the provisions of 
this section, if there be any ; and if any child shall arrive 
at the age of sixteen years during the said two years, the 
payment of the portion of such child shah, cease to be 
paid to such child from the date on which such age shall 
be attained^ but shall be added to the amount to be paid to 
the remainmg beneficiaries, if there be any. 

Upon the occurrence of any shipwreck within the 
scope of the operations of the Life-Saving Service, at- 
tended with loss of life, the general superintendent shall 
cause an investigation of all the circumstances connected 
with said disaster and loss of life to be made, with a view 
of ascertaining the cause of the disaster, and whether any 
of the officers or employees of the service have been guilty 
of neglect or misconduct in the premises ; and any officer 
or clerk in the employment of the Treasury Department 
who may be detailed to conduct such investigation, or to

examnie into any alleged incompetency or misconduct of 
any of the officers or employees of the Life-Saving Service 
shall liave authority to administer an oath to any wit- 
ness attending to testify or depose in the course of such 
investigation. 

The enrolled members of the crews of life-boat stations 
may Ite called out for drill and exercise in the life-boat 
and life-saving apparatus as often as the general superin- 
tendent may determine, not to exceed twice a month, for 
each day’s attendance at which they shall be entitled to 
the sum of three dollars each 

The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized to 
discontinue any life-saving or life-boat station or house 
of refuge whenever in his judgment the interests of com- 
merce and humanity no longer require its existence 

The Geneial Superintendent may transfer the appara- 
tus, appliances, equipments, and supplies of any discon- 
tinued .station or house of refuge to .such other stations or 
houses of refuge as may need them, and may also transfer 
any iiortion or the apparatus, apphances, equipments, and 
supplies, of one station or house of refuge to another 
whenever in his judgment the intere.sts of the .service may 
require it. 

Hereafter all district superintendents of life-saving sta- 
tions shall be cliKbursmg officer.s and paymasters for their 
respective district.s, and shall give .such bonds as the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury may require, and shall have the 
powers and perform tlie dutie.s of imspectors of customs 

The appointment of district .siiperinUnidents, inspoctoi^, 
and keepers and crews of hfc-suvuig stations shall be 
made solely Avith reference lo their htiie.s.s, and ivithout 
reference to their political or party affiliations. 

Hereafter the compensation of the keepers of life-sav- 
ing and life-boat stations and houses of refuge shall be at 
the rate of four hundred dollars per annum; and they 
shall have the powers of inspectors of cnatoms, but shall 
receive no additional compensation for duties performed 
as such • Provided, That said keepers shall have authority 
and be required to take charge of and protect all property 
saved from shipwreck at Avhich they may be present, until 
it is claimed by parties legally authorized to receive it, or 
until othenvise instructed to dispose of it by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury; and keepers of life-saving stations 
shall be required to reside continually at or in the imme- 
diate vicinity of their respective stations. [Note • Com- 
pensation changed June 22, 1892 ; but powers bestowed in 
this section remain.] 

Hereafter the life-saving stations upon the Atlantic 
and gulf coasts at which crews are employed shall be 
manned and the stations opened for active service on the 
first day of August in each year, and so continue until the 
first day of June succeeding, and upon the lake coasts 
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from the opening to the close of navigation, except such 
stations as, in the discretion of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury^ are not necessary to be manned during the full 
period siiecified; and the crews shall reside at the sta- 
tions during said periods. 

Crews may be employed at any of the life-saving or 
life-boat stations on the Pacific coast during such portion 
of the year as the general superintendent may deem neoes- 
sary. 

The Secietary of the Treasury is hereby authorized to 
make all necessary regulations for the government of the 
life-saving service not inconsistent with law. 

446. Revenue-Cutter Service 

The Secretary of the Treasury shall detail a captain of 
the Eevenue- Cutter Service who shall be chief of the 
division of Eevenue-Cutter Service, and a chief engineer, 
who shall be engineer in chief of said Service, but no 
additional pay or emoluments shall be allowed on account 
of such detail. 

The master of any rcveniic-ciitter shall make a weekly 
return to the collector, or other officer of the district under 
whose direction it is placed, of the transactions of the 
cutter, specifying the vessels that have been boarded, 
then names and descriptions, the names of the masters, 
from what port or place they last sailed, whether laden or 
111 ballast, to what nation belonging, and whether they 
have the necessary manifests of (heir cargoes on board, 
and generally all such matters as it may be necessary for 
the officers or the customs to Imow. 

The officers of revenue -cutters shall perform, in addi- 
tion to the duties hereinbefore prescribed, such other du- 
ties for the collection and security of the revenue as from 
time to time shall be directed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, not contraiy to lawn 

447. Light-House Board. 

The President shall appoint two officers of the Navy, of 
high rank, two officers of the Corps of Engineers of the 
Army, and two civilians of high scientific attainments, 
whose .services may be at the disposal of .the President, 
together with an officer of the Na-vy and an officer of engi- 
neers of the Army, as secretaries, who shall constitute the 
Light House Board 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall be ex- 
officio president of the Light-House Board. 

The Light-House Board shall bo attached to the office 
of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, and under his 
supermtendence shall discharge all administrative duties 
relating to the construction, luumination, inspection, and 
superintendence of light-houses, light- vessels, beacons.

buoys, sea-mai'ks, and their appendages, and embracing 
the security of foundations of works already existing, 
procuring illuminating and other apparatus, supplies, and 
materials of all kinds for building, and for rebuilding 
when necessary, and keeping in good repair the light- 
houses, light-vessels, beacons, and buoys of the United 
States ; and shall have the charge and custody of all the 
archives, books, documents, drawings, models, returns, 
apparatus, and other things appertaining to the Light- 
House Establishment. 

hlo light-house, beacon, public piers, or landmark, shall 
be built or erected on any site until cession of jurisdiction 
over the same has been made to the United States. 

A. cession by a State of jurisdiction over a place selected 
as the site of a light-house, or other structure or work of 
the Light-House Establishment, shall be deemed suffi- 
cient within the preceding section, notwithstanding it 
contains a reservation that process issued under authority 
of such State may continue to be served within such place. 
And notwithstanding any such cession of jurisdiction 
contains no such reservation, all process may be served 
and executed within the place ceded, in the same manner 
as if no cession had been made. 

Whenever any of the light- vessels occupying positions 
which are adapted to the erection of light-houses upon 
pile-foundations require to be rebuilt, or require such ex- 
tensive repairs as to render the substitution of such light- 
house advisable and practicable, such permanent struc- 
tures may be erected in place of any such light-vessels; 
but the expense arising from all such changes and erec- 
tions .shall be defrayed fi-om the general annual appro- 
priations for repains, and .so forth, of light-vessels, except 
when a special appropriation is made for such change. 

The Light-House Board shall arrange the ocean, gulf, 
lake, and river coasts of the United States into light- 
house districts, not exceeding sixteen in number. Any 
law or regulation prohibiting the employment in the 
light-houses of the United States of persons more than 
forty-five years of age is hereby repealed. 

The jurisdiction of the Light-House Board is hereby 
extended over the Mississippi, Ohio and Missouri rivers 
for the establishment of such beacon lights, day beacons, 
and buoys as may be necessary for tne n.se of vessels 
navigating those streams;' and for this purpose the said 
board is hereby required to divide the designated rivers 
into one or two additional light-house districts, to be in 
all respects similar to the already existing light-house 
districts ; and is hereby authorized to lea.se the necessary 
ground for all such lights and beacons as are used to point 
out changeable channels and wliich in consequence can not 
be mad^ermanent. 

An ofiicer of the Army or Navy shall he assigned to 
each district as a light house inspector, subject to the 
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orders of tlie Light-House Board ; and shall receive for 
such service the same pay and emoluments that he would 
be entitled to by law for the performance of duty in the 
regular line of his profession, and no other, except the 
legal allowance per mile, when traveling under orders 
connected with his duties. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall assign to 
any of the collectors of the customs the siipermtendeiice 
of such light-houses, beacons, light-ships, and buoys, as he 
deems best. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor is authorized to 
regulate the salaries of the respective keepers of light- 
houses in such manner as he deems ]ust and proper, but 
the whole sum allowed for such salaries shall not exceed 
an average of six hundred dollars to each keeper. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor may, upon the 
leconnnendation of the Light-House Board, discontinue 
fiom tune to time such lights as may from any cause be- 
come useless or unnecessary. And he may, upon the like 
lecommendatioii, from time to time re-establish any lights 
which have been thus discontinued, whenever he believes 
such re-establishment to be required by public convenience 
or the necessities of trade or commerce. 

No member of the Light-House Board, inspector, light- 
keeper, or 'other person in any manner connected ivith the 
light-house service, shall be interested, either directly or 
indirectly, in any contract for labor, materials, or sup- 
plies for the light house service, or in any patent, p^n, or 
mode of construction or iUumhiation, or in any article of 
supply for the light-house service. 

After the first day of January, nineteen hundred and 
seven, it shall be unlawful for any person, company, cor- 
poration, or municipality not under the control of the 
Light-House Board, to establish, erect, or maintam in the 
navigable waters of the United ^States any light as an aid 
to navigation, or any other aid to navigation similar to 
any of those maintained by the United States under the 
control and direction of the Light-House Board, without 
first obtaining pernnssion so to do from the Light-House 
Board, m accordance with rules and regulations to be 
established by the Secretary pf Commerce and Labor ; and 
any person violating the provisions of this section oi any 
of the rules and regulations established by the Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor in accordance herewith shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and be subject to a fine 
not exceeding the sum of one hundred dollars for each 
offense, and each day during which such violation shall 
continue shall be considered as a new offense, 

448. Treasury agents. 

The Secretary of the Treasury may appoint one super- 
vising special agent, who shall receive in addition to the 
necessary traveling expenses actually incurred by him, a

compenfaahon of ten dollars per dav; eighteen special 
agents, who shall each receive in addition to the necessary 
traveling ekpeinses actually incm red by him, a compensa- 
tion to be fixed by the Secretary of the Treasury, not to 
exceed eight dollars per day; and nine special agents, 
who shall each receive in addition to the necessary travel- 
ing expenses actually inciirred by him, a compensation to 
be fixed by the Secretary of the Ib'easiiry not to exceed six 
dollars per day, for the purpose of making the examina- 
tions of the books, pajiers, and accounts of collectors and 
other olEcers of the cn.stoin.s, and to be employed generally, 
under the direction of the Secretary, in the prevention 
and detection of frauds on the ciistoin.s revenue ; and the 
expense thereof shall be charged to the “ appropriation to 
defray the expense of collecting the revenue from cus- 
toms.” 

The Secretary of the Treasury may, from time to time, 
make such regulations not inconsistent with law, for the 
government of the special agents, as he deems expedient, 
and may rescind or alter regulations so made But no 
special agent, in addition to those authorized by the two 
preceding sections [sec. 2(i4fl as amended], shall be ap- 
pointed or employed uiioii any business relating to the 
customs revenue ; nor shall any sum be paid to any agent 
authorized to be om]iloved for mileage or any other ex- 
penses except such as are actually incurred in the dis- 
charge of his official duty. 

It shall be the duty of all officers of the customs to exe- 
cute and carry into effect all instructions of the Secretary 
of the Treasury relative to the execution of the revenue 
laws; and in case any difficulty shall arise as to the true 
construction or meaning of any part of the revenue laws, 
the decision of the Secretary of the Treasury shall be con- 
clusive and binding upon all officers of the customs. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized, 
whenever he shall thinliT it advantageous to the public 
service, to abolish or suspend the office of naval officer, or 
any other subordinate office, in any collection-district of 
the United States, except in Boston, New York, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, Chaideston, Savannah, Portland in 
Maine, and San Francisco, and to assign the duties of the 
office or any other subordinate office so abolished or .sus- 
pended to a deputy collector or inspector of the customs ; 
and BO much of all fines, penalties, and forfeitures as 
would otherwise inure to either of such naval officers shall, 
after the discontinuance of their offices, respectively, be 
paid into the Treasury of the United States, and there 
credited to the fund tor defraying the expenses of col- 
lecting the revenue from custorris. 

449. Alaska seal agents. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor is authorized to 
appoint one agent and three assistant agents, who shall 
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be charged with the management of the seal fisheries in 
Alaska, and the performance of such other duties as may 
be assigned to them by the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor. 

Such agents shall never be interested, directly or indi- 
rectly, in any lease of the right to take seals, nor in any 
proceeds or profits thereof, either as owner, agent, part- 
ner, or otherw'ise 

Such agents are empowered to administer oaths in all 
cases relating to the service of the United States, and to 
take testimony in Alaska for the use of the Government in 
any matter concerning the public revenues. 

F or the 23urpose of better guarding against frauds upon 
the revenue on foreign merchandise transported between 
the ports of the Atlantic and those of the Pacific overland 
through any foreign territory, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may appoint special sworn agents as inspectors of the 
customs, to reside in such foreign territory where such 
merchandise may be landed or embarked, with power to 
superintend the landing or shipping of all merchandise, 
liassmg coastwise between the ports of the United States 
on the Pacific and the Atlantic. It shall be their duty, 
under such regulations and instructions as the Secretary 
of the Treasury may prescribe, to guard against the jier- 
petration of frauds upon the I'evemie. The compensation 
paid to such inspectors shall not in the aggi-egate exceed 
five thousand dollars per annum

450. Coast and Oeodetic Survey. 

The President is authorized to cause a survey to be s., 4Q8 i 
taken of the coasts of the United States, in which shall be 
designated the islands and shoals, with the roads or j^laces 
of anchorage, within twenty leagues of any part of the 
shores of the United States; -and also the respective 
conises and distances between the principal capes or head- 
lands, together with such other matters as he may deem 
proper for completing an acem-ate chart of every part of 
the coasts. 

The President may also cause such examinations and ® ® 
observations to be made with respect to Saint George’s 
Bank, and to anv other bank, or shoal, and the soundings 
and currents, although beyond the distance of twenty

461. District court commissioners. 

The terms of office of all commissioners of the circuit 
courts heretofore appointed shall expire on the thirtieth
